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PREFACE 


This family history was conceived when I made my first 
exploration of old Link court records, tombstones and local 
traditions in Augusta County, Virginia, in 1928. An expanding 
collection of family data through the years to 1946 promised a 
wealth of available facts that might be revealed by careful 
research and finally decided the publication of this book. 
Research was begun and continued down to publication date. 

The Berks County (Pennsylvania) Historical Society indi- 
cated to me that Mr. Albert Link of Brooklyn was also inter- 
ested in Link family data. Correspondence with him and a 
subsequent meeting in New York revealed that he had long 
since discovered John Jacob Link, our common immigrant 
ancestor, and that his interest continued in learning more about 
this primary American ancestor’s antecedents. 

Happily, Mr. Albert Link agreed to undertake the German 
research, which has revealed much and confirmed much. This 
particular work has succeeded because of his persistent and 
tactful efforts for more than four years. His correspondence 
has been large and has required great patience in writing back 
again and again for important details. He was never satisfied 
with less than proven facts. Besides his invaluable research 
abroad and his early discovery of John Jacob, he has written 
two chapters of the history. In the fall of 1946 his interest in 
family history prompted him to erect a monument to our 
ancestors in Shepherdstown, West Virginia. I am deeply grate- 
ful to him for his contributions. 

Reverend John W. Link, Shepherdstown, West Virginia, 
retired Lutheran clergyman, has long been interested in the 
genealogy. His wide and continued correspondence has mate- 
rially helped develop the list of descendants of John Adam 
Link II. He has contributed the chapters on John Adam Link I 
and John Adam Link II. He has made important suggestions, 
based upon his long search and the various leads it provided, 
that have enabled me to extend the genealogy beyond the limits 
originally determined. His interest and cooperation were most 
helpful and always stimulating. 

V. Harwood Link, M. D., formerly of Shepherdstown, West 
Virginia, and now of Hagerstown, Maryland, developed the 
extensive genealogy of the descendants of John Adam Link III. 
This work was done with fine detail while Dr. Link conducted 
a highly specialized practice and at the same time held an 
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important faculty post in the College of Medicine, University 
of Maryland, in Baltimore. 

Mrs. Marilla Bixler of Fremont, Ohio, provided a very com- 
plete genealogy of the descendants of Mary Link Crowell. 
Mrs. Charles Wayland of Knoxville, Tennessee, contributed an 
equally complete genealogy of the descendants of Elizabeth 
Link Wayland. 

Besides personal trips to locations in various parts of the 
country where Link family data reposed, the services of accred- 
ited genealogists in Pennsylvania, Maryland, Virginia, Ten- 
nessee, Kentucky, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, and Washington, 
D. C., sixteen in number, were almost constantly employed in 
gathering data for this volume. 

The German research was done wherever Link records 
reposed within a radius of 100 miles of Grossgartach. The 
Bibliography reveals a list of places and sources. 

All the early Lutheran Church records in eastern Pennsyl- 
vania. which are deposited in the Krauth Memorial Library, 
Lutheran Theological Seminary, Mt. Airy, Pennsylvania, were 
examined and those parts pertaining to the Link and kindred 
families were translated. These included the records of St. 
Joseph’s Lutheran (Hill), Colebrookdale; Old Zion German 
Lutheran, Philadelphia; St. Michael’s Lutheran, Germantown; 
Augustus Lutheran (Trappe), Providence; New Hanover 
Lutheran, New Hanover; Christ Church, Strouchsburg; Holy 
Trinity Lutheran and Reformed, Upper Saucon Township, 
Lehigh County, and Little Zion Lutheran, Earlington. 

Dr. A. R. Wentz, President of Gettysburg Theological Semi- 
nary, Gettysburg, Pennsylvania, assisted me in translation of 
the records of the Monocacy Lutheran Church and the Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Church of Frederick County, Maryland. The 
St. Peter’s Lutheran Church records, Woodsboro, Maryland, 
had been translated by Mrs. Jacob Kintz of Frederick. I had 
them retranslated for Link data with rewarding results. In 
Virginia and West Virginia the early church records of St. 
Peter’s at Shepherdstown, St. Paul’s at Strasburg, Friedens 
Church and Raders Lutheran Church at Mt. Crawford, Peaked 
Mountain Church of Timberville, and Old Salem Church of 
Augusta County were examined and translated. Dr. Herbert B. 
Anstaedt, Curator of the Historical Society of the Reformed 
Church in the U.S. at Franklin and Marshall College, Lancas- 
ter, Pennsylvania, translated all the early church records 
wherein Link and kindred family names were found that 
repose with him. The records involved were from the St. 
Joseph’s Reformed (Hill) Church (this church was used by. 
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both Lutheran and Reformed congregations) ; First Reformed 
Church, Reading; Dunkel’s Reformed Church, Greenwich 
Township, Berks County; First Reformed Church, Lancaster; 
Schwartzwald Reformed Church, Exeter Township, Berks 
County. Mr. Amos F. Breidigan provided his translation of 
the records of the Mertz (Christ) Church, Rockland Township, 
Berks County. 

Grateful acknowledgment is made to Mrs. W. R. Eckhardt 
of Houston, Texas; Miss Mabel McCue of Fort Defiance, Vir- 
ginia; Mrs. John Ephraim Link and Mrs. Robert Prox of Terre 
Haute, Indiana; Mrs. Ralph Malone of Dallas, Texas; Mrs.

Although time will constantly present the addition of new 
facts about our family and about our ancestors, the data pre- 
sented here were gathered objectively and all known precaution 
was used to prevent errors. You will notice that where uncer- 
tainty of fact exists, the context clearly indicates it. In some 
parts of the genealogy, lists of children, dates of birth, death 
or marriage could not be documented because individuals who 
could have given the information did not answer requests, 
although these were repeated three times, which was the con- 
sistent procedure in seeking family data. In some instances, it 
should be said, family data had been lost or forgotten. 

This compilation has been an interesting and absorbing 
undertaking. Our family has contributed considerably to the 
development and security of our nation. It has raised up many 
valiant, learned and worthwhile individuals. I am proud and 
happy to be a member of this typically American family. 
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THE HISTORY 
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ve 
OUT OF THE DARK INTO THE LIGHT 


4p HE history of our family is the history of civilization itself. 
Ancient records in Germany clearly reveal a lineage which 
penetrates the Dark Ages. 

The scene begins at Wimpfen, ancient town north of the 
Black Forest in Baden, Germany, in the old Wiirt. Close by 
were Heidelberg on the north, Heilbronn, Grossgartach and 
Biberach on the south, and to the east only seven miles away 
was Schontal, while forty miles due south was the growing 
town of Pforzheim. 

This whole area and more about it had been the storm center 
of conflict between barbarian and Roman since the year 9 
B. C., a struggle which was to resolve into a civilization cen- 
turies in the forming; a civilization which was among the first 
in all the world to recognize the rights of individual man and 
to afford the political and social nourishment for the growth of 
the great middle class from which our family came. 

From these conflicts, which continued in one form or another 
until the fifth century when the German tribes conquered 
Rome, the barbarian gained the most. He lost none of his phys- 
ical or mental strength while he absorbed his victim’s culture 
and religion. And immediately he put them to use. Within not 
too many years he was building church schools and then uni- 
versities, which were to become world famous seats of learning 
continuing down to the present. Some of these provided the 
moral and intellectual leadership and inspiration for great 
world movements that widened man’s horizon of thought and 
action. Here in this area learning was treasured and cultivated, 
here the Reformation was born, and insurance for old age as 
well as hospitals for sick and old found their beginning while 
the rest of Europe was still dark and groping in half-ignor- 
ance. 

And, more important, within this small area the idea of 
personal liberty found its place in the hearts of men soon after 
the conquest of Rome by the German tribes. Our people, as far 
back as history about them is documented, were free. Hans 
Linck, who was born about 1870, and is the first we know 
about, was not only free but wealthy. The ideal of freedom 
must have possessed his ancestors many generations before 
him. 


Hans Linck was a citizen of Wimpfen. We find him at the 
turn of the Fifteenth Century making sizeable loans to his 
city and to individuals within it. The city court records him! 
as “the elder.” The first date is December 17, 1417, a year 
concurrent with the beginning of the Renaissance. On this 
day he loaned Hans Unger and his wife, Else, 100 Rhein 
guilders for six years, with interest of five guilders to be paid 
annually. The interest was certainly reasonable and may reflect 
something of Hans’ disposition. The same day he loaned a 
similar sum on the same terms to Peter Wegner and his wife, 
Clara, of the village of Steinhoff, nearby. Then on September 
7, 1439, he loaned the Council of the City of Wimpfen 400 
guilders with interest of twenty guilders annually, still only 
five per cent. Obviously, Hans was mature and of middle age 
to possess such means in the type of economy in which he lived. 
Thus, we can deduce that he was born about 1370. Being the 
elder, Hans had a son named for him, and there were probably 
other children about whom there are no records. The names of 
Bernard, Hans, Sebastian, and Jacob are found consistently 
through several following generations. 

Dieter Linck was the next about whom documents exist.? He 
was doubtlessly the son of Hans, the younger, and grandson 
of Hans Linck, the elder, who loaned the money. In 1472 Dieter 
was chosen treasurer for the city of Wimpfen and in 1477 he 
was elected to the Council and made the city accountant. His 
birth can be placed at about 14380. Dieter, like his grandfather, 
was a man of influence and affluence. And so was his son, Hans. 

Hans Linck III, as we shall call him, lived on land on the 
Kocher River between Neuenstadt and Wimpfen.? He was an 
adult of record there in 1523 and was probably born about 
1470. Data about his sons’ births are recorded in Wimpfen and 
Neuenstadt, and it was Bernard Linck I (Hanns Bernhardt 
Linck), one of them, who founded our ancestry. The others 
about whom we have documented knowledge, were named 
Sebastian and Jacob. Before we take up these sons, however, 
let us look at Hans III. 

Although he was a free man and the son of an influential 
official (Dieter) of Wimpfen, his property was subject to 
Turkish taxes in 1529. The Turks exacted tribute from all of 
Hungary, what is now Austria, and all of that part of southern 
Germany east of the Rhine, because they had conquered the

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lands while Ferdinand, brother of Charles V, ruled Hungary. 
Charles V, then the King of Spain as well as the Emperor of 
the Holy Roman Empire, was helpless to prevent the Turkish 
invasion and subsequent levies because of the threat of his 
cousin, Francis I, King of France, who, jealous because he 
could not become the Empire’s head, sought by every means, 
even to joining forces with Suleiman I of Turkey, to destroy 
the power of Charles. The subjects of Charles, our ancestor 
among them, paid the Turks taxes until 1545 when Charles V 
made peace with Turkey, so he would be free to attack the 
Protestants and the Smalkald League in the Palatinate, because 
they had combined to elevate Ulrich as Duke of Wiirttemberg 
against the wishes of Charles.* In 1523, however, Hans III was 
paying taxes to Charles V or his underling, the Duke of Wiirt- 
temberg, later deposed by the Smalkald League.® For that year 
he and Hans Mulbayer paid taxes on their houses of two shill- 
ings and six pfennige as well as a nature tax of two chickens. 
And, now, to his sons Bernard, Sebastian and Jacob. 

Sebastian Linck was a prominent man. Births of his children 
indicate that he was married about 1525 and was himself born 
about 1490. He became Burgomaster of Wimpfen and held the 
position for many years. On July 20, 1554, the Wimpfen Coun- 
cil complains that he had failed to “forswear” his taxes for 
several years, whatever that means, and that he did not pay 
the back taxes of his son, Leonhard, the Licentiate. Sebastian 
answered the Council that its members ‘“‘could have dealt with 
his son when he was in town lately,” (sic). Leonhard lived in 
Speyer.® The same dispute had arisen on March 12 before this, 
in which it was pointed out that Sebastian had given Leonhard 
house furnishings and other properties which were taxable. 
Again, in 1562, we find Sebastian, now no longer the Burgo- 
master, in some difficulty that causes him to ask his son Bas- 
tian (Sebastian) who had become an eminent doctor, to per- 
suade the Council to accept Bastian as security for him. Sebas- 
tian had four sons named in the record. They were Hans Linck 
(IV), Leonhard, Sebastian (who went security), and Conrad. 
He educated all of them well. Hans IV left Wimpfen in 1554, 
or earlier, according to the record. After he received his educa- 
tion he returned to Wimpfen to teach Latin. There he married 
Margaretha, daughter of Jacob Zallmeister, and was living 
there October 31, 1598.7 

Leonhard, next listed as a son of Sebastian, the Burgomas-

ter, won the degree of Licentiate, probably from the Univer- 
sity of Tiibingen. His brothers Sebastian and Conrad studied 
there. Leonhard was always in trouble. He failed to pay his 
taxes in Wimpfen, bringing embarrassment upon his father. 
When he left Wimpfen for Speyer, he appropriated a horse for 
the journey and had to explain the act to his brother-in-law, 
then Burgomaster, in 1560. In 1563 he was sued by Jacob 
Schmidt for drayage of several loads of wine and other things 
Schmidt hauled from Wimpfen to Speyer for him.® 

Sebastian, the third son of Sebastian, was a man of learning 
and responsibility. He matriculated at the University of Tiibin- 
gen, April 30, 1554. There he studied until he won his doctor’s 
degree, probably in medicine. In 1562, when he helped his 
father with the Council of Wimpfen, he apparently secured 
the obligation himself. This he discharged in 1578 when the 
Council accepted eighteen batzen!° for every thaler and twen- 
ty batzen for every gold guilder owed by his father in back 
taxes (all for Leonhard, no doubt) but ‘only as a mark of 
friendship in recognition of his services and for the sake of his 
father,” (sic) 

About Conrad we only know that he is listed as Sebastian’s 
fourth son!? and that he matriculated in the University of 
Tiibingen, November 9, 1558.18 

Jacob, apparently the third son of Hans III and brother of 
Sebastian above as well as our Bernard I, was found in the 
Wimpfen records several times. In 1532 he appeared in the 
city court proceedings as a guardian. On the “Tuesday after 
St. Elizabeth, 1554,” (sic) he requested timber with which to 
build a granary and received two oak trees.!* In 1558 a dispute 
between Jacob and his brother, Sebastian, was resolved by 
Sebastian deeding his one-fourth share of his father’s house to 
Jacob, who probably lived in it. Sebastian had moved from 
Wimpfen to Fuerfeld in the District of Heilbronn. Jacob also 
sued the children of a niece named Walpurga Linck, who had 
married Nicolaus Strauss, and the court awarded him posses- 
sion but he was to pay the niece’s children a “suitable price,” 
(sic).15 In the same year Jacob’s wife, Elizabeth, was men- 
tioned. Then, Elizabeth died and Jacob married Margaretha,

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with whom he bought insurance in an hospice in 1563. Between 
this date and 1568 Jacob died, because in the latter year Len- 
hart Keller sued Margaretha for 9214 guilders which she owed 
him.¢ Jacob had no children of record. 

Although, as you have read above, there are many docu- 
mented facts about these early members of our family, the line 
of descent is circumstantial. Deductions permitting the devel- 
opment of the genealogy from Hans I to Hans III are deter- 
mined by three factors: (1) That only these individuals are 
found in the records of the area in each age group from 1417 
to the time of Hans III; (2) these Links appear in perfect 
chronology in the records, and (3) given names provide a 
guide, because of similarity, that was common from generation 
to generation in that and later periods. Beginning with Hans I, 
there was no other in the record at that time. He is clearly 
chronicled as ‘“‘the elder” indicating the existence of a son 
known as Hans, the younger. To us he becomes Hans II. The 
next Link is Dieter, again the only one in his generation of 
record. He was obviously the son of Hans II. His (Dieter’s) 
grandfather was a man of wealth and so must have been his 
father, Hans II. Dieter, scion of a prominent family, attained 
two positions of importance in Wimpfen. Then we come to 
Hans III, again the only Link of record for the period. He was 
a prosperous man living on land near Wimpfen. And there was 
none other by the name of Link of his vintage in any record of 
the whole area about, including Wimpfen, Stuttgart, Neuen- 
stadt, Pforzheim, Heilbronn, or any of some twenty places of 
record within a fifty mile radius of Wimpfen. 

And now about the children of Hans III. A time and descent 
chart (see page 14) places their births at about the year 1500. 
Only three Links in the records appear of proper age, Bernard 
I, our ancestor; Sebastian, Burgomaster of Wimpfen, and 
Jacob. Sebastian and Jacob are proven brothers by the record. 
Bernard, of their approximate age, could have been their first 
cousin, with Hans III as his father; but then no one appears 
who could have been the father of Sebastian and Jacob. Ber- 
nard, an important man, more important than Sebastian, 
named his only son Sebastian, obviously for his brother, the 
Burgomaster. 

Now, for the first time appear some other Links in the 
Wimpfen and Neuenstadt records: George, the baker; Michael, 
the soldier; Hans, the Chaplain in Oedheim, and Ambrose. 
They were all about the same age, according to dates available.

They were not our Bernard’s sons, because all of his children 
are clearly listed in the Neuenstadt Church records. They were 
not Sebastian’s, because his were listed, too. They must claim 
Jacob for a father if they did not move into the area from 
some distance away. Another, a John George, Preceptor at 
Guelingen, appears also. His marriage date and death date 
both credit him with being the son of one of the four above 
and probably a grandson of Jacob’s. 

In the Stuttgart records a few Links are mentioned not 
listed above. One was Sebastian, an armourer in Reichen- 
weiher in 1521. He died in 1548 and is of an age to have been 
the younger brother of Hans III, and the first Sebastian of 
record. Sebastian is mentioned again as a trumpeter in 1540. 
Then, another Sebastian, manager of the monastery in Adel- 
berg (mentioned again as Sebastian Albert) is in the Goep- 
pingen Church records. But Adelberg was 200 miles across the 
Bavarian Alps, southeast of Wimpfen. It is very near the city 
of Trieste at the present border of Italy and Yugoslavia. The 
only others listed in any records in the sixteenth century are 
Anthon Johannes, Melchior, and Ulrich Link, all of Kirchheim 
unter Teck, geographically remote from the seat of our ances- 
tors. George, a millmaster at Stuttgart in 1600, and Gabriel, a 
church administrator at Guelingen, both of this period, cannot 
be placed in our line with information available about them. 
If we must depend upon minute and specific details in the 
records of town, tax list, court and church, to conduce a logical 
lineage from Hans Linck I and Hans Linck III, we are spared 
that problem in the genealogy of Bernard Link I’s descendants 
which we learn about now. 

In every instance, the records are clear and fully documented 
about the descent of our family from Bernard I to the present. 

We find Bernard I in three records, viz: the Church record 
at Neuenstadt, the State Archives, Stuttgart, Volume 1228 of 
the Turkish Tax Lists, pages 34, 35, 49B, 58, 96, 100, 113, 126, 
Volume 1220, pages 11B, 12B, 23, 24, 27, 38B, 42, 44B, 53, 
and the Schéntal Monastery Court Records. Bernard I (Hanns 
Bernhardt), as we shall call him (there are two more in direct 
descent to follow), became the civil administrator of the Court 
of Schéntal Monastery. 

Schontal was a monastic court—a church court whose head 
was the abbot and whose seat was the monastery. Many reli- 
gious orders had vast holdings, some of them entire provinces, 
before the Thirty Years War, and apparently Schéntal was 
one of them. The monastery exercised secular as well as reli- 
gious authority over all within its jurisdiction, over freeman 
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and serf and also over nobles who possessed fiefs within the 
monastery’s feudal estate. Schéntal was Cistercian. It was 
founded in 1156 and besides the extensive land holdings 
contained a theological seminary, one of the greatest of the 
period.17 

Here, Bernard I administered the economic and civil affairs 
of the court and prospered. Besides his house he secured pos- 
session of many tracts of land, some of which he owned out- 
right and others of which he leased from the monastery on 
what can be believed to be a profitable basis.18 With these lands 
he supplemented his income as administrator by renting them 
to three different tenants who, according to the tax lists, joined 
him in paying taxes. Item upon item reveals this. After his 
death, Bernard I’s widow evidenced even greater acumen. She 
retained the properties, even the leased ones, and went into 
partnership with Bernard’s old friend, Hans Lorentz, known 
in the Schontal record as “an old court attaché,” and from then 
on they both paid the taxes. 

Bernard I was educated at Heidelberg University. He matric- 
ulated November 11, 1506, and graduated a Bachelor of Arts. 
He was married about 1535. His eldest child, a daughter, mar- 
ried in 1556. Allowing twenty years between her marriage and 
birth and another year before her birth, we arrive at 1535 as 
Bernard I’s approximate marriage date. The church record at 
Neuenstadt indicates his wife’s name was Anna. She died 
October 18, 1582, “at great age,” the record says. Bernard died 
April 19, 1561, from a fall down a stairway at the monastery. 
So, for twenty years after his death, practical Anna carried on 
the farming business that Bernard left her. Apparently their 
children did not inherit until Anna’s death. 

These children were four in number, only one, a son.!® First 
was Barbara, who, on January 24, 1556, married Michael 
Pfeffer in the Neuenstadt Church. Michael was the son of 
Bernard Pfeffer and lived at Stein on the Kocher River nearby. 
Then Agnes was born. She married Hans Flayschman in the 
Neuenstadt Church, September 21, 1560. Hans was the son of 
the “deceased” Jost Flayschman of Moeckmuehl, a village 
not far from Neuenstadt. Then Sebastian, the son, was born. 
He is listed third among Bernard and Anna’s children in the 
Neuenstadt Church record. In 1558 he stood godparent for the 
baptism of a friend’s child. At the time he was a student at

the University of Heidelberg, having matriculated there No- 
vember 11, 1557.2 Two years later, on December 24, 1559, he 
matriculated at the University of Tiibingen.*! 

Both Heidelberg and Tiibingen were great universities at 
the time but with widely varied doctrinal views. Heidelberg 
was Catholic, as it was established in 13886. Tiibingen, under 
the influence of the persuasive Reuchlin and the persistent 
Melanchthon, Baur, and others teaching there, became Protes- 
tant. It was the younger of the two universities, having been 
founded in 1477. Cistercians began the school and had a 
flourishing abbey there which fell to the Lutheran movement. 
Perhaps the Reformation infiuenced Sebastian to change his 
school from Catholic Heidelberg to the more liberal Tiibingen. 
Perhaps at Tiibingen he became persuaded to the new faith. 
At any rate, his son became a Protestant a few years later. 

After his studies at Heidelberg and Tiibingen, Sebastian 
was married at Neuenstadt to Maria Hausser on June 22, 
1563. Since 1561, however, he had taken his father’s position 
in part as administrator at the monastery. Sebastian had 
charge of the wine cellar, the presses and the vineyards—the 
monastery’s greatest business. He administered his office until 
his untimely death, December 28, 1567. Maria, his spouse, was 
the daughter of Bartholome Hausser, whose home was at 
Ehingen in east Wiirttemberg on the Danube River. After 
Sebastian’s death she married Heinrich Dortzbach, August 19, 
1568, in the Neuenstadt Church. Heinrich was the son of 
Michael Dortzbach and came to Neuenstadt from Boxberg, 
Baden. He grew into great importance after his marriage to 
Maria. First, he was appointed to Sebastian’s position. Then 
he became Superintendent of both the Schéntal Council and 
Court and was appointed Burgomaster of Neuenstadt as well. 
These positions he filled for thirty-three years, the record says, 
until his death, December 29, 1598, at the age of 60. 

Sebastian and Maria in their four and a half years of mar- 
riage had two children, Bernard Link II (Bernhardt Linck), 
christened at Neuenstadt, December 10, 1564, and Anna Link 
(Anna Linck), christened January 28, 1566, in the same place. 
Bernard II is our ancestor, as we shall see further on. 

The last child of Bernard I and Anna Link was named for 
her mother. The only information we have about her is her 
position as fourth child of Bernard and the date of her mar- 
riage in Neuenstadt to Hans Ostertag in November, 1563.

Bernard Link II, son of Sebastian, grandson of Bernard I, 
great-grandson of Hans III, moved to Pforzheim when he 
reached maturity, according to the Neuenstadt record. He had 
lived with a stepfather and five stepbrothers and sisters in his 
father’s old home. It was natural that he should leave. The 
influence of his father and grandfather in the monastery had 
passed to a strong personality (his stepfather) while Bernard 
II was still a small child. Then, too, Pforzheim had become 
Protestant. It was also a free city at the time and had been 
the seat of the Margraves of Baden, of whom Charles II, who 
died at Pforzheim in 1577 and was buried there, was the first 
of the lesser rulers to embrace Martin Luther’s faith.2? Ber- 
nard II, a young man upon his own resources, ambitious, and 
seeking a freedom of thought and action not possible to him 
at Schontal Monastery, naturally went to the great free city 
nearby. There he became a Protestant, and from then on the 
Link descendants embraced the doctrines of Luther until a 
century after John Jacob Link came to America. 

At Pforzheim Bernard II married and acquired a trade. He 
did not have the educational and economic advantage of his 
ancestors. He became a stepchild early in life. He left home a 
youth. In Pforzheim he did his apprenticeship as a miller and 
baker and later was accepted by the guild as a master in these 
skills and became a citizen of the city. Two of his sons, and 
probably others, followed his occupation. Bernard II was mar- 
ried before 1590 in Pforzheim. His oldest son, Jacob, was born 
about that year. The record is clear that Bernard II’s first wife 
was named Barbara and she became the mother of four sons 
about whom we have positive knowledge, and probably others, 
as well as daughters. Among those we know, besides Jacob, 
above, are Michael, Bernard, and George (Jorg). Barbara 
died before 1614 because that year Bernard II married Anna 
and two more sons were born, namely, Bernard (the first son 
so named had died) and Christoph. Then the Thirty Years 
War broke across the land and the tragedy of war and its 
demoralization struck the family with varying results. There 
is documentary evidence that Bernard II, the father, died in 
the midst of the conflict, sometime before the middle of 1632. 
Jacob, the eldest son, had married before the war began and 
remained in Pforzheim. His home filled with children, two of 
whom he named for his parents and one for himself. Michael, 
born about 1600, restless under war’s stress, left his father’s 
home and sought work in Faurndau, a village only two kilo-

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meters from Pforzheim. Here he was a miller and a baker, he 
married a sixteen-year-old girl, two children were born, and 
he died, or was killed by the invading French hordes, when he 
was barely of age. His young wife, then only 19, burdened with 
the care of two babies, bonded herself to support them. His- 
tory’s most terrible conflict was to ravage the lives of three 
generations of our family. But more about Michael, whom we 
shall call Michael I. 

After he came to Faurndau to work he married Margaretha 
Ketzlin, daughter of Wolf Ketzlin, in 1618. Margaretha, the 
record shows, was born in 1602 at Faurndau.” Two children 
were born to Michael and Margaretha in quick succession, the 
elder a daughter named Barbara for Michael’s mother, the 
younger a son named for Michael and probably born after his 
father’s untimely death. Margaretha, although scarcely more 
than a child herself, arose above war’s convulsive pressures 
and bonded herself to assure a livelihood for her children. Her 
act of devotion and sacrifice characterizes her as one of our 
great ancestors. Michael, the boy, she reared to manhood; and, 
in his late youth he went to Heilbronn with his Uncle George, 
who made a home for him for a time.** 

George, the uncle of Michael II, brother of Michael I, son of 
Bernard, was born at Pforzheim March 12, 1609. He becomes 
a key character in our narrative. His native city was devas- 
tated by war and at 22 George went to Heilbronn, a town little 
affected. Here he married Agatha, widow of Balthasar Land- 
becker, September 24, 1632, and sold her inheritance, an 
abattoir, for 280 guilders and continued his traditional occu- 
pation as a baker and a miller. George was determined to 
acquire his citizenship in Heilbronn and, on June 27, 1638, 
gave up his occupation and acquired a post house with horses 
and became a mail courier. He brought documentary evidence 
to the governor and consul of his legitimate birth and financial 
means. He was relieved of his vassalage and a citizen’s rights 
were conferred upon him.*> Agatha died and George married 
Anna Barbara Kohler. The record reveals that George died 
before October, 1674. During his life in Heilbronn he had 
helped his young nephew, Michael IJ, and several times, after 
Michael II had moved to Grossgartach, George and Agatha 
went there as sponsors for the baptism of the nephew’s 
children.

Certified birth and marriage records of these above are in 
your author’s archives. It is interesting that the godfathers 
for the births were important people. One was Hans Peter 
Maler, “highest commander of the vintage,” and the other was 
Hans Jacob Maier, mayor of the city of Pforzheim. 

Michael II, son of Michael I and grandson of Bernard of 
Pforzheim, our ancestor, was born at Faurndau in 1619 under 
circumstances that presaged an early life of desultoriness and 
immorality. He was fatherless from the time of his earliest 
recollection. He was brought up in poverty and dejection, both 
produced by the long war which despoiled his homeland 
throughout his youth. 

Michael II grew up without much direction and restraint, 
and until long after maturity, he was always in trouble. The 
times shaped his early character, to change later, however, 
under the strengthening influence of his second wife. His acts 
were expedient, not gauged to the future and what it might 
hold. He moved from place to place always seeking an easier 
way. He was shiftless and irresponsible and, no doubt, a great 
source of annoyance and embarrassment to his Uncle George, 
until he had settled down in Grossgartach. His miscreant youth 
and early adulthood were far different from those of his ances- 
tors. Fortunately a second marriage straightened him out. 

The record tells much about Michael II.?° First, he got into 
trouble with Ursula Betz, a slack person eleven years his 
senior. Ursula, a product of the war times, conceived and for 
nine long months tried to get Michael II to marry her, which 
he finally did, just one day before their son was born. Michael 
II and Ursula, although they lived at Heilbronn, were refused 
marriage by the Pastor there and went to Horkheim nearby, 
where an understanding clergyman baptized Michael and 
married this couple May 23, 1647, making their son legitimate. 
They named him Hanns Bernhardt (Bernard III) for his 
great-grandfather. 

Ursula was the daughter of Gabriel and Anna Marie Betz 
and was christened at Heilbronn June 19, 1608. Her father 
had been killed in the war while she was but a child. She and 
Michael II experienced much in common in their youth to 
shape their characters. 

On July 13, after his marriage, Michael II applied to the 
Court at Heilbronn for citizenship but was refused. The record 
is frank and enlightening in the reasons given for his peti- 
tion’s rejection. Michael II wanted to work as a baker but the

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guild, final judge of such matters, said this would deprive more 
worthy bakers of work. Furthermore, the guild said Michael 
was a miller by trade and had not served his apprenticeship 
as a baker, evidence of Michael II’s expediency. There, too, 
the Court found fault with Michael II’s conduct. He had not 
been baptized until the day of his marriage (another expe- 
diency). His marriage had occurred only one day before the 
birth of his child. And, in an unusual bit of sarcasm, the Court 
remarks that Ursula was quite fortunate to get her husband, 
at her age (she was 39) even under the circumstances. Con- 
vention was strong in Heilbronn even during the Thirty Years 
War; and Michael II and Ursula moved to Neckargartach, not 
far away. Here he continued his occupation as a miller. Here 
in 1648 Ursula stood sponsor at a baptism. Within another two 
years, however, the couple had moved to Schluchtern, another 
village nearby. There, on September 30, 1650, Michael II was 
godfather for the child of Christoph Bauer. In Schluchtern 
Ursula died. No children other than the son, Bernard III, were 
born to Michael II and Ursula. 

November 25, 1656, Michael II married Anna Maria Beltz 
at Schluchtern. Anna Maria was born there in 1639. She was 
the daughter of George Beltz, a citizen of the town. After this 
marriage Michael II became more stable. He acquired his 
citizenship at Schluchtern and continued there both as a miller 
and a baker. He began to save money and by 1668, when he 
and his family moved to Grossgartach, two kilometers away, 
he had enough capital to establish or to purchase the Crown 
Inn at this place. In Grossgartach, Michael II was made a 
citizen, operated the inn, continued his occupation as a baker 
and miller, and became a respected person. He and Anna 
Maria had ten children, all listed in the St. Lorenz church 
record at Grossgartach, although the first five were born in 
Schluchtern. Their descendants live in the area today. Michael 
II died at Grossgartach April 1, 1674. 

Bernard III, son of Michael II, grandson of Michael I, great- 
grandson of Bernard of Pforzheim, was born at Heilbronn 
May 24, 1647. As a youth he grew up in the nearby villages of 
Neckargartach and Schluchtern and after his mother’s death 
and his father’s remarriage he moved to Grossgartach when he 
was 21 years old. There he became an apprentice blacksmith 
and on May 8, 1681, he married the daughter of his overseer 
and mentor. His bride was Anna Catherina, daughter of 
Michael and Margaretha Ebelin Schuman. Michael was the 
town’s blacksmith and a citizen. Anna Catherina was born 
July 15, 1657, at Grossgartach. Bernard III and Anna Cath- 
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erina had three children: John Jacob, our immigrant ancestor, 
born October 20, 1682; Maria Christina, born July 27, 1686; 
and John George (Hans Jorg), born November 2, 1689. 

Maria Christina married John Jacob Lang, a widower, in 
Grossgartach, November 24, 1716. 

John George married Maria Susanne Scholler, daughter of 
Lorenz Scholler of his home town, on November 22, 1736. 
George remained in Grossgartach and probably married a 
total of three times. If so, his first wife was Elizabeth, and 
they became the parents of Regina Elizabeth, born October 16, 
1723, at Grossgartach. Regina Elizabeth’s mother may have 
died at her birth. Then, second, George married Anna Barbara, 
and they had a son named Johann Peter, born February 27, 
1732, who married Maria Barbara Dieter. John Peter and 
Maria Barbara had eight children of record—Phillip Melchior, 
the fourth child, became the ancestor of the present resident 
and owner of the old Link house at 66 Heilbronn Street in 
Grossgartach—a home lived in and owned by Link descendants 
of George. Eugen Link, the present owner, claims that the 
house has been in the Link family for “about 300 years.” He 
claims John Jacob was born there.27 If true—and we must 
depend upon tradition passed from father to son who have 
lived in and inherited the same building—the old house was 
the home of Bernard III when he came to Grossgartach. To 
finish with George, the church record shows he died at Gross- 
gartach, April 18, 1752. 

It was from this home, which until recently contained an 
ancient forge and bellows, symbolizing the traditional skill of 
Bernard III and his sons, grandsons and great-grandsons, that 
John Jacob and Anna Magdalena uprooted themselves with 
their family of small children to seek freedom and opportunity 
in the new land. 

The house stands today, strong and secure, at 66 Heilbronn 
Street in Grossgartach, on the old Roman road between 
Nuremberg and Paris. Bernard III built well. So have many 
of his descendants since, whether it be with hand or mind. 

Thus, from the dark past, hidden in medieval archives for 
more than five hundred years, comes to light the origin of our 
family.

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WHY JOHN JACOB LINK LEFT GERMANY 
AND MIGRATED TO AMERICA? 


“IT hear the tread of pioneers 
Of Nations yet to be; 
The first low wash of waves where soon 
Shall roll a hwman sea. 


The rudiments of empire here 
Are plastic yet and warm. 

The chaos of a mighty world 
Is rounding into form.” 


HAT was the motivating force which impelled John 

Jacob Link (Hans Jacob Linckh) to leave his birthplace 
and the land of his ancestors at Grossgartach near Heilbronn, 
Germany, and undertake such a hazardous adventure so 
clouded with the worst forebodings as a trip across the ocean 
to America in 1733? 

His wife, Ana Madlena Neuwirth, was born nearby in the 
town of Biberach where her grandfather, Bernard Neuwirth, 
was the mayor of the town. Jacob was fifty years of age and 
his wife forty-one and people of these ages were usually not 
daring enough for such an uncertain risk across a trackless 
ocean and into the wild frontier life beset with constant attacks 
by savages. 

The answer lies in the culminating factors of almost constant 
recurring warfare, the constant drain of taxation imposed by 
their royal rulers to keep up with the grandeur of the Court of 
Louis XIV at Versailles in France, the incessant struggle of the 
Catholic element against the Protestants and not the least that 
the entire valleys of the Rhine, the Neckar, and the Main Rivers 
had been set aflame by the fiery speeches of William Penn 
preaching the new religion of brotherly love, the glories and 
the abundance of freedom, and the fountain of youth that 
washed away the years and made the old young again. 

Whether the parents of Jacob, his father, Hanns Bernhardt 
Linckh, and his mother, Anna Catharina, were still living is 
not known but Jacob was well familiar with the years through 
which his ancestors had struggled—years filled with oppres-

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sion and taxation by petty but powerful rulers; years filled 
with bloody religious strife; the incessant pillaging by armies 
of conquest; the years filled with the sights of the Palatinate 
laid waste many times by the sword by day and the torch by 
night. This, of course, was not conducive to a spirit of daring 
but was more prone to nurse the mind with trepidation and 
despondency. 

But John Jacob Link did not stand alone. Many of his fel- 
lowmen had gone before. For twenty years messages had been 
trickling back into the community telling of the wonders in 
the land of William Penn—all that country on the frontier 
north of Philadelphia where the colony of Womelsdorf had 
been established in the Tulpenhocken territory and reaching 
eastward into the established colony of Oley where there was 
a direct “high road” into Philadelphia. 

Strange as it might seem, the little settlement of Oley is 
older than Reading. Reading (Rittengstaun) was not founded 
until 1748, which was fifteen years after John Jacob Link had 
reached Oley and ten years after John Jacob had died. 

While there was nothing but praise for settling in Pennsy]- 
vania, there was nothing but condemnation against settling in 
the realm of New York. The way that England had practiced 
the boldest deception and intrigues upon the early immigrants 
who were landed on Governor’s Island and later transferred 
to Livingston Manor, a 6,000-acre tract on the east of the 
Hudson and to another a 6,000-acre tract of pine trees directly 
opposite on the west bank of the Hudson, was soon broadcast 
throughout the entire Palatinate in Germany. As a result the 
German immigration into New York state soon came to an 
early grave. 

But as despair was sweeping over the Rhine, the Main, and 
the Neckar valleys and the thunderhead of war was gathering 
again overhead, there was a tidal wave of hope of such magni- 
tude that no one could possibly resist its momentum. William 
Penn, looked upon in England as being “cracked,” was touring 
up and down the valleys of the Palatinate pleading with the 
greatest eloquence in the German tongue, the tenets of the new 
Quaker religion. 

With his new religion as the panacea for all ills, he impreg- 
nated his convincing pamphlets with the glorious life which 
awaited all who would settle in Pennsylvania. The whole coun- 
try of the Palatinate was agog. The more of the promised 
blessings Penn poured out, the more eagerly the prospective 
immigrants craved more. With bitter hearts against their 
rulers and with the abundant life dominating their dreams, the 
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German tide of emigration harried their rulers and vexed the 
powers in London. Restraining laws were passed by both Eng- 
land and Germany, but to no avail. The Palatinate was being 
deserted. Whole communities were dashing headlong toward 
the setting sun. The great Utopia was visible above the hori- 
zon. The flood tide was on and, unabated, lasted until the 
Revolution—a period of almost seventy-five years. 

This section of Germany, known as the Palatinate, lay along 
the Rhine, the Neckar, and the Main rivers. In 1700 its princi- 
pal cities were Pforzheim, Heidelberg, Mannheim, Franken- 
thal, Worms, Spire, Alzey, Baccarach, Bretten, Lauteren, Mas- 
bach Neustadt, Oppenheim, Simmeren, Stromberg and Laden- 
burg. 

The Palatinate was composed of two states: Upper or 
Bavarian Palatinate and the Lower or The Palatinate of the 
Rhine which lay on both sides of the Rhine, bounded on the 
east by Wiirttemberg and Baden—on the south by Baden and 
Lorraine, and on the west by Alsace and Lorraine. It extended 
as far north as Treves and Mainz. East to west, the Palatinate 
extended over one hundred miles and from north to south 
about sixty miles. The capital was Heidelberg. The Palatinate 
was first mentioned in history about the middle of the tenth 
century A. D. 

The origin of the Palatines is lost in antiquity but we know 
that during the early part of the fourth century B. C. there 
existed along the shores of the Baltic Sea a large number of 
wild and savage tribes that knew nothing about living in 
communities. They were bent upon conquest but while their 
numbers were great, for two hundred years they hesitated to 
incur the enmity of the well established provinces of the 
Roman Empire to the south. 

Then during the early part of the second century B. C. 
several of the savage tribes, numbering hundreds of thousands, 
descended upon the Roman provinces in Germany. Then began 
the bitter contest between the German tribes and the Romans 
which lasted over a period of five hundred years, which re- 
sulted in the disintegration of the Roman Empire and the 
immediate seizing of all territory as far south as Switzerland 
by the powerful wild tribes of Germany. 

By the time of the beginning of the fourth century A. D. 
“all tribal names had disappeared except four—Goths, Franks, 
Saxons, and Alemanni. The Alemanni settled in the region of 
the Upper Rhine, where they developed into the race whose 
descendants, many centuries later, found their way into the 
Philadelphia and Oley communities. The Romans regarded the 
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Alemanni as the largest and most formidable of all the Ger- 
man tribes.’’? 

The Palatinate was founded during the twelfth century with 
Conrad Hohenstauffen as its first prince. As a sovereign state 
it continued until it was merged in 1801—over a period of 
almost seven hundred years. 

Select any date in German history and it will be a record of 
the ravages and atrocities of war. The Palatines and their 
ancestors, since the beginning of time, had seen little else than 
constant bloodshed either as aggressors or, as a peaceful race, 
the victims of the thirst of conquest by neighboring rulers. 

The Romans had to defend themselves constantly against 
the warring, shifting, wild tribes of Germany—the Alemanni, 
Franks, Goths, Vandals and the Lombards. It was Julius 
Caesar, on his return from his conquest in Gaul, who gave the 
Romans their first definite knowledge of the wild, barbarian 
tribes in the region of the Palatinate along the Rhine. ‘‘They 
were tall and fairhaired wild tribes who knew no fear.” 

As far back as 113 B. C. the Cimbri tribes of Germany had 
begun a southward thrust through the forests of Germany and 
defeated the Romans under Papirius in a decisive battle near 
Noreia. 

A. D. 9. The Germans under Arminius defeated the Romans 
in the Teutonburg Forest in what historians rate as one of the 
fifteen most conclusive battles of history. It settled once and 
for all that Germany would remain Teutonic and not Roman. 

In 1547 Charles V led his forces against the Protestant 
League at Mihlberg. For sixteen hundred years petty wars 
followed one another in recurring cycles and by 1618, the 
universal bitterness which had become engendered among sur- 
rounding countries and Germany, culminated in the catas- 
trophe that almost decimated the Palatinate—The Thirty 
Years War. By the time of the close of the war in 1648, the 
Palatinate was completely exhausted. Most of the population 
of the country districts had been killed. 

The fertile lands of the Palatinate were the envy of all 
neighboring powers—the object for the greedy lust of kings 
and for plundering by invading armies. The country along the 
Rhine and the Neckar was the garden spot of Europe. The 
extreme cruelties inflicted upon the people of the Palatinate by 
invading armies surpassed the crimes of Ghengis Khan and 
his Mongolian hordes—they had no counterpart in history; 
they were unparalleled in the history of human savagery. The 
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crimes of the Turks could not compare with the vengeance 
wrought upon the Palatinate, although they, too, took their 
toll in taxes, not blood, from the area for several years. 

No sooner had the Thirty Years War come to a close in 1648 
than the Palatinate was again visited by the ravages of war. 
The fruitful land which had been restored was devastated as 
war swept across the plagued valleys of the Rhine and the 
Neckar. After his campaign in Holland in 1674, Marshal 
Turenne of France overran the Palatinate, spared nothing of 
value and showed no mercy. 

The impoverished remnants of the Palatinate had scarcely 
drawn a breath of relief before dark clouds of war obscured 
their hopes of peace. Louis XIV of France had secretly nursed 
a consuming desire and envious lust to seize the Palatinate as 
a gift to his sister-in-law, the Duchess of Orleans, and in 1681, 
without declaration of war, sent his army to seize Strasbourg. 
In 1688, to vent his hatred against the Protestants, the French 
under Melac attempted to usurp the Palatinate. For nine years 
the crimes they committed are beyond belief. No human mind 
could conjure up more depravity and infernal acts of cruelty 
and barbarity. Within several months the entire Palatinate 
was overrun, burned, sacked and pillaged; one hundred thou- 
sand were murdered. The Rhineland was turned into a desert. 
By 1697, when peace was declared, the Palatinate had been 
reduced from 500,000 to a mere 50,000—ninety per cent of 
the population had been destroyed. 

It is well to remember that John Jacob Link at this time was 
quite a boy of fifteen years of age and had lived all through 
this terrible slaughter. What had been the fate of his brothers 
and sisters and his parents, Hans Bernhardt Linck and Anna 
Catharina Linck, only the mind can ponder. One guess is as 
good as another. 

Just a brief breathing spell of four years and war again 
broke out in 1701 and lasted for twelve years until 17138. It was 
the war of Spanish Succession. The Palatinate again was 
sucked into the boiling cauldron. Marshal Villars of France led 
his armies into the Palatinate. Wave upon wave of his French 
minions seethed over that troubled land, the home of the Link 
ancestors. In place of those verdant valleys of plenty, nothing 
was left but the scorched earth, the shambles of palaces and 
the skeletons of ambushed and murdered people. 

There was more war, more misery, more bloodshed. John 
Jacob Link was now twenty-one. He had seen it all. During the 
next twenty years of “peace,” Friederich Wilhelm of Prussia 
came into power and immediately began preparations for more 
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war. In 1733, he introduced compulsory military training. 
War clouds were gathering. The tramp of soldiers could faintly 
be heard in the offing. John Jacob Link gathered up his family 
in 1733 and fled to America. The atmosphere of war gathered 
thicker and thicker and burst with all its fury but seven years 
later, in 1740, and lasted until 1748. 

During these grievous times when the Palatinate again and 
again had been bathed in blood and tears, there was an up- 
surge of hope that was drifting across the embattled and 
impoverished Palatinate. An enthusiastic young Englishman 
was proclaiming his new religion of Brotherly Love. He was a 
fluent German scholar and made frequent pilgrimages up and 
down the Rhine and Neckar Rivers making many converts to 
his new religious sect, the Quakers. Where despair had smoth- 
ered the minds of men, he set them aflame with the comforts 
of his religion and the glories of life in the ““Promised Land” — 
William Penn was a Godsend to the Palatinate. He was a com- 
pelling force which kindled the craving of the Palatinate to 
forsake their homes and seek refuge in America. 

William Penn was the son of Admiral William Penn of the 
English navy. His mother was German. He was born in 1644 
and died in 1718, having lived through the turbulent times of 
the Palatines since the Thirty Years War. At the age of 27, 
in 1671, he made his first preaching venture in the Palatinate, 
proclaiming the tenets of his peculiar religion. He made fre- 
quent similar visits thereafter. The inhabitants, weary of 
warfare and oppression, were a fertile field for Penn to receive 
recruits. 

England owed Admiral Penn 16,000 pounds and in settle- 
ment of this debt, King Charles II in 1681 granted to William 
Penn a total of 40,000 square miles of land in Pennsylvania. 
Being well known in the Palatinate, Penn combined his reli- 
gious preachings with pleas to colonize his newly acquired 
land in Pennsylvania. He issued pamphlets, “The Golden 
Book,” and circulated these throughout the Palatinate. He 
proclaimed the wonders of the abundant life in his newly 
acquired “haven of rest.” As a high-pressure salesman Penn 
would have no equals today. He was fluent, he was convincing, 
he was honest, he painted inspiring pictures of freedom and 
easy life in a land of plenty—the serene Utopia in his province. 
He saturated the minds of the harassed Palatines with his 
noble preachings and the glories of the western world. 

He kindled the fire which soon was to set every human heart 
aflame. Emigration was slow to get started but, once set in 
motion, the momentum was so great that Queen Anne of Eng- 
land sent messengers to the Palatinate to discourage any fur- 


ther emigration. But the exodus continued unabated until the 
American Revolution. So intense was the propaganda about 
the frontier life that air castles of dreams hid the cold facts of 
reality. The people were sure that there were pots of gold at 
the foot of the rainbow in Pennsylvania. 

Penn had been pleading for twenty years for immigrants. 
The time became ripe for the mass exodus from the Rhine and 
the Neckar. The few immigrants that he needed turned out by 
the thousands upon thousands who risked everything to jour- 
ney to America in face of indescribable, painful suffering and 
remorse and bitter sorrow. Penn had been pleading for rain 
but he had coaxed on a flood. Over thirteen thousand souls had 
fled the Palatinate in 1709 alone. 

Wars followed wars and when there was any respite, the old 
bitter feeling of Protestants against Catholics would break out 
among the ruling class and engulf the entire Palatinate. The 
fruit of these feuds was continual persecution, which took 
over where the wars left off. 

In 1708 a desperate condition was reached. The Palatinate 
had been so buffeted about, the condition of the people was so 
desperate that they sent an appeal to Queen Anne of England 
to come to their rescue. To the credit of her great mercy, she 
reached out her helping hand and extended asylum to them in 
England. The response was immediate. Queen Anne paid their 
transportation from “the Queen’s bounty.” But her hospitality 
soon proved a nightmare. What to do with the ever growing 
thousands taxed the best minds of her dominion. 

Now (1708) was the time for William Penn to come to the 
rescue. He had reached the peak of his propaganda and his 
grant in Pennsylvania could well absorb many thousands. The 
time was now ripe for colonizing America. England needed 
these sturdy Germans on the frontiers in America as buffers 
against the Indians, and the Palatines had their minds set on 
the lands of William Penn, but he had gotten into financial 
difficulties and in 1708 was thrown into jail through the sharp 
practice of former friends. At the time his help was most 
needed, he himself was helpless. 

The poorer classes of London were becoming belligerent 
against the refugees who “are eating our food.” The generos- 
ity of Queen Anne had thrown the floodgates wide open for 
mass emigration to London. They landed by thousands.? On 


8. Of those who were encamped about London, the available lists contain 
only one Link: that of Martin Linck with his wife and five children. They 
were in the fourth party to leave the Palatinate and sailed June 21, 
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one day, July 5, 1707, two thousand seven hundred and seven- 
ty-six sailed from Rotterdam for London. At one time, camped 
on Black Heath at Greenwich, just outside of London, there 
were one thousand six hundred tents quartering fourteen 
thousand Palatines. All through London, every possible form 
of shelter was eagerly secured to take care of those fleeing 
from the Palatinate. Barns and every cheap building were 
pressed into service. Many were quartered in outlying sections 
where anything that would afford the barest kind of protec- 
tion was eagerly commandeered. 

Food was scarce and the generosity of Queen Anne was 
hardly sufficient to maintain life. Bickering among the dis- 
gruntled English against harboring the Palatines made the 
problem of caring for them perplexing and extremely difficult. 
The better people, while sympathetic, feared pestilence from 
contagious disease. England, being Protestant, refused asylum 
to Catholics and those who had fied to England for protection 
were required to embrace the Protestant religion or were 
returned to Germany. 

At first the presence of the Palatines in London created the 
greatest curiosity. Their language was foreign and not under- 
stood. Their dress and their customs were peculiar. Their 
endurance against privations was mystifying. The English 
were amazed at the rugged constitution and the brawn of these 
strange people. Women bore large families—sometimes as 
many as twenty. Journeying to see them became a pastime for 
those who were looking for thrills and “what’s new.” The 
strong and vigorous bodies of the men, and of the women as 
well, were the subject of admiration. Queen Anne had hoped 
they would inspire her people. 

But as time wore on, the condition of these newcomers went 
from bad to worse and finally became desperate. Impoverished, 
many of them begged on the streets of London for food and 
clothing. The English people grew tired of sustaining them 
and at times mobs would attack and brutally mistreat them. 
When appeals were made to the courts nothing was accom- 
plished, as the courts would side against them. 

To relieve the stress, England took steps to disperse them. 
In July, 1709, eight hundred families were sent to Dublin to 
offset the preponderance of Catholics there. But most all of 
them returned finally to London. Some were sent to Jamaica 
as slaves. Some were put in the army and on ships and some 
were sent to America to produce naval stores. 

At this time England was entering on a shipbuilding expan- 
sion program. She was building all the ships she could and 
such naval stores as hemp, tar, and pitch were sorely needed. 
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Sweden was putting the strangle hold on England, exacting 
her “pound of flesh” for every pound of tar delivered to 
England. 

With the Palatines on her hands, England decided to make 
use of them in her attempt to make her own stores and shake 
herself loose from her dependence upon Sweden. So in 1708 
she sent her first contingent to America on the ship “Globe.” 
There were ten women, ten men, and twenty-one children. 
They landed at Flushing, now a part of Brooklyn. They jour- 
neyed up the Hudson River and settled at the mouth of the 
Quassaic Creek, now the site of the city of Newburg and about 
thirty-five miles from New York City. They started out on a 
bold plan to produce tar and pitch from the pine trees, but they 
had little else than ambition to bring about the magic trans- 
formation. Due to inexperience, paucity of numbers, lack of 
knowledge, poor management, lack of equipment, scarcity of 
funds, unfair treatment and deceit practiced upon them, the 
venture soon became nothing more than a memory. 

England made two more attempts to establish the industry. 
In 1710, she sent ninety families into North Carolina. They 
were composed of Swiss and Palatines. They settled at the 
mouth of the Trent and Neu Rivers and called their settlement 
New Bern. Over one-half of them died before they became 
established. They were not used to salt food and many died 
after arrival as they could not resist the drinking of great 
quantities of fresh water, and the eating of too much fresh 
fruit. One ship was captured at the mouth of the James River 
by French pirates. By 1750 many Germans had moved in from 
Pennsylvania. This adventure proved only mildly successful. 

The other attempt to establish a tar and pitch industry was 
done on a much greater scale but soon it, too, ended in a dismal 
failure. A great number of ‘‘redemptioners” were landed on 
Governor’s Island in the mouth of the Hudson River. From 
here, in October, 1710, about two thousand sailed up the Hud- 
son for two camps located on opposite sides of the Hudson 
about ninety miles from New York City. Each camp contained 
about six thousand acres. 


4. Of those redemptioners quartered on Governor’s Island there were 
mentioned in the ‘‘Subsistence List” in 1710, Johann Wilhelm Lincken and 
wife. In 1712 he was listed with wife and two children. When Simmen- 
dinger returned to Germany he published in 1717 a list of Palatines 
remaining in New York. On the list of those remaining in the Wormsdorf 
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dren. Wormsdorf is identified as Annsbury. These two men are undoubtedly 
the same and when the camp was disbanded on September 6, 1712, he was 
one of the few who did not journey into Schoharie but stayed in Livingston 
Manor. 


In 1711, the camp on the west side of the Hudson was 
divided into Elizabeth Town, George Town, and New Town. 
On the east bank of the Hudson, the camp was divided into 
Hunters Town (Hunterstown), Queensbury, Annsbury, and 
Haysbury. The camps on the east bank of the Hudson were on 
the land belonging to the grant to Robert Livingston and was 
known as Livingston Manor. This was a strip sixteen miles 
along the river and twenty-four miles wide inland. To lure the 
Palatines into the tar and pitch bubble each family had been 
promised a section of forty acres for his house and garden— 
in the Schoharie district about forty miles west of Albany. 
But when they landed in Livingston Manor they found their 
promise of forty acres had shrunk to a small plot forty by 
fifty feet for their house and garden, in which to raise their 
food. 

They had been promised sufficient funds from England to 
meet their needs. Money came grudgingly and sparingly and 
finally ceased in a short time. They were treated as slaves. The 
court had power to punish ‘for all misdemeanors, disobedi- 
ence, or willful transgression by confinement or corporal pun- 
ishment not extending to life or mutilation.” The redemp- 
tioners were running out on their ‘‘benefactors.’’ Harsh treat- 
ment was meted out to them. So little consideration was paid 
to their welfare that discouragement ran high. Little was 
accomplished in producing tar and pitch as a result of inade- 
quate know-how. The camp was rife with bitterness. 

Through the failure of England to supply the funds, by mis- 
treatment through deceit and trickery, the camps became 
belligerent and on September 6, 1712, the great American Tar 
Bubble burst. 

It was at this time that the camps were told that England 
had abandoned the quest of producing its own naval supplies 
and that no more financial support would be forthcoming; that 
the redemptioners were freed from any further obligation to 
make restitution to England for the expenses incurred in send- 
ing them over and that, as the winter was coming on, all were 
advised to return as soon as possible to New York City or to 
New Jersey. 

The winter of 1712 proved a wretched one. The Palatines 
had been thrown on their own to secure subsistence. Had it 
not been for the friendly Indians, many would have starved or 
frozen to death. From accounts of historians, their plight 
would have wrung tears from a stone. 

In March, 1713, through three feet of snow, about fifty 
tamilies made their way with handmade sledges into the 


Schoharie district which had been promised to them before 
leaving England. Very few remained in Livingston Manor to 
work for the Livingstons. 

Their stay in the Schoharie district again proved discourag- 
ing. There were endless conflicts over the true ownership of 
the land. Their general dissatisfaction became apparent and 
Sir William Keith, then governor of Pennsylvania, visited 
them and invited them to come into Pennsylvania. 

In 1723, they deserted their holdings in Schoharie and cut 
their way through the virgin forests into the headwaters of 
the Susquehanna River. They built canoes and drifted down 
the river past what now are Binghamton and Oswego in New 
York and Pittston, Wilkes-Barre, Danville, and Harrisburg in 
Pennsylvania. When they reached the Swatera River where 
Middletown is now located, they changed their course and went 
upstream on the Swatera and into the Tulpenhocken area, 
where they finally made their permanent settlement, about 
seventeen miles west of where Reading is today, and about 
thirty miles west of the thriving little village of Oley. Oley was 
the northern terminus of the high road which ran into Phila- 
delphia. The Tulpenhocken area was exceptionally well suited 
to their needs. The land was very fertile and there was an 
abundance of fresh water from springs. The springs were not 
only numerous but some were large. The spring on what is now 
known as Big Spring Farm, located at Robesonia near Wo- 
melsdorf, was the king of them all. Since time immemorial it 
has poured out 3,300,000 gallons of water every twenty-four 
hours. Its flow and temperature are constant throughout the 
year. 

The relation with the Indians was friendly and in 1732 the 
entire Tulpenhocken district was purchased from them. 

The experiences through which the immigrants to New York 
had passed from their stay on Governor’s Island, while in the 
camps along the Hudson, and while in Schoharie, were all 
relayed back to friends and relatives in the Palatinate. They 
admonished all who anticipated coming to stay out of New 
York. So effective were their warnings that they were broad- 
cast throughout the Rhine and Neckar. Arrivals in New York 
took a sudden drop and the arrival there of Palatines soon 
ended. From then on, the great masses of Palatines fleeing 
Germany landed at Philadelphia. 

On August 28, 17338, the ship “Hope” out of Cowes, Eng- 
land, bringing in Palatines, had among them John Jacob Link 
from Grossgartach, a little settlement about seven miles west 
of Heilbronn and on the road to Karlsruhe on the Rhine. With 
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him was his wife, Ana Magdalena Neuwirth, who was the 
granddaughter of Bernard Neuwirth, the Mayor of Biberach, 
a small town near Grossgartach. With them were at least four 
children: Hans Adam, Rosina, Maria Katharine, and Maria 
Magdalena. Being sick on arrival, John Jacob was not required 
to take the Oath of Allegiance nor the Declaration of Abjura- 
tion. John Jacob and his family then journeyed up the Great 
High Road toward Oley and the Tulpenhocken, where neigh- 
bors of twenty years before had established their permanent 
settlement. East of Oley, in March, 1734, he purchased and 
paid for a 93-acre farm. The deed is from Thomas Penn and 
is shown in the appendix. 

With his life span running out, why did John Jacob Link, a 
man of fifty years, leave the town of his fathers and undertake 
that long and hazardous journey into a future fraught with 
forebodings that would have stopped the stoutest heart? What 
were the prevailing currents that carried John Jacob Link and 
his family to the Promised Land? This is the saga of one of 
life’s great dramas—the cavalcade of events that gave to John 
Jacob Link a descendant who became the greatest warrior 
since the world began—a descendant who returned to subdue 
the fatherland that John Jacob Link had left so long ago.® 

The peace treaty of one war was not signed before a new 
war was in the making. Over a period of a thousand years, war 
and peace followed one another in unbroken cycles—war— 
war and more war. There was the endless scourge of the 
sword by day and the torch by night. The unquenchable thirst 
of the petty rulers for the splendors of Versailles reduced a 
virile people to despair and impoverished the land through 
perpetual crushing taxation. 

Bitter religious fanaticism engendered hatred and pitted 
Cathclics against Protestants. Above all else was the towering 
figure of William Penn, who painted a glowing picture of 
eternal youth in his Utopia. 

To John Jacob Link, threats of hardships were but fleeting 
clouds over sunny skies that entirely filled his dreams. Through 
the forebodings, he could still see that the sun had not yet 
gone down but was still shining in the West.

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DOWN THE RHINE AND ACROSS 
THE ATLANTIC’ 


ERMANTOWN, Pennsylvania, was settled in 1683 by 
well-to-do Germans, and until 1708 only a few stragglers 
entered either New York or Philadelphia. But in 1708 less than 
fifty from the Palatinate in Germany landed in London. Led 
by their minister, Joshua Kocherthal, forty-one of these 
refugees set out for America and landed at Flushing, Long 
Island, now a part of New York City. “There were ten men, 
ten women, and twenty-one children. They arrived December 
18, 1708,” on the “Globe,” the spearhead of the German hordes 
which followed them. They came to establish the production of 
tar, pitch and hemp—naval stores which England needed 
sorely to break the strangle hold held on her by Sweden. 

In 1709 several thousand more Palatines arrived in England 
from the districts along both sides of the Rhine, the Main and 
the Neckar rivers—the area of the Palatinate. The “Gold 
Rush” was on. Enthusiasm reached fever heat, and there was 
scarce a soul who did not cherish the ambition to reach the pot 
of gold at the end of the rainbow. Thousands were on the loose. 
For over fifty years the tide, unabated, swept on toward the 
West. 

The Rhine was the highway along which the refugees fled 
the Palatinate, and the Rhine became clogged with every type 
of small vessel that could boast of a mast and sail. Those flee- 
ing the oppression that had fastened itself upon every soul in 
Germany were the envy of the ones left behind. They were 
strong, sturdy, determined, persevering, hopeful and stout- 
hearted. They were made of steel to have ventured upon such a 
risk. 

“The exodus down the Rhine lasted for the six months from 
May through October. The most fluent person cannot describe 
the privations these people endured in desperation.’’? Their 
misery was soul crushing. “The trip down the Rhine to Rotter- 
dam lasted from four to six weeks. Their journey was beset 
by many impositions. They had to pass thirty-six custom- 
houses on their way down, and every one of them exacted its

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fee.”3 At each one, the ships were examined when it pleased 
the customs officials; their dilatory indifference was tantaliz- 
ing and exasperating. The resources of many were exhausted 
by the time Rotterdam was reached. Sympathizers along the 
route gave them food and clothing. 

When they had come to Rotterdam, the voyagers fell into 
the snares of the land sharks. They found endless opportuni- 
ties to secure financial assistance, but every friend exacted his 
“ound of flesh,” and every agreement was made with blood 
and tears. “They were held in Holland for as long as five or 
six weeks.” Outrageous prices were exacted from these tran- 
sients, and one by one they became penniless. 

There were a few who had sufficient funds to pay their way 
down the Rhine, pay their subsistence and their fare across 
the ocean, and still have enough left to buy land for farms 
when they arrived in Philadelphia; but the number was small. 
The great mass of emigrants shipped out of Holland as “Re- 
demptioners.”’ A redemptioner was one who had his expenses 
paid by some person or by England and who surrendered him- 
self to be sold, practically a slave, until he had worked off his 
debt over a certain period of time. 

From the Dutch ports the emigrants were transferred to 
some English port where all expenses to America were paid out 
of the queen’s bounty. But this debt had to be repaid by the 
master of the ship who brought them to the colonies. “In Eng- 
land the immigrants experienced another delay for as long as 
a week to several months, waiting to be passed by the custom- 
house or waiting for suitable winds.’’5 

Sometimes the delay was caused purposely to aggravate the 
cost of transportation, which in turn resulted in lengthening 
the period of servitude in the colonies. There were cases where 
the captains of the ships were humane in their treatment of 
their passengers and extended to them every courtesy that was 
common in that day. But the great mass of emigrants was 
treated differently. The ships that brought over this vast cargo 
of human freight were small sailing vessels “from sixty-three 
feet to less than one hundred feet long. Their tonnage was from 
one hundred to three hundred tons’® and some of the ships 
carried as many as four hundred passengers. 

“Until the invention of the steering wheel, about 1740, all 
ships were steered by tiller. The tiller was under the deck and 

38. The Story of the Pennsylvania Germans—William Beidelman. 
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was controlled by a lever called a ‘whip staff.’ The helmsman 
stood below deck, his head projecting through the deck above 
him. Only his face was visible through the front of the box-like 
shelter called the ‘hutch.’ Like all merchant ships, they were 
armed, carrying as many as twelve guns.”7 

Between the two classes of passengers, those who had them- 
selves paid in advance and the redemptioners, the latter prob- 
ably fared the better. The captains had little interest in the 
paid-up passengers. If death took them off, it was better for the 
captains, as there was no feeding of them and more space was 
available for the rest. Their baggage was confiscated, and the 
surviving children were sold. But in the case of the redemp- 
tioners, the captain got nothing until they were sold and they 
had taken the Oath of Allegiance to the Crown of England. 
So it was that death was always a factor in determining the 
profits of the trip.§ 

“When the ships had finally pulled up their anchors and 
started off to cross the ocean, the real misery began with the 
long voyage to America, for it took up to three months or 
longer to reach Philadelphia.’ 

Gottlieb Mittleberger made a trip to America and returned 
to Germany in 1750. He wrote of his experiences throughout 
the several years that he had spent on the trip. As this is the 
best source that historians have, several passages are quoted 
to throw sufficient light on the life these redemptioners had to 
undergo as the price to secure freedom from the serfdom under 
which all the Palatinate was struggling: 

“During the voyage there is terrible misery, stench, fumes, 
horror, vomiting, fever, dysentery, headache, heat, constipa- 
tion, boils, scurvy, cancer, mouth rot, smallpox, and other 
diseases coming from old and sharply salted food and meat, 
bad and foul water, so that many die miserably. The ocean 
voyage was marked by endless suffering and hardship. The 
passengers were packed densely like herrings. Some of the 
immigrants were quartered in the hold of the ship and never 
saw daylight or breathed fresh air from the time they started 
until they landed in America.’’!” 

“Children were the first attacked and died in great numbers. 
Mortality on board was frightful. Ships were not constructed 
in those days with any thought of proper sanitation for great 
masses of passengers. Lice were so thick that they could be

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scraped off the body. The terrors of disease brought about by 
poor food and shortage of good drinking water were aggra- 
vated by raging storms that lasted for several days and nights 
when all thought that the ship would go down with all on 
board. At such a time the people cried and prayed piteously. 
Both the sick and the well were tumbled over each other in 
their bunks. Many suffered so terribly from being tossed about 
that they died and were cast into the sea. Thirty-two children 
alone died on one ship.” 

Mittleberger further says: “One day just as we were having 
a heavy gale, a woman on our ship was about to give birth 
and could not under the circumstances of the storm. She caused 
so much turmoil, uproar and bedlam that the ship was a mad- 
house. She could not be carried up front. The passengers 
became so hysterical that the woman was picked up and thrust 
through a porthole alive into the raging sea.” 

“At such times one person curses the other or curses himself 
for ever leaving the old country. Children cry out in bitterness 
against their parents. The mother damns her husband and the 
husband blames the wife in the most abusive language while 
many moan and cry for the homes they left. Misery and malice 
lead to cheating and robbing one another. When the dead are 
thrown into the sea, their loved ones aboard burst into par- 
oxysms of wailing and spasms of despair. The outcry would 
move a stone to tears. The living, unable to bear the sight of 
seeing their loved ones thrown overboard, would conceal their 
deaths and the living would lie in their bunks with the dead.’’!? 

Beidelman, in his story of the Pennsylvania Germans, tells 
us “Of four hundred souls who left a Dutch port, only fifty of 
whom arrived alive in Philadelphia. In 1738, at least two thou- 
sand died in making the trip in cramped quarters across the 
sea. The loss of life was usually twenty-five per cent. The water 
on board was often full of worms. Warm food was served but 
three times per week. Toward the end of the journey, they 
were compelled to eat the ship’s biscuits containing red worms 
and spiders’ nests. 

“Many were robbed on shipboard by the ship owners and 
captains. Hardly any vessel put in at Philadelphia with Pala- 
tine passengers but that there were complaints of the stealing 
of the goods of the sick and the dead. For suffering, plunder- 
ing, intrigue, rascality and every form of villainy, none sur- 
passed the story of the ship ‘Love and Unity’ sailing out of 
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Rotterdam in May, 1731. Of over one hundred fifty Palatines 
only thirty-four reached Philadelphia.’’!% 

Beidelman further relates: “The captains never reported to 
any public officer how many persons he took in at the port 
from which he sailed or how many had died on the voyage. No 
manifest was ever made of the goods belonging to the pas- 
sengers.”’14 

Upon sight of land, the half-dead lived again. Upon arrival 
in Philadelphia there was another long delay. The health offi- 
cer boarded the ship. The healthy ones were marched off to 
the customhouse and before the city council, they took the 
Oath of Allegiance to the Crown of England. They were then 
taken back to the ship to “square up.”’ Those who owed nothing 
were permitted to leave, but their numbers were small. The 
redemptioners, who owed for their passage, were held until 
sold. Announcements were made in the papers stating how 
many of the arrivals were to be sold. From August, 1729, until 
August, 1737, immigrants were also required to sign the 
Declaration of Fidelity and Adjuration. This was a bound 
volume of seventy-nine pages containing a set of oaths of 
loyalty to the colony of Pennsylvania. 

The ship became the market place and the auction block for 
buyers who came from as far away as one hundred twenty 
miles to make their choice among the arrivals. Buyers would 
look over the lot and select their choices. Buyer and redemp- 
tioner would then enter into bargaining over the number of 
years to be spent in servitude. Naturally, the young, the strong 
and the healthy were chosen first. The sick, the very young, 
and the old were wanted the least and became a drug on the 
market. When the bargaining had been completed, the buyer 
paid all the expenses incurred against the immigrant and 
received from the government authorities a written document 
which made the redemptioner the property of the buyer for a 
definite period. 

The redemptioners were also put up at auction and sold to 
the highest bidder. Children were used to serve out the time 
for the older people. This embittered the children against their 
parents. Families were broken up never to hear of or see one 
another again. For years the redemptioners were at the mercy 
of their masters. There was little difference between Negro 
slavery, which brought on the Civil War, and the lot of the 
redemptioners, except that the bondages of the redemptioners 
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were for definite periods of time. This selling of a person for 
his debts was the general practice of the day and was known 
as the ‘German Slave Trade.” 

Irrespective of the place from which they came in Germany, 
all immigrants prior to 1741 were called Palatines. The earliest 
record of their arrivals in Philadelphia was September 1, 1720. 

The most contemptible of all the people with whom the 
immigrants had to deal were the “Newlanders.” These were 
agents who scoured the valleys of the Rhine, the Main, and 
the Neckar drumming up business. Their job was to secure 
immigrants. Any and every means possible was used to keep 
the stream moving down the Rhine. By subterfuge, by extraor- 
dinary claims, by unholy inducements, by false pretenses, by 
extravagant falsehoods, by intrigue and by deception they got 
people to give up their homes and sail for America. They 
inveigled people of every rank and profession; they were no 
respectors of prince or peasant. 

The immigrants were delivered into the hands of the land 
sharks at Rotterdam, who arranged for their passage. For 
this infamous service to the traffickers in human souls, the 
Newlanders received from their merchants in Rotterdam three 
florins or a ducat for enticing each person from his home. This 
ranged in value from $1.50 to $2.50 per florin. The merchant 
in Philadelphia received from sixty to eighty florins or from 
$30.00 to $40.00 for each person. These were the conditions 
under which John Jacob Link left his home in Grossgartach 
along the Rhine and landed from the ship “Hope” at Philadel- 
phia, August 28, 1733, bringing with him his wife, Ana Mad- 
lena (Neuwirth) Link, his son Hans Adam and his daughters 
Rosina, Mary Katherine, and Maria Magdalena. His son Mat- 
thias was born in America. 
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Land Grant from Thomas Penn to John Jacob Link. 
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JOHN JACOB BRINGS THE NAME TO 
AMERICA AND FREEDOM 


OHN JACOB LINK (Hans Jacob Linck) is the pivotal 
person in this history. And he is one of the greatest. He 
brought our family and its name from a war and hate-torn 
land to America and freedom. From him down to the time of 
this writing, the record of his descendants is almost complete. 
Moreover, from him back into medieval darkness the chronicle 
of his antecedents is clear and replete with names, dates and 
many interesting and pertinent facts.1 

John Jacob Link, with Anna Magdalena (Ana Madlena), 
his wife, and their four children, landed at Philadelphia, 
August 28, 1733. They came from Grossgartach, Germany, 
down the Rhine to Rotterdam, where they boarded the English 
ship, ‘“Hope.” Daniel Reid was the ship’s master. The “Hope” 
put out to Cowes, England, before crossing the Atlantic. It is 
all told in the ship’s record of the immigrants in the Pennsy]- 
vania archives, and in Rupp’s and Strassburger’s lists. It is 
told better in the two chapters which precede in this history 
written by Albert Link. Here he gives the reasons for John 
Jacob’s immigration and a description of the journey. 

John Jacob was the first Link of record in America except 
one.? John Jacob paid his passage and had funds left over 
with which to purchase a goodly-sized farm. His coming was 
expedient only in that he could thus provide opportunity for 
his young children in a land free from the unscrupulous ambi- 
tions of the secular and clerical nobles and the scourge of 
resultant, ceaseless wars and pillage. But John Jacob, in seek- 
ing soil in which his loved ones might become rooted in Amer- 
ica, severed an unbroken chain of descent, from father to son, 
who were born, lived and died in one locale from before the 
year 1400 until the time of his leaving. For that matter, collat- 
eral descendants live in the same place today, 550 years after- 
wards. 

But, who were John Jacob, Anna Magdalena, their children,

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their parents, and John Jacob’s ancestors? John Jacob was 
born in Grossgartach on the Little Neckar River, October 20, 
1682.2 His father was Bernard Link (Hans Bernhardt Linck) 
and his mother was Anna Catherine (Anna Catharina) Schu- 
man. Grossgartach is on a tributary of the Neckar River, about 
seven miles southwest of Heilbronn, in Wiirttemberg. Wimp- 
fen, Pforzheim and Neuenstadt, places of birth and residence 
of John Jacob’s forebears, are all within a thirty-mile radius 
of Grossgartach. 

Grossgartach in John Jacob’s day was known as Grossen- 
gartach. It was and still is a wine village. The hillsides all 
about are covered with vineyards. The settlement is ancient, 
having been established in 735 A. D. and given the name of 
Magna Gartach (Gartach was the old name of the river which 
was nearby). The Roman influence was still strong in south 
Germany in the eighth century and Latin was the elite lan- 
guage even until after the time of John Jacob’s birth. Later 
the old German “Grossen” supplanted the Latin “Magna” in 
the town’s name. Today Grossgartach is much the same as it 
was in John Jacob’s time. Many of the same buildings and 
houses are still in use. During World War II the town was 
unhurt, while Heilbronn, nearby, suffered much destruction 
from American bombing. 

John Jacob was descended from a long line in the area 
which we can trace back more than three centuries before his 
birth. Accredited genealogists were employed in Kleingartach, 
Heilbronn, Grossgartach, Neuenstadt, Wimpfen, Ohringen, 
Pforzheim, Heidelberg, Nuremberg, Stuttgart, Faurndau, 
Neckargartach, Schluchtern, and many other places, who made 
exhaustive searches that required nearly three years to bring 
the following facts to this history. Searches were also made

Rev. L. Schwanger, Pastor at Lauffen, made 
the search there. Herr Willi Hacker, Pastor at Kleingartach, and Herr 
A. Renz, curator of the Heilbronn archives, did research in their places. 
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at Mundelsheim, Frankenbach, Schwargern, Eppingen, Kirch- 
hausen, Flehingen, and from them much Link data was ob- 
tained, but of branches not in the ancestral line of John Jacob. 

John Jacob was twice married. His first wife was named 
Elizabeth Konig, daughter of Jacob Konig. John Jacob and 
Elizabeth were married at Grossgartach November 26, 1708. 
Her death is documented in the St. Lorenz Church, and it 
plainly shows her to have been the wife of John Jacob. She 
died March 25, 1720, at Grossgartach and was buried there 
March 29. On September 8, next, John Jacob married Anna 
Magdalena Neuwirth at the nearby village of Biberach.® Anna 
was the daughter of Jeremias and Margaretha Neuwirth. She 
was born at Biberach, August 13, 1692. Her parents were also 
born there. Anna’s paternal grandfather was Bernhardt Neu- 
wirth, Burgomaster of the town. Her mother’s father was 
Hans Christ, citizen of Biberach. He was probably the Hans 
Adam (John Adam) Christ, who was godfather to her first- 
born, whom she named John Adam. The record plainly shows 
the godfather to be Johann Adam Christ of Biberach. 

That both John Jacob and Anna had received an above-nor- 
mal education there can be little doubt. They were both from 
middle-class homes, homes of free citizenry where children 
were kept in church schools for training beyond the average. 
Where individual freedom exists, so does a desire for knowl- 
edge and cultural growth. Anna’s people were of importance in 
Biberach. We have already seen that John Jacob’s father had 
means and property in his adopted town of Grossgartach. 

For thirty years war had left devastation across Bernard 
III’s part of Germany. Pforzheim, city of his ancestors, was 
burned and pillaged three times, and even at the time of John 
Jacob’s birth, France was making new claims on the Palati- 
nate and war was to rage for nine more years after 1680. 
When the Peace of Westphalia was signed, the population had 
decreased one-third from killings, plague, and famine. The 
middle class, artisans, merchants and land tenants, suffered 
most. Of these Bernard III was one. Grossgartach, apparently 
less affected and never destroyed during the conflicts, offered 
better chance for economic security and peace. To Grossgar- 
tach Bernard III was moved by his father and there his chil- 
dren were born. 

John Jacob, if he was typical of his ethnic group, was rather 
tall and fair. The Neckar River basin in Wiirttemberg appar- 
ently contained more of this element in its population than

other parts of South Germany.® And it does today. That he 
had a skill, there can be no doubt. I have always believed he 
was a blacksmith, iron worker and wagon maker—a profitable 
and important calling in his day. Several things point to these 
being his crafts. One of his good friends, Lorenz Flinspach, 
godfather to all of John Jacob’s children, was plainly named 
a wagon maker in the certified birth records I have. John 
Jacob’s old home in Grossgartach had a smithy in part of the 
first floor. There is still an old bellows there on which is carved 
the date 1733. On John Jacob’s farm in Pennsylvania there 
were, some years back, remembered well by old people in the 
neighborhood, the ruins of an old wagon shop, probably started 
by John Jacob and continued by his sons until they moved to 
Maryland. Consequently, John Jacob made and possessed 
enough wealth to pay his passage to America and purchase 
from Thomas Penn, proprietary governor of Pennsylvania 
and son of the great William, a farm of about one hundred 
acres.? 

That John Jacob and Anna Magdalena were individuals of 
purpose and courage, their long journey alone confirms. Who, 
at the age of fifty, with full knowledge of the rigors, hazards, 
and weeks of travel required for the trip,® and with five small 
children, the oldest only twelve—the two youngest babes in 
arms—who under such circumstances would have left an 
established home, relatives, friends and an assured livelihood, 
to hazard the journey except that he was determined in pur- 
pose and of little fear and who had the complete support of 
an equally resolute wife? John Jacob and Anna Magdalena 
must have been just such persons. They were quite willing to 
risk the certainty of economic well-being, physical comfort 
and the immediate educational and cultural advantages Gross- 
gartach afforded for more freedom and the hope of greater 
opportunity for good living in the future for their children. 
It was the children alone they must have considered because 
the parents were too old to expect much for themselves. The 
trip cost John Jacob his health. 

John Jacob and Anna Magdalena had five children born to 
them in Germany. Certified birth records for all except Rosina 
are in my archives. But Rosina is plainly shown in the ship’s

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list. A sixth child, a son, was born in Pennsylvania. Here they 
are: 
A. John Adam—born October 13, 1721, at Grossgartach. 
Birth record is from St. Lorenz Church. He was in 
the ship’s list and is found in American records. 


B. John Jacob—born February 2, 1724, at Grossgartach 
and died there August 31, 1724. Record is from St. 
Lorenz Church. 


C. Rosina Elizabeth—born about 1726 at Grossgartach. 
She was in the ship’s list and is found in American 
records. 


D. Maria Katharine—born February 1, 1728, at Grossgar- 
tach. Birth record is from St. Lorenz Church. She is 
found in American records but was not in the ship’s 
list because her age probably obviated the need for 
passage money. 


E. Anna Maria Magdalena—born March 7, 1731, at Gross- 
gartach. Birth record is from St. Lorenz Church. 
She is found in American records but not in the ship’s 
list, for the same reason that her sister above was 
not. 


F. John Matthias—born February 11, 1737, in Berks Coun- 
ty, Pennsylvania. Birth date is from his tombstone. 


He is found in Lutheran records as the son of John 
Jacob. 


No children of record were born to John Jacob and his first 
wife, Elizabeth. 

John Jacob (according to the ship’s list he was sick when 
he landed) signed the ship’s register but did not take the Oath 
of Allegiance to England nor the Oath of Abjuration forswear- 
ing allegiance to the Pope. Perhaps he thought these were all 
too many oaths for a free land, or he may have been too ill to 
stand in line for the swearing and the English customs at 
Philadelphia, lax at best, lost sight of his lack of oath taking. 
He took his family soon to the German settlement at Oley 
Hills, about thirty miles northwest of Philadelphia. Here a 
German Lutheran and Reformed group had begun a settle- 
ment of small farms in 1710.9 John Jacob probably had friends 
among them. At any rate, they were like him and he like them. 

Within a little while he purchased a 93-acre tract from

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Thomas Penn.'® and established a home and shop. The Oley 
settlement was Pennsylvania’s frontier. It was often attacked 
by Indians until after the French and Indian War. This did 
not deter John Jacob and his compatriots from maintaining 
their farms, their homes, school and church. Worship services 
were held in one another’s homes until 1747, after John 
Jacob’s death, when land was purchased and the first building, 
one of logs, was erected. It was called St. Joseph’s or the Hill 
Church. Its congregation had been organized by John Caspar 
Stoever in 1730, seventeen years before. There were meetings, 
probably without an established congregation, much earlier. 

What the town meeting was to the New England pioneers, 
the church was to John Jacob and his neighbors. And so was 
the local school. It was established with the church. The 
teacher was paid about 25¢ per pupil for one term. He received 
an additional $25.00 a year as church organist. (John Jacob 
and his kind loved to sing—think of the hymns and songs and 
great music written by them from early medieval times!) He 
lived in the schoolhouse, rent free, and was given wood for 
heat and cooking and feed for a cow.” 

The love of liberty that prompted aging John Jacob and 
Anna Magdalena to bring their little children across the ocean 
was innate in his fellow countrymen at Oley Hills as well. 
Here they practiced a true democracy not possible in the home 
land. There was no social distinction in their homes or in their 
churches. There were no overlords, secular or ecclesiastical. 
This is what John Jacob sought for his children.1* Under the

William made two trips into West Germany and up the Rhine, one in 
1677 and the other in 1686, and both times he preached the doctrine of 
personal liberty that prompted him to colonize Pennsylvania and influ- 
enced so many Germans to come there in the early part of the eighteenth 
century. After his death, having disinherited his surviving son by his first 
marriage, he left his colonial rights to John, Thomas and Richard Penn, 
sons by a second marriage. John and Richard gave Thomas power-of- 
attorney and he became the proprietary governor of Pennsylvania, 
although the civil government before this had passed to the crown. Thomas 
sold the farm to John Jacob Link and signed the patent. Encyclopaedia 
Britannica, Vol. 17, p. 475, Encyclopaedia Americana, Vol. 21, 125 GIL.

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stimulus of this independence they quickly built up their econ- 
omy and culture.14 From Germany they brought knowledge of 
a balanced diet in food for themselves and in crop rotation for 
the land. Famine and pestilence had taught them much. Hence, 
in this new land John Jacob’s children became sturdy, health- 
ful and they lived long. More aggressive than most, John Jacob 
got extra wealth from his trade and skills—and they were 
very much in demand in the Oley Hills. He taught them to 
John Adam, his eldest son, who taught them, in turn, to 
Matthias, his younger brother. Matthias was born only the 
year before John Jacob died. Thus, income from trade supple- 
mented revenue from the land and gave John Jacob and his 
family a fuller life, withal. Such diversity of effort, although 
requiring much more of the individual, characterized the lives 
of John Jacob’s descendants, even down to today. 

The farm and home of John Jacob and his family were 
located on the trail which led from Oley to Philadelphia and 
which was to become the Great High Road about 1750. It was 
one of the three roads leading out of Philadelphia—one went 
to New York, one to North Carolina and the Great High Road 
to the new settlement of Reading and to the west. Route 73, 
completed in 1949-50, practically follows this old road. It 
bisects John Jacob’s farm and the concrete covers what was 
believed to have been his old spring. Albert Link has been over 
the ground twice, and Oliver Mest, a civil engineer who now 
lives near John Jacob’s farm, located it on the map opposite page 
49 after surveying the area and investigating the land records 
for me. About fifty feet up the slope from the spring are the 
ruins of an ancient log building. Bushes had overgrown the 
foundation of stones, still in place in July, 1948. At the spring 
about half of the stone walls of the springhouse were intact. 
These landmarks were pointed out to Albert Link as John 
Jacob’s by Amanda Davidheiser, who now owns the land. The 
wagonhouse and log barn, although mentioned with the log 
home and stone springhouse in the chain of title as late as 
1825, had disappeared. This chain of title is unbroken from 
John Jacob and his son, John Adam, to the present. 

Down Route 73 toward Philadelphia from the site of John 
Jacob’s log house is a dirt road leading northeast to St. Jos- 
eph’s Church. It crosses a part of John Jacob’s farm. 

About 400 feet south of Route 73, directly across the road 
from the present house of Mr. Oliver Mest, is the location of

an old burial plot, now plowed over. It may be here that John 
Jacob was buried on his farm. He died in April, 1738.1 before 
the cemetery at St. Joseph’s was begun. Early Klausers, who 
bought John Jacob’s and John Adam’s farms, were buried 
there.16 John Peter Beard (Bart), husband of Maria Katha- 
rine Link, and son-in-law of John Jacob, purchased eighty 
acres which joined John Jacob’s ninety-three acres and John 
Adam’s fifty-acre tract. 

It is not known when Anna Magdalena died but reasonably 
it could have been in 1758 or 1759, just before her sons, John 
Adam and Matthias, and her daughter, Maria Katherine, sold 
the land in Berks County, Pennsylvania, and moved to Fred- 
erick County, Maryland. That she was buried in the St. Joseph 
Church Cemetery near her home there can be little doubt. 
When I searched this cemetery in 1947, I saw five large sand- 
stone grave markers near the front of the church. Two were 
plainly legible and marked the graves of John Jacob Miller 
and Mary Magdalena, his wife. The three others could not be 
read, but Ed Dry, an elderly man and former sexton of the 
church, told me he believed he remembered “two of them to 
be for Millers and one for a Link female.” If so, Anna Mag- 
dalena probably lies with her friends, the parents of her son- 
in-law, and her own children. The two illegible Miller stones 
are undoubtedly those of John Miller and Mary Magdalena 
Link Miller, his wife, daughter of John Jacob and Anna Mag- 
dalena. The five stones were as old as any in the cemetery. 

John Jacob and Anna Magdalena established a typically 
American family. What their descendants became was due in 
large part to these liberty-loving pioneers, for, not only did 
John Jacob and Anna Magdalena leave a heritage of character 
and physical strength, but by their very pioneering they 
helped to create a system which has provided an environment 
more conducive to cultural, educational, scientific and eco- 
nomic growth and well-being of the individual than any in 
history. Through the years descendants of these intrepid an- 
cestors have learned lessons of toleration and mutual respect. 
They have mixed their blood and thought patterns with groups 
unlike themselves until a new culture was shaped from differ- 
ences and accords and the solution of problems that beset 
them. This fusion of diverse type and kind often brought 
movement to new lands and homes that held larger hope, new 
conceptions of personal liberty and opportunity for greater

learning and a better living. And in this pattern the nation was 
formed, the great America which had its birth in the hopes 
and thoughts and wills of John Jacob, Anna Magdalena and 
their neighbors—those who settled up and down the coast of 
the new land—regardless of their nativity. 
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JOHN ADAM LINK I, PATRIARCH 
AND PATRIOT? 


OHN ADAM LINK, the first child of John Jacob Link and 

Anna Magdalena Neuwirth, was born in Grossgartach, 
Germany, October 13, 1721. The greater part of his childhood 
he passed here, speaking the native tongue and conforming to 
the customs of this small hamlet of German craftsmen and 
farmers. From generations of culture he was destined to be a 
farmer. Here life must have been very naive but deeply reli- 
gious. What must have been the wonderments of his young 
mind upon learning of the proposed crossing of the great 
waters to the dreamland of America? 

It was early summer when Jacob and Anna Magdalena with 
Adam, nearing twelve years of age, and three small daughters, 
said a farewell to all and moved out of their native village and 
fatherland. Here was the spirit of adventure. 

After weeks of sea fatigue they sailed up the Delaware and 
anchored in the Port of Philadelphia on the ship Hope, Reid 
in command, August 28, 1733. The father was sick and little 
Adam was pressed into leadership of the family as they set 
foot on the soil of a strange new country. However, the father’s 
sickness was of short duration for, it is believed, he soon moved 
to a rather prosperous German colony at Oley Hill, Berks 
County, Pennsylvania. One can imagine their great joy and 
thanksgiving as they mingled again with souls of their own 
kind and customs, for the greater part had come from the 
Palatinate on the Rhine. 

They were not long at Oley Hill. The following winter was 
not fully past before John Jacob Link had purchased a tract 
of land containing 93 acres (page 215-C-123, Surveys in the 
Department of Internal Revenue, State Capitol, Harrisburg, 
Pa.). All set themselves to the task of hewing the timber for 
necessary buildings. Many new friends of the community 
threw in their free support and not many moons passed before 
a log dwelling, barn, springhouse, and needed sheds were pro- 
vided. Doubtless a meetinghouse had already been constructed 
for Lutheran and Reformed worship on or nearby the present 
site of St. Joseph’s Lutheran Church.

The beginning of the new life, with all its urgent necessities 
and possibilities, bore down mightily upon the frail body of 
John Adam’s father and his brief career, full of hope and faith, 
was cut off by death in April, 1738. There is no certainty as to 
the place where John Jacob’s body rests. 

Here his son, John Adam, braced and dedicated himself to 
meet the duties and responsibilities that his family might 
carve out an honored place in America—the land of un- 
dreamed-of possibilities. John Adam was then sixteen—just 
merging into youth. The entire family bent itself to purpose- 
ful labors. Within a few years young John Adam bought 55 
acres of adjoining land on the north (654, Vol. No. 3, Patent 
Books, in Harrisburg, Pa.). This was a purchase on John 
Adam’s part alone. 

Along with all the Links in America, John Jacob’s family 
was of the Lutheran faith. John Adam took his proper place 
in the church life of the community. In 1742 the Lutheran 
Church of Halle, Germany, dispatched young Henry Melchior 
Miihlenberg to minister to the dispersed Lutherans in the 
colonies of America. At Oley Hill he found a large number of 
Lutherans and preached to the Hill congregation, which be- 
came known as St. Joseph’s and was one of the ten charter 
member Congregations of the Ministerium of Pennsylvania.? 
John Adam Link became an ardent leader in the Lutheran 
Church in America. 

Ten years passed since his father’s decease, and his sister, 
Rosina Elizabeth, was married to John Christopher Fuchs. 
John Adam courted and loved one Maria Elizabeth Miller 
(Miiller), whom he married, according to the Augustus Lu- 
theran Church records, January 31, 1748. The Hill Church 
record gives the date as “Second Sunday after Epiphany” in 
1748. Maria Elizabeth Miller, a daughter of John Jacob Miller 
and Maria Magdalene Gerber, and others came from Germany 
on Johnson’s “Galley of London,” Commander Davis, Septem- 
ber 18, 1732.3 Elizabeth was born May 17, 1728. For some years 

2. H. S. Kidd in his “The Lutherans in Berks County,” page 22, writes. 
“John Casper Stoever founded Hill Church in 1730.” On page 184, he 
writes, “Exact date of beginning of St. Joseph’s or Hill Church is not 
known. Apparently it is one of the oldest churches in the county and state. 
In the Hallesche Nachrichten, Vol. I, page 415, revised edition, the state- 
ment is found, ‘Oley, where a beginning was made in 1704.’ Since Hill 
Church was originally known as ‘The Church among the Oley Hills,’ it is 
generally agreed that this is what is referred to in this report. It is known 
that there were a number of Lutheran settlers in this section between 1700 
and 1710.” Obviously, the exact date of Hill Church founding is obscure.

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she waited until John Adam could undertake a family of his 
own. They must have shared the Link home. In the usual course 
of events the following children were born to them: 

On November 15, 1748, John was born, and John Adam fol- 
lowed close upon the family tradition in Germany to give him 
the name designating this Link line—John was the first given 
name for each male child. He must have been of considerable 
importance to his father in the early days in Frederick Coun- 
ty, Maryland, and he may have been a soldier of the Revolu- 
tion. “John Linck, 4th Corporal in Cpt. Valentine Creager’s 
Company,” 2nd Lieutenant, May 26, 1778; 1st Lieutenant 
Maryland Militia, August 16, 1779, and became Captain later 
(Maryland Historical Society, Vol. XVIII). If he was this 
John Link, his company marched to the Camp of New York 
in 1776, and he rendered a full share of service in the Ameri- 
can Revolution. Word from past generations is that this son, 
following the Revolutionary War, labored in the Virginia Ore 
Mine a few miles up the Potomac from Harper’s Ferry, Vir- 
ginia. Having received his wages and while crossing the 
Potomac on his way home, he was killed and robbed and his 
body was found a few days later in the river nearby the mine. 
This is most likely true, since neither he, nor wife nor child, 
are mentioned in his father’s will. So we conclude that he was 
never married. 

Sceareely before John could walk came Maria Magdalene, 
January 30, 1750. In Elizabeth Hundred, now Washington 
County, Maryland, 1776 census, she is twenty-five years of 
age. The Washington County marriage records state her mar- 
riage to Jacob Crabill by Reverend Jacob Weimer, January 3, 
1778. For some reason unknown she is not mentioned in her 
father’s will. 

A little less than two years later, January 7, 1752, Elizabeth 
came to the home. She is in the 1776 census. She was first 
married to Henry Stoner, near the time of the first census, and 
lived in Frederick County, Maryland. There were born to this 
covenant two children, a daughter, named Elizabeth, and a 
son, named John. Henry Stoner borrowed 30 pounds from John 
Adam Link, who in his will satisfied Elizabeth’s claims to his 
estate with the loan and interest plus certain other articles 
received. Soon after Henry Stoner’s decease, Elizabeth was 
married May 3, 1779, to Jesse Prichard, who lived a very short 
time. Both Henry Stoner and Jesse Prichard may have been 
killed in the Revolution. There is no information as to any 
issue from her second marriage. Her third marriage was to 
a widower, John Durst (Dust), an extensive farmer living 
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near Uvilla, Jefferson County, Virginia. Three, and most likely 
four, daughters were born to this marriage—Nancy, who 
married John Alexander Link, her first cousin, was one of 
these daughters. Elizabeth died sometime between the writing 
of John Adam Link’s will in 1803 and the writing of John Dust’s 
will in 1807, and is buried under the highway in the Hagler 
graveyard at Zion Presbyterian Church, Bakerton, West Vir- 
ginia. 

On September 21, 1754, John George Link was born to John 
Adam and Elizabeth and baptized in St. Joseph’s Church, 
October 20, 1754. He died during his childhood and a later son 
was given the same name. His sponsor was a John George 
Link, possibly a cousin of John Adam who came to America 
about 1750. 

Then came the Junior of the children, John Adam, Decem- 
ber 31, 1756. Another chapter in this history is devoted to his 
career. 

Around 1760 the trend of empire was westward with great 
urge and excitement. John Adam, now some forty years of age 
and somewhat conservative, concluded to leave Oley Hill and 
migrate at least a short distance westward to better soil. So 
on the fourteenth day of February, 1759, he gave the following 
deed to his entire property at Oley Hill. 


“THIS INDENTURE Made the fourten (sic) day of 
February, 1759, Between Adam Linck in Oley Mills (sic) 
and County of Berks, Yeoman of the one part and George 
Glauser and John Berns of the other part, of Perkomen 
and Shibeck Township and County of Philada., (sic) Wit- 
nesseth that the said Adam Linck for the consideration 
of two hundred and twenty pounds corrent lawfull (sic) 
money of Pennsylvania to him honestly and truly paid by 
the said John Berns and George Glauser before the seal- 
ing and delivery of this presents hath granted bargained 
sold and transferd (sic) and by these presents doth grant 
bargain sell and transfer unto the said John Berns and 
George Glauser his heirs and assigns aforesaid All his 
right title interest property claim and demand of in and 
to one hundred and fifty acres of land in the place afore- 
said joining to Stephen Moock? land, together with the 
said Warrant and all his right benefit provits (sic) and 
advantages that have arison (sic) or my (sic) arise from

the same. To have and to hold the said 100 and 50 acres of 
land warrant and premises unto the said John Berns and 
George Glauser paying all such money as is or my (sic) 
become due unto the Proprietor of Pennsylvania for the 
same and for the said Adam Linck, his Heirs Exss. Admss. 
harmless and indemified (sic) in and about the premises. 
In Witness I have hereunto set my hand Seal Dated the 
day and year first above written. Adam Linck (Seal) 
Sealed and delivered in the presense (sic) of us, Jacob 
Herth, Samuel Oyster the 29th day of May 1769 before 
me the subscriber one of the Justices for Berks County 
came Adam Linck and acknowledged the within Indenture 
to be his Act and Deed & desired the same might be re- 
corded as such according to law. Witness my hand and 
seal the day & year above. G. Rutter (Seal) Recorded & 
this Record and the original compared found to agree 
exactly the 13th day of November Anno Domini 1806.

From the deed he had become the sole owner of the farm. 
Perhaps he had paid off an indebtedness. Now he makes his 
trek to Frederick County, Maryland, on Israel’s Creek, just 
east of Georgetown, now Walkersville, Maryland. The follow- 
ing deeds show the different tracts of land he purchased. 


“F. 718. At the request of Adam Link the following Deed 
was recorded May 17, 1759, to wit: 

“This Indenture made May 14, 1759, between John 
Martin, of Frederick County, Farmer, of the one part, 
and Adam Link, of the County aforesaid, Farmer, of the 
other part. For and in consideration of the sum of two 
hundred pounds, current money, the said John Martin 
sold unto the said Adam Link one hundred acres of Land 
being part of a tract of Land called ‘Dulany’s Lott’ situ- 
ated in Frederick County Beginning at a Black Oak 
marked with two notches and a cross and running from 
thence - - - -- - - to the first beginning containing and 
laid out for one hundred acres of land - ---. 


John Martin (Seal)”’ 
The wife of John Martin did not acknowledge this deed. 


Note: Dulany’s Lott was granted to Daniel Dulany, Jr., known as the 
“younger” son and heir-at-law of Daniel Dulany, who purchased “Taskers 
Chance,” the tract upon which Frederick Town was laid out in 1745. 
Dulany’s Lott, on the east side of Monocacy River, extends from Addi- 
son’s Creek to Glade Creek, and by the Act of 1780 was confiscated. In 
later years it was divided into a number of smaller tracts. 
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“K. 525. At the request of Adam Link the following Deed 
was recorded July 6, 1766, to wit: 

“This Indenture made July 6, 1766, between Andrew 
Steger, of Baltimore County in the Province of Maryland, 
of the one part, and Adam Link, of Frederick County in 
the Province aforesaid, of the other part. For and in con- 
sideration of the sum of sixty-one pounds current money 
to him in hand paid by the said Adam Link, the said 
Andrew Steger sold ‘all that Tract or parcel of Land called 
Four Friends, beginning at a bounded White Oak stand- 
ing near an Old Road that Leads from the New Wagon 
Road to William Beatty’s - - - - - containing and now laid 
out for One Hundred & Eighteen Acres of Land more or 
less with all Buildings Improvements and Appurtenances

Mary, wife of Andrew Steger, relinquished her right of dower 
in said tract of land. 

“N. 419. At the request of Adam Link the following Deed 
was recorded November 1, 1770, to wit: 

“This Indenture made July 21, 1770, between Charles 
Beatty, of Frederick County in the Province of Maryland, 
and George Fraser Hawkins, of Prince Georges County in 
the Province aforesaid, of the one part, and Adam Link, 
of Frederick County in the Province aforesaid of the other 
part. For and in consideration of the sum of six pounds 
sterling the said Charles Beatty and George Fraser Haw- 
kins sold unto the said Adam Link “‘all that Lott or por- 
tion of ground in the addition to George Town, being part 
of a tract of Land called Knaves Disappointment, lying 
and being in Frederick County in the Province of Mary- 
land aforesaid. Number one as will appear by the plan of 
the addition to George Town which is recorded in Fred- 
erick County - - -.’

Martha, wife of Charles Beatty, and Susanna Truman, wife 
of George Fraser Hawkins, relinquished their rights of dower 
in said lot of ground. 

On the land purchased of John Martin he built of logs a 
dwelling, now weather-boarded, interior facings original and 
in walnut. The rear of the house was separated a few feet from

- the main but now joined; a springhouse, a smokehouse and a 
large barn were added. The walls of the latter still stand. The 
cemetery on the hill sloping down to the house was begun after 
Adam’s death. He early became a slaveholder of a very limited 
number. 

Here the following children were added to his household: 

Anna Catherine was born October 7, 1759—the third and 
youngest daughter. At thirteen years of age, a large, beautiful 
walnut chest with beaten brass lock and hinges was made for 
her. On its front in inlaid ivory is “CATARINA LINCKIN 
1772.” Following her death, this chest in some unknown ex- 
change became the property of her brother, John Adam II, 
then passed into the possession of John Alexander, John Adam 
IV, Thomas Jefferson, and finally became the cherished heir- 
loom of William Boyd Link of Darke, West Virginia. On May 
25, 1775, Catherine, together with her brother, John Adam, 
and a large class of catechumens, were confirmed in the Fred- 
erick Lutheran Church. Catherine, as did the entire ten chil- 
dren, bore a name long used in this line of Links. It was July 
25, 1779, when she wedded Jacob Boyer. She gave birth to 
four children: Adam, born August 25, 1780; and the others 
were Elizabeth, Ferdinand, and Rebecca. Catherine died at 
an early date and Jacob remarried.® These four children be- 
came the care of their grandfather Link, who remembered 
each of them in his will. Catherine’s line could be worked out. 

Now appears John Jacob, called by the beloved name of his 
grandfather. He was destined to become the enchanted “Uncle 
Jake Link,” famous in stories told by his many nieces and 
nephews. He entered this life December 5, 1760. It was April 
20, 1788, that he married his darling Elizabeth, who was born 
February 25, 1768, and died in Bourbon County, Kentucky, 
September 16, 1831. She was the daughter of his farm neigh- 
bor, Conrad Creager, a Revolutionary soldier and brother of 
Valentine and Adam Creager, sons of Casper Creager (Krii- 
ger). Valentine headed the home company of militia as a cap- 
tain. Three children were born in Frederick County, Maryland: 
Adam, March 19, 1789, who was baptized December 30, 1792; 
Jacob, born November 19, 1790, and Mary, born October 21, 
1792. Then Jacob and Elizabeth became the close neighbors of 
his brother, John Adam II, in Jefferson County, Virginia. Here 
he and, later, his brother, George, must have helped John Adam

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Survey of the lands of John Jacob Link, John Adam Link I and Peter Beard. 
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II in building and farm labors. Here the daughter Elizabeth was 
born January 2, 1795, and Catherine was born February 3, 
1798. The baptisms of both are in St. Peter’s Lutheran Church, 
Shepherdstown, West Virginia. Susannah was born May 19, 
1800, in Bourbon County, Kentucky, as were Israel, March 4, 
1803; Enoch, September 28, 1805; Eli, January 13, 1808; and 
Levi, December 13, 1812. About 1806 the territory of Kentucky 
was very inviting to new settlers and much of the new land was 
granted to the soldiers of the American Revolution. At this 
time Jacob’s paternal estate was finally settled, as will be seen 
in the chapter on John Adam Link II. So Jacob made the Ken- 
tucky venture and took up land in Bourbon County.® After 
several years in Kentucky, Elizabeth died and Jacob was mar- 
ried to Betsy Massie, May 20, 1834. When advanced in years, 
Jacob returned to the scenes of his first forty years. Among 
those he visited was his nephew, John Alexander Link, of 
Duffields, Virginia, where he received the appellation “Uncle 
Jake.” He died February 15, 1846, and was interred beside 
Elizabeth in a nearby cemetery in Bourbon County, Kentucky. 

Thomas was born November 20, 1763, at the home on Israel’s 
Creek. He married Anna Maria Fout on March 22, 1790, and 
remained to farm part of his father’s estate. His children were 
reared and married in Frederick County, Maryland. Catherine 
was born May 21, 1795, baptized May 25, 1795, and married 
George Lechlider, March 18, 1816; Rebecca married William 
Filler, a widower, April 3, 1823; Elizabeth wed Solomon Bur- 
rier, August 13, 1823; Anna Mary became the wife of John 
Beam Stuart, widower, August 23, 18832; John married Lucy 
Filler, November 21, 1859; Lewis took Christina Sheats for 
his wife, August 21, 1858; and Jacob married Ada Boogher 
Trout on June 7, 1838. Ada was born March 20, 1810, and 
died October 26, 1838. It appears that there was a son, Thomas. 
This eighth child of John Adam and Elizabeth owned certain 
lands in Harrison County, West Virginia, his inheritance and 
land purchased in Frederick County, Maryland. He was a 
favored son of John Adam. His will was signed June 17, 1847, 
and probated October 31, 1849, in Frederick County, Maryland. 
He died October 17, 1849, and his stone bears the age of 85 
years. 

Then followed John George, the second son by this name, 
born October 23, 1768. Soon thereafter he was baptized in 
St. Peter’s Lutheran Church, Woodsboro, Maryland. He, too,

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was to be specially favored by the father. He purchased and 
inherited lands in Frederick and Washington Counties, Mary- 
land. About 1807 he disposed of his properties and joined his 
brothers in Jefferson County, Virginia. On April 1, 1808, he 
bought of Jacob Manning and wife, Mary Darke, a tract of 
land of the Darke grant by Lord Fairfax for $2,671.66. On 
January 8, 1809, he eloped with his niece, Martha Link, daugh- 
ter of his brother, John Adam II, and Jane Ogle, and they were 
married in Washington County, Maryland. A son, Daniel, was 
born November 19, 1809, and baptized in St. Peter’s Lutheran 
Church, Shepherdstown, West Virginia. Immediately follow- 
ing the sale of his farm, March 31, 1810, to Abraham Snyder 
for $2,880.00, he followed his brother, Jacob, to Kentucky, 
where he farmed and was laid to rest. 

In County Court Deed Book “E,” Page 216, appears the 
following: 

“This Indenture made this 7th day of February in the 
year of our Lord 1811—Between William Walker and 
Catharine, his wife, of County of Fayette and Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky, on the one part, and George 
Link of the County of Burbourn and Commonwealth afore- 
said, of the other part... Consideration $1,339.00 (1839) 
Current Money of Kentucky ... Sells to George Link... 
tract of land situate and being in County of Fayette on 
waters of little North Elkhorn containing 11114 acres, 10 
poles ... (Descriptions) Corner to John Shannon . 
Albert Brites line...

Catharine Walker

The tenth and last child was Daniel, born August 16, 1772, 
the son most favored in the father’s affections and gifts. He 
married Catherine Creager, who was born in 1778 and died 
October 10, 1833, on February 14, 1801. She was the daughter 
of Adam Creager and a first cousin of Elizabeth, Jacob’s wife. 
Daniel remained on the home farm and later possessed it. He 
was an Official at the polls of the Presidential election of 1796. 
He died June 5, 1857, and was laid to rest beside his wife in the 
Link graveyard on the hill sloping down to where they had lived. 
His will was signed November 30, 1853, and probated July 7, 
1857, in Frederick County, Maryland. The children of Daniel 
were (1) Adam, born March 12, 1806, died January 23, 1892; on

September 25, 1835, he married Rachael Crabill, who was born 
December 28, 1817, and died December 8, 1845. (2) Elizabeth, 
born February 1, 1802, died November 22, 1886; on March 13, 
1820, she married Solomon Filler, who was born March 22, 
1793, and died February 28, 1876. (3) Sarah, who married Jos- 
eph Shank, April 2, 1838. (4) Catherine, who married Solomon 
Cramer, September 10, 1860. Following the death of his wife, 
Catherine, in 1833, Daniel married Mary Devilbiss, April 20, 
1847, for his second wife. Considerable genealogical data about 
the Creager family will be found in Chapter 11, on John Jacob 
Link, who married Elizabeth Creager, first cousin of Cather- 
ine’s. Thus the line of John Adam’s children is concluded. 

When John Adam came to Frederick County, Maryland, there 
came with him Peter Beard, who married his sister, Maria 
Katherine, and Matthias, the youngest child of John Adam’s 
parents. John Adam, Matthias, and Peter Beard early asso- 
ciated themselves with St. Peter’s Lutheran Church, Woods- 
boro, Maryland. Peter Beard sold the building site for a place 
of worship for the Presbyterian, Lutheran and German Re- 
formed sects, and John Adam was elected elder, November 22, 
1767. Peter Beard’s land in Oley Hill lay alongside of John 
Adam Link’s farm. Both disposed of their holdings there to the 
same man and at the same time. John Adam remained in St. 
Peter’s Church a few years only and then had his family trans- 
ferred to the Frederick Lutheran Church. Here we find him as 
early as 1775 when John Adam II and Catherine were con- 
firmed. He soon became an officer and devoted member. 

Upon the outbreak of the American Revolution it is prob- 
able that his oldest son enlisted in the Maryland militia, and 
in the first Liberty Bond drive John Adam purchased $800.00 
worth of certificates. From the beginning of the struggle he 
cast his lot with the colonies. Later his son, John Adam II, and 
likely his son, Jacob, enlisted in the Maryland militia. 

By 1780 Matthias had migrated to Augusta County, Vir- 
ginia, but Adam’s urge westward had abated and he chose to 
remain in Maryland where none of his children lived at any 
great distance. The cold winds of winter had not yet ceased 
when the hopes for brighter days to follow the bleak ones were 
shattered, for on March 18, 1786, his beloved helpmate went 
peacefully to her well-earned sleep; she was not yet fifty-eight 
years of age. John Adam was to spend the next twenty-one years 
in memories of her. She was laid in a small plot of ground now 
covered by an extension of the Lutheran Church in Frederick, 
Maryland. John Adam continued his farming activities for 
some years. 

An interesting relic of John Adam’s household has passed by 


direct male descent to Adam Gar] Link, of Baltimore, a great- 
great-grandson. It is the original movement and the top por- 
tion of a hall clock (that part which houses the movement), 
for which a base has been restored, found many years ago in 
the barn on the old Link farm. The name and date “Adam 
Linck—1773” are inscribed in inlay upon it. Whether or not 
John Adam was the artisan is not known. The clock was a val- 
uable instrument when John Adam had it and still is at this 
writing. 

Old age came and the evening-time for this Christian stew- 
art and also the certainty of the end. So on July 26, 1803, he 
composed and signed his last will and testament. Before sign- 
ing, he added a codicil disposing of his Negro boys, Harry, Dave 
and Ben. 

A little less than two more years passed and he was gath- 
ered unto his fathers, April 24, 1805, and his body interred 
beside his Elizabeth. His will was probated May 25, 1805, and 
recorded. Under the Frederick Church their ashes rest. Their 
tombstones were moved and stand along the western fence of 
the church’s old graveyard, now a flower garden. Being of 
sandy composition, they have greatly crumbled. 

Here was an early Christian pioneer, possessed of abound- 
ing fortitude, faith and integrity—a patriot of no mean rank— 
a good example of those men who built America, ‘“‘the land of 
the free and the home of the brave.” 
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ROSINA ELIZABETH LINK AND HER 
DESCENDANTS—THE FUCHS 


OSINA ELIZABETH was the third child of John Jacob 

and Anna Magdalena Link, according to available records. 
The ship’s record lists her as being seven years of age on 
August 28, 1733, the landing date. This would place her birth 
date in the year 1726. A photostatic copy of the ship’s list 
signed by Daniel Reid, the master, reveals this data. Her older 
brother, John Adam, is listed as eleven; but from his birth 
record found at St. Lorenz Church, Grossgartach, we know he 
was twelve. Bear-in mind that his parent was giving these 
ages to an English clerk in the German language. It would 
require a far stretch of conjecture to believe that either Jacob 
or his spouse could speak English. German for eleven and 
twelve sound much alike. Eleven is “elf” and twelve is “zwolf” 
in German, the latter pronounced zwelf. It is quite possible the 
clerk thought he heard “eleven” instead of ‘‘twelve” as the age 
of John Adam; but no such error could have occurred about 
the age of Rosina. Six, seven and eight in German have dis- 
tinctly different sounds. Six is sechs, pronounced zex; seven 
is sieben, pronounced zeebin, and eight is acht, pronounced 
oct. So seven it was for Rosina and well understood by the 
clerk, we can believe. 

Although there is no chapter about him, as about each of 
the other children of John Jacob and Anna Magdalena, the sec- 
ond child, John Jacob, did exist, as we know from St. Lorenz 
Church record in Grossgartach. He was born February 2, 
1724, three years after John Adam and two years before 
Rosina. He died an infant in Grossgartach, August 31, 1724. 

Rosina, then, became next to the eldest child of the family 
of four children who emigrated. To review them, they were 
John Adam, born October 18, 1721; Rosina Elizabeth, born 
1726; Maria Katherina, born February 1, 1728; and Maria 
Magdalena, born March 7, 1731. Birth and baptismal rec- 
ords of these have been found in Germany,! and confirma- 
tion, communion, marriage or baptismal records of their chil- 
dren have been found in Lutheran churches in eastern Penn-

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sylvania and Frederick County, Maryland, on this side of the 
Atlantic. Matthias, the youngest child, was born in Penn- 
sylvania. 

Now, what do we know about Rosina Elizabeth? She mar- 
ried Johann Christopher Fuchs (English is Fox, and the Ger- 
man is pronounced “Fukes”) November 25, 1746. The ceremony 
is set down in the New Hanover Lutheran Church record. 
Many Fuchs records appear in this particular church book, 
but none among the baptisms who could have been children of 
Rosina and Christopher. Four of their children’s baptisms are 
recorded elsewhere. 

The first child of record born to Rosina and Christopher was 
named Anna Magdalena, born April 25, 1748, baptized May 
29, 1748, and the record was made in the Augustus Lutheran 
Church Book at Providence, Pennsylvania. This was known 
as Trappe Church and Reverend Casper Stoever was pastor 
there at about this time. Matthias Fuchs and his wife, Anna 
Magdalena, were sponsors. Matthias was probably the baptis- 
mal child’s uncle, brother of Christopher. 

The next two children were twins, named Jacob and Maria 
Catherine. The Christ Church, now known as Mertz Church, 
in Rockland Township of Berks County, Pennsylvania, gives 
their baptismal date of February 3, 1751. The sponsors were 
Jacob Bieber and Maria Catherine Link, Rosina’s younger 
sister, who was to marry Johann Peter Bart (Beard) on April 
25 next. 

Then, probably not next in order of birth but next in re- 
corded baptism, is Johann Peter Fuchs, who was born January 
28, 1757, and baptized April 15 of the same year. The record 
is in the St. Paul’s Lutheran and Reformed book. This was 
commonly known as the Blue Church and is located in Upper 
Saucon Township in Lehigh County, Pennsylvania. This was 
quite a distance north of the locality in which Rosina and 
Christopher lived. Here, the pastor may have baptized the 
child in his parents’ home and recorded the birth and baptism 
dates in the next church book he came to. Peter Schlip and his 
wife, Catherine, were the sponsors for John Peter’s baptism. 

That Rosina and Christopher had other children there can 
be little doubt but their birth records have not been found. 
Data on the children of Jacob, one of the twins, and his wife, 
Esther, are listed, however, in St. Joseph’s and New Hanover 
Church records. The eldest was named Susanna Fuchs, born 
September 27, 1788, and baptized November 1, 1788, with 
Isaac Baumann and his wife, Susanne, as sponsors. The record 
is at St. Joseph’s. Next came Anna Margaret, born July 26, 
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1790, baptized September 26, 1790, with Abraham Herb and 
his wife, Anna, as sponsors. The record is also at St. Joseph’s. 
Then Anna Christina Fuchs was born July 10, 1792, and 
baptized September 23, 1792, with John Gilbert and his wife, 
Christina, sponsors. This baptism is likewise recorded at St. 
Joseph’s Church. Last of record, but probably not of birth, is 
Anna Catharina Fuchs, born December 13, 1796, and baptized 
May 28, 1797, with Andreas Scheinlin and his wife, Magda- 
lena, sponsors. The child’s baptism was over five months after 
birth, quite unusual, and recorded in New Hanover Lutheran 
Church. 

Beyond this, because of the similarity of given names and 
their great number, I cannot trace Rosina’s descendants. Like 
the Millers, there are too many of the Fuchs or Fox name and 
no connecting records. A host of this family lives in and about 
Oley Hills and undoubtedly they are descendants of Rosina 
and Christopher. No record of the funerals or deaths of Rosina 
or Christopher exists. They may be buried in unmarked graves 
at St. Joseph’s Church yard or in Mertz Church yard in Rock- 
land Township. 
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MARY KATHERINE LINK AND HER 
DESCENDANTS—THE BEARDS 


ARY KATHERINE was the fourth child born to John 

Jacob and Anna Magdalena Neuwirth Link. She was born 
in Grossgartach, February 1, 1728, and baptized February 2, 
1728. The record of her birth and baptism was found in St. 
Lorenz Church at Grossgartach. Her godparents were Max 
Eckstein, Lorenz Flinspach, and Phillip Jacob Eberbach, Jr. 
Herr Flinspach was classified as a “wagner” in the German, 
which means he was a wagon maker.! Mary Katherine is not 
mentioned in the ship’s list which brought her and her family 
to America. She was a little more than five years old and was 
probably under age for passage money. We learn much more 
about her in the old church records of Pennsylvania and Mary- 
land, and she was to become the mother of a large and impor- 
tant family. 

The first record in America we find about Katherine is her 
sponsorship of the baptism of her sister Rosina’s twins, Jacob 
and Maria Catherine. This record is in the Christ (Mertz) 
Lutheran Church book and is dated February 3, 1751. Within 
three months Katherine was married to John Peter Beard 
(Bart, in German) by Reverend Casper Stoever, the famous 
Lutheran pastor who organized and served so many churches 
in eastern Pennsylvania. He recorded the marriage in the 
Augustus Lutheran Church record (Trappe). Katherine’s sis- 
ter, Rosina, and their brother, John Adam, were both married 
by Reverend Stoever, and he recorded the ceremonies in the 
same church record. For Katherine’s marriage he wrote, 
“Johan Peter Bahrt and Catharina Linckin, daughter of Jacob 
Linck, deceased, April 25, 1751.” Bahrt is the old German 
spelling for Bart. Bart anglicized becomes Beard. Linckin 
carried the old German suffix im denoting an unmarried 
woman. Reverend Stoever’s record leaves no doubt about Kath- 
erine’s identity. From his tombstone in Rocky Hill churchyard 
near Woodsboro, Maryland, we learn that Peter was born in 
1730. His gravestone reads, 


1. John Jacob Link was probably a wagon maker, as was his son, John 
Adam. There was evidence from tradition and old deeds that a wagon 
shop once existed on John Jacob’s old farm in Pennsylvania. 
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“Peter Beard 
Died February 14, 1794 
Aged 64” 

Within a little more than a year after their marriage, Kath- 
erine and Peter acquired an eighty-two-acre farm, next to that 
of her mother purchased by John Jacob in 1734, and also next 
to the farm of her brother, John Adam, which he acquired in 
1742.2 Peter and Katherine made their purchase August 18, 
1752. This land, as well as John Adam’s and John Jacob’s, was 
acquired by patent from the Penns and later proven by the 
subsequent owner of all their farms. The whole tract was 
known as Lilliput, a name probably attached to it after the 
end of the eighteenth century, and not by any of its original 
owners. 

Peter Beard’s family came early to Pennsylvania. The name 
is found among some of the first in the church and legal records 
of the province. It is self-evident that Peter, with Katherine’s 
inheritance from her father, had money to buy their farm. 
They were to live on it only about seven years, however, when 
they joined Katherine’s brothers, John Adam and Matthias, 
in their migration to Frederick County, Maryland. In fact, 
tax lists of Berks County indicate that Peter Beard may have 
gone to Maryland before John Adam. Of this we cannot be 
certain. 

Apparently, Anna Magdalena, the mother, had died, and with 
this tie broken, her three children, John Adam, Katherine and 
Matthias, sought better soil and the promise of better living 
in central Maryland. Research in Maryland fails to reveal the 
date Peter and Katherine purchased land there, but it was 
surely before the date of the first deed, recorded May 6, 1763. 
John Adam Link had sold the two tracts, his own and his 
father’s original farm, in one conveyance totaling 150 acres, 
to George Klauser and John Berns in February, 1759. And he 
purchased land in Frederick County, Maryland, in May of the 
same year. Peter and Katherine must have moved at about the 
same time, because George Klauser later proved title to 230 
acres and 60 perches, which included Katherine’s and Peter’s 
82 acres added to that of John Adam’s and John Jacob’s. 

In Maryland Peter and Katherine purchased and sold many 
pieces of land. Between May 6, 1763, the date of the first deed 
found on record in Frederick County, and 1794, the year of 
Peter’s death, there are twenty-three transfers of property by 
and to Peter, one of which was for the four-acre tract he

named Mellether, and the one which was taken from his farm, 
he called Beard’s Part. Mellether was deeded to the trustees of 
a new church, who were William Carmack, Robert Wood, John 
Adam Link, Valentine Creager, William Andas, and Phillip 
Smith, Jr. The consideration was five pounds sterling, and the 
deed specified the use of the land was “for the only proper use 
of a Chapple (sic) or Place of Divine Worship to be hereafter 
built by and for the use of the Church of England, Lutheran 
and Presperteran (sic) Churches and to no other use, Interest 
or Purpose whatsoever .. .”? Could there have been a finer 
expression of common religious interest than this deed indi- 
cates? Perhaps necessity became the mother of cooperation. 
And notice, the land could be used for no other purpose. Peter 
wanted that there should always be a church there. The first 
building was a crude structure, erected in 1767. A better and 
larger building was put up in 1771 and the church was named 
St. Peter’s. About this time, perhaps, the Episcopalians and 
Presbyterians had buildings of their own in the vicinity and 
the need for the cooperation expressed in the deed ended and 
St. Peter’s became a Lutheran and German Reformed Church. 
In 1889 the present structure was built and it became known 
as Rocky Hill Lutheran Church. Here an excerpt from the 
History of Western Maryland by J. Thomas Scharf is of 
interest. 

“About a mile and three-quarters from Woodsborough on 
the road to Johnsville, is Rocky Hill Lutheran and Reformed 
Church. It was built in 1768 on a lot conveyed by Peter Baird, 
grandfather of Matthias Baird. It was an old-time, two-story 
log structure, and fifty years after its erection was plastered 
and weatherboarded, and remains to this day in its primitive 
condition. Its pulpit, a square box four feet high, was put up 
in 1771. It is reached by a staircase. The galleries occupy three 
sides of the church. The whole building is in a good state of 
preservation and bids fair to stand a century yet. It was built 
by the Lutherans, Reformers, and Presbyterians, but about 
1800 the latter withdrew. Up to about 1830 the preaching was 
in the German language, and then for a number of years it 
alternated between German and English, and about 1840 
began to be held exclusively in the latter tongue. 

“Among its first pastors was Father Grubb, an early pioneer 
missionary preacher. 

“Adjoining the church is the old burying ground, which 


3. A fine of two pence, called an alienation fine, was paid to Lord Balti- 
more, the proprietary governor. 
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contains tombstones dating as far back as 1769. All the earliest 
inscriptions are in German.’’4 

From the Rocky Hill (St. Peter’s) Church record, besides 
the baptismal records of Katherine’s and Peter’s children, we 
find evidence of contributions from the Beards for the support 
of the preacher and schoolmaster beginning as early as 1763. 
Here, as at Oley Hill and in practically every case, the German 
Lutherans set up a school at the same time they organized a 
church. Next to their religion, education was most important 
to these German people.® 

The Rocky Hill Church records reveal six children born to 
Mary Katherine Link and Peter Beard. Peter’s will confirms 
the list in the following order: (1) Jonathan, (2) Katherine, 
(3) Eva Margretha, (4) Madelena, (5) Mary Elizabeth, and 
(6) Jacob. There may have been others but they were deceased 
or had no heirs, at any rate, at the time Peter Beard made his 
will. 

Jonathan, the eldest, became a Revolutionary soldier and 
apparently lost his life in the struggle for independence. His 
service is recorded on page 72, Archives of Maryland (Annap- 
olis), Roster of Maryland Troops in the Revolution. Jonathan 
had five children who were alive at the time their grandfather 
Peter Beard’s will was drawn. They inherited Jonathan’s part 
of his estate. 

Katherine, second child named in Peter’s will, married a 
Hartsock. It has not been possible to trace her descendants 
nor find her marriage bond or record. We know her married 
name was Hartsock, because Peter names her thus in his will. 

The third child, Eva Margretha, married a Hartman, accord- 
ing to her father’s will. Her birth and baptismal record is from 
Augustas Lutheran Church. Descendants could not be found. 

Madelena, the fourth child Peter named in his will, married 
a Hartsock. Descendants could not be found. 

Mary Elizabeth, the fifth child named by Peter, was not 
married when he wrote his will. Her birth and baptismal 
record were found in the Frederick Lutheran Church record. 

Jacob, the sixth child, lived in Frederick County, married 
Mary Schmit, of prominent family, and reared several chil-

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dren. His descendants live there at this writing. His birth and 
baptismal record were found in the Evangelical Reformed 
Church at Frederick, Maryland. 

Some of Jonathan’s children, when they became adults, went 
to Augusta County, Virginia, to live near their father’s uncle, 
Matthias Link. One of them, also named Peter Beard, married 
a Katherine Link there. She was a granddaughter of Matthias. 
He was a grandson of Katherine Link Beard. Hence, this later 
Peter Beard and Katherine Link were second cousins. The 
relationship is shown in detail on page 97 of this history. All 
of their descendants that could be found are properly listed 
in the genealogy. 

Peter lived to be sixty-four. He died February 14, 1794, and 
was buried in Rocky Hill Church yard year Woodsboro, Mary- 
land. His grave is in front and to the east of the church en- 
trance. The headstone is inscribed in English. Katherine lived 
to be seventy-seven. She died February 28, 1805, and is buried 
beside Peter. 
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MARY MAGDALENA LINK AND HER 
DESCENDANTS—THE MILLERS 


ARY MAGDALENA LINK was the fifth child of John 
Jacob and Anna Magdalena Neuwirth Link.! She was born 
in Grossgartach March 7, 1731. Her birth and baptismal rec- 
ords are from the St. Lorenz Lutheran Church, Grossgartach, 
Kreis Heilbromn, Germany. Her baptism occurred March 8, 
1731? She was named for her mother. The ship’s record does 
not list her, nor her sister, Maria Katherina, who, we know, 
were aboard, because they are found in Lutheran Church 
records many times in Pennsylvania. Included in these church 
items are their marriages. Mary Magdalena, as well as her 
older sister, was carried aboard and ashore. Probably children 
in arms received free passage. John Adam and Rosina Eliza- 
beth, older brother and sister of Magdalena, were listed in the 
ship’s records and, of course, walked on and off without aid. 
The first record of Mary Magdalena is found in the St. Jos- 
eph’s Church record at Oley Hill. On May 18, 1755, she is listed 
as a communicant. No date has been found of her confirmation. 
Data about her marriage are found in the St. Joseph’s Church 
record as follows: 


Hannes Miiller, single, Lutheran 
his father: Jacob Miiller 
his mother: Maria Magdalena 
Married to Maria Magdalena Linckin, single, Lutheran, 
born September 11, 1731° 
her father: John Jacob Linck 
her mother: Anna Magdalena 
from Grossgartach, came to America 1733 


1. The fact that Mary Magdalena’s birth and baptismal record refers 
to her as Anna Magdalena and his mother as Maria Magdalena, while her 
mother’s birth record from Biberach shows her baptized as Anna Magda- 
lena, need cause no confusion or doubt. Three names were often given girls 
and in these two cases the full name was probably Anna Maria Magdalena.

Some explanation of names is due. Hannes was commonly 
used to abbreviate the name Johannes and in English is trans- 
lated John. Miiller, spelled with an umlaut over the letter u 
becomes an i in English and, hence, Miiller, is translated 
Miller. Maria is Mary, and the surname spelled Linckin is due 
to an old German usage of the suffix “in” denoting an unmar- 
ried woman. And now, let us see who Mary Magdalena’s hus- 
band was. 

Again the St. Joseph’s Church record gives us information. 
In the family register section, page 56 in the record, the fol- 
lowing genealogy of John’s parents and grandparents is given. 
It reads: 

Johan Jacob Miiller, born 1695 
His father: Jacob Miiller from Niederbronn 
His mother: Margaretha 
In 1738 he came to America 
In 17.... married to Maria Maddlena, born 1672, 
September 20 
Her father: John Christ Matt Gerber 
Her mother: Anna Maria 
Johann Jacob was commonly called Jacob. It was the custom 
among Germans to give children two names and call them by 
the second. In the case of girls they were often given three 
and sometimes four names.* Niederbronn was a village in 
Wiirttemberg, near Heilbromn, Germany, in the Palatinate. 
When someone, probably John, husband of Mary Magdalena, 
gave his parents’ marriage date, he was uncertain of the year 
and so we have an unfinished number for this fact. So, we find 
Mary’s husband was the son of Jacob, born in 1695, in Nieder- 
bronn, Germany, and who, in turn, was a son of Jacob and 
Margaretha Miller. He came to America five years after Mary, 
her parents and brother and sisters. Jacob and Mary Magda- 
lena Miller, Mary Magdalena Link’s parents-in-law, are buried 
in the St. Joseph’s churchyard. I saw their tombstones in 1947 
and at that time they were legible. They were large, crudely- 
formed sandstones, very thick and wide, but not over thirty 
inches high, with rounded tops. Three other stones of exactly 


4. Matthias Link’s wife was named Anna Maria Christina Schmidt. She 
was known as Mary and so signed her last legal documents. 
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the same size, shape and type, but with illegible inscriptions, 
are in the same row with Jacob’s and Mary Magdalena’s. All 
are near the southeast corner of the present church building 
and in the very front of the cemetery, indicating they were 
among the first erected. Whose are the other three on which 
the legends are illegible? Some think two of them are John Jacob 
Link’s and Anna Magdalena’s. John Jacob could hardly be one of 
them because he died in 1738 and the land for the St. Joseph’s 
churchyard was not purchased until 1746. It is doubtful that 
his body would have been moved after nine years. Perhaps the 
other three stones were those of John Miller, Mary Magdalena 
Link Miller and her mother, Anna Magdalena Link. All of the 
other children of Jacob and Anna Magdalena Link moved from 
the neighborhood except Mary Magdalena, and her descen- 
dants live in the neighborhood today. 

Young John Miller, Mary Magdalena’s husband, was con- 
firmed April 8, 1750, according to the New Hanover Lutheran 
Church record. The first building for St. Joseph’s was probably 
under erection and the confirmation was held at New Hanover. 
The record clearly indicates that he was Jacob Miller’s son. 
When was he born? We cannot be certain, but a death record 
in Volume 5 of the Old Zion Lutheran Church dated January 
38, 1815, records the death of a Johannes Miller, aged 87 years, 
eight months and ten days. Careful search reveals no Johannes 
Miller throughout that church record who matches with this 
individual in births, marriages, or in the records of children’s 
baptisms. It is possible that this is Mary Magdalena’s husband 
who spent his last years in the home of one of his children who 
had moved out of the Oley Hill neighborhood. If so, Mary’s 
husband was born April 24, 1728. As indicated above, this is 
not proven, however. 

The St. Joseph’s Church record clearly chronicles the birth 
and baptism of Mary Magdalena’s and John’s children. First 
born was named John Jacob Miller for both his grandfathers. 
He was born December 17, 1756, and baptized February 6, 
1757. Matthias Link, brother of Mary Magdalena, and Chris- 
tina Miller, sister of John (shown as daughter of Jacob) were 
sponsors. The second child, a son, was named for his father, 
Johannes, and was born April 21, 1759, and baptized May 6, 
1759. Then came another son, Johann Adam (John Adam), 
born September 8, 1762, and baptized October 18, 1762. The 
fourth child, also a son, was named Johann Georg (John 
George), and was born November 7, 1763, and baptized the 
same day, according to the church record, which seems incred- 
ible unless the ceremony was performed at Mary’s and John’s 


home. Fifth to be born was a daughter, named Magdalena for 
her mother and grandmother. She was born January 28, 1766, 
and baptized February 28, 1766. Sixth was another daughter, 
named Anna Catherine for Mary’s sister. She was born Feb- 
ruary 14, 1768, and baptized April 10, 1768. Then came an- 
other son, named Johann Daniel (John Daniel), born April 
11, 1772, and baptized May 14, 1772. The last child of record 
was named Abraham. He was born July 10, 1778, and baptized 
August 31, 1778. 

The descendants of Mary and John Miller became legion. So 
many Millers had migrated to Pennsylvania by the date of 
their last child’s birth that it is practically hopeless to trace 
descent. This problem is also aggravated by the fact that one 
pastor often served several churches and often recorded bap- 
tisms and marriages he performed in one locality in the record 
of a church several miles away, and Millers lived all over 
eastern Pennsylvania at this period. 

St. Joseph’s Church record lists some births which we can 
safely place as grandchildren of Mary and John and so do 
nearby churches. The parents can be traced with some accu- 
racy by the mother’s name. For instance, several Jacob Millers 
of about the same age as Mary’s and John’s son could have 
had children born in logical order, but it was not often that 
all Jacobs married Barbaras, as did the son of Mary and John. 
Jacob, their oldest son, and Barbara, his wife, had four chil- 
dren of record, and the births are recorded in three different 
churches. The first, a boy, was named Jacob Miller. His birth 
and baptism are recorded in Volume III, Holy Trinity Church 
record, at Lancaster. He was born September 12, 1778, and 
baptized November 21, 1778. Sponsor was Maria Wesserin. The 
next child was Andreas Miller, whose baptismal record appears 
in Volume III of Old Zion Church records. He was born October 
25, 1781, and baptized November 3, 1781. Andreas Arbitsoh 
and his wife, Eva, stood sponsors. Then was born Maria Mag- 
dalena Miller April 18, 1783, and baptized May 18, 1783. Philip 
Hartman and Magdalena Miller, the child’s aunt and then 
seventeen, stood sponsors. The fourth was named Adam Miller. 
He was born April 2, 1784, and baptized June 12, 1785, accord- 
ing to the Holy Trinity Church record at Lancaster, Volume 
III. His parents were the sponsors. 

The records from many churches in eastern Pennsylvania 
which I have had translated list parents, many of them with 
the same names as Mary and John gave their sons, but there 
is no certainty of their being the same individuals, and I have 
not attempted to connect them. In fact, to do so with certainty 
is impossible. 
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The story of Mary Magdalena Link and John Miller ends 
with all too little known about them. Efforts to trace Miller 
genealogy back through the generations from several contem- 
poraries who have indicated to me they have done satisfactory 
research have failed to connect with Mary and John. There are 
many Millers living about Oley Hills, and in 1947 one was 
living directly across the road from St. Joseph’s Church, but 
none I could contact was able to go back more than three or 
four generations in the family names. Most of them are prob- 
ably descendants of Mary and John Miller, but a recorded 
connection seems out of the question. 

There is nothing of record to indicate Mary and John left 
Oley Hills, as did the other children of John Jacob Link. We 
must assume that they died there and are buried in St. Joseph’s 
churchyard with John’s parents and Mary’s mother. 
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MATTHIAS LINK—ANCESTOR OF THE GREAT 


ORE recorded facts have been found about Matthias than 

any other of the children of John Jacob. Matthias was 

the youngest and the only one born in America. In fact, he is 

the second Link child born in America of record.t He was born 

on the farm owned by his father in what is now Berks County, 

Pennsylvania, February 11, 1737. This date is accurately estab- 

lished from his gravestone, which I found lying face down in 

the family burial plot on his old farm in Augusta County, Vir- 

ginia, in 1928.2 His brother and three sisters had all been born 
in Germany.® 

In April, 1737, two months after Matthias’ birth, John 
Jacob died. Older brother John Adam, then sixteen, began to 
help his mother care for the family and later apparently took 
over the 93-acre farm and operated it with the 55-acre tract 
he purchased in 1742. This can be safely argued because John 
Adam did not marry until 1748. 

The next record of Matthias is his confirmation. This cere- 
mony occurred March 29, 1752, at New Hanover Lutheran 
Church. The entry translated reads: 

1752 1. Matthias Linck, Widow Linck’s son, 15 yr. 

March 29th 2. Andreas Fuhs (Fuchs) 

38. Maria Elizabeth Miiller, Johannes 
Miiller’s daughter, 14 yr. 
Anna Magdalena, his mother, was still alive, and she was 
doubtlessly proud of her young son that day. Andreas Fuchs,

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number two in the list, had to be closely related to Christopher 
Fuchs, husband of Matthias’ sister, Rosina Elizabeth, either 
a younger brother or nephew. Maria Elizabeth Miller rightly 
could have been the first cousin of John Miller, husband of 
Matthias’ sister, Mary Magdalena. There was close relation- 
ship between these families until 1759, when John Adam Link 
moved his family and Matthias to Frederick County, Mary- 
land. At the time of Matthias’ confirmation the sisters, Rosina 
Elizabeth and Maria Katherine, were married and lived in 
their own households. John Adam had established his four 
years before. So it was Matthias, his sister, Mary Magdalena, 
and his mother, who lived in the home John Jacob had built 
for his family. During this period we learn about Matthias 
twice again from the St. Joseph’s Church record. First, among 
the communicants listed May 18, 1755, are “Matthias Linck, 
single, son of the late Jacob Linck” and “Maria Magdalena, 
ditto.” (Sic) Then again on May 30, 1756, “Matthias Linck, 
single.” 

The next record is entered when Matthias stands sponsor 
for the baptism of the oldest child of his sister Mary Magda- 
lena and her spouse, John Miller. The place, St. Joseph’s, 
commonly called the “Oliger Bergen Kirche.” The record is 
translated thus: 

1756 John Jacob, born 1756, December 17. Baptized 

February 6th, Septaugesmas (sic) 
Parents: Johann Miller and wife, Magdalena. 
Sponsors: Matthias Linck, single, and Christina 
Miller, daughter of Jacob Miller.* 

At the time of the baptism of his nephew, Matthias was 
almost twenty, quite the young man. If he was like other Penn- 
sylvania Germans of his age and time, he had been to the 
church-conducted school, could cipher, read, and write. He 
knew how to farm, to care for livestock well, to rotate crops 
and keep fields fertile and free from erosion. These were skills 
the Germans brought from their homeland.® These he had 
learned from his brother, John Adam, who had acquired them 
from their father, John Jacob, before he died. But, more im- 
portant to Matthias’ economic progress, he had learned his

trade. He was a blacksmith. This was one of the most needed, 
and hence lucrative, trades in these times. Blacksmiths made 
locks, hinges, all sorts of hardware. He fashioned tools and the 
crude hand farm implements of the day and, if he was skillful 
enough, parts for firearms. He often made wagons. Albert 
Link visited the location of the John Jacob and John Adam 
Link I farm in Pennsylvania in 1948. In conversation with 
one of the elder owners of a part of these tracts, he was 
shown the site of an ancient wagon shop, which was purported 
to have been on the land for unknown time, passing with the 
land from owner to owner. 

Matthias and many of his immediate descendants used their 
skill to produce wealth over and probably far beyond that 
received from farming alone. Not that the farm was of little 
importance. On the contrary, it came first. It was maintained 
as the fundamental] of a good life. But these more aggressive 
early Links developed a skill as soon as possible. One of Mat- 
thias’ sons was a blacksmith, two others were merchants. 
Several grandsons and great-grandsons made furniture, and 
all of this before 1825. Unlike most Pennsylvania Germans, 
who depended almost solely upon the land,® Matthias extended 
his efforts to bring in much money beyond that he received at 
crop time or from livestock sales. This money from his trade 
was always quick money, money in hand, carefully saved for 
any economic opportunity which might present itself. From 
his craftsmanship he bought his own farm, a good one, in 
Maryland, when he was thirty years old. 

Whether the greater influence to leave Pennsylvania came 
from Matthias or John Adam is an interesting speculation. 
At any rate, nothing kept Matthias from joining his brother 
when the move was made in 1759. Anna Magdalena, the 
mother, had died. John Adam, natural head of the family, 
sold his father’s 93 acres and divided the proceeds among his 
sisters, Matthias and himself. Of course, Matthias may have 
stayed at Oley; but his age, his aggressiveness, evidenced by 
the next twenty-one years of his life, and his brother’s need 
for him, all argue for the migration of Matthias. John Adam 
foster-fathered him. John Adam’s children were too young to 
clear land, build a house and plow. What better could Matthias 
have done than go? What better should he have done than help 
his brother, who had helped him so much, in this new land? 
This mutual aid was typical of Pennsylvania Germans, and is 
so to this day.

John Adam, typical of his group, first sold the Pennsyl- 
vania land before he purchased his first farm in Maryland. 
The sale was made to George Klauser and John Berns Febru- 
ary 14, 1759. One hundred fifty acres were sold—John Jacob’s 
93 plus and John Adam’s 55 plus, which must have surveyed 
a full 150 acres because this is the acreage conveyed—and the 
consideration was 220 pounds, a current lawful money of 
Pennsylvania. John Adam was listed as a yeoman. The new 
land in Maryland was bought May 17, 1759, from John Martin. 
It was 100 acres in Frederick County and cost John Adam 200 
pounds, current money. 

The next seven years brought much to Matthias. In this 
period he was married, his eldest child, Peter, was born and 
christened; his second child, a daughter named Catherine, 
was born and baptized. And then, Matthias purchased his first 
piece of land, 92 acres of good limestone soil, the sort he and 
every other intelligent Pennsylvania German farmer knew to 
be the best for crops and pasture. The deed was written July 
13, 1767, recorded July 25, 1767, in Frederick County, Mary- 
land. “Andrew Hoyle, of Frederick County and Province of 
Maryland, Farmer, of the one part, and Matthias Link’ (sic), 
of the county and province aforesaid, Blacksmith, of the other 
part,” the deed is written. The consideration, “Fifty pounds, 
current money, to him in hand paid by the said Matthias 
Link. .. .”’ The tract was called Hoyle’s Adventure, and it was 
a part of a tract called The Resurvey on Cooper’s Alley. An- 
drew Hoyle made his mark and his wife, Catherine, relin- 
quished her right of dower. It was a proud, happy day for 
Matthias and Mary Christina, his young wife. 

Anna Maria Christina Schmidt may have been born in 
Pennsylvania. From her tombstone in the family burial plot 
in Augusta County, Virginia, we can arrive at 1746 as her 
birth date. The stone indicates she “departed this life the 12th 
of June in the 71st year of her age.”” There were Schmidts in 
the Oley Hill neighborhood when and before Matthias left. 
And there were many in Frederick County, Maryland, as there 
were also many Fuchses. You will remember that Rosina 
Elizabeth Link, eldest sister of Matthias, married Christopher 
Fuchs. The Schmidts were a determined lot. It was not until 
1836 that the first Schmidt in the Rocky Hill congregation 
anglicized his name and became Smith. Links and others had 
changed their names to English spelling fifty years before. 
St. Peter’s Lutheran Church (Rocky Hill) record of Woods- 
boro, Maryland, very clearly shows this. Mary Christina was 


7. Matthias had anglicized his name. 
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a Schmidt. Her brother, Peter, stood sponsor for the baptism 
of “ein kleinchen” of Mary Christina and Matthias, whom they 
named Peter for the sponsor, his uncle. With Peter Schmidt 
also stood Katharina Kriigerin (Kriiger).§ Mary’s Smith-ness 
or determination, if you like, is evidenced even in the few 
last documental acts of her life. More about this later. Waddell 
in his Annals of Augusta County (old edition) in the history 
of the Hanger family refers to the wife of Peter Hanger II 
thus: “His wife was Catherine Link, whose mother was Mary 
Smith.” Catherine Link was Mary’s second child and first 
daughter, mentioned above. 

On page 542 of Frederick Church record she is referred to 
as Anna Maria in the entry of the baptism of her son Peter. 
Page 547 of the same record, where she and her husband, Mat- 
thias, were sponsors at the baptism of a daughter of Jacob 
and Eva Margretha Winters, she is listed as Maria Christina 
and this name is given to the child. 

In the St. Peter’s (Rocky Hill) Church records at Woods- 
boro, she is referred to as Anna Maria Link; but when Mat- 
thias sold his land in Maryland in 1779, she released her dower 
in the deeds, there being two of them, as “Mary, wife of 
Matthias Link.” There is no question but that her full name 
was Anna Maria Christina Schmidt before she married 
Matthias. 

With the acquisition of 92 acres for 50 pounds in 1767, 
Matthias was not finished in his land buying. On November 
22, 1770, William Goodman of Frederick County, Province of 
Maryland, deeded Matthias “25 acres of land, part of the 
Resurvey on Cooper’s Alley,” for 12 pounds, current money. 
The deed was recorded March 26, 1771. My researcher, an old 
Frederick County inhabitant, adds the note to the deed’s 
transcription that “the tract adjoined the 92 acres bought 
from Andrew Hoyle.” Thus, Matthias completed a farm of 
117 acres. Note the acreage and the prices, 92 acres for 50 
pounds, 25 acres for 12 pounds. The first tract cost a little 
more per acre. The second tract could have been less produc- 
tive land, or Goodman, the seller, could have needed money. 
I hazard the guess that the latter obtained, and that Matthias 
had the ready cash. 


Now compare these prices Matthias paid with what he

received when he sold his 117 acres. June 26, 1779, he signed 
a deed conveying 17 acres of the above to Joseph Wood for 
200 pounds, current money. On the same day he deeded the 
remaining 100 acres to Jacob Inch, “two parcels... one tract 
called Hoyle’s Adventure, containing 75 acres, and the other 
tract... part of the Resurvey on Cooper’s Alley, containing 
25 acres...” for 800 pounds, current money. He divided the 
92 acres first purchased into two pieces, 17 acres in one and 
75 in the other. To the latter he added the 25 acres purchased 
last, developing a 100-acre tract. The reason must have been 
to receive a higher price, consideration being given for the 
improvements he had made and where they were located. 
Matthias signed both deeds in German script, but he spelled 
his name Matthias Link, not Matthaus Linck. He anglicized 
the spelling but not the script; but, by the same token, don’t 
most of us write German words in English script? 

Matthias’ church activities were probably typical of his 
ethnic group. The church was important, babies must be bap- 
tized in it, marriage banns must be properly read before the 
congregation three times, and it was good to have a preacher 
there at the time of a funeral, which wasn’t always possible. 
But, Matthias did not go to communion often after he outgrew 
his emotional years. Dr. A. R. Wentz in his book, The Lutheran 
Church of Frederick, Maryland, shows Matthias a donor to 
Frederick Church.? He gave half as much as did his older 
brother, John Adam, yet both had growing families. Matthias 
did not hold church office as did his brother, and, later, his son 
Peter. But that the church was important to him there can be 
little doubt. He was too close to its influence—an authority 
every Pennsylvania German felt, one that moulded his culture 
and conditioned his thought patterns,1° 

What of his family during these vigorous years? Children 
were born in not too hurried succession. First, Peter, May 26, 
1765, baptized in Frederick Lutheran Church (Old Monocacy). 
Next Catherine, born May 24, 1767. No baptismal record of

Then Johannes, born March 18, 1769, and 
baptized in St. Peter’s Lutheran Church (Rocky Hill) at 
Woodsboro, Maryland, died May 10, 1778, and is buried in the 
churchyard where he was baptized. His headstone is in Eng- 
lish. Johann Adam was the fourth child (he was known as 
Adam throughout his life). He was born May 14, 1771, and 
baptized in St. Peter’s at Woodsboro. He became one of the 
great men in the Shenandoah Valley. Johann Matthaus (he 
was known as Matthias, Jr.) followed Adam. He was born 
February 23, 1773, and he, too, was baptized at St. Peter’s in 
Woodsboro. Next came Christian, also baptized at St. Peter’s, 
but known and shown in later documents as Job Christian. He 
was born December 12, 1774. Then John, born January 20, 
1777, the date entered in his own handwriting in his family 
Bible, extant and owned by one of his descendants. John be- 
came his father’s favorite and attained prominence in Virginia 
and Tennessee; but his father’s inheritance and favoritism 
caused John to split the family apart with an unhappy legal 
action against his mother. And now the second daughter, 
Elizabeth, was the last child born in Maryland, but her bap- 
tismal record has not been found. Her birth date comes from 
her tombstone in Eusebia Cemetery, Blount County, Tennes- 
see. She was born March 10, 1779. Her descendants are many 
and distinguished. Mary, named:for her mother, was the first 
child born in Virginia. Again the date comes from her tomb- 
stone in the burial plot on Matthias’ farm. It was April 26, 
1783. And last was David, born in June, 1786, in Virginia, this 
date from his tombstone in the oft mentioned family burial 
plot. Besides his name, only the following is legible: “Died in 
June , aged 28 years.” David died in 1814, we know, 
from the appointment of Peter Hanger II, his brother-in-law, 
as administrator of his estate. From these facts we get the 
approximate date of his birth. 

Matthias had an ideal family for the agricultural economy 
in which he lived. Sons were the older children except Cath- 
erine. They were a great help on the farm and in the shop. 
Peter became a blacksmith. Catherine, too, found her time well 
filled in the household as she grew to womanhood. And so, 
Matthias prospered and sold his Maryland land for a good profit 
and purchased nearly triple the number of acres in the rich

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Shenandoah Valley, eight miles north of Staunton, at Fort 
Defiance in Augusta County. I have seen all these farms on 
which Matthias lived, and each move greatly improved his 
economic status. 

The Virginia farm contained 330 acres, much in virgin 
timber,!* and was located next to and directly west of the Old 
Stone Church yard at Fort Defiance.!® It is not known but we 
can assume the purchase brought a dwelling and some build- 
ings, because Stephenson, from whom it was purchased, had 
owned the tract several years. But, Matthias improved it no 
doubt. It is certain this was his disposition or he could not 
have gained so much on his Maryland land in spite of some 
increase in values due to the Revolutionary War. In this war I 
find no service of Matthias nor his son Peter—the only son of 
adequate years, although a little young, perhaps, being only 18 
when the war ended—neither as soldier, militiaman nor Pa- 
triot.14 Yet these have a descendant who is the greatest soldier 
of all time: General Dwight Eisenhower. 

Matthias was too busy clearing land, raising crops and 
making things at his forge, and money, and actually he may 
have contributed as much or more in this manner to the great 
cause than if he had borne arms. If the data could be found, 
he might have qualified his descendants for Revolutionary 
society membership as a Patriot, after all. I have covered the 
ground thoroughly on this, however, employing some of the 
most skilled researchers available and my correspondence 
reveals that Matthias sorely disappointed many of his descen- 
dants, but they can take comfort and pride in their kinship 
with a far greater military genius than he could ever have 
been, even had he commanded the American forces at York- 
town. 

Only twice is Matthias found in the Salem Lutheran Church 
record, which could well be because the early part of this 
record is missing, either purloined or destroyed. Pages had 
been cut out of the book. The earliest entry is 1807, and 
Matthias was seventy then. He is listed as a communicant, 
September 5, 1812, and September 4, 1813. Mary is so listed, 
October 21, 1810, August 18, 1811, September 20, 1812, June

20, 1813, the third Sunday in August, 1814, October 12, 1815, 
September 22, 1816. She is listed Anna Maria, as she was in 
the baptismal record of St. Peter’s at Woodsboro. 

We have every reason to believe Matthias gave the same aid 
to his children in helping them establish themselves which was 
so typical of most Pennsylvania Germans. Peter was married 
in 1788, and a home was erected for him west of his father’s 
house, and on June 24, 1805, for only 200 pounds “lawful 
money of Virginia,” Matthias sold Peter 100 acres of his 330- 
acre farm, on which Peter’s home was located. This price was 
less than half the sum per acre Matthias had paid in 1780. I 
find nothing of record about the other children, but mutual aid 
was family and traditional custom. During his widowerhood 
Captain John Link and his daughter Sarah lived in Matthias’ 
home. There is evidence that Captain John and Barbara, his 
second wife, also lived near his parents. Barbara and Mary 
were communicants together at Salem Church each time Mary 
is so recorded until Matthias’ will was probated. Sarah was 
the only grandchild remembered in Matthias’ will. Captain 
John inherited the farm, book accounts (money due Matthias), 
livestock, and farming utensils (tools and implements). The 
other children each received 200 dollars, or 50 pounds, except 
Adam, who was cut off with one dollar, payable at the full 
legal limit of time for estate settlement, within three years. 
Mary, the consort, received the use of the house and forty 
dollars annually to be paid by son John; also, in fee, one horse, 
one cow, and the house furnishings. Matthias owned one slave 
girl, Sophia, but she was sold as a part of the estate but not 
for two years, during which aged Mary probably had her 
services. Sophia brought $110.00, and Captain John bought 
her.5 

Son David, the youngest child, probably also lived with his 
parents, as did his baby boy. He was apparently a widower, 
and he, David, died between February 8, 1815, date of Mat- 
thias’ death, and May 22, 1815, date his estate was appraised. 
Matthias had not changed his will regarding David, and in the 
appraisal of Matthias’ estate, David’s wearing apparel was 
included. Captain John purchased his deceased brother’s wear- 
ing apparel.!6 

The will Matthias wrote in his seventy-sixth year evidenced 
family disaffection, and when it was executed by his son 
John—Peter, the other executor, refused to serve—this dis- 
affection was multiplied in several new directions. First,

Matthias and his son Adam were not on good terms, and these 
differences were not improved between the time Matthias 
made his will and his death more than two years later, because 
Matthias did not change his will. What was this great trouble 
between father and son? It’s an interesting speculation. and 
it is talked about in the neighborhood to this day. In 1928 
Mrs. Sally Neff, then aged, told me her mother (Catherine 
Link Redman, great-granddaughter of Matthias) had said 
she knew from her parents that Adam Link had very little to 
do with the rest of the family. It couldn’t have been because 
Adam became prosperous, because Matthias believed in pros- 
perity, It could not have been because Adam became a Presby- 
terian, because records plainly indicate four of Matthias’ chil- 
dren were married by Rev. William Wilson, Old Stone Church 
Presbyterian pastor, and one other, his son Matthias, Jr., was 
married in Rockingham County by Rev. Benjamin Swine, 
also a Presbyterian pastor. Probably ceremonies for the others 
were also performed by Presbyterians. The trouble went far 
deeper than these. It was an abiding thing, never resolved 
between them. 

The new disaffections the execution of the will caused were 
many. First, Mary renounced her inheritance under the will 
on March 27, 1815, the month following her husband’s death. 
She took her dower, which under the Virginia statute of that 
time was one-third of all property, real and personal, for her 
lifetime. From then on Mary went to Communion alone. Bar- 
bara did not go with her. Son John, soon after this, July 16, 
1815, to be exact, brought a suit of injunction against his 
mother to prevent her from clearing any of the 77 acres she 
had received. He charged that ‘“Mary Link is committing very 
great waste on the land assigned her, as aforesaid, greatly to 
the prejudice of your orator’s (that is, John’s) reversion in 
the said land.” In other words, John did not want Mary to 
touch a tree. The suit was brought in the Superior Court of 
Chancery of the State of Virginia, much to the embarrassment 
of the court, I imagine. At any rate, the court continued the 
cause without action until August, 1816. Mary ignored the 
suit. John’s counsel pressed the court sufficiently by this date 
that a special order was issued to be served upon Mary, warn- 
ing her the injunction would be granted within ten days after 
service if she did not answer the original complaint. This was 
served on Mary September 30, 1816; but she took her time 
and finally October 28, not within ten days but within 28 days, 
she let her counsel answer the bill of complaint. She did not 
appear. She was 70 at the time. Her answer makes choice 


reading. She states she had only cleared an acre and three- 
quarters to raise flax, potatoes and a truck patch—“for which 
there was no other suitable cleared land’’; that the timber was 
not wasted or misapplied but was used for rails to build new 
fence and repair old fence and for firewood. She further states 
that the plaintiff (John) during “the last winter and spring 
has cleared seven or eight acres in a part of the tract (John’s 
part) where she thinks, if clearing is injudicious at all it 
would be much more injurious to clear than where this respon- 
dent (Mary) has cleared.” Then she states to the court that 
she “cannot think that the plaintiff had any right to bring her 
into court and she thinks it unkind and undutiful in her son 
thus to harrass her.” She goes on to ask the court to appoint 
a commissioner who would look at the land she held in dower 
and that John owned in fee and tell her how the land should 
be cleared. Then she asks that the bill be dismissed at John’s 
costs. The court agreed with her and appointed commissioners 
to examine witnesses (John and Mary) and take depositions. 

The depositions were never taken. Action was continued for 
six months, when it would have died but for John having had 
a writ of scire facias issued to keep the cause alive. And so 
on each six months until Mary’s death. Meanwhile Mary cut 
the trees she wanted to cut as long as she lived. Finally Peter, 
her administrator, in October, 1820, appeared by counsel, not 
in person, and agreed to answer, which he did sixty days later 
after another continuance on December 14, 1820. His answer 
caused the court to dissolve the injunction. John had to pay 
the costs and the expense of defending the suit. 

Meanwhile, on May 24, 1818, John sold the farm in two 
tracts, 88 acres to his brother-in-law, Peter Hanger, whose 
farm adjoined, and 160 acres to another brother-in-law, Moses 
Grisham, and moved to Washington County, Tennessee.!7 And 
so ends the story of Matthias and Mary in bitter quarrels 
between father and son and son and mother. The children 
resolved their differences and all purchased things from the 
sale of their parents’ household effects except Adam, Matthias, 
Jr., and Christian, who was in Bourbon County, Kentucky, 
with his cousin Jacob. David had died.18

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JOHN ADAM LINK II, SOLDIER OF 
THE REVOLUTION* 


OHN ADAM LINK IL is worthy of an especial presentation 

in the history of his people in America. He held high rank 

in character with his forefathers and moved forward in cul- 

ture and living standards. While he bore the appellation of 

Junior in the family circle he received no special favors. 

Indeed, he came off short with his brothers in the father’s last 

testament. As he grew in years he became frugal and saga- 
cious. 

On the last day in the year 1756, this fifth child was born 
to John Adam Link and Elizabeth Miller in their Oley Hill 
home. These were sober and upright parents. The material 
resources had increased and the burdens of clearing the forest 
and of easing an indebtedness had mostly passed. Much joy 
had come and thanksgiving, so that it seemed expedient to 
perpetuate the father’s name. It was January 16, 1757, that 
Catherine, daughter of Stephan Houck, and Philip, son of 
Jacob Matthias, sponsored John Adam II’s baptism in St. Jos- 
eph’s Church. 

Being the last of the children born in Oley Hill, his memories 
were to be those of the Maryland homestead and its associated 
homes. Environment has much to do in the shaping of one’s 
life. Here were Irish, Scot, and English bloods commingling 
with the German. New ideas and customs loomed before John 
Adam II and he was keen of mind not to ignore any good thing. 
He would seem to his orthodox parents to drift from his Ger- 
man moorings and at times to act “smart.” 

There were many prosperous farmers and artisans in this 
Maryland community and here were better opportunities for 
schooling the children. It was in the year 1759 when the par- 
ents moved to their new home on Israel’s Creek in Frederick 
County, Maryland. This son grew up under the vigorous tasks 
of making a new homestead and farm activities—a plain son 
of the soil. 

Nothing of importance is known of John Adam II before May 
25, 1775, when, together with his sister, Catherine, he was con-

firmed in the Lutheran Church of Frederick, Maryland. Then 
he -was more than eighteen years of age and beginning to 
entertain some serious thoughts. In the routine of daily living 
he learned poise of mind and good carriage of body and took 
occasion to associate with the more favored—those of English 
ancestry. He even dared to don their colonial dress. Included 
in this writing is a picture of his shoe and knee buckles, cuff 
links, and oval pewter box with combination fork and spoon. 
The latter were used by him in the American Revolution. These 
heirlooms are the possessions of Adam Baker Link of Cottage 
Hall, Darke, West Virginia. 

A woman can contribute much to the making of a man’s 
career. Jane Ogle and her father’s household were to enhance 
greatly John Adam II’s social and material standing. He lived on 
Israel’s Creek and she on the west bank of the Monocacy near 
the Devilbiss Bridge—some four miles apart. For some time 
he eased his approaches since he was not welcomed by father 
Ogle with too much grace. Jane was coy, then winsome and 
John Adam II considered not the long walks. The wooing and 
waiting were worth every cost since he loved her. In the mean- 
time, on June 29, 1782, he was commissioned Ensign in Captain 
Peter Barrick’s Company, the Catoctin Battalion, Militia of 
Frederick County, Maryland, in the home of Valentine Crea- 
ger, close neighbor of John Adam II’s home. John Adam, now 
twenty-five years of age, certainly must have had much pre- 
vious military service. He now became more ardent in his court- 
ship of Jane. The early English hatred for the Germans in the 
territory on the Delaware was difficult to overcome. However, 
in the early spring of 1783, Alexander Ogle, in his fifty-third 
year, died, and on April 15, 1783, John Adam and Jane, accom- 
panied by her brother and sister and his father and brother, 
Jacob, were married in the Frederick Lutheran Church. 

The early Ogles, both of Delaware and later Maryland, came 
from the Ogles of England, an ancient Saxon family whose 
lands were on the border of Scotland. It is recorded on the 
monument of the Barons Ogles in the Church and Castle of 
Bothal in Northumberland that William the Conqueror gave 
to Humphry Ogle the Manor Ogle. 

John Ogle, 1646-1684, a young officer, eighteen years of 
age, in the English Military Expeditionary force under Colonel 
Richard Nichols, sent by King Charles II and the Duke of 
York to terminate Dutch influence and colonization in Amer- 
ica, landed in 1664. Following the successful conclusion of this 
military task, young Ogle remained in the new world. The 
Duke of York through Governor Richard Nichols granted John 
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Ogle some eight hundred acres of land, on White Clay Creek, 
near New Castle on the Delaware in 1672. He soon disposed of 
this tract of land and purchased other tracts near Ogleton, 
Delaware. 

John Ogle’s son, Thomas, after whom Ogleton was named, 
remained on the home farm and increased his holdings to 
2,500 acres. Thomas first married Mary Crawford, who bore 
eight children. A grandson, Joseph Ogle, a son of Benjamin 
Ogle, noted for his versatility and for whom Ogle County, 
Illinois, was named, sprang from this marriage. Thomas’s 
second marriage was to Mrs. Elizabeth Graham, who bore him 
six children, of whom the youngest was Alexander, born May 
21, 1730, and baptized in Holy Trinity Lutheran Church near 
New Castle. Alexander at four years of age had lost both 
parents in death and the Grahams became his guardians. At 
fifteen he became an apprentice under a wheelwright, David 
Pobinson, at eighteen under John Springer of Wilmington, 
where he completed his training at twenty-one years of age. 
In 1752 he married Martha, followed his trade and built a 
house in New Castle. Here the following children were born: 

Elizabeth, born July 26, 1753, married first, Charles Hobbs, 
June 13, 1783; second, George Devilbiss. She died May 2, 1800. 

Rebecca, born May 17, 1755, married John of Casper De- 
vilbiss, brother of George, and died March 23, 1805. John 
remarried and died October 19, 1827, aged 77 years, one month 
and four days. They were buried in the Ogle graveyard on the 
farm. In 1806 John bought the “Ogle’s Necessary Compact’ 
from Alexander Ogle, Jr. The estate fell to Samuel Deviibiss, 
son of John and Rebecca. It is located at the confluence of 
Fishing Creek and the Monocacy River. 

Susannah, born December 9, 1756. 

Alexander, born December 25, 1759, married Mary Beaty, 
November 28, 1783, inherited the “Ogle’s Necessary Compact” 
estate. The same year of his mother’s death, 1806, he moved 
to Bourbon County, Kentucky, and the following year sold the 
home estate to John of Casper Devilbiss for 4,000 pounds 
sterling. 

Martha and Jane, born September 23, 1761. Martha mar- 
ried John Wood, December 5, 1781, moved on her farm which 
she had inherited at Hedgesville, Virginia, and by 1792 com- 
pletely disposed of these holdings and moved to Warren Coun- 
ty, Kentucky, and thence to Wabash County, Illinois, in 1808. 
Jane married the subject of this chapter. 

Mary, born October 30, 1763, married Samuel Cook, Decem- 
ber 15, 1783. She inherited 320 acres of land in Ohio County, 
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Spring on John Jacob Link’s John Adam Link I’s home in 
farm in Pennsylvania.

Virginia. They made their home in Frederick, Maryland, and 
sold their land in Virginia. 

Jemima, born October 20, 1766. 

David, born August 6, 1770. 

Alexander Ogle came to Frederick County, Maryland, and 
made his first purchase, 250 acres, “Williams Project,” De- 
cember 16, 1763. Eight different tracts of land were purchased 
and later formed “Ogle’s Necessary Compact.” The log dwell- 
ing in which he first lived here has tumbled down. Alexander, 
about 1770, erected a large stone house on a prominence, a 
large bank barn, spacious corn crib, walled cave, cisterns, and 
out-sheds. Just at the foot of the elevation on which stands the 
house flows Fishing Creek. Here he engineered the mill race 
for water power and constructed and ran a flour mill and 
sawmill. 

It was in March, 1778, when Alexander took and signed the 
oath of Allegiance to the Cause of the American Colonies, and 
at once began supplying the Maryland troops with flour. His 
only son enlisted in the Continental Army. Thus Alexander 
Ogle became a Patriot to the struggle of the Colonies for 
freedom. 

By tradition, he was an Episcopalian but later associated 
with other faiths. He framed and signed his will February 20, 
1783, and it was probated March 21, 1783. In addition to his 
large estate in Maryland, he had purchased 208 acres in what 
is now Jefferson County, more than 300 acres in Berkeley 
County, and 320 acres in Brooks County, West Virginia. 

This American Patriot had performed mighty works and 
helped greatly in the shaping of an infant nation, which soon 
was to become the wonder nation of the ages. He had not yet 
passed his fifty-third year when death ended his forward 
march. Martha remained on the estate with her only son. She 
signed her last testament September 15, 1805, and it was pro- 
bated January 25, 1806. She was laid to rest beside Alexander 
in the home burial plot. The author of this chapter would be 
glad to furnish further information on the Ogles. 

John Adam II and Jane spent the first year of their married 
life in Maryland, where their first child, Elizabeth Ann, was 
born January 29, 1784, and baptized in the Frederick Lutheran 
Church. She married George Fox, August 9, 1807, and has 
not been contacted in our research work. 

During the first part of 1784 John Adam II and Jane moved 
across the Potomac River to take possession of Jane’s inheri- 
tance and make for themselves a homestead. Among his many 
acquisitions, Alexander Ogle purchased of Andrew Lucas, son 
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of Edward Lucas, May 19, 1778, 208 acres in Berkeley, now 
Jefferson County, West Virginia, part of a 417-acre grant to 
Edward Lucas by Lord Fairfax, for 552 pounds current and 
lawful money of Virginia. These 208 acres were willed to 
Jane. There was a log dwelling, log barn, and a few sheds when 
the small family arrived. They made friends of both the Ger- 
man and English neighbors, and children were added at regu- 
lar intervals. 

Maria Catherine was born December 18, 1785, and died 
September 8, 1866. She wed Henry Remsberg, June 4, 1805. 
He was born August 10, 1781, and died February 16, 1852. 
Both are resting in the Old Lutheran Cemetery, Middletown, 
Maryland, in which community they ran a small woolen mill. 
The children are given elsewhere in this book. 

Martha entered the family circle October 23, 1787. She 
eloped with her uncle, John George Link, and was married in 
Washington County, Maryland, January 3, 1809. The following 
year George sold his farm in Jefferson County and moved to 
Bourbon County, thence to Fayette County, Kentucky. Here 
they bought a farm, lived, and were buried. 

About this time Adam began preparations for construction 
of a stone dwelling, a large bank barn, corn cribs and other 
outbuildings. But few alterations have been made to the house. 
Here John Adam II’s brother, Jacob Link, assisted him. Most 
likely John George also rendered months of labor. 

Now was born John Alexander, the first son, March 7, 1790, 
who was named for his grandfather Ogle. However, the first 
appellation must be John. His uncle, John, and aunt, Elizabeth 
Dust, lived on an adjoining estate, and Alexander wooed and 
married their daughter, Nancy, June 6, 1816. In the settle- 
ment of his father’s estate he inherited with some encum- 
brance the four tracts of land his father purchased from John 
B. and Ann Henry, and William and Margaret Burr—220 
acres—lying between Darke and Shenandoah Junction, West 
Virginia. At the time of purchase there was a log dwelling 
and a barn at the Willows farm. Within a few years John 
Adam Link II erected a beautiful and spacious stone dwelling 
and later built a better barn. Here John Alexander Link, Sr., 
and Nancy, with their children, dwelt under the willows by a 
large and refreshing spring, over which, in the days of the 
Indians, a fort was built. Here in 1708 Caterina Berlin, a 
young woman of about 20, was killed by the Indians and is 
buried in the Eagles burial plot on a nearby rise of land. Her 
grave is supposed to be the first white person’s grave in West 
Virginia.

On June 9, 1852, Lewis 8. Eichelberger and Sarah, his wife, 
deeded 12014 acres of land to Alexander Link for $6,627.50. 
Richard Duffields and Elizabeth Darke, whom he married, 
September 2, 1806, had deeded this plot of land to Lewis S. 
Hichelberger on October 6, 1851. This was a parcel of the 
Darke grant by Lord Fairfax. Elizabeth was the granddaugh- 
ter of General William Darke. The old log dwelling, yet stand- 
ing, was built by General Darke and here he first dwelt upon 
his estate. In the settlement of his estate Alexander’s son, 
Adam, received this tract; John, the home place, “The Wil- 
lows”; and Thomas, the plot adjoining the east of “The Wil- 
lows” plot. There were three sisters, and each of the three 
sons evened up the division in money payments to the sisters. 

On his birthday, March 7, 1864, during our National Civil 
Strife, Alexander peacefully fell asleep. Nancy, who possessed 
great strength and will power, followed him in death, June 
17, 1876. She made a will disposing of her personal belongings. 
Their bodies rest in St. James Cemetery, Uvilla, West Vir- 
ginia. 

Mary, the fourth daughter of Adam and Jane Link, was 
born December 11, 1792. She married Samuel Crowell, a school 
teacher, June 16, 1814. They moved to a farm which she after- 
wards inherited from her father, near Sandusky, Ohio. Her 
biographical sketch in the genealogy provides much history 
about her and her descendants. 

Rebecca Link, the last daughter, was born February 11, 
1795. On December 9, 1817, she gave birth to a daughter, 
Isabelle, whom she had baptized in St. Peter’s Lutheran 
Church, Shepherdstown, West Virginia, August 24, 1819, by 
Dr. Charles Porterfield Krauth. In Loudoun County, Virginia, 
January 19, 1837, this daughter married Jacob Ropp of Lou- 
doun County (Leesburg Records), and later this couple mi- 
grated by covered wagon to Clark County, Ohio. The Ropps 
were of the Lovettsville, Virginia, neighborhood. Their daugh- 
ter, Martha, wed a Baumgardner and lived at Bellefontaine, 
Ohio; Sarah married a Cartmell; Frances became the wife of 
John Runyan and lived in Springfield, Ohio. 

Rebecca married Elias Crowell, September 8, 1820. One 
child, Abner B. Crowell, was born. Elias died within a few 
years after his marriage. Abner married Linda and 
spent many years on his father’s farm of 191 acres in Lou- 
doun County, Virginia, near Harpers Ferry, West Virginia. 
The latter years of his life were spent in Richmond, Virginia. 

Following the death of Elias, Rebecca married William 
Demory, who previously had married Mary Long, November 
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26, 1816. William was the son of Peter Demory. William and 
Rebecca sold their estate to John Demory, son of Mahlon, 
brother of William. Their known children are Peter, who 
migrated to Ohio; Adam Link, who married Christina Daily 
and had six children; John, who married and eleven children 
were born; and Maggie, who married Reverend William Ames 
and had three children. Many dates seem lost. Rebecca died 
April 7, 1877. Both Rebecca and William sleep in Old Ebenezer 
Cemetery, near Huntsville, Ohio. 

John Adam III, the last child, arrived September 14, 1797. He 
was destined to be the much married Link. He married Eliza- 
beth Butler, May 4, 1821. She was born August 21, 1794, and 
died in childbirth, May 21, 1822, and is buried in the Melvin 
Cemetery. John Adam III next married Sarah Osbourn, May 
24, 1824, the daughter of David Osbourn and Ruhamah Barnes, 
daughter of Joseph Barnes and Jane Rumsey, sister of James 
Rumsey. She bore him seven children. She was killed by the 
first Baltimore and Ohio Railroad engine on its maiden trip to 
the Potomac River at Weaverton, Maryland, May 29, 1838. On 
February 5, 1839, Sarah’s sister, Ann Osbourn, eloped with 
John Adam III to Frederick, Maryland, where they were mar- 
ried. This caused some unpleasant feelings on the part of the 
Osbourn family. She gave birth to five children and died Feb- 
ruary 28, 1854, in childbirth. John Adam III’s fourth venture 
was to Catherine Derry Cole, September 11, 1856. She was born 
February 7, 1806, and died April 1, 1899. Sarah and Ann rest 
with him in the old Lutheran Cemetery in Shepherdstown, West 
Virginia, and Catherine in Ebenezer Cemetery, in Loudoun 
County, Virginia. 

This son, in the settlement of his father’s estate, received 
the home farm and the Buckles farm, with certain money pay- 
ments to other heirs. He retained his membership in St. Peter’s 
Lutheran Church at Shepherdstown, West Virginia, where he 
was an officer for many terms. He signed his last will January 
7, 1870. He died January 4, 1873. 

As his children grew, John Adam Link II made arrange- 
ments for their rudimentary education. His son-in-law, Sam- 
uel Crowell, was one of the first teachers. He and Jane were 
strongly identified with St. Peter’s Lutheran Church in Shep- 
herdstown, West Virginia. All religious appointments and 
obligations in home and church were faithfully kept and per- 
formed. About 1790 he was a member of a committee of six 
Lutheran laymen to arrange for the building of a brick church, 
that there might be a distinctive Lutheran Church (St. 
Peter’s), holding to the Lutheran faith in Shepherdstown. He 
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became a leading citizen, a kind and beloved neighbor, and a 
Christian gentleman. 

John Adam Link II possessed a small number of slaves. 

On June 9, 1811, Henry Buckles and Mary, his wife, of 
Jefferson County, Commonwealth of Virginia, deeded to John 
Adam Link II, in consideration of the sum of $2,943.50 lawful 
money of the United States, what is known as the Buckles farm 
in John Adam Link II’s estate, containing 73 acres, 2 roods and 
14 poles. This is a parcel of land of a greater tract granted Rob- 
ert Buckles by Lord Fairfax, June 14, 1751, and bequeathed to 
his son, Robert Buckles, Junior, by will dated June 7, 1787. 
This plot became the possession of John Adam III, thence by 
will to George Conrad Link and William Cruzen Link, son of 
Adam Cruzen Link. Later William Cruzen Link bought George 
Conrad Link’s half interest; a few years past William Cruzen 
Link sold it to his son-in-law, Armstead Lucas. 

On October 13, 1819, John B. Henry and Ann, his wife, of 
Jefferson County, Virginia, conveyed by deed to John Adam 
Link II for $6,500.00, lawful money of the United States, two 
parcels of land, one of 100 acres and one of 10 acres, lying on Elk 
Branch in Jefferson County, Virginia. Said tracts were pur- 
chased from the heirs of James Young by said John B. Henry. 
Said tracts were conveyed to James Young by Robert Lowry 
and Agnes, his wife, by deed, February 21, 17938. 

On November 22, 1822, William Burr and Margaret Young, 
his wife, of Logan County, Kentucky, conveyed by deed to 
John Adam Link II two parcels of land, one of 100 acres and one 
of 10 acres, formerly belonging to the James Young estate and 
transferred by legacy to Margaret for $1,083.00. 

John Adam II at all times displayed acumen and achieved 
success in his field. In many ways he commands the admiration 
of his posterity. He and Jane grew old graciously. Their chil- 
dren and children’s children had played at their feet. The twi- 
light came. So on October 30, 1834, John Adam II composed 
and signed his last testament. It gives evidence of astuteness 
and fairness. All of his children were dear to him. 

It was September 28, 1835, that he joined the good com- 
pany of saintly forefathers and kinsmen. His body was in- 
terred near the brick wall of the old St. Peter’s Lutheran 
Church in Shepherdstown, West Virginia. Jane followed in 
death the next year, October 7, 1836, and was buried at the 
foot of John Adam II’s grave. Here fancies spring up, and 
pleasant imaginings, as their far off children view these sacred 
spots of earth. They made their rich contribution to the com- 
monweal of our American life. 
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JACOB LINK, PIONEER OF THE WEST 


ACOB, seventh child of John Adam Link I, and his family 

typify the American movement of their days which settled 
the middle west and increased the American agricultural 
economy that became so important to the growing nation. 
Jacob was born on Israel’s Creek, at his father’s farm, in 
Frederick County, Maryland. The date was December 5, 1760. 
There, when he was past twenty-seven and had gathered suffi- 
cient economic substance to support a home, he married Eliza- 
beth Creager, April 20, 1788. Their first three children were 
born in Frederick County. Then Jacob moved his family to 
Jefferson County, Virginia, now West Virginia, where they 
lived for about six years and where the family increased with 
the birth of two daughters. Then, about 1799, Jacob and Eliza- 
beth moved with their children to Bourbon County, Kentucky. 
Here the remainder of their children were born. 

This new land had been a state only a few years. Revolu- 
tionary soldiers—and Elizabeth’s father was one—were being 
allotted land in great tracts for small sums per acre. It can be 
argued that Elizabeth’s fatner secured such a tract, a part or 
all of which he gave to his daughter and Jacob. Regardless of 
this, Jacob purchased 125 acres in October, 1800, four months 
after Susannah’s birth, his first child to be born in Kentucky. 
The price was such as to indicate the tract held improvements 
and buildings upon it. But, before more of the Kentucky his- 
tory, let us go back to Elizabeth and her family. 

Elizabeth Creager was born in Frederick County, Maryland, 
near Walkersville, February 25, 1768. She was the daughter 
of Conrad and Mary Ann Eader Creager. The Creagers 
(Kriiger) were early settlers among the Maryland Germans. 
Caspar,! the immigrant, landed at Philadelphia, August 29, 
1730, on the ship “Thistle” of Glasgow. He purchased land in 
Philadelphia County, March 8, 1734, near the Hill Church in 
what is now the eastern part of Berks County. He was a 
neighbor of John Jacob Link, who purchased his farm from 
the Penns in the same month and year. Reverend Caspar

Then on May 18, 1751, he sold his holdings and moved to 
Frederick County, Maryland, where he purchased land in 
1754, after first returning to his homeland during the three- 
year interim. His second voyage to America was made Novem- 
ber 8, 1752, on the ship “Snow Louisa.” While at Oley Hills 
Caspar was an official of St. Joseph’s Church (Hill Church) 
and was one of three designated to purchase fifty acres for a 
cemetery. This was on August 12, 1747, and is documented in 
the church record. 

Caspar Creager’s movement to Frederick County from 
Pennsylvania undoubtedly influenced John Adam Link I, Peter 
and Katherine Link Beard and others to join the fast-growing 
colony of Germans where the soil was more fertile and less 
rocky. And so, in Maryland, the Links, the Creagers and the 
Beards, with others, became neighbors as they had been in 
the Oley Hills of Pennsylvania. Caspar, according to his will 
probated October 1, 1765, had children named Henry, Chris- 
tian, Conrad, Michael, George, Valentine and Catherine. Cas- 
par’s wife was named Christina; her surname is not known. 
Caspar was possessed of considerable property at the time of 
his death, and his sons were prosperous, too. They formed an 
important and prominent group in central Maryland, no small 
reason for which was the military service of Caspar and his 
son, Conrad, in the French and Indian Wars, as well as that 
of all his sons in the American Revolution. Son Valentine was 
a Captain and led a company of Maryland Germans which saw 
action immediately after enlistment at New York under Gen- 
eral Washington. 

Here our interest turns particularly to two of Caspar’s sons. 
Conrad, elder of the two, became the father of Elizabeth, 
subject of this sketch with her husband, Jacob Link, and their 
descendants. The younger of Caspar Creager’s sons of interest 
in this history was Adam, who had a daughter, Catherine. 
Catherine became the wife of Daniel Link, younger brother 
of Jacob. 

When Jacob purchased the farm and home on October 28, 
1800, mentioned above, he was living in Fayette County, Ken- 
tucky. The land he purchased lay in Bourbon County, however, 
and it was there that Jacob and Elizabeth moved. Later, March 
4, 1816, Jacob purchased 20114 acres in Bourbon County near 
or adjacent to his home. 

Jacob and Elizabeth had ten children. Known information 
about them is given in the genealogy. Their names and dates 
of birth were: Adam, born March 19, 1789, in Frederick Coun- 
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ty, Maryland; Jacob, born November 19, 1790, in Frederick 
County, Maryland; Mary, born October 21, 1792, in Frederick 
County Maryland; Elizabeth, born January 2, 1795, in Jeffer- 
son County, Virginia (now West Virginia) ; Catherine, born 
February 3, 1798, in Jefferson County, Virginia; Susannah, 
born May 19, 1800, in Bourbon County, Kentucky; Israel, born 
March 4, 1803, in Bourbon County, Kentucky; Enoch, born 
September 28, 1805, in Bourbon County, Kentucky; Eli, born 
January 13, 1808, in Bourbon County, Kentucky; and Levi, 
born December 13, 1812, in Bourbon County, Kentucky. 

Adam, the eldest, moved to Fayette County, Kentucky, with 
his second wife and children, where he died at an early age, 
leaving a substantial fortune. 

Jacob, the second son, lived in Bourbon County, where his 
father and mother sold him land in 1817, a part of which he 
in turn sold in less than eighteen months at a handsome profit. 
He preceded his father in death and received his share of his 
father’s wealth before this. His father’s will mentions Jacob 
thus: “He has received and overpaid (were he now living).” 

Mary, Elizabeth, Catherine and Susannah married in Ken- 
tucky. Susannah’s descendants, the Stones, reside there in 
Bourbon County at this writing. 

In 1840 Israel and Eli, after marriage, went to Platte Coun- 
ty, Missouri, where they established Linkville and where de- 
scendants live at this writing. Israel had made considerable 
money in land transactions in Kentucky before he left. In 
Missouri the brothers and their families became prominent 
and wealthy. Their sympathies were with the Confederacy 
during the Civil War, and their sons fought in the Confederate 
Army. 

Enoch, born after Israel and before Eli, remained in Ken- 
tucky. Various real estate transfers indicate that he pur- 
chased and sold land. He died before 1874, however, and his 
wife remarried. 

Levi, the youngest son, remained in Bourbon County, Ken- 
tucky, where he married twice. He became a carriage maker 
and a blacksmith, traditional occupations of his ancestors. He 
engaged in several real estate transactions. In his will he left 
his whole estate to his widow. 

Jacob, the subject of this chapter, died February 15, 1846, 
in Bourbon County. He was buried in the old cemetery at 
Paris, Kentucky. Elizabeth had died before 1834 in Bourbon 
County. Jacob, on May 20, 1834, had married Betsy Massie, 
who survived him. She is the Elizabeth who appeared in his 
will. 
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PETER LINK, LEADER OF THE FAMILY, OF 
THE CHURCH, AND OF THE COMMUNITY 


ETER, oldest child of Matthias and Mary Christina 

Schmidt Link, was born May 26, 1765, and baptized under 
the sponsorship of Peter Schmidt, his uncle, I judge, and 
Katherine Kriigerin (Kriiger—old German suffix ‘‘in’” used) 
on August 25, 1765. The record in German is found in those 
of the Evangelical Lutheran Church of Frederick and is in 
the archives of the Lutheran Theological Seminary at Gettys- 
burg, Pennsylvania. Monocacy Lutheran -Church, older than 
Frederick Church and located in Woodsboro District of Fred- 
erick County, was merged with the Frederick Church. The 
record of Peter’s birth was from Monocacy records, it is be- 
lieved. 

This is the only record of Peter in Maryland. At the age of 
15, with his sister and younger brothers, his parents moved 
the family to Augusta County, Virginia. But before this, Peter 
was contributing his share to the family and helping on the 
farm and in the smithy. Here he learned to forge iron and 
make things, even hubs and axles, perhaps. He must have 
retained his skill throughout his life, at any rate he retained 
the tools of his trade.1 As far as I can learn he was the only 
son to continue the blacksmith’s trade which John Jacob had 
brought from Germany. There is nothing to indicate that any 
of his (Peter’s) sons continued the traditional skill as a major 
activity and source of income. In fact, from the sale of his 
property, at settlement of his estate, his smith tools and all 
of a considerable amount of iron he had, went to individuals 
outside the family, except a small amount of iron to son Wil- 
liam (great-grandfather of the Eisenhower brothers). 

The estate sale list furnishes a key to the facets of Peter’s 
personality. Weaving was done in his household, every type of 
implement for it was on hand. The home was relatively well 
furnished and equipped. Peter and his family apparently 
enjoyed beautiful as well as useful home furnishings. A hand- 
some grandfather type mahogany clock, which has passed into 
the hands of the Neff family, descendants of Peter, indicates

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the type of things in Peter’s home.” There were tools for every 
need—planting, cultivating, harvesting; for clearing timber, 
sawing it into planks (boards of walnut and pine were inven- 
toried) ; seed, scales, and implements for the care of live- 
stock—as well as considerable of the latter; books—Peter was 
a reader; two firearms and four bearskins point to his recrea- 
tion; tooth drawers—forceps—he may have practiced den- 
tistry on the family and others; a windmill—he was up to 
date in power application. In fact, we may conclude that Peter 
was a man of many interests and varied skills. And, he was a 
man with a family—largest of any of Matthias’ children— 
which lived in accord and happiness, as far as the record 
shows; quite a contrast to his father’s household. 

Of course I have no documental proof, but from my study 
of the records I sense Peter as one well disposed, skillful and 
with pride in his skill, balanced in his work, his desire for 
learning and for recreation. His soundness and level head 
made him the congregation’s choice for church treasurer, 
clearly recorded in the Salem Church record, which office he 
held from the time of the church’s organization until 1822, 
about 15 years, when his son-in-law, Peter Beard, assumed the 
responsibility; in addition he was a member of the church 
building committee as well as the church council. And for these 
qualities his brothers and sisters chose him to handle what 
must have been a delicate matter, the settlement of his moth- 
er’s estate. Apparently, he resolved the family differences, and 
we know he healed an old rift which his brother, one of the 
participants, left open when he moved from the neighborhood. 
But Peter stood his rights if it became necessary, as we shall 
see when he sued his brother-in-law; but this is another part 
of the story. Let us get back to his family, which quite nat- 
urally introduces Judith Burckhardt, his spouse. 

Judith’s family name, in Augusta County records, has been 
spelled Burkett, Burkit and Burket, but each time it was in 
association with Peter’s so there is no question of her identity. 
She was born June 24, 1769, in Frederick County, Maryland, 
I believe, the daughter of Captain Daniel Burckhardt, officer 
in one of the two German regiments raised in that state for 
the American Revolution. These German troops were some of 
the first to answer General Washington’s call and fought gal- 
lantly at the war’s beginning in Massachusetts directly under 
his command. Proof of Judith’s birth is given in an ancient, 
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yellowed document which passed down to me in my family, a 
complete genealogy of Peter and Judith and their children 
written in quill on this valuable relic. The marriage bond of 
Peter and Judith plainly states that Judith is the daughter of 
Daniel Burckhardt. Frederick County, Maryland, records re- 
veal that some of Judith’s brothers and nephews remained 
there after the Revolution; but Frederick and Nathaniel 
Burckhardt, her brothers, and probably older than she, came 
to Augusta County about 1780. After the Revolution it is 
assumed that Judith and her father, Captain Daniel Burck- 
hardt, came to Augusta County, Virginia, where her older 
brothers had settled and where she was to find her husband. 
Her father signed her marriage bond in Augusta County. 

Peter and Judith were married in Augusta County, Virginia, 
probably in the home of one of her brothers, by the Reverend 
William Wilson, Presbyterian pastor of Augusta Stone Church, 
March 11, 1788. 

The old genealogical document mentioned above gives the 
list of Peter’s and Judith’s children and their birth dates.* All 
were doubtlessly christened in the Salem Lutheran Church, 
although the records indicate that some of them were baptized 
after they became adults. Salem was the first Lutheran Church 
within miles and it was not organized until 1807. Every child 
born after that date was baptized with sponsors in the accepted 
manner. All were born in Peter’s home near Fort Defiance, 
Virginia, in nearly regular and quick succession. 

The only litigation Peter experienced, except to settle the 
action his brother John had brought against their mother, is 
not easy to understand. February 24, 1791, Peter and Judith 
brought action for trespass against his brother-in-law, Peter 
Hanger II, and asked damages of five hundred pounds. I have 
questioned the Clerk of Augusta County, who explains the 
action thus: Peter Hanger II was a distiller and he was selling 
liquor without a license. Perhaps these overt acts were com- 
mitted on Peter Link’s land, and hence the suit for trespass.

The records do not reveal the outcome, and it can be assumed 
the action was brought as a protective and not a punitive 
measure by Peter against Hanger. All data consistently indi- 
cate these two were good friends, and later Peter sold his sister 
and her husband the farm on which he lived. 

Peter purchased 100 acres from his father June 24, 1805, for 
which he paid 200 pounds “lawful money of Virginia.” On this 
he had his home. But before this, on October 6, 1800, he had 
purchased twenty acres from Andrew Thompson. Then on 
July 27, 1807, he sold the whole 120 acres to his brother-in-law, 
Peter Hanger II, for $2,000.00. Evidently the offer was good 
and Peter decided to quit farming. Perhaps his trade, his read- 
ing and his hunting consumed his time. But the leisure did not 
last. On June 22, 1816, Peter purchased 149 acres from his 
son-in-law, Peter Beard. Within four days he deeded eight and 
a quarter acres of this to Benjamin Long for $247.50, retain- 
ing the remaining 14134, acres until his death. Peter’s heirs 
sold this 14134, acres at public auction to Baltzer Lutz for 
$1,505.00 on June 21, 1828, to settle Peter’s estate. 

Peter died March 1, 1825, Judith, August 13, 1829. Both are 
buried in the Link burial plot on Matthias’ old farm in un- 
marked graves, unmarked because time has made the markers 
illegible. 


THE CHILDREN AND GRANDCHILDREN OF 
PETER AND JUDITH LINK 


About some of Peter’s and Judith’s children we know little, 
while about others records and family knowledge have revealed 
much. Sketches follow about each child in order of birth. 


WILLIAM LINK 
First born and first to die, William only lived from March 
23, 1789, until April 10, 1789. He was born and died in Au- 
gusta County, Virginia, and is buried in the family burial plot 
on Matthias Link’s farm near Fort Defiance. He was probably 
named for William Smith, brother of Peter’s mother.5 


JOHN LINK 
John Link was born in Augusta County, Virginia, July 3, 
1790, and lived out his life in the neighborhood of his birth. 
His descendants are many, and those living in Augusta County 
now make up what is probably the largest single family in 
that part of Virginia. Three of John’s sons, Adam, John and 
David, moved to Ohio when they were young men. John and

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David later moved from Ohio to Illinois. A fourth son, Daniel 
William, remained in Augusta County, as did the four daugh- 
ters, Elizabeth, Catherine, Susan Christiana and Esther Mar- 
garet. 

On November 5, 1813, John married Susannah Schindler, 
daughter of Adam Schindler. The marriage bond was signed 
by her father. About five years later a younger brother of 
John, named William, married Susannah’s younger sister, 
Esther Charlotte. The two families of brothers and sisters 
were apparently very close, evidenced in several ways in 
various legal documents, wills and deeds, where these served 
one another as witnesses, sureties and the like. John’s and 
Susannah’s daughter, Susan, Christiana, and William’s and 
Esther Charlotte’s daughter, Rebecca, married brothers, Wil- 
liam A. and Peter Houff, respectively. When John’s estate was 
settled, Emanuel Beam, son-in-law of William and Esther 
Charlotte, was one of the appraisers. It was with her aunt, 
Mary Ann Link, who later married Emmanuel Beam, that Ida 
Elizabeth Stover, who was to become the mother of the EHisen- 
howers, went to Kansas. 

John and Susannah had their children baptized at Salem 
Church, near their farm. In order of birth, these children 
were: Adam Schindler Link, born August 18, 1814; Elizabeth 
Link, born December 24, 1817; Catherine Link, born Decem- 
ber 23, 1819; Daniel William Link, born August 27, 1822; 
Susan Christiana Rebecca Link, born February 5, 1825; John 
Link, Jr., born May 8, 1828; David Schindler Link, born June 
5, 1832; and Esther Margaret Link, whose birth date could 
not be found. All were born and reared on John’s farm near 
Fort Defiance. All were members of Salem Lutheran Church. 
Elizabeth and Susan Christiana were confirmed together De- 
cember 8, 1840. 

Adam Schindler Link, the eldest, became an ordained Lu- 
theran minister. He married Elizabeth Reimensnyder in Chil- 
licothe, Ohio, where he had gone to preach. He was probably 
the first of John’s sons to go west from their Shenandoah 
Valley home, and the opportunities Adam saw in Ohio and 
wrote back home about influenced his brothers, John and 
David, to seek their fortunes in the West. Adam and Elizabeth 
had eight children. The youngest, Mrs. Florence Link Stone- 
burger, is alive at this writing. She is eighty-nine years old. 
She told me the story she had heard from her father of Peter 
Link, her father’s uncle and my great-great-grandfather, and 
his family coming from Virginia to Illinois in 1835-36 and 
stopping a whole week in the household of Adam, the young 


and poor pastor. The visit precipitated a near economic trag- 
edy although Peter and his large family of growing young- 
sters were made welcome. Little is to be learned about the 
other seven, except John Henry Link, the oldest. He became a 
prominent Lutheran pastor. His son and grandson were Lu- 
theran ministers. 

John’s eldest daughter, Elizabeth, married William M. Root. 
Their family of eight children included six sons and two 
daughters. The two daughters, Emily and Elizabeth, both mar- 
ried Hulveys. The eight children were Martin Van Buren, 
Emily S., Junius Franklin, John Abraham, William D., Eugene 
Miles, Elizabeth E. and Henry George. If we are to judge by 
their children’s names, the Roots were interested in politics, 
the classics and economics and particularly admired certain 
individual advocates in each of these subjects. Martin Van 
Buren Root lost his life on the battlefield during the Civil War 
and his brother, Junius Franklin, served in the famous Com- 
pany E, First Virginia Cavalry with the Hangers and other 
young men of the neighborhood. 

Catherine, John’s third child, married John Franklin Red- 
man. It was my privilege to know their daughter, Sallie 
Amanda Redman Neff, mother of a splendid family. One of 
her sons, Dr. Elmer E. Neff, attained prominence in religious 
circles in western Virginia and Kentucky. Two others, Dr. 
Samuel C. Neff and Dr. Frank Neff, became prominent veter- 
inarians, Dr. Frank Neff being the first graduate veterinarian 
in Augusta County, Virginia. In 1928 when I called upon Mrs. 
Sallie Neff, she showed me a beautiful mahogany grand- 
father’s hall clock, which she told me belonged originally to 
Peter Link, her great-grandfather. You will see it listed among 
the items of his estate.® It has passed into the hands of her 
grandson, Mr. C. H. Neff of Fisherville, Virginia. 

Daniel William Link, John’s next child, fathered a large and 
important family which, for the most part, lived throughout 
the same neighborhood in which Matthias Link settled. Fifteen 
children were born to Daniel William and his wife, Catherine. 
Two of these, Mrs. Julia Link Wine and Mrs. Martha Link 
Quick, twins, became well known throughout the valley. At 
this writing they are past eighty-one. A son, Martin Luther 
Link, and his son, Daniel William, helped me much when I 
made my initial trip to Augusta County in 1928. Daniel Wil- 
liam Link erected the fence around the family burial plot on

Matthias’ farm. Raymond Link, another grandson, has helped 
a great deal with research and investigation. The Fry, Alexan- 
der, Wine and Quick families are descended from Daniel Wil- 
liam Link. One of his daughters, Laura, married Worth Stover, 
brother of Mrs. Eisenhower. This great family continued 
through the generations as well-to-do farmers and business- 
men in Augusta County, Virginia. 

On August 18, 18538, Daniel William Link received title by 
deed to 123 acres from his brothers and sisters and his father, 
John. His mother did not sign, so we must assume that Susan- 
nah had died. Remember, her birth and death dates have not 
been found. This was John’s home farm, and Daniel William, 
the only son remaining in Augusta County, purchased it. It 
passed from him to his wife, Catherine, upon his death in 
1875. Daniel William made William A. Houff, his brother-in- 
law, his executor. 

Next in line of birth in John Link’s home was a daughter, 
named Susan Christiana Rebecca. She was confirmed at Salem 
Lutheran Church and married William A. Houff. Susan Chris- 
tiana had four children, John Frank Houff, Sarah Christiana 
Houff, who became Mrs. David Stover Sheets; Elizabeth Mar- 
garet Ann Houff, who became Mrs. John Christian Hulvey, 
and William Christ Houff. George William Hulvey, a grandson, 
established the Tennessee Military Institute at Sweetwater, 
Tennessee, and the Florida Military Academy at Green Cove 
Springs, Florida. Most of Christiana’s descendants are farm- 
ers and businessmen in Augusta County, many quite pros- 
perous. 

John, the next child of John, became a settler of new places. 
He was married first (three times in all) in Delaware County, 
Ohio, in 1849, when only 21 years old. He remained there until 
1865, when he moved to Hancock County in western Illinois, 
where he became prosperous in farming. Hight of his children 
were born in Delaware County, Ohio, and several of his de- 
scendants live there now. Fifteen children were born to John 
and his three wives. He and his brother, David, were promi- 
nent in western Illinois after the Civil War. 

David Schindler Link, like his brother, John, moved to 
Delaware County, Ohio, immediately after his marriage in 
Virginia. In Ohio six of his eleven children were born when, 
in 1865, he moved to Warren County, Illinois. There his many 
descendants have lived and prospered. The Wingate, Hewett, 
Coons, Simmons and Hathaway families are descendants. 
David was a farmer. 
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Esther Margaret Link, John’s youngest child, married Jacob 
Campbell. 


At the settlement of John’s estate there is evidence he had 
given his children most of his personal property before his 
death, except for money he had loaned his children. He had 
retained only enough furniture for one room, probably in the 
home of Daniel William, who purchased his farm in 1853 after 
Susannah’s death. William A. Houff, John’s son-in-law, admin- 
istered his estate, which, according to the statement of the 
County Commissioner of Accounts, consisted “almost entirely 
of bonds executed by the distributees (heirs) themselves.” 


KATHERINE LINK 


Third child of Peter and Judith, Katherine, was named for 
her father’s aunt who married Peter Beard in Berks County, 
Pennsylvania. And now Katherine chooses a Peter Beard for 
her husband. She was married September 1, 1808. That Peter 
Beard, her husband, was also her second cousin there is little 
doubt. He was probably the son of Jonathan Beard and grand- 
son of Peter and Katherine. Katherine, her father’s aunt, and 
the first Peter Beard, moved from Berks County, Pennsyl- 
vania, to Frederick County, Maryland, with Katherine’s broth- 
ers, John Adam Link I and Matthias Link. There the Beards 
lived and reared their family. A son, Jonathan Beard, had five 
children, the second being Peter Beard, and this Peter Beard 
became the husband of Katherine Link, Peter’s daughter. 


Let us construct this complicated Beard relationship—com- 
plicated because grandparents and grandchildren had identical 
names. Peter Beard of Pennsylvania and Katherine Link, sis- 
ter of Matthias and aunt of Peter and great aunt of the subject 
of this sketch, had six children listed in Peter Beard’s will 
probated March 10, 1794, in Frederick County, Maryland. 
They were, in order of listing, Jonathan, Catherine, Margaret, 
Madelena, Jacob and Elizabeth. The will indicated Jonathan 
had died, and one-sixth of his estate, subject to life interest of 
his wife, Katherine, was to go in fee to Jonathan’s children 
listed by Peter as Mary, Peter, Philip, Christiana and Daniel. 
Jonathan Beard and Peter Link were first cousins. Peter 
Beard, son of Jonathan, married Katherine Link, daughter of 


Peter. They were second cousins. The following chart shows 
the lines:

Katherine and Peter Beard had nine children and all were 
christened in the Salem Lutheran Church in Augusta County, 
Virginia. This old church record reveals that Katherine and 
Peter were both confirmed at the same ceremony, June 2, 1818, 
five years after their marriage. 


PHILLIP LINK 


Fourth child of Peter and Judith was Phillip Link. Aggres- 
sive, intrepid, and somewhat impulsive—the record shows him 
to be. Married to Charlotte Bayley when a little more than 
eighteen at Shepherdstown (now West Virginia), the home of 
his cousins, known facts point to a love-at-first-sight courtship 
while he was visiting the Links over 120 miles from his home. 
He and his beloved secured their license at Hagerstown, Mary- 
land, May 8, 1813. The license was addressed to ‘“‘the Rev. 
Mr. Shafer.” Rev. Shafer was either the Lutheran or Re- 
formed pastor at Hagerstown, and he was away at the time 
or refused to marry these lovers of such tender years—I sus- 
pect the latter. Phillip was below legal age, as undoubtedly 
was Charlotte. The marriage was performed by Reverend 
Lewis Mayer at Shepherdstown May 10, 1813. He was pastor 
of St. Peter’s Lutheran Church, of which John Adam Link II 
was vestryman and an influential member. Persuasion may 
have been needed and used upon the good pastor, and John 
Adam II was the man to wield it. Then Phillip and Charlotte 
came to Augusta County to live. Their first child was born 
May 20, 1814, and christened Elizabeth Evans Link in the 
Salem Lutheran Church. Her father and her aunt, Katherine 
Beard, were sponsors. Elizabeth was confirmed September 11, 
1831. Nancy Landes Link was born and christened next. 
Sponsors for the baptism were her parents. I have learned she 
married and that her name became Hartman, but other than 
this there is no record. Next came Caroline, their third child 
and daughter. I have not found her birth record. She married 
a man named Hunt, and this is the only information about her 
I can secure. The fourth child was a son, named Adam. An 
almost complete genealogy of his descendants appears in this 
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history. The McMaken, Brownell and Thompson lines descend 
from his daughters. 

Before the birth of Adam and after that of Caroline, Phillip 
and Charlotte moved to Rockbridge County, where, on Jan- 
uary 5, 1818, he was appointed a constable and gave a thou- 
sand-dollar bond to secure his responsibility to the State of 
Virginia. Again on January 31, 1820, Phillip gave bond, for 
fifteen hundred dollars this time, binding himself to the state 
for his office as constable. In Rockbridge County his second 
son, William H. Link, was born. William H. Link became a 
hero in the Union Army during the Civil War, and a sketch 
of his life is given elsewhere in this history.7 Adam and Wil- 
liam moved to Allen County, Indiana, and there is evidence 
that Adam went first. He was married in 1844 in Fort Wayne, 
it is believed by his descendants. William followed soon after, 
because he was married in Fort Wayne. 

Only two deeds of record have been found in Rockbridge 
County, Virginia, made by Phillip and Charlotte. One, dated 
July 1, 1826, wherein for three hundred and fifty dollars they 
conveyed twenty-five acres to Abraham Lemon. In the other, 
dated May 31, 1833, Phillip and Charlotte conveyed two acres 
to Thomas Otty for seventy dollars. Phillip had been joined 
by his younger brother, Peter, in the purchase of land in Rock- 
bridge County. Peter and his wife, Mary, deeded one-half 
interest in this tract to Phillip for $250.00, September 16, 
1824. 


WILLIAM LINK 


William Link, second son so named by Peter (the first child 
died in infancy) and his fifth child, lived his whole life in 
Augusta County. He was born October 24, 1795, and died June 
21, 1879. On June 10, 1818, he married Esther Charlotte 
Schindler, sister of Susannah, who was the wife of William’s 
older brother, John. Adam Schindler, Esther’s father, signed 
her marriage bond. William and Esther distinguished them- 
selves long after their demise by becoming the great-grand- 
parents of General Eisenhower and his brothers. 

William was a farmer and cabinet maker, a skill he passed 
on to his eldest son, Peter J. Link. 

William’s eldest child was a daughter, Rebecca, born March 
15, 1819. She married Peter E. Houff, April 10, 1845. Peter’s 
brother, William A., was to marry Susan Christiana Link, 
Rebecca’s first cousin, the following year. Many of the Houff

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and Hulvey names are descended from Rebecca and Peter. 
Rebecca preceded her father in death by a few years. She and 
Peter Houff are buried in the Salem Lutheran Church Cem- 
etery. 

William’s next child was a daughter, Louisa Link, who mar- 
ried Samuel Lambert, December 18, 1845. Nothing more is 
known about her except that she had died before April 19, 
1858, date of her father’s will in which he does not mention 
her, but leaves her share of his estate to her children. 

Elizabeth Juda, named for her aunt and grandmother, was 
born November 19, 1822. She was confirmed in the Salem 
Lutheran Church December 8, 1840, and married Simon Sto- 
ver December 31, 1848. Their only daughter was named Ida 
Elizabeth and became the bride of David Eisenhower. Mary 
Ann Link Beam took Ida Elizabeth west to Kansas nine years 
after the death of her father. Elizabeth, her mother, had died 
fifteen years before this change of residence. An almost com- 
plete Stover genealogy is found in this history, from Elizabeth 
Juda and Simon, as well as all of the Eisenhower data. 

Peter J. Link, William’s first son, was born next, his birth- 
day being July 26, 1825. As a young man before marriage, he 
lived in Rockingham County, where he is listed as a cabinet 
maker in the 1850 census, employed by George Utsler, in whose 
home he resided at the time. The marriage date of Peter J. 
Link and Elizabeth E. Kerr has not been found. The first of 
their two children was born in 1857. Both were daughters, 
named Alice, who married Charles Thompson, and Hester, who 
married William H. Landes. Elizabeth’s name is plainly set out 
in the marriage license of her daughter, Hester. Peter and 
Elizabeth are buried in the Old Stone Church Cemetery at 
Fort Defiance, Virginia. 

William’s next child, a son, was his namesake. He was born 
March 3, 1827. Young William married Susan Jane Amanda 
Cook, September 24, 1857. Augusta County records reveal the 
birth of six children to their marriage: Leonard, Adam, Jacob, 
Ida Margaret, David Paul, and Susan Jane Amanda. Death 
records indicate the passing in childhood of Leonard, Jacob, 
Ida Margaret and David Paul. I can learn nothing about Adam 
and Susan Jane Amanda, although their father survived their 
mother. William is admonished in his father’s will “to work 
the farm for his mother as long as she lives upon such terms 
as are fair and reasonable.” William lived until 1889, but his 
wife, Susan Jane Amanda, died eleven days after the birth of 
her youngest child and namesake. 
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The last child of William and Esther was Mary Ann. At the 
time of William’s last illness Emmanuel Beam was secured to 
take care of him. After William died, Emmanuel Beam went 
to Kansas. Mary Ann Link, a spinster of fifty, followed him 
and married him in this western state in 1883. Ida Elizabeth 
Stover, niece of Mary Ann Link, and with whom she had lived 
after her parents’ deaths, accompanied Mary Ann to Kansas. 

In this will which he did not change through the years evi- 
denced by his admonition to his son William, above, he divides 
his property equitably among his children and names sons 
Peter J. and William executors. The final settlement of his 
estate reveals his farm of 10314 acres, farm implements, live- 
stock, and some notes for money he had loaned. William and 
Esther are buried in the Salem Lutheran Church Cemetery 
near Fort Defiance. 


PETER LINK 


Peter’s namesake appears next. He was born June 13, 1797. 
On October 26, 1817, he married Mary Landes of a prominent 
Augusta County family. Mary was baptized with her first 
child, Nancy, October 21, 1818, at Salem Lutheran Church. 
Then an unusual item appears in the church record: Both 
Peter and Mary were confirmed in the same ceremony Septem- 
ber 20, 1818, a month before Mary was baptized.8 From that 
time on until they left Virginia, Peter and Mary were regular 
communicants at Salem Church. Soon after his brother Phil- 
lip moved to Rockbridge County, Peter joined him in the pur- 
chase of a small tract of land there in which each owned half 
interest. On September 16, 1824, Peter sold Phillip his half for 
$250.00. 

Peter seemed to have inherited his father’s love of reading 
and desire for knowledge. He became a school teacher. Then 
some problems, we know not what, became too heavy for him, 
and he drank more and more until it was thought wise to leave 
Virginia and find a new home. Probably Mary insisted upon 
this to take Peter away from hard-drinking companions. They 
gathered their family and a few belongings into a large wagon 
and started for Ohio. This was soon after Peter and Mary 
signed a deed, with Mary’s brothers and sisters, to her brother 
Abraham transferring Jand from her father’s estate to him. 
This deed was dated March 12, 1835. At this same date they

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joined her brothers and sisters in deeding a lot in Mount Sid- 
ney to Mary’s brother, Christian Landes. (Within four years 
after this, Christian Landes had followed Peter and Mary to 
Illinois.) Thus funds were provided for the trip. Peter’s grand- 
children have told me the migration went north with a stop- 
over at the cousins in Jefferson County, then across the Poto- 
mac at Harpers Ferry to Hagerstown. There the Old Trails 
Road, opened thirty years before, carried them into Ohio, 
where they stopped in Guernsey County for more than a year. 
Here they settled in Wills Township. In the central eastern 
part of the county, where the town of Old Washington is 
located, Peter taught school. But a year was enough. On May 
23, 1836, Peter and Mary sold her brother, Abraham Landes, 
their last remaining real estate, a “certain lot of two acres 
more or less,” in Augusta County (this was a tract and house 
Mary had received from her father) and moved on west. In 
Marysville, Ohio, they stayed a week in the home of Peter’s 
nephew, Adam Schindler Link, a young and struggling Lu- 
theran pastor. Adam’s daughter, now very old, told me the 
story of the visit of this large company (there were eleven in 
Peter’s family at the time) and what an economic crisis it 
created for her father’s household. 

From Marysville the trail went west again over the Old 
Trail Road through Terre Haute and into the western part of 
Edgar County, Illinois, where Peter settled his family in the 
town of Grandview. Here he became a squire and school 
teacher. 

Within two years fifty families of Peter’s neighbors in Au- 
gusta County, Virginia, moved to the Grandview, Illinois, 
neighborhood en masse, bringing a doctor and a preacher with 
them to care for the physical and spiritual needs of the group. 
Peter must have written some glowing and convincing letters 
back to Virginia about Grandview and Edgar County, Illinois. 

Peter’s and Mary’s grandson was my grandfather, who told 
me that it was Peter’s custom to line up his sons and make 
them drink a hot toddy before breakfast each day. The end 
result was that every son, except one, became a radical prohi- 
bitionist, and Peter seems to have died before his time at the 
age of 48. He is buried in Johnson Cemetery (no longer main- 
tained) east of the village of Grandview, Illinois, in an un- 
marked grave. Mary remained a widow for seven years and 
on May 23, 1848, married Dr. John Miller of Marshall, Illinois. 
She died in 1862 and is buried on her son Nethaniah’s lot in 
Edgar Cemetery at Paris, Illinois. On April 18, before he died 
in October of 1840, Peter purchased eighty acres of good 
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bottom land in the southeast part of Edgar County. To this he 
added another forty acres in Mary’s name. Her brother, Chris- 
tian Landes, had moved into this neighborhood from Virginia 
a year or two before. After Peter’s death Mary moved the 
family to this farm, which her sons cleared and improved. 
I have often heard that my great-grandfather, Christopher, 
while in his teens, cut, split and delivered cord wood to Paris 
from this farm, a distance of twelve miles, for fifty cents the 
cord. In 1846, the farm was sold to Alexander Turner, a son- 
in-law. 

Items of interest in Peter’s estate were a medical book and 
scales, a farrier’s book and lancet, a geography and atlas, a 
horse strap and pincers (Peter must have practiced as a vet- 
erinary), 19 hogs, 4 horses, 7 cattle, and considerable grain 
and hay. So, in spite of his reputed alcoholic problems, he died 
pretty well off as property went in Edgar County at that time. 

Children born to Peter and Mary were: Nancy, who married 
Alexander Turner, Nethaniah, Christopher, Simon Peter, 
David, Abraham, Mary Magdalena, who married John W. 
Smith, Francis Marion, Susan, who married Samuel Daggy, and 
Sarah Ann, who married Isaac LaGrange, Jr. Nethaniah as a 
young man did beautiful cabinet work and made well-styled 
mahogany furniture. Later he established the first lumber 
business in Edgar County. Judge Lewellyn Link Callaway, 
prominent jurist of Montana, is his grandson. Christopher 
acquired a large farm, upon which he erected a large colonial 
brick house before the Civil War. He joined the Union Army 
at the age of 39. After the war he acquired a flour mill, which 
he expanded into a group of four, located at Paris, Illinois; 
Robinson, Illinois; Charleston, Illinois, and Sherman, Texas. 
He and his brother, Francis Marion, were largely instrumental 
in erecting four Methodist Protestant churches in Edgar 
County. Christopher was aggressive, industrious, high spir- 
ited, ambitious and had a proper feeling of self-respect for his 
success, his home, his family, and his sartorial embellishments. 
He was a tower of strength, too, because a hush-hush story 
persists that his second spouse caught him hugging the hired 
girl in the summer kitchen when he was about eighty. He was 
a staunch prohibitionist. He was the writer’s great-grand- 
father. 

Simon Peter was in the monument business, served as mayor 
of Paris, Illinois, and when an aged man, engaged in a terrific 
fight on the side of two of his hard-pressed nephews against 
five young opponents. Uncle Pete, as he was called, laid on 
with his cane in telling fashion and turned the balance for 
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family victory in the famous Link-Menke fight. David was not 
married, joined the company of volunteers who went from 
Edgar County to the Mexican War, where he was killed. He is 
buried in Mexico. Abraham, also single, died a young man of 
cholera in the epidemic of 1851. Mary Magdalena mothered a 
famous son, Augustus Smith, who was adopted and educated 
by his aunt, Susan Daggy. Francis Marion reared a large 
family, developed a prosperous brick manufacturing business, 
the income of which he used unselfishly in building and main- 
taining churches and in direct charity to a host of indigent 
families. He was an unassuming, industrious individual, be- 
neficent almost to the point of self-sacrifice. He was greatly 
respected by all who knew him and by each member of his 
family. Susan married and moved to Philadelphia, where she 
fostered the artistry of her nephew, Augustus Smith Daggy. 
Sarah married Isaac LaGrange, Jr., who came to Paris from 
Albany, New York. After marriage, they moved to Kansas 
City, where they became wealthy and prominent. 


DANIEL LINK 


Daniel, seventh child of Peter and Judith, born November 
28, 1799, died a young man, September 8, 1820. In the Salem 
Church record a baptism appears of Daniel James Link, born 
July 17, 1820, son of Danie! and Elizabeth Link. The child was 
baptized October 1, 1820, about a month after his father’s 
death. His grandparents, Peter and Judith Link, were spon- 
sors. No further trace of Daniel, Elizabeth or their son can be 
found, except an entry in the sale bill of Peter’s estate on 
April 22, 1825, where Elizabeth made a purchase. There is an 
entry in Matthias Link’s Bible, owned at the time by Peter, 
which indicates Daniel’s death. This entry was inscribed by 
Peter. 


MATTHIAS LINK 


Matthias Link III, Peter’s eighth child, was born February 
1, 1802, and was confirmed at Salem Lutheran Church Septem- 
ber 15, 1821, with his younger sister, Mary. He married Jane 
Hanger, January 25, 1826. Matthias remained in Augusta 
County only five years beyond his marriage date. He was a 
cabinet maker, of whom there were several among his cousins 
and nephews. His fast increasing family (four children were 
born in the first six years of marriage) prompted him to leave 
Augusta County and seek a growing community where his skill 
would find less competition and better reward. On April 9, 
1831, he sold his home in Middlebrook, Virginia, and within a 
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year moved to Floyd County, Indiana, where he acquired a 
small farm and developed his cabinet business. Here in Floyd 
County, Indiana, all the remainder of his children were born, 
among them John Ephraim Link, who was to become one of 
the greatest surgeons of his time. Another son, George T. Link, 
became a piano manufacturer; and, had he lived, could have 
claimed fame as the grandfather of Edwin Albert Link, Jr., 
inventor of the Link Trainer, and George Theron Link, his 
brother, who helped him develop this and other great contri- 
butions to aviation. 

Jane Hanger, wife of Matthias, was the daughter of Fred- 
erick Hanger and Mary Hull. Frederick Hanger was the son 
of Frederick Hanger, a Revolutionary militiaman in Augusta ~ 
County, Virginia, and Mary Hull was the daughter of Francis 
Hull, a Revolutionary soldier of Virginia. 

Matthias, while living in Floyd County, Indiana, was visited 
by Dr. Harvey Link of Greene County, Tennessee, his first 
cousin, who made a great impression upon Matthias’ son, the 
young John Ephraim. Dr. Harvey left Matthias’ Floyd County 
farm, taking with him seedlings of fruit trees, the first to be 
planted in Nebraska. Matthias was a very pleasant individual 
with a good sense of humor, always eager for companionship. 
About 1860, he and Jane moved with their married children 
and their families to Paris, Illinois, where they lived unosten- 
tatiously until Jane died in 1878. She is buried in Edgar 
Cemetery at Paris. After her death Matthias went to Denver 
to live out his years with his daughter, Sarah, and sons, George 
and Harvey. He is buried in Denver. 


MARY LINK 


Commonly known, as Polly, Mary, ninth child of Peter and 
Judith, namesake of her grandmother, was born January 15, 
1805. She was confirmed at Salem Lutheran Church Septem- 
ber 15, 1821, with her brother, Matthias III. On May 17, 1824, 
she married Jacob Weitzell, son of Johannes Weitzell of Rock- 
ingham County. Jacob made purchases at the sale of Peter’s 
estate, April 22, 1825. 


ELIZABETH WAYLAND LINK 


Elizabeth Wayland Link was named for her aunt, her fa- 
ther’s sister. She was born June 29, 1807; baptized at Salem 
Church July 26, 1807, with her parents as sponsors. She was 
confirmed September 15, 1821, with his sister, Mary, and her 
brother, Matthias III. In November, 1827, she married twenty- 
three-year-old Joseph Miller, and they were destined to be the 
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parents and grandparents of three of the greatest Lutheran 
preachers in the history of our nation. These were Peter Link 
Miller and Joseph Irenius Miller, sons, and C. Armand Miller, 
grandson. 

After marriage, Joseph and Elizabeth made their home in 
Rockingham County, and Elizabeth moved her church mem- 
bership to Friedens Church, where Joseph already belonged. 
Near there they reared their family, giving almost all spare 
time to church work. The Rodgers, Kneiple, Shank and Grove 
families descended from Elizabeth and Joseph. Her picture 
appears elsewhere in this history. Joseph died at 62 and Eliza- 
beth at 75. Both are buried at Friedens Lutheran Church, near 
Harrisonburg, Virginia. 


DAVID LINK 


David, born March 31, 1810, was baptized at Salem Lu- 
theran Church June 17, 1810. Peter and Judith were diligent 
about baptisms. On May 28, 1827, when only seventeen, David 
married Margaret Ayler of a prominent Augusta County 
family. The ceremony was performed by Reverend G. H. Rei- 
menschneider. Prior to May 4, 1844, the young couple had 
moved to Madison County, Ohio. On that date David and Mar- 
garet joined her sisters and brother, Anthony, in a deed trans- 
ferring property her father, George, had received by patent 
in 1823, to her brother-in-law, Martin Yarborough. 


REBECCA KING LINK 


Rebecca was the youngest of Peter’s family. She was born 
May 12, 1812. On June 21, 1812, her parents sponsored her 
baptism in Salem Lutheran Church. Her marriage date to 
William Cale, son of Harrison Cale, has not been found. She 
lived to be 85 and died in Augusta County, Virginia. Her hus- 
band, five years her senior, died at eighty-three. Both are 
buried in Augusta County. Seven children were born to them. 
Several descendants live in Augusta County at this writing. 
Daughters Mary Catherine married Harrison Swartzell, Eva- 
line married William David Hemp, Emma married Theodore 
Bosserman, and Martha married William Beard. Sons Harri- 
son and John remained in Augusta County after marriage, 
but James Madison Cale, the youngest son, moved to Paris, 
Illinois, and there reared his family. 
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CATHARINE LINK, MOTHER OF A GREAT 
FAMILY—THE HANGERS 


ATTHIAQ’ first daughter became the mother of an illus- 
trious family. From her gravestone in the Link burial 

plot on her father’s farm, we know Catharine’s birth date to 
have been May 24, 1767.1 The place was Frederick County, 
Maryland. After her father moved his family to Augusta 
County, Virginia, she became acquainted with the family of 
Peter Hanger I, the “Little Dutch King,” as he was known in 
later life.2 Peter Hanger I and Matthias had common charac-

George Hanger, son of Peter I, lived at Shutterlee’s Mill, Augusta 
County. His wife was Obedience Robinson, and his children were William 
G., Alexander, Jacob, Robinson, and Catherine, who married William 
Mills. It is believed Frederick Hanger, who married Mary Hull and whose 
daughter, Jane Hanger, married Matthias Link III January 25, 1826, 
was a son of Frederick Hanger, brother of Peter Hanger I. Frederick 
Hanger and Mary Hull were married May 4, 1785. The marriage bond is 
in File 203, basement of Augusta County Courthouse, Staunton, Virginia. 
The bond shows Mary Hull to be a daughter of Francis Hull. Francis Hull 
was a Revolutionary soldier in Augusta County militia. 

Frederick Hanger, son of Peter I, moved to Ohio, lived and died near 
Columbus. He had three sons—Robertson, who lived near New Hope, 
Augusta County Virginia; William and James. 

David Hanger, son of Peter I, probably moved to Ohio. 

Waddell says that Peter Hanger I made the first two-wheeled vehicle 
in Augusta County. He was appointed a justice of the peace in 1780 but 
refused to serve. His farm is now Gypsy Hill Park at Staunton and origi- 
nally contained 600 acres and was called Spring Farm. His house, a two- 
story Georgian colonial stone structure, was located just inside the present 
gate to the park where a pavilion now stands. It was one of the first struc- 
tures in Augusta County. He is buried under the Episcopal Church in 
Staunton, where he was a vestryman. He died in 1801. (The account of 
the Hanger family in Peyton’s History of Augusta County, published in 
1882, is inaccurate in many details.) 

Both Peter Hanger I and his son, Peter Hanger II, served in the Revo- 
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teristics and interests; they came from the same ethnic group. 
Peter Hanger II, oldest child of Peter I, although six years her 
senior, won the hand of Catharine when she was 18. They were 
married April 8, 1785, by Reverend William Wilson, Presby- 
terian pastor of Augusta Stone Church. However, after it was 
organized, they became members of Salem Lutheran Church, 
had their younger children christened there and attended com- 
munion until their deaths. 


The story of Catharine is that of her husband, Peter Hanger 
II, known before his father’s death as junior and afterwards 
as senior (Peter Hanger II named a son Peter, who became 
junior, but whom we shall designate as Peter III). Peter II 
served in the Augusta County militia as a Revolutionary War 
soldier. At, or shortly after, the time of his marriage to Cath- 
arine he operated a stage station and hostelry directly south 
of Augusta Stone Church. The place became known first as 
Hanger’s and later as Willow Spout, because a spring of pal- 
atable water flowed up the hollow trunk of an old willow tree 
and out through a hole where a low limb had been broken off. 
It is known today by that name, and a new willow tree with 
an iron pipe up its trunk through which the spring still flows 
maintains the tradition. Careful research of the land records 
by a competent attorney reveals that the fine old house stand- 
ing across the road (on the east side of what is now U. S. 11) 
from the spring, Willow Spout, was on land owned at one time 
by Peter and Catharine. It is known as Willow Spout Toll 
Gate, and still retains much of the charm of the period in 
which it was built. Next to it stood a blacksmith and wagon 
shop. Here young David Link and Peter Hanger had their 
business until David’s untimely death. The small building now 
belongs to Colonel and Mrs. Charles S. Roller, Jr., who believe 
it was erected in 1826. It is an interesting relic of the period 
and was the place where Catharine and Peter lived. At the 
hostelry (on the west side of the road) Peter II kept guests, 
and served food and drink. Besides this, he farmed. Later, he 
became a distiller and must have done a thriving business from 
the extent of his distillery and other holdings described in his 
will. Distilling was highly profitable in those days, and it is

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supposed that Peter and his sons produced most of the grains 
needed for mash. The business and household of Catharine 
and Peter became so extensive that several slaves were ac- 
quired and used. And, as he acquired money, farm after farm 
was added to the Hanger holdings. 

Among the varied business interests in which Peter Hanger 
engaged was a partnership with his young brother-in-law, 
David Link—an obviously profitable one although of short 
duration because of David’s death. It was a saddlery and har- 
ness-making shop. David was only twenty-eight when he died 
and the partnership ended. Peter probably provided the funds 
and David the effort. There was a sizeable sum, for the times, 
divided at the settlement of David’s estate, at any rate. And, 
in addition to becoming David’s administrator, Peter took 
David’s little boy, a baby, into his household and reared him. 
David was a widower at the time of his death. 

Another youngster, a grandson, Joshua Evans, son of daugh- 
ter Elizabeth and her husband, also named Joshua, was reared 
by Catharine and Peter—or was cared for as was young David 
Link as long as Catharine lived.® Catharine and Peter looked 
after their own. With the number of slaves they possessed, it 
can be imagined that theirs was a gracious, well-ordered 
household, typical of the abundance and good living enjoyed 
by rich Virginians in their day. 

Peter did not at all times see the need for strict conforma- 
tion to the legal code. On February 24, 1791, he was served 
with a writ to appear in the county court to answer his broth- 
er-in-law, Peter Link, on a plea of trespass with damages in 
the sum of 500 pounds. The clerk of the Augusta County Court 
explained the action thus: that Peter Hanger was selling 
liquor without a license and moving it across land belonging 
to Peter Link. Peter Link’s action was one of self-defense from 
pee prosecution as an accessory to Peter Hanger’s vio- 
ation. 

During the Revolution Peter served in Captain Thomas 
Smith’s company of Augusta County militia. He is listed in 
Gwathmey’s Historical Register of Virginians in the Revo- 
lution. 

Catharine and Peter reared eight of their family to matu- 
rity® and saw them all married. Distinguished descendants

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have sprung from each of these marriages. After a busy, 
respected and productive life, Peter drew his will, November 
4, 1828, an interesting document exhibited elsewhere in this 
history. Then on the next December 23 he died. Catharine 
lived nearly nine years longer than he. She died August 24, 
1837. Both are buried in the Link burial plot on her father’s 
old farm. Peter Hanger’s will apparently distributed his estate 
equally among his heirs. James Allen, Peter’s son-in-law, and 
Moses Gresham, his brother-in-law, were witnesses. Bond for 
$36,000.00 was given, indicating personal property of $18,- 
000.00 value, in addition to three large plantations totalling 
approximately $25,000.00 more in value. Peter was a rich man 
in 1828. John and Peter Hanger III, his sons, became his 
executors. 

Transcriptions of the headstones of Catharine and Peter are 
interesting. They are reproduced here:

Since seeing these, I’ve always wondered who the family poet 
was. 

The Bible of Matthias Link was purchased at the sale of 
Peter Link’s estate by Peter Hanger II and passed through the 
Baylor family to its present owner, Mrs. Stanley Johnson, of 
Columbus, Ohio.

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The story of Catharine’s and Peter’s children and grand- 
children reads like an historical novel. Romance, gallantry, 
idealism, courage, amours beyond the limits imposed by clergy 
and race, distinction in science and the professions, and suc- 
cess in the acquisition of worldly goods and position far be- 
yond the usual, characterize this interesting family. Let us 
look at these people in order of birth. 


DAVID HANGER 


David Hanger, first child of Catharine and Peter, was born 
in 1786. The birth date comes from his descendant, Mrs. Kath- 
erine Lewis Arnold, of Texarkana, Arkansas. On September 
15, 1807, he married Sarah Crosby. Reverend William Wilson 
performed the ceremony and returned the marriage bond 
dated September 14, 1807, which is recorded in the Augusta 
County courthouse. Sarah died before 1818, because David 
married again. His bride was Polly Lesley, daughter of Samuel 
Lesley. David was referred to in the bond as a widower. The 
bond was issued June 2, 1818. The ceremony was performed 
by Rev. William Calhoon, and Samuel M. Woodward, David’s 
future brother-in-law, and Matthias Link II, David’s first 
cousin, were witnesses at what seems to have been a private 
wedding. 

In his father’s will it is indicated that Peter and Catharine 
had advanced material assistance to David, but that he was 
to share with his other brothers and sisters at the final distri- 
bution of the estate five years after probate. Peter was meticu- 
lous in assuring a fair distribution of his property. 

As far as can be learned, David and Sarah had only one 
child, a daughter they named Hannah. She was born Novem- 
ber 21, 1808, in Augusta County, and there she married Peter 
L. Palmer, October 18, 1825. To Hannah and Peter Palmer five 
children were born: David Hanger, Andrew Jackson, George 
W., John, and Mary Ann, who married James Kerlagon. David 
Hanger Palmer was born in Augusta County, Virginia; but 
sometime between the end of 1827 and first of 1829 David and 
Polly Hanger and their small grandchild, and their daughter 
and her husband, moved to Missouri. This was after the death 
of Peter Hanger, David’s father, probably. At any rate, Han- 
nah’s next child, Andrew Jackson Palmer, was born in Belle- 
view, Missouri, January 28, 1829, and the three that followed 
also were born there. 

On November 7, 1832, Peter Palmer died. Hannah was a 
widow for nearly four years. She and John Lewis, a Scotsman 
by birth and an immigrant, were married April 27, 1836. John 
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was a cabinet maker. To these a son, named Peter Hanger 
Lewis, was born December 8, 1838. Then on August 28, 1841, 
another, named Samuel Henry, and finally a third, named 
Clarence, who died in his youth. The Palmer-Lewis genealogy 
is practically complete. Mr. Roy Palmer of Murphysboro, IIli- 
nois, assisted much in developing this. 

The children of Hannah found various homes. David Hanger 
Palmer had no children and apparently remained in Missouri. 
Andrew Jackson Palmer and Mary Ann Palmer Kerlagon 
remained in eastern Missouri and reared their families. Noth- 
ing has been learned about George and John Palmer. Peter 
Hanger Lewis moved to Arkansas, where he died. Samuel 
Henry Lewis moved to Louisiana, where many of his descen- 
dants now reside. Before his death he moved to Columbia 
County, Arkansas, and died there. 

David Hanger became an important man in Washington 
County, Missouri. The court record under date of November 
7, 1842, reads, “The Court appoint (sic) David Hanger, Es- 
quire, Presiding Justice of the County Court of Washington 
County.” All the records from that date until November, 1850, 
are signed by David Hanger as Presiding Justice. Prior to 
becoming Presiding Justice he had been a member of the court 
four years. In all he served twelve years. Later he became 
Superintendent of Roads for the county. 


ELIZABETH HANGER 


Elizabeth, eldest daughter and second child of Catharine 
and Peter, was born in 1787 in Augusta County, Virginia. The 
date is determined by data on her tombstone in the family 
burial plot on Matthias’ farm near Fort Defiance. Inscribed 
on this stone is “Here rests the body of Elizabeth Evans, con- 
sort of Joshua Evans—departed this life February the 6th, 
1817, in the 30th year of her age.” She married Joshua, April 
29, 1806, in her parents’ house. Joshua was the son of Amos 
Evans of Augusta County and eleven years older than his 
bride. His burial stone, in the same cemetery, quite clearly 
gives his death date as: “May 2nd, 1811, aged 34 years, 8 
months, 4 days.” So, he was born September 29, 1776. 

Elizabeth and Joshua had one child, a son they named for 
his father, born on his father’s birthday, September 29, 1811, 
four months and 27 days after his father’s death. How easy 
it is to read the tragedy that these dates signify. Elizabeth and 
Joshua were one of the “brilliant” young couples of their 
neighborhood. Both came from prominent and wealthy fami- 
lies. One can well believe that Elizabeth possessed beauty and 
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charm as a nineteen-year-old bride, or her husband, older by 
eleven years, would not have chosen her. And likewise, Joshua 
had to be smart and engaging to have appealed to the young 
Elizabeth. 

Elizabeth lived less than six years after her husband’s un- 
timely death. They had only five years together before their 
home was broken by Joshua’s death. Then Elizabeth returned 
to her parents’ home, where young Joshua was born and where 
within a few short years she died. Catharine reared Joshua. 

Catharine must have been a person of great capacity for 
understanding and affection. Her young grandson, Joshua, 
and her young nephew, David, gave her new responsibilities 
most women of fifty avoid. She could have avoided them, too. 
Joshua’s other grandparents were probably living, at least one 
of them. Uncles and aunts, too, we may suppose. Young David 
was certainly not Catharine’s charge more than that of his 
other aunts and his uncles. We can believe that Catharine 
wanted these two youngsters and that she gave them all the 
care and affection of a parent; and that they in turn, assuaged 
her loss, in part at least, of her own two children who had died 
so young and full of promise. 

At Catharine’s death, young Joshua was twenty-seven. He 
had received his share of his grandfather Hanger’s estate—as 
much as any child of Peter’s inherited. In addition, he had 
inherited his father’s estate. Joshua was an affluent young 
man. And he was slow to marry. When he did, he chose his 
twenty-eight-year-old cousin, Catherine, namesake of her 
grandmother, the eldest child of Peter Hanger III. They were 
married March 18, 1847, at her father’s home near Waynes- 
boro. 

Catherine, daughter of Peter III, had been christened at 
Salem Lutheran Church, December 15, 1821. She was born 
two years before, December 6, 1819. Her father’s home 
afforded all the comfort, leisure and ease of a wealthy slave- 
holder during an exceptionally prosperous period. She received 
the best education available, by private tutor. She became a 
typical belle of the time. 

Only one child was born to Joshua and Catherine Hanger 
Evans. She was named Martha, and her birthday was August 
20, 1848. Joshua died when the anxiety over national disunion 
was the foremost subject of thought and talk, March 10, 1860. 
He was buried in Zion Lutheran Church cemetery near the 
plantation of Peter Hanger III. Within four years Catherine’s 
mother died, and Catherine and her young daughter moved 
into her father’s large household to direct it for him and her 
unmarried brothers.

Martha Hanger Evans, only grandchild of Elizabeth Hanger 
and Joshua Evans, only child of their child, married Leonidas 
Link of Rushville, Indiana, June 16, 1874. Young Leonidas was 
a grandson of Captain John Link. Captain John was a younger 
brother of Catharine Link Hanger, Martha’s great-grand- 
mother. 


HANNAH HANGER 


Hannah was the third child of Catharine Link and Peter 
Hanger. She was born at Willow Spout in Augusta County, 
Virginia, January 22, 1790. When only eighteen she married 
James Allen, son of Major James Allen, a prominent soldier of 
the War of 1812. The marriage bond was dated October 10, 
1808, and the ceremony performed the following day. The 
return was made by Reverend William Wilson of Old Stone 
Church at Fort Defiance. Her husband was born in Augusta 
County about 1789. 

Young James followed his father’s career in local politics 
and was elected for several terms from Augusta County to the 
Virginia House of Delegates. Once for the terms from 1824 to 
1832, and again from 1832 to 1838. Besides the wealth of her 
parents and the prestige of his father, James’ political suc- 
cesses distinguished him and Hannah in the valley as an im- 
portant couple. James became a notable figure and, if we are 
to judge from her expression in her picture, shown in this 
book, Hannah assumed enough self-sufficiency to match James’ 
success. In fact, she looks just a little haughty, but intelligent 
and handsome withal, which was not unlike many Link descen- 
dants of Hannah’s vintage, as can be noticed in other pictures 
of her near kin. 

At the end of James’ second period of service in the House 
of Delegates, something happened which the descendants 
know nothing about or which they will not discuss, that 
prompted a move to a very poor part of the state, Lee County, 
on the southeast point of Virginia. In the Augusta neighbor- 
hood there are hints of trouble—a knife fight, but facts about 
it cannot be substantiated. Hannah and James had their whole 
family of eleven children at the time of the move. One child 
had died, but all the others went to Lee County with their 
parents. Here they established a new home and took places of 
eminence. Family pride, personal ability, and ambition soon 
made the Allens looked up to and respected in Lee County. 

John Hanger Allen, Hannah’s oldest, moved to Illinois after 
some years in eastern Tennessee. He died in Illinois and his 
wife returned to Knoxville, Tennessee, where some of the chil- 
dren lived. Others went to Los Angeles. Elizabeth and Cath- 
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erine Allen married Larmers in Lee County. Sarah, the next 
in line, probably died unmarried in Lee County. Mary and 
Rebecca married a Lloyd and a Hamblin, respectively. Contact 
with descendants could not be made. Minerva married John 
Calvin Barr, who was born in North Carolina. How and where 
he and Minerva met I do not know. It may have been at col- 
lege; the Allens and Barrs believed in higher education. Imme- 
diately after marriage, the young bride and groom were in 
Pulaski County, Kentucky, for two years, where their first 
child was born. Then they moved to Vigo County, Indiana, 
where they lived their lives, reared four children and became 
respected and well known. Their descendants live there and in 
Tulsa, Oklahoma, at this writing. Most of them are college 
graduates, several with Master’s degrees. 

Very little is known about Evelina, George and William, 
except that Evelina married a Burk and that William died 
during the second year of the Civil War. But about Peter 
Hanger Allen considerable data have been found. He was born 
in Augusta County in 1830 and was the next to the youngest 
of his brothers and sisters. William was younger. Peter, after 
a good education, studied medicine and became a physician. 
When the Civil War broke, he was commissioned a Lieutenant, 
served in Company B of the 48th Virginia, under Colonel 
John A. Campbell, and in General Loring’s command. Peter 
was the regimental surgeon. During the Valley campaign, 
Peter became very ill at Winchester, Virginia, incapacitating 
him for service, and he was furloughed to his home, where his 
recovery was so slow and uncertain, he received an honorable 
discharge in March, 1862. One descendant says that Peter rose 
to the rank of Major in this short span of service and for a 
time was medical officer on General Lee’s staff. Peter married 
Mary Katherine Lloyd, whose parents were neighbors in Lee 
County. There Peter and Mary lived and Peter practiced medi- 
cine, becoming much wanted because of his skill. Peter and 
Mary Katherine had a large family, eleven children. Some 
became prominent by their abilities or their marriages. One in 
particular, Hannah Allen Lefler, provided much information 
about the family. She was prominent in D.A.R. activities, has 
held state offices and helped with the genealogy of Hannah 
Hanger’s children. Minerva Catherine Miller Pavy also gath- 
ered much data on her line from Minerva Allen. 

Hannah Hanger Allen died at Stickleyville, Lee County, Vir- 
ginia, July 3, 1872. James had died many years before, August 
22, 18839—one year after their arrival from Augusta County. 
Hannah had to be a person of strong, purposeful character to 
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have reared and guided her children into the successful lives 
they lived—to have seen to it that they were well educated and 
achieved the personal successes each enjoyed. 


CATHERINE HANGER 


Catherine, named for her mother, was born February 2, 
1791. She died in April, 1803. Her tombstone in the Matthias 
Link burial plot provides the dates. Erosion has obliterated 
the exact day of her death, which was the first in Catherine’s 
and Peter’s home. 


JOHN HANGER 


Catherine’s and Peter’s next child became an important man 
in the Valley of Virginia. John Hanger was born April 15, 
1792, at Willow Spout, near Fort Defiance. As a young man he 
became interested in medicine and later acquired an M. D. 
degree. Dr. John’s medical career was typical of those of the 
period and in some part lent itself to the term “‘practice”’ still 
used in reference to the activity of the profession. In his day a 
physician actually “practiced.” It was often trial and some- 
times error. From the experience of these early practitioners 
came the medical science that today is valuable to all of us, 
and which is accepted with so little awareness of the great 
contributions of early physicians like Dr. John Hanger—and 
of his patients. 

Catherine and Peter Hanger were unquestionably proud of 
their young professional son. They saw to it that he received 
a good education. While he practiced without pecuniary return 
with some older physicians in the community, to get experience 
and about the only formal training available at the time, his 
parents provided for his economic needs without stint. Peter 
could well afford it and did it gladly, happy to have so brilliant 
a son. What this help did for John may have been twofold— 
that it helped make him a great doctor there can be little 
doubt; that it and his success in the profession gave him a 
rather abundant self-esteem, you can judge by his picture in 
this history. It can be believed that Dr. John had little feeling 
for anything but the best, whether it be of the intellect, of 
social position, or of economic well-being. 

On April 4, 1822, he married Mary Allen, daughter of Major 
James Allen, a notable figure in Virginia military affairs dur- 
ing the War of 1812. John’s older sister, Hannah, had married 
James Allen, son of Major James Allen and Mary’s older 
brother, fourteen years before. Dr. John and Mary Hanger 
established their home on a large farm near New Hope in 
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Augusta County—a plantation which, according to Peter’s 
will, was “my river plantation be set (sic) apart for the occu- 
pancy and exclusive use of my son John Hanger (who now 
lives upon it). Parentheses after John’s name were in the 
will. There John and Mary reared their family of eight chil- 
dren, the youngest of whom became a dashing cavalry officer 
in the famous Company E, First Virginia, although he was 
barely twenty-five at the time.® 

The eldest child of John and Mary was a son named for 
John’s father, Peter; Peter Milton Hanger was his full name. 
No birth or death dates are to be found. He married Harriet 
Overholt, and they moved to Shelbina, Missouri, where they 
died without issue. 

Next came a son, James Dorsey Hanger, named for his 
maternal grandfather. James Dorsey Hanger lived and died 
in Augusta County, unmarried and without issue. No dates 
are available. He fought in Company E, First Virginia Cav- 
alry, during the Civil War. 

William A. Hanger, named for his uncle, John’s younger 
brother, married Nettie Coiner. During the rebellion he was a 
First Lieutenant under Captain McClurg in the famous Com- 
pany E, First Virginia Cavalry. No dates are available. 

Fannie Hanger was born next. She married Dr. Kennerly. 
After marriage they moved to Richmond, Virginia. No dates 
have been available. 

Elizabeth Hanger, named for John’s sister, was born next. 
She married a distant cousin, Robert Hanger. No children 
were born and no dates are available. 

Emily Hanger was born May 7, 1828, and died March 1, 
1873. She was unmarried and lived on her father’s farm 
throughout her life, which ended nine years before that of her 
mother. She is buried in Zion Lutheran Church cemetery, near 
Waynesboro. The dates are from her tombstone. 

William W. Stuart Hanger was born August 9, 1834, and 
died October 12, in the same year. He is buried in Zion Lu- 
theran Church cemetery. His tombstone provided the dates. 
That there were two sons named William when the younger 
died, an infant, cannot be explained by the writer. The custom 
of giving a child of later birth the same name as an older one 
who had died was not unusual. In this case, a member of the 
Hanger family insists that William A. Hanger was the older 
of the two sons of the same name.

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The eighth child was John Marshall Hanger, born Septem- 
ber 21, 1835. In 1860, exact day not known, he married Jane 
F. Weade, daughter of Henry Weade. They reared four chil- 
dren, the youngest of whom is Harry Miller Hanger, of near 
Waynesboro and who provided me with much Hanger geneal- 
ogy. John Marshall Hanger served as a Second Lieutenant in 
Company E, First Virginia Cavalry. He was very young for 
this responsibility, but he must have possessed the courage 
and flair for action characteristic of many of his family. He 
lived out his years in Augusta County and died December 17, 
1917. He had lived during four wars in his country’s history. 
Jane, his wife, was born in Augusta County, March 12, 1838, 
and died there September 14, 1914. 

Dr. John Hanger and Mary Allen Hanger were buried in 
Zion Lutheran Church cemetery near their home. Dates of 
their births and deaths are from their tombstones. Their mar- 
riage data are from Augusta County court records. Their 
marriage bond was witnessed by Adam Link, Jr., John’s first 
cousin and near boyhood neighbor and playmate. Reverend 
Conrad Speece performed their wedding ceremony. 

Dr. John’s distinction as a physician was not limited to his 
local practice, which was large and which brought him much 
respect. During the Mexican War he was commissioned a 
Major in the United States Army and served throughout the 
conflict, most of the time in Mexico, as a surgeon. For this 
service he later received a pension. He died at his home, 
esteemed and of some distinction because of his professional 
position and military service, while the South’s star was at the 
zenith, July 3, 1862. And he was probably very proud of his 
sons and nephews serving under his intrepid friend, Jeb 
Stuart. Mary died January 27, 1882. 


PETER HANGER III 


This sixth child, third son of Catherine and Peter Hanger, 
was probably more like his father than any of his brothers or 
sisters. He was smart, aggressive, acquisitive and generous. 
He fathered a family of children some of whom, in their indi- 
vidual life, showed less regard for convention, yet evidenced 
greater kindliness and unselfishness, than any about whom 
facts are manifest in this history. 

Peter III was born August 19, 1795, in his father’s home at 
Willow Spout, near Fort Defiance. Five years after his birth, 
his father purchased a large farm from one named Shirey on 
South River, north of Waynesboro. Shirey had the land as a 
grant from George III. This was to be the home of Peter III, 
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given to him by his father, and it was to become known as 
Hanger’s Pond, the scene of much happiness and woe, much 
prosperity and privation, polite living and disregard for con- 
vention. Through it all and through the years a Hanger has 
always lived there, and one lives there while this is written. 

Peter III took his bride to his newly-acquired plantation 
with pride and hope. She was Martha Elizabeth Crawford, 
the daughter of George and Nancy Crawford. They were mar- 
ried in her father’s home or the Salem Lutheran Church by 
Reverend Conrad Speece, November 24, 1818. She was a little 
under twenty-two, her birthday having been March 28, 1797. 
The house on Peter’s farm was an eight-room, two-story log 
structure, standing firm and solid today after more than one 
hundred fifty years. I was in it a little while before this book 
was printed. Here Peter III and Martha began housekeeping. 
Here their children were born. 

The log structure faces in a southerly direction and is about 
one hundred and fifty yards from the old main road between 
Waynesboro and Staunton. South River, a tributary of the 
Shenandoah, runs from the south to the north, east of the 
house about one hundred yards. It was across this river that 
Peter III later built a mill dam, and the resultant pond easily 
covering twenty acres gave the place its name of ‘‘Hanger’s 
Pond.” 

As Peter prospered and as his family grew, he increased the 
original log house with the addition of a long wing, building 
it on the east end of the first structure. In this wing were two 
bedrooms, a large dining room, two kitchens, one of them for 
summer use, and a cellar. This wing is an architectural anom- 
aly as to line and detail but there is no gainsaying its utility 
value. And it stands solidly today. Then, a little later, Peter 
III, needing more room, removed a four-chimney, two and a 
half-story Georgian brick house, which he purchased in the 
neighborhood, removed it brick by brick, board by board, and 
panel by panel, and re-erected it against the west side of his 
eight-room log house. He now had a menage of more than 
twenty rooms, three halls and a large cellar. What a house it 
was, strung out for more than a hundred and thirty feet and 
in three distinct sections of totally unrelated shapes! The four- 
chimney Georgian house added last was the best part of it all. 
Moreover, Peter III had the usual dependencies built solidly 
from brick and stone but arranged with little regard for 
symmetry and much regard for convenience. There was a 
smokehouse, spring house, stable and carriage house. The 
household servants lived in the house; the hands in cabins 
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back of the stable. But the pond was pretty and, in the sum- 
mer, when all was green, the whole effect from the road was 
of no little beauty and somewhat impressive. 

Like his father, Peter III operated a large mill and distil- 
lery. They were big structures built from limestone blocks 
quarried nearby on the plantation, and included a great barrel 
house for aging whiskey. The pond’s mill dam provided water 
for wheel power. Besides these industries, Peter raised corn, 
cotton and good horses, mules and cattle—he made a lot of 
money. With his profits he purchased six more sizeable tracts 
of land, one in the mountains east of his home, one near by 
upon which he erected a beautiful Georgian house for his son, 
Peter IV, one other adjoining the home place, two in Bucking- 
ham County and another in Culpeper County. One of the 
Buckingham properties had a mill on it. 

At regular two-year intervals from 1819 to 1833 children 
were born. From then on they came about every three years— 
totaling eleven in all. All dates following are from Peter III’s 
family Bible, which is in his home at this writing. 

Catherine, named for Peter’s mother, Catharine Link, came 
first. She was born December 6, 1819. Her parents took her up 
to Salem Lutheran Church to be christened two years later, 
December 15, 1821. Her story is told in part with that of her 
husband and first cousin, Joshua Evans, whom her grand- 
mother reared.”? But there is much more to tell about Catherine 
and her benignity and compassion. You will read it in the 
section concerning her brother, John, which follows in this 
chapter. Catherine lived through the most trying period of 
this country’s history and in a locale that suffered much from 
the conflict between North and South. Her husband died just 
before the debacle began. In the face of this loss and with her 
brothers at war in its most dangerous battles, she held the 
plantation together with its considerable industry and manu- 
facturing. Her father and mother were aged, and her mother 
died during the fighting nearest their home. After it was over, 
Catherine often brought peace between three reckless broth- 
ers—John, William, and Norman, and later gave the children 
of one of them all the culture and learning they were to receive. 
She must have been a great person, much like her grand- 
mother, Catharine Link, for whom she was named. She died 
March 17, 1889, and is buried in Zion Lutheran Church ceme- 
tery near her father’s home. 

George Crawford Hanger, the next child, was born July

22, 1821, and died a young man of twenty-four and unmarried. 
I have been unable to locate his grave. Dates of birth and 
death are from his father’s Bible. 

The next son was named Peter Hanger IV. He was born 
’ April 27, 1823. He, being from a prominent family, properly 
married a prominent young lady, Margaret Allen Poage, on 
August 23, 1850. The Poage home is now used by the comman- 
dant of the Augusta Military Academy as a residence. It is 
one of the best examples of late Georgian architecture in the 
Shenandoah Valley except, perhaps, the fine home Adam Link 
built about a mile north on the same road. Margaret was from 
an influential family. The Poages were well-to-do and looked 
up to, and they were related to the Allens—Major James Allen. 
Peter Hanger III thought much of this marriage. He pur- 
chased a large farm near his home place and erected a fine 
four-chimney brick Georgian house for his promising son and 
his bride. 

Then something went sour. Maybe Margaret harassed her 
husband’s brothers, John, William and Norman, for their 
flagrant violation of the conventions. Maybe she openly blamed 
their old father, Peter III, for their rashness and indiscretions. 
At any rate, Peter III disliked her, which he clearly proves in 
the first part of his will and confirms in the first codicil. 

Nonetheless, Peter IV and Margaret continued to live in 
their fine home long after his father’s death. There they had 
their children, a family of nine, and from there they buried 
five of them while they were little children. There was much 
grief in this household. Death struck three times in a single 
month. It was in the midst of this sorrow that Peter IV went 
to war. Mounted upon his best horse, he left Margaret, their 
sorrows, and their other small children, and joined the famous 
Company E of First Virginia Cavalry, which became renowned 
under General J. E. B. Stuart. He survived the charges, the 
night raids and long marches to return and live out his days 
with the remainder of his family. He died May 13, 1887, not 
an old man, and Margaret died December 26, 1904. Both are 
buried with their children in Zion Lutheran Church cemetery 
near their home. Dates are from their stones and from Peter 
Hanger III’s Bible. 

Peter III and Martha Hanger had only two daughters. 
Nancy, the second one was born April 27, 1825. Her full name 
was Nancy Winter Hanger. On February 6, 1851, she married 
Alexander G. Robertson, who, during the Civil War, was to 
head a Confederate regiment as its colonel under General 
Robert E. Lee. At the war’s end the Robertsons moved to Rich- 
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mond, where Nancy died November 4, 1905. No dates are 
available on Colonel Robertson, nor have data been found 
about descendants. It is believed they died without issue. 

John Hanger, the next child, was named for Dr. John 
Hanger, his distinguished uncle. John was born April 29, 1827. 
During his youth he must have shown a conservatism that 
decided his father to leave most business decisions in his hands. 
Perhaps John helped manage the distillery and sold the prod- 
ucts of the farm and mill. At any rate, Peter III had confidence 
in him. When the war came, John joined Company E of the 
First Virginia Cavalry and fought throughout the war. He 
came home from the fighting a sick man. His mother had died 
in the last year of the war. His father was ill. There were no 
servants, and John’s sister, Catherine, unaccustomed to heavy 
household duties as well as the nursing care of her father, 
was beyond her strength in effort. John secured the services 
of a young mulatto housekeeper, named Nancy Gough. She 
nursed him, cared for the large home and prepared the meals. 
She was untiring in her work and unfailing in her loyalty to 
the home and its occupants, according to one member of the 
family. An attachment grew between John and his house- 
keeper, stimulated by her care for him during his illness and 
by her good looks. A picture of Nancy Gough reveals her to 
have been a beauty. John accepted her as a common law wife 
(he so names her in his will) and four children were born to 
this union. As the children grew up, Catherine, John’s older 
sister, who had apparently left the home soon after the advent 
of Nancy, came from time to time for part days and tutored 
his children. Nancy was born March 17, 1845, and died May 
18, 1922. She is buried on the farm John inherited from his 
father. John died November 19, 1898, and is buried in River- 
view Cemetery at Waynesboro, Virginia, with his deceased 
children. A final index to John’s character may be found in 
his will. He recognized Nancy Gough as his common law wife 
and he gave his four children his name, his property, and his 
affection. Does a legitimate father give more? 

Henry Miller Hanger, sixth child of Peter III and Martha 
Hanger, was born September 9, 1829, at Hanger’s Pond. He 
married Mary Martha Robertson, probably the sister of Colo- 
nel Alexander G. Robertson, who married Nancy Winter 
Hanger. The ceremony was performed December 1, 1853. Soon 
afterwards the young couple moved to Alexandria, Virginia, 
where Henry died March 14, 1865. His body was brought to 
Augusta County, however, and was buried in Zion Lutheran 
Church cemetery. Mary Martha probably moved her home to 
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Augusta County after her husband’s death. She died August 
20, 1909, and was buried in Zion Lutheran Church cemetery 
near Waynesboro. One of their grandchildren, Henry Alexan- 
der Yancey, has distinguished himself as a city manager and 
is listed in ““Who’s Who in America.” A sketch of him appears 
elsewhere.!° 

William Hanger, seventh child of Peter III and Martha 
Hanger, was born July 30, 1831, at Hanger’s Pond. Until the 
Civil War he had his father’s confidence and, with son John, 
was to manage his father’s extensive holdings. During the war 
William became addicted to whiskey in increasing amounts. 
Peter III finally reduced his inheritance to an eighty-three- 
acre tract, upon which William lived after the conflict’s end 
returned him to civilian life. During the war he served in 
Company E of the First Virginia Cavalry. When Jubal Early 
gave way to Sheridan’s advance at Cedar Creek, William, 
with others in his company, continued up the valley to his 
home. There, less alert than his comrades at the moment when 
the Yankees appeared, he was captured and imprisoned for a 
period, but was later exchanged. William married a widow 
named Grimstead and is buried with her and his three children 
in Riverview Cemetery at Waynesboro, Virginia. No dates are 
available for the others. William died May 10, 1909. 

James Marshall Hanger, the next child of Peter III and 
Martha, was the most distinguished of his generation in the 
whole Hanger family, not just his father’s. By some evalua- 
tions he could be judged the outstanding individual of all who 
have borne the Hanger name. He was born November 12, 1833, 
at his father’s home. Quite obviously he had a deep-seated 
desire for learning and began to prepare himself for the bar. 
At the beginning of the Civil War he joined Company E, First 
Virginia Cavalry, as a private. His rise was rapid and before 
the war’s end he was a major, in full command of a Confed- 
erate regiment. He and his command saw action in many 
engagements, in which he became greatly endeared to his men 
and respected by his superiors for his fearless leadership. 

After the war, Marshall, as he was known to his intimates, 
practiced law in Staunton. He was then elected as the Augusta 
representative to the Virginia House of Delegates, where he 
served several terms from 1869 to 1882; during most of this 
period he was Speaker of the House. Later he received an 
appointment as U. 8. consul to Bermuda. Marshall never mar- 
ried. Although chosen as an executor by his father, he refused 
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to serve. He is buried in Thornrose Cemetery at Staunton, 
having died August 26, 1912. He was one of a few individuals 
who are accorded the eminence of a portrait in the Augusta 
County Court. 

David Washington Hanger, born March 7, 1836, at his 
father’s home, was to become a physician, as well respected 
and more widely known than his uncle, Dr. John Hanger. His 
brilliant intellect permitted him to complete his formal educa- 
tion to receive his medical degree within one year at the Uni- 
versity of Virginia—an unheard of accomplishment. Imme- 
diately following this scholastic achievement, he took post 
graduate work at the University of Maryland, after which he 
returned to Augusta County to practice. On November 25, 
1858, he married Sally Margaret McCue at her father’s home, 
known as Stone Fort. Stone Fort is reputed the oldest struc- 
ture in Augusta County, erected as a protection against the 
Indians, and later remodeled into a beautiful Georgian house. 
Dr. Hanger and his bride inherited the structure and reared 
their family there. Sally, who was born in this splendid home, 
February 2, 1839, died there, June 2, 1869. She was buried in 
Tinkling Spring Presbyterian Church Cemetery nearby, at 
Fisherville, Virginia. 

On November 1, 1870, Doctor David married Sallie Agnes 
Crawford. Sallie Crawford was born November 9, 1848, and 
died at Stone Fort, June 10, 1919. She was buried at Tinkling 
Spring Presbyterian Church Cemetery. 

Dr. David Washington Hanger had eight children. Sally 
McCue was the mother of five, and Sallie Crawford was the 
mother of three. David’s oldest son was Dr. Franklin McCue 
Hanger, who, in 1928, gave me much of the early Hanger 
family history. He became nationally known as an ophthalmol- 
ogist, and his two sons have won renown as surgeons. Sketches 
appear elsewhere. 

David served his compatriots well during the civil conflict 
of the 60’s. He set up a smallpox hospital in Staunton, where 
he courageously cared for those afflicted with this scourge 
without stint of effort or time. After the war he continued his 
practice until near his death, which came February 5, 1899. 
He was buried at Tinkling Spring Presbyterian Church Ceme- 
tery at Fisherville, Virginia. From newspaper accounts and 
individuals one can be sure that he was loved and respected 
by all who knew him. 

Edgar Webster Hanger died a young man. He was the tenth 
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child of Peter III and Martha and was born at his parents’ 
home July 15, 1838. He died June 22, 1855, and is buried in 
Zion Lutheran Church Cemetery near his birthplace. 

Norman Harrison Hanger was the last child of Peter III 
and Martha and not the least colorful. He was born at Hanger’s 
Pond April 21, 1841. During the Civil War he served with his 
brothers and cousins in famous Company E, First Virginia 
Cavalry. At the war’s end he supplanted his older brother 
William in the regard of his father; but this was William’s 
fault because he drank more than Norman. At his father’s 
death Norman shared in his brother John’s inheritance. But 
Norman wanted his own home. There was no money with 
which to build one, so he took down, moved and re-erected 
upon his own farm, brick by brick, panel by panel, and shingle 
by shingle, the four-chimney Georgian house his father had 
moved and added to the original log structure at Hanger’s 
Pond years before. John made no objection, and Norman had 
his own house. Norman never married but lived the life of a 
well-to-do country gentleman in his oft-moved domicile. He 
died May 4, 1899, and was buried in Zion Lutheran Church 
Cemetery nearby. 

Peter III was nearing the end of his life when the Civil War 
broke across the land. During its battles that were fought all 
about his home, Martha died January 5, 1864. Catherine, his 
widowed daughter, lived with her aging father and cared for 
him. Most of the slaves ran away. Horses were given to the 
great cause. Cattle and hogs went to help feed the needy Gray 
Army. Grain could not be planted or harvested in proper 
abundance because of a shortage of hands. Operation of the 
mill and distillery was discontinued for the same lack of help. 
To Peter III with his inherently thrifty bent, it must have 
seemed a creeping hopelessness. Sons and industry gone with 
only death to wait for. But Peter held on and, when the time 
came, revealed himself in his old spirit of decision and action. ° 
The occasion was the approach of a large contingent of Sheri- 
dan’s Cavalry. Peter III’s warehouse was full of whiskey, 
barrel upon barrel. He immediately ordered the barrels de- 
stroyed and the whiskey dumped into the river, where it 
quickly flowed down toward the Yankee bivouac. The North- 
ern mounts drinking there became inebriated and played 
havoc with well-laid plans for further advance. Riders were 
dismounted, unmounted animals tore about the camp kicking 
men, tents and commissary and then scattered in every direc- 
tion not to be recovered for days. Peter III’s whiskey struck 
a blow for liberty. Maybe this is the incident to which Vice 
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President Garner always alluded when he raised his glass. 
Or, was it prohibition? 

To dispose of all his property before his death gave Peter 
III many problems. He made his will, August 18, 1866, almost 
three years before he died. He had been a widower over two 
years and seven months at the time, so all the decisions were 
his. His will is printed elsewhere and makes mighty interest- 
ing reading. Although he made his oldest son, Peter IV, an 
executor, he left him no property in fee simple as long as 
Peter IV’s wife was alive. Either he disliked his daughter-in- 
law or feared her influence over his son. John and William, 
his next oldest sons, were to conduct his business after death 
and they were to be paid for it. James Marshall Hanger was 
to serve with Peter IV and John as executors. John and Wil- 
liam were to have the home place, Catherine and her daughter, 
Martha, were to live there as long as they liked. If they chose 
to leave, they were to be supported elsewhere and to receive 
Catherine’s share of the estate. Peter IV got the home his 
father built for him and the farm on which it was located, and 
half the mountain land, but only as a life estate unless he out- 
lived his wife. Son Norman inherited the Buckingham tract 
with a large mill operating upon it. The other Buckingham 
land, called the Newport tract, and a fine farm near the home 
place, went to David, Marshall and Norman. Henry M. Hanger 
received half the Culpeper tract and daughter, Nancy, the 
other half. The remaining farm, near the home place, was to 
be sold and the proceeds divided evenly among the children. 
If John and William saw fit to continue the distillery, they 
could have the equipment at a fair valuation; but it had to be 
sold with livestock and farm equipment and the proceeds were 
to be evenly distributed among Peter III’s heirs. Granddaugh- 
ter, Martha Evans, was given some furniture, and son, Nor- 
man, his father’s silver watch. 

Then came three codicils. First, Peter III saw to it that his 
daughter-in-law, wife of Peter IV, got nothing if her children 
should die before her. Second, Peter III reversed the positions 
of his sons William and Norman, in the will. He had lost confi- 
dence in William because he was drinking too much. Norman, 
with John, became the business agents. Also, Peter III re- 
moved the Newport tract in Buckingham County from the 
bequest to his three sons, Norman, David and Marshall, and 
ordered it sold and divided equally among all the heirs. This 
got all the children more money except David and Marshall, 
and they got less. The third codicil took away the Buckingham 
tract with its mill from William and gave it to David and 
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Marshall. William was to be supported by John and Norman 
“decently in clothes and board - - - - with a horse to ride.” If 
William stayed sober for ten years, he was to get eighty-three 
acres with a house on it for his lifetime. This last codicil was 
dated November 19, 1868—a year after John’s first illegitimate 
child had been born in Peter III’s household. Marshall Hanger 
refused to qualify as an executor. By this time a schism had 
split the brothers, with John, William and Norman, the reck- 
less ones, on the one side, and Peter IV, Henry M., David and 
Marshall on the other. 


MARY CATHERINE HANGER 


Mary Catherine Hanger, seventh child of Peter and Catha- 
rine Link Hanger, was born at Willow Spout, July 3, 1798. 
On December 2, 1819, she married her brother David’s boy- 
hood friend, Samuel M. Woodward. Thus two great Virginia 
families were brought together to form a new line of descen- 
dants, many of whom have been and are influential in their 
communities and eminent in their chosen fields of activity. 
Samuel M. Woodward was born in Jefferson County, Virginia, 
February 16, 1791. This is now Jefferson County, West Vir- 
ginia, and was and is the seat of residence of many Links. 
Catharine’s first cousin, John Adam Link II, settled there 
after the Revolution. 

Peter Hanger II in his will left his “Baker Plantation near 
the Winchester road” (sic) to Mary Catherine and Samuel. 
There they lived and had their family. Through the years they 
prospered, and as their children reached the age for school- 
ing, they received the best available at and near Staunton. 
Mary Catherine and Samuel were members of Trinity Episco- 
palian Church in Staunton and worshipped there, eight miles 
from their home. 

Mary Catherine Hanger and Samuel M. Woodward were the 
parents of nine children. From the marriage of their youngest 
daughter came the Burnett and Crosby lines in this history, 
in which are several prominent individuals. Joseph Nicholas 
Woodward, the oldest child, was born September 27, 1820. He 
married Alicinda Jane Doak, daughter of Thomas Mitchell 
Doak, in 1840. The Doak family has long been influential in 
the annals of Virginia and Tennessee. Joseph Nicholas and 
Alicinda became the parents of sixteen children. Joseph Nicho- 
las died December 5, 1901, and Alicinda eight years before, 
on February 20, 1892.12

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The next child born to Mary Catherine and Samuel Wood- 
ward was a son who lived only ten days. He was named Caleb. 

Then was born Peter Hanger Woodward, named for Mary 
Catherine’s father. He was born January 6, 1823, and married 
Eliza Catherine Doak, daughter of Thomas Mitchell Doak and 
sister of Alicinda Jane, wife of Peter’s older brother. The 
ceremony was performed by Reverend William Brown, June 1, 
1843. Both Peter and his older brother married when they 
were twenty. Eliza Catherine Doak was nearly four years 
older than her young husband. She was born April 12, 1819. 
Kleven children were born to this marriage, most of whom 
continued to live in Augusta County, Virginia. One has only 
to know a little about Augusta County, its beauty and its 
people, to understand its appeal for continued residence, gen- 
eration after generation, to this and many other branches of 
the Link family. 

Evelyn Hanger Woodward, named for Mary Catherine’s 
younger sister, came next. She was born October 26, 1824. 
January 2, 1849, she married Caleb Crone, and to them were 
born two daughters, Alice and Mary. Alice Crone married 
Moorman Whitlock. Alice and Moorman Whitlock had three 
children, Alice, Aubrey and Marion. No record is available 
about a marriage of Mary Crone, Evelyn’s younger daughter. 
Beyond these meager details, diligent search and much corre- 
spondence has revealed nothing about Evelyn Hanger Wood- 
ward and her family. 

Hannah Hanger Woodward, named for Mary Catherine’s 
older sister, was born next. Her birthday was April 19, 1827. 
She married William Hunter December 18, 1856, but no chil- 
dren were born to them. Hannah died May 16, 1890. 

William Ephraim Woodward, Mary Catherine’s next child, 
was born October 31, 1831. He was killed in the Battle of 
Manassas, July 21, 1861, and family tradition has it that he 
died a hero’s death. He was never married. 

John Hanger Woodward, named for Mary Catherine’s dis- 
tinguished brother, the doctor, was born February 12, 1834. 
He first married Mollie Bremond, December 5, 1861. After her 
death he married Susannah Watson. John Hanger Woodward 
lived at Clifton Forge, Virginia. After his death, Susannah, 
his widow, married his nephew and namesake, John Wood- 
ward, son of Peter Hanger Woodward. Note the number of 
Hanger names which were given to the children of Mary Cath- 
erine and Samuel Woodward. 

David Patterson Woodward, named for Mary Catherine’s 
eldest brother, was born November 5, 1835. He married Emma 
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Peyton, daughter of Colonel George L. Peyton of Charlottes- 
ville, Virginia. One daughter, named Mary Catherine Wood- 
ward, for her grandmother, was born to this marriage. She 
and her parents are buried in Thornrose Cemetery at Staun- 
ton, Virginia. 

Mary Elizabeth Woodward, the next child, was born Decem- 
ber 29, 1837. She married Captain William McNeel, who led a 
company in the Confederate Army. No children were born to 
them. Mary Elizabeth died August 12, 1906. 

The last child was named for Mary Catherine’s mother, 
Catharine Link. She was called Catherine Jane Woodward and 
was born November 9, 1840. On November 12, 1862, she mar- 
ried William A. Burnett, who had come to Augusta County 
from his native Nelson County of Virginia. Catherine Jane 
Woodward graduated from Stuart Hall and then the Virginia 
Female Institute in Staunton in 1855. The war decided mar- 
riage for her and William, as it did for so many young folk 
at the time. Before the war William A. Burnett became an 
assistant in the county clerk’s office; then a deputy. His rise 
was rapid, because at the war’s end in 1865 he was elected 
Clerk and held this office for thirty-four years until his death, 
December 23, 1899. Catherine Jane and William had nine chil- 
dren. One of these was Janet Burnett, who became the wife of 
John Crosby and the mother of Judge Floridus Crosby.!* An- 
other child, a son named Harry Burnett, followed his father 
as County Clerk in 1899 and held the position until his death 
about forty years later. Can more be said of the high esteem 
in which these members of Catherine Jane’s family were held 
than the uninterrupted span of public office accorded them 
over a period of three-fourths of a century. Harry Burnett 
gave me my first assistance in Link family research in 1928. 
I shall never forget his courtesy and helpfulness. 

Mary Catherine Hanger Woodward died, March 17, 1864, 
and was buried at Thornrose Cemetery, Staunton, Virginia. 
Her husband, Samuel, died three years and six months later, 
September 4, 1867, and was buried beside her. 


JAMES HANGER 


The eighth child of Catharine Link and Peter Hanger II 
lived only seven years. He was born January 27, 1804, and 
died February 2, 1811. He is buried in the family plot on Mat- 
thias Link’s farm near Fort Defiance. Dates are from his 
tombstone.

WILLIAM SMITH HANGER 


This youngest son of Peter and Catharine came February 
23, 1806. He was christened June 1, 1806, at Salem Lutheran 
Church, and his parents were sponsors for the ceremony. 
William Smith—the Smith for his grandmother, Anna Mary 
Christina Smith Link, we can believe—must have had the 
same aggressive and daring personality which characterized 
so many of his family. In 1845 he went to California during 
the Gold Rush. Nothing was heard from him afterwards. His 
individual character was sufficiently impressive to cause his 
brothers and sisters to honor him by giving children his name. 
Dr. John Hanger, Peter Hanger III, Mary Catherine Hanger 
Woodward, and Eveline Hanger Baylor all named children 
for him. The Baylor namesake received his complete name and 
possessed a similar courage which found expression in mili- 
tary activity and great heroism in the Civil War. Because 
Peter Link named two of his sons William (the older died a 
child), and because we find Catharine giving the same name 
with her mother’s surname added, we may hazard the assump- 
tion that Anna Mary Christina, mother of Peter Link and 
Catharine Link Hanger, had a brother of whom his niece and 
nephew were very fond. 


EVELINE EVANS HANGER 


Note the Evans. In naming this, their last child, Catharine 
and Peter Hanger do honor to their son-in-law and his family 
name. Eveline was born April 28, 1809, three years after sister, 
Elizabeth, had married Joshua Evans. The young Eveline was 
seventeen when she married Jacob Baylor of a family promi- 
nent then and prominent today in Augusta County. Jacob was 
born July 27, 1801. The ceremony was performed by Reverend 
Michael Meyerhoeffer, who was the Salem Lutheran Church 
pastor and who married several of Eveline’s cousins. 

Jacob obviously had a good tract of land on which he lived, 
near the village of Swoope, in Augusta County. In addition to 
his farming, he became a magistrate for the district. Eveline’s 
father, Peter, left her money from the sale of his personal 
property in lieu of land. Within two years after their mar- 
riage, at the death of Peter, the young Baylors were a rich 
couple. That they used their wealth well is attested by the 
apparent refinement their home provided and the resultant 
culture and learning which is characteristic of their descen- 
dants even to this day. Further evidence is found in Jacob’s 
participation in the founding of Augusta Female Seminary in 
1842. He, with Eveline’s first cousin, Adam Link II, were 
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members of the first board of the institution later to become 
Mary Baldwin College.1* An almost complete genealogy of the 
descendants of the three children of Eveline and Jacob appears 
in the pedigree section of this history. 

The oldest child was named Mary Catherine. She was born 
September 20, 1827, and on August 24, 1848, married a prom- 
ising young doctor who was to become one of the county’s most 
trusted physicians. He was W. S. McChesney, who was born 
September 6, 1827, at Staunton. Dr. McChesney and Mary 
Catherine established their home in Middlebrook. Eight chil- 
dren were born to them. Four of these eight married and four 
remained single. The eldest was William Baylor McChesney. 
Named for his young uncle, William was born July 7, 1849, and 
died March 8, 1930, living his whole life in Staunton. The next 
child also was a boy, J. Newton McChesney, born July 25, 
1852, who completed his formal education to become a doctor 
and practice with his distinguished father. Dr. Newton Mc- 
Chesney died January 3, 1885, a young man in the apex of his 
usefulness in his profession. Then came Mary Virginia Mc- 
Chesney, born December 14, 1854. She married W. T. Yarbor- 
ough and both lived and died in Staunton, childless. John 
Taylor McChesney, born March 28, 1857, married Clara 
Brooks, daughter of Francis William Brooks, in Burlington, 
Iowa. Their children number three and their grandchildren 
seven. Eveline Hanger McChesney was born September 24, 
1859, and married Walter Cone in Augusta County. They had 
no children. Margaret McChesney was born next, on December 
16, 1861. She was unmarried and is living at this writing in 
Staunton and has given me much of the family history. Fannie 
McChesney, born February 15, 1864, married Isaac Van Meter 
of Lexington, Kentucky. They made their home in Lexington 
until Isaac died. Then Fannie moved back to Staunton and 
lives with her sister, Margaret, at this writing. James Walker 
McChesney, the youngest child, was born December 4, 1867, 
and lived most of his life in Lexington, Kentucky. He died in 
1942. 

The second child of Eveline and Jacob was a daughter they 
named Margaret Jane. She was born November 20, 1829, and 
married George Washington Swoope. George Washington 
Swoope was the son of Jacob Swoope, one of the early settlers 
in Augusta County. George W. Swoope was born October 3, 
1832. Only one child was born to them, a daughter named

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Eveline Trent Swoope, who married Solomon Lee Van Meter 
of Lexington, Kentucky. Mrs. Margaret Baylor Van Meter 
Capers, a daughter of Eveline Swoope and Soloman L. Van 
Meter, provided considerable family data. 

The third child born to Eveline and Jacob, on April 7, 1831, 
was a son, whom they named William Smith Hanger Baylor, 
for his uncle. W. S. H. Baylor married Mary Hawes Johnson 
of King William County, Virginia, in October, 1859. William 
Baylor attended the academy of Lyttleton Waddell in Staunton 
and when he was seventeen, enrolled in Washington College, 
now Washington and Lee, at Lexington, Virginia, where he 
graduated in June, 1850. After graduation he studied law at 
Washington College and the University of Virginia. In Novem- 
ber, 1853, he was admitted to the bar to practice in Augusta 
County. He was elected Captain of the West Augusta Guards, 
a volunteer company of Staunton. It was one of the first to 
arrive at Harper’s Ferry when John Brown captured the 
arsenal. At the time of the famous raid by Brown, Captain 
Baylor was stricken with typhoid fever in New York City 
while on his wedding tour. 

In the spring of 1861 the volunteer companies of Augusta 
County were organized as the Fifth Regiment of Virginia 
Volunteers, and Captain Baylor was elected its colonel. The 
Fifth became famous as one of the regiments in the immortal 
Stonewall Brigade. On July 2, 1861, at the skirmish of Falling 
Waters, William Baylor led the left of the line that turned 
back the Union forces. He led his troops in the first battle of 
Manassas, July 21, 1861, and in May, 1862, at Winchester, he 
had his horse shot from under him as he was leading the 
advance. After the battle of Cedar Run, August 9, 1862, Colo- 
nel Baylor was given command of the Stonewall Brigade and 
recommended by General Jackson for a Brigadier General’s 
star. Then the second battle of Manassas brought its tragedy 
and victory and, on August 30, William Baylor was killed at 
the head of his brigade leading a charge carrying the Confed- 
erate colors. He was buried at Hebron Church near his father’s 
home. One child, a daughter, was born to Colonel and Mrs. 
Baylor, whom they named Charlotte and who married Rever- 
end William Warren Landrum, a prominent Baptist minister. 

Thus in the story of her grandson’s personal courage, beyond 
which no man has reached, ends the story of Catharine Link 
and the Hanger family. 
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ADAM LINK — MERCHANT OF 
THE VALLEY 


DAM LINK, fourth child of Matthias and Mary Christina, 
was christened John Adam Link, named for Matthias’ 
older brother. In his family and among all who knew him, how- 
ever, he was known as Adam, and it was with this name he 
signed all legal documents. He was born in the Frederick 
County home of Matthias and Mary in Maryland, May 14, 
1771, and he was christened in the Rocky Hill Church near 
Woodsborough. He was a lad of nine when his parents moved 
to their new home in Augusta County, Virginia. 

From that date, until he made his first land purchase, we 
have no knowledge of his activities. On February 17, 1795, he 
purchased ninety-seven acres from James Johnson, part of a 
tract granted to Frederick Burckhart, presumably the brother 
of Judith, wife of Peter and sister-in-law of Adam. The ninety- 
seven acres lie on both sides of U. 8. Highway 11, directly 
north and touching the crossroads at Fort Defiance, Virginia. 
This tract was originally west of the old road known as the 
Winchester Pike. Recent changes in the highway bisect the 
tract. 

On December 23, 1799, Adam sold twenty-seven acres of the 
land he owned to Lewis Wayland, who, the year before, had 
married Adam’s younger sister, Elizabeth Link. On the sev- 
enty acres Adam retained he had built his store and an addi- 
tional room or two attached to it which were later to be 
enlarged and become his home. The exact location of this is 
easily found today. It is marked by a well house of brick, 
recently erected, and on the east side of U. S. 11 north of Fort 
Defiance. The old road formerly passed east of this well house. 

At the time Adam transferred the twenty-seven acres to 
Lewis Wayland he was not married. He signed the deed alone. 
But soon afterwards he married. We do not know his wife’s 
name. The marriage bond or date has not been found. To them 
was born their only child, whom they named Adam, November 
26, 1801. This date is from his tombstone in Hollywood Ceme- 
tery, Richmond, Virginia. Adam operated a general store and 
a small farm and became very prosperous. After his marriage 
the log building which housed his enterprise was enlarged 
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until it contained several rooms and two stories. One of these 
rooms on the lower floor housed the store. The old building 
stood upon its original site until the fall of 1928. By a stroke 
of good fortune it rained the very day I was able to photograph 
it, which was the day William Daniel Link had been com- 
missioned to raze it. Rain prevented the work being done, and 
I took the picture which is reproduced elsewhere in this 
volume. The building had fallen into disuse many years before, 
but in spite of lack of maintenance for three decades, it was 
solid and strong, although leaning in some parts. The con- 
struction was of hewn walnut logs which were sound and were 
to be sawed into boards after they were taken down. Adam 
built well, as did his son later. This was the oldest Link home 
of which a picture is available, except that of John Adam 
Link I, uncle of this Adam, whose house still stands near 
Israel’s Creek in Frederick County, Maryland. 

Sometime after his maturity, a disaffection arose between 
Adam and his father, Matthias, which was never resolved. 
Matthias, in his will, cut off Adam with an inheritance of only 
one dollar to be paid at the end of three years’ time, the legal 
limit for an estate settlement. Obviously Matthias did not want 
Adam to have a penny beyond the one dollar which assured 
the legality of the will and prevented Adam from breaking it. 
Although the trouble between father and son which resulted 
in disinheritance for Adam is still talked about in the Fort 
Defiance neighborhood, no one seems to know what it was 
about; and there is no tradition among Adam’s descendants 
about it. The incident has lent itself to intriguing speculation 
among many, but no answer has been found. 

It is possible, of course, that Matthias helped Adam secure 
his land in 1795. He was the first of Matthias’ children to own 
land and that within fifteen years after his father came to 
Virginia and purchased his plantation. Elder brother Peter 
bought his farm in 1805, ten years after Adam’s purchase. 
Matthias may have been evening things up between his sons 
(except for the extra gifts to John) when he left Adam out 
of his will save for an inheritance that would preclude the will 
being broken. I wish I knew. Some of the Link genes are 
stubborn and not a little cantankerous. So the conjecture about 
disaffection is highly probable. 

Regardless, Adam Link’s life was progressive and useful— 
beyond that of any of Matthias’ sons except, possibly, Captain 
John. He died December 12, 1825, and was buried, doubtlessly, 
near Fort Defiance. 

Adam apparently did not belong to Salem Lutheran Church 
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as did his parents, his brothers and sisters. His son was a 
member of Augusta Stone Church (Presbyterian), and it is 
probable that Adam was a member there before his son. 

Adam was married a second time. Here the record is quite 
clear. File 207 of the Augusta County, Virginia, Marriage 
Bonds contains the bond of Adam Link, Sr. (sic) and Polly 
Bailey, dated February 14, 1821. When had Adam’s first wife 
and mother of his only child died? Who was Polly Bailey? She 
was a widow, this we know, because in her will she divided 
her property between Adam’s eldest grandson and her own 
granddaughter by a former marriage. Bailey was the surname 
of her first husband. This was the family name of Charlotte, 
wife of Philip Link, nephew of Adam. 

Although Adam lived to be only fifty-five, he accumulated 
an estate of good size for the time. A $24,000.00 bond was 
required of his executor, indicating personal property of 
$12,000.00 value at a minimum. In addition there was the real 
estate which he owned. 

In his will Adam made no allusions to the goodness of Provi- 
dence, prevalent among testators of the day. His will was 
simply written, clear and direct, and it may be an index in this 
regard to his personality. He instructed his executors to sell 
personal property for cash or on credit ‘“‘as may be found most 
expedient by them.” As it turned out, son Adam II obtained 
the personal property, which was the stock of merchandise in 
Adam’s store. Then Adam gave Polly, his wife, household fur- 
niture, twenty bushels of wheat, one beef, two milch (sic) 
cows, six hogs, hay in barn at home, flax on hand and “‘what- 
ever corn may be raised on the place of my residence whether 
severed or unsevered at the time of my decease.” And, in addi- 
tion, he left Polly a life interest in the “storehouse piece or 
land where I now live.”’ Adam wrote his will in September and 
plainly stated in its preamble that he anticipated death. The 
fourth provision may offer the key to the name of Adam’s first 
wife. In it he left $200.00 to Polly Bowland Bell. Notice, too, 
that his son Adam secured James Bell as one of his bondsmen. 
Finally, he left the remainder of his estate to his son, Adam II, 
and appointed his son and his brother-in-law, Moses Gresham, 
as executors. 

The will was dated September 25, 1825, and probated in the 
December term in 1825 only three months after Adam made it. 
Then Adam II made an agreement with his stepmother, Polly, 
which became a matter of record, in which Adam II obtained 
full control and possession of his father’s estate except for 
the home in which Polly retained a life interest, and Adam II 
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paid his stepmother $100.00 a year for her lifetime. Thus 
Adam II secured the store and farm, and the necessity for 
selling the stock of merchandise as directed in his father’s will 
was foregone. He obtained it and continued it as a running 
business. He paid Polly Bowland Bell her legacy and satisfied 
his stepmother with the above agreement. All of this was 
advantageous for Adam II, because he received the use of his 
father’s whole estate less the legacy to Polly Bowland Bell and 
the amount to his stepmother ten years before he would have 
received it otherwise. 

The relationship between Polly Link and her stepson was 
not always amicable. We can infer from her will that she did 
not feel too kindly toward him. She left him nothing. She did 
not make him her executor. Thomas Wilson and Braxton 
Davis, her executors, refused to serve, however, and Adam 
Link II, her stepson, became administrator with the will 
annexed. In her will Polly made only two bequests. She gave 
her “granddaughter, Mary Landes,” one hundred fifty dollars 
and “my set of silver teaspoons.” The balance of her estate 
Polly bequeathed to her “grandson, Preston Trotter Link.” 
Mary Landes was obviously Polly’s direct descendant. Preston 
Trotter Link was Adam II’s oldest son. Erastus Hanger Link, 
Franklin Haskell Link, Emily Susan Link and Anne Stricker 
Link were all Adam II’s children born before their step- 
grandmother died in 1835, but she chose to leave the residue 
of her holdings to Preston Trotter Link, the oldest. Her will 
was dated October 6, 18385, and probated in the November 
Term, 1835. She died in the interim. 

Although I have no proof for it, I have a strong feeling that 
Polly Bowland Bell, a legatee of Adam’s, was his daughter. 
The 1810 census shows a female child of proper age for her; 
so does the 1820 census—the only two where Adam’s house- 
hold was counted. The census of 18380 pertains to Adam II’s 
household. If Polly Bowland Bell was the daughter of Adam, 
why did he leave her so little? There are many logical reasons. 
Adam may have believed in primogeniture and therefore gave 
the bulk of his estate to his only son after providing for his 
widow and leaving a reasonable legacy to his daughter. Per- 
haps, also, he felt that his daughter was well provided for. 
Adam’s father, Matthias, had a similar will, you will remem- 
ber. Another speculation can be reasoned that all was not well 
between daughter Polly and her father, Adam. Because of this 
he left her a legacy and thereby protected the legality of his 
will, but he purposely made it of smaller amount, unequal to 
his son’s; and notice that he ordered it paid over the longest 
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legal period, three years, according to Virginia law. There is 
one more clue to the possibility that Polly was Adam’s daugh- 
ter. When Adam II gave his executor’s bond at the time his 
father’s will was probated, James Bell became one of his secu- 
rities. Was James Bell the husband of Polly Bowland Bell in 
Adam’s will? It would seem quite reasonable that Adam II 
should ask and expect his brother-in-law to serve as a surety 
for bond in a case of this kind. All of this about Polly Bowland 
Bell is circumstantial and not positive in proof, by any means. 
For purely historical purposes we must adhere to the docu- 
ments which indicate Adam II as the only child of Adam I. 

Adam Link II married Eliza Grove. I have this from his 
granddaughter, Mrs. Claude Cason. Eliza Grove, daughter of 
Frank Grove of Winchester, Virginia, and Adam were married 
in 1822. 

The graves of Adam, his first wife and his second wife, have 
not been discovered. The only explanation is that a subsequent 
owner of Matthias Link’s farm tore down the stone wall sur- 
rounding the family burial plot on it and threw many tomb- 
stones into an eroded area at one side of the plot. These stones 
he covered over with dirt to prevent further washing. Hence, 
the identity of many graves was lost, and the vandalism com- 
mitted gained little for him who did it. Adam I died eleven 
years after his father, Matthias, and since Matthias’ other 
children and grandchildren are buried in the plot, it is reason- 
able to believe that Adam and his wives are buried there also. 
Of one thing I am certain, their graves are not in either the 
old or new cemeteries of Augusta Stone Church. I have had 
these areas examined twice by others, as well as having exam- 
ined them once myself. 

Now the story of Adam becomes that of his son. He had 
inherited his father’s good business and land and the greater 
part of his stepmother’s small estate. The next year after his 
stepmother’s death he began the erection of a new home he 
called Flora Mount. Adam located his house far back from the 
road and west and a little north of his father’s house. He used 
the latter for business purposes and in it expanded his store. 
Andrew Jackson was President and it was the period of 
“Internal Improvements.” One of these was a new pike from 
Staunton to Harrisonburg. Adam Link II, on March 30, 1837, 
was one of the committee to raise $100,000.00 by subscriptions 
at $25.00 the share to incorporate the Harrisonburg-Staunton 
Turnpike Company. The project succeeded due largely to 
Adam’s efforts and prestige. Then came the depression of 
1837, and Adam was faced with finishing a home that reput- 
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edly cost $20,000.00 at that time. In this he succeeded also. 
The house, although now poorly maintained, is one of the 
finest examples of late Georgian architecture in Virginia. 
Brick were made and burned on the farm and were laid in 
Flemish bond. Gables are formed by the four chimneys in 
unusual effect of height and finish. Decorative lintels sur- 
mount the windows on the first floor, and the fan-shaped 
entrance is typical of the period and beautifully done. I have 
been through the house twice and both times was impressed 
by the splendid detail of design inside. The entrance hall is 
very wide and dominated by a curving, wide stair. On the 
landing an eagle, in gold leaf and bas-relief with wings spread, 
is mounted on the wide walnut facing board which supports 
the balusters. It is a decoration typical of the Federal period. 
Handrail and balusters are distinctively Georgian but some- 
what delicate in design. Fireplaces are of Adam design with 
fluted pilasters. Paneling is all raised and typical of the period. 
The floors are perfectly matched hard pine. In the library you 
can find where a small plug less than a half inch in diameter 
has been set in one of the boards. Adam was away part of one 
day when this floor was laid and upon his return found one 
board with a small knot in it. He ordered the whole floor torn 
up to the point where a new board could be substituted for 
the one with the small knot, which was near the center of the 
room. Naturally, his builder was as much upset by the demand 
that a difficult job be done over as was Adam upon finding the 
small knot. A compromise was reached where the knot would 
be drilled out and a plug inserted with grain showing that 
matched the board. Adam was a particular man. Even today 
Flora Mount is admired and copied in many of its details. It 
has been visited by many architects who, upon seeing it, have 
taken away notes and sketches of many of its distinctive fea- 
tures. The picture which faces page 129 was taken recently. The 
post Civil War porch, besides being incongruous in design, 
quite spoils the pure Georgian lines that originally made the 
house so beautiful. 

In 1842 a few well-to-do and cultured citizens from various 
parts of Augusta County met to provide a school for young 
ladies. Adam Link II and Jacob Baylor, the husband of his 
cousin, were among the six or seven interested persons. They 
joined finances and organized the Augusta Female Seminary 
and served on the board of the institution, which was later to 
become Mary Baldwin College in Staunton. Before the Civil

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War Adam’s daughter, Anne, was a member of the faculty. 
All the while, Adam II was a prominent member of Augusta 
Stone Church. For years he was an elder and choir leader. In 
appreciation of his service as choir leader over many years the 
church congregation did an unusual thing—it presented him 
with a silver pitcher and chalice, the former inscribed as 
follows: 
“Presented to Mr. Adam Link by the Old Stone 
Church to show their (sic) appreciation of 
his long and faithful services as precentor 
1858” 
On the reverse side of the pitcher appears another inscription, 
“Presented to 
the 
Old Stone Church 
by his daughter 
Annie 8. Link 
1901” 
Daughter Anne gave the pieces back to the church long after 
her father’s death and while she lived in Richmond. They were 
used as a communion set for some years subsequent to the 
time of her gift and are now kept in a locked cabinet with 
other valued relics of the venerable church. 

In 1860 war clouds were gathering and had ominous import 
for Adam. His growing family had made demands upon him 
beyond his income. He gave each the finest education available. 
His oldest son graduated from Washington College, now Wash- 
ington and Lee, and his daughters received their formal edu- 
cation at Mary Baldwin. The household had enjoyed every 
comfort and luxury the times afforded. Adam became pressed 
for funds. He sold his store and Flora Mount and moved his 
family to Richmond. Sons Preston Trotter Link, Erastus 
Hanger Link, and Franklin Haskell Link were married. Pres- 
ton Trotter Link was living in Lexington, Virginia, Erastus 
Hanger Link in Georgia, and Franklin Haskell Link in Bridge- 
water, Virginia. Preston Trotter moved his family with his 
father and his younger brother, James Allen, and sisters, 
Emily, Anne, and Mary, to Richmond. Emily had married 
Jesse Hutchinson. Then the war broke. Adam, whose remain- 
ing fortune was now in cash, purchased Confederate bonds 
with the whole of it—a not inconsiderable sum, possibly 
$50,000.00, I am led to believe from descendants and children 
of neighbors who knew him in Augusta County. The end result 
of this was total loss. 

After the war Adam came back to Augusta County. He was 
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there in 1872, as evidenced by the pension investigation for his 
uncle’s widow, the wife of Captain John Link. But then he 
returned to Richmond and there he died, having lived longer 
than any of the Link line before him or since, except for his 
first cousin, Thomas Newton Link, son of Captain John. He 
died April 21, 1892. Eliza preceded him in death by nearly 
thirty years. She died in Richmond in the worst of that city’s 
embattled days, June 9, 1864. Both Adam and Eliza are buried 
there in Hollywood Cemetery. His unmarried daughter, Anne, 
supported her parents with her teaching after the financial 
debacle that took her father’s fortune. 

Adam and Eliza had seven children. Preston Trotter Link 
was the oldest and was born January 28, 1824. He became a 
merchant, first in Lexington, Virginia, and in 1860 in Rich- 
mond. His family of nine children included one son, John 
William Link, who became an eminent hydraulic engineer. 
Franklin H. Link, born October 25, 1825, also became a mer- 
chant in Bridgewater, Virginia.2 He was a partner there with 
his father’s first cousin, David Link. From Bridgewater he 
moved to Ronceverte, West Virginia, where he died May 22, 
1889. His family included three children. One grandson, Frank 
O. Harris, was vice president and general manager of two 
large coal companies in West Virginia, while another, Gordon 
Lee Link, was with the engineering department of the Chesa- 
peake and Ohio Railroad. 

The third child of Adam and Eliza was Erastus Hanger 
Link, who, after receiving his A. B. degree from Washington 
College in 1848 and his master’s degree from the same college 
in 1852, moved to Macon, Georgia, where he became an edu- 
cator and community leader. He died there February 25, 1906. 
His daughter, Mrs. Claude Cason, has provided much family 
data. The fourth child was a daughter, named Emily Susan, 
born in 1829. She married Jesse Hutchinson and moved to 
Richmond in 1860, where she died September 38, 1894. One son 
was born to Emily and her husband, whom they named Lee 
and who died in Richmond, a year after his mother. Five years 
elapsed before the birth of the next child, a daughter, to Adam 
and Eliza. She was born in 1834 and was named Anne Stricker 
Link. She remained single throughout her life and died in 
Richmond, January 23, 1919, where she is buried with her 
parents. The next child was a son, James Allen Link, born 
1839, who moved to Atlanta and operated a successful busi- 
ness. The last of Adam’s and Eliza’s family was a daughter

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born in 1838, named Mary. She married Albert Yancey, and 
they had two daughters. Mary died in Richmond during the 
Civil War, July 13, 1864, and is buried in Hollywood Cemetery. 

A picture of Adam Link II appears elsewhere in this history. 
Compare it with that of his uncle, Captain John Link, whose 
likeness is of the oldest I have been able to find. They are hand- 
some men. 
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JOB CHRISTIAN LINK—COMMUNITY 
FOUNDER 


OB CHRISTIAN LINK was born December 12, 1774, and 

baptized seven days afterwards in Frederick County, Mary- 
land. The record is from St. Peter’s (Rocky Hill) Church. His 
youth was spent in Augusta County. About it we know noth- 
ing. His participation in his father’s estate came when he lived 
in Fayette County, Kentucky. Christian was there on March 
19, 1799. He had a bill of sale for the purchase of three head of 
cattle recorded which bore this date. For a while prior to this 
he had lived in Bourbon County. There is a marriage bond 
dated February 7, 1797, between Christian Link and Elizabeth 
Hunter. She died and Christian married again. One son, named 
William, had been born to them. His first cousin, Jacob Link, 
and Jacob’s growing family were in Bourbon County. Chris- 
tian may have been attracted to Kentucky by them. At any 
rate, on March 28, 1805 he married an energetic young widow 
he may have known as a girl in Virginia. The license was 
issued in Fayette County, Kentucky. She was Eliza Bell Wil- 
liams, daughter of John Bell of Augusta County, Virginia, a 
Revolutionary soldier. Eliza’s first husband had brought her to 
Fayette County and died soon after.1 Three sons were born to 
Christian and Eliza in Kentucky and grew to manhood there. 
Then Christian, Eliza, and his sons, William Link, John Bell 
Link, Lewis Wayland Link, and Matthias Link, moved to 
Greene County, Illinois, where Christian was one of the first 
settlers and served on the first grand jury. 

Christian helped organize the First Presbyterian Church 
in Carrollton, Illinois, and was a deacon. He was one of twenty- 
one who signed the covenant May 4, 18238, organizing the 
church. He served in the Black Hawk War. He is listed in the 
Roll of Honor for Illinois published by the Adjutant-General’s 
Office, State of Illinois, in 1929, Volume I, page 715, and served 
from Greene County. He purchased his first land, two town

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lots in Carrollton, April 6, 1822. Then the following year he 
bought three tracts of farm land, two from one vendor on 
January 3, 1823,where he located his home on a creek which 
became known as Link’s Branch, about three miles south of 
Carrollton. The other piece of ground was located nearby, and 
he acquired it November 17, 1823. Then on November 7, 1825, 
Christian purchased another town lot in Carrollton, and again 
on November 26, 1826, still another Carrollton town lot. After 
Christian’s death, her four sons, John, Lewis, Matthias and 
David, joined Eliza in the sale of the farm land. 

Then appears another transfer of a forty-acre tract sold 
by William Link (no wife joined in the deed) April 2, 1833. 
He was Christian’s son by his first wife, Elizabeth Hunter. 

As is indicated by the court records, Christian came first to 
Bourbon County and at the age of twenty-five married Eliza- 
beth Hunter. William, their son, came with his father, step- 
mother and half brothers to Greene County, Illinois, and 
acquired land, which he sold two months before his father’s 
death. About William we know no more. Apparently Elizabeth 
died soon after the birth of her son, and Christian married 
again. Eliza Bell Williams became the mother of four more 
sons, John Bell Link, named for her father; Lewis Wayland 
Link, named for Christian’s brother-in-law; Matthias Link, 
named for Christian’s father, and David H. Link, named for 
Christian’s younger brother who died suddenly in 1814. Dates 
of birth and death were available from descendants of Lewis 
Wayland and Matthias. Court records provide meager and not 
altogether proven data about William and David, but these 
same records are conclusive in their information about John 
Bell Link. 

Book 1 of the Greene County, Illinois, marriage register 
records the following marriages of Christian’s sons: 

August 20, 1826, John Link and Cascinda Pruitt were 
married by Reverend William Medford. They obtained 
their license on August 7. Cascinda probably became un- 
decided about marrying John after they secured their 
license. 

July 21, 1831, William B. Link and Sally Ann Dickson 
were married by Reverend Graum Jackson. The license 
was issued July 16. 

November 17, 1830, Lewis Wayland Link and Hannah 
Crane were married by Moses O. Bledsoe, a justice. Their 
license was issued the day of their wedding. 

November 22, 1832, Matthias Link and Elizabeth Goode 
were married by William H. Tisdale, a justice. Their 
license also was issued the day of their marriage. 
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There is no record of David’s marriage, and in 1834 when 
his father’s land was sold David joined in the deed he signed 
singly, indicating that he was unmarried. 

Characteristics and personalities of Christian’s sons were 
kaleidoscopic. They had color and they were varied. About 
William, the eldest, whose mother was Elizabeth Hunter, we 
know only that he married Sally Ann Dickson in 1831. Prior 
to this he acquired forty acres of land, which he sold April 2, 
1833. With this the record ends, and he and Sally did not sign 
with Eliza’s and Christian’s other sons when Eliza sold her 
husband’s farm after his death. 

John Bell Link was Christian’s oldest son by his second 
marriage. The settlement of his estate provides the most 
amazing documents of all I have found in research on the 
Link family. A transcript of the court records of his estate 
settlement consists of three closely typewritten legal size 
sheets, copies of notes John issued borrowing money within 
the four years before his death in 1837. Three more such 
sheets transcribe a bill for the monies advanced by his brother, 
Lewis Wayland, from January, 1835, to February, 1837, for 
groceries, dry goods, clothing and supplies. Four similar sheets 
reveal monies advanced by John’s brother, Matthias, from 
April, 1835, to January, 1837, the greater part of which is for 
liquor with a few items for dry goods, coffee, sugar and spices. 
John got Matthias to loan him money to buy a quart of whis- 
key or brandy, one at one time and one at another, about every 
week, with a good many drinks bought separately between the 
package purchases. Probably John’s inebriety gave Cascinda 
pause between the time their wedding license was issued and 
finally used. A drink cost only 614 cents in 1835 in Carrollton, 
whiskey was 12 cents the pint and brandy 50 cents the quart. 
John bought many of them. Matthias’ list of John’s debts is 
the more interesting, not only because of the convivial elements 
it contains but because of such entries as “cash loaned the 
time David had a race, $2.00” (probably a bet John lost on his 
younger brother’s footwork), “cash loaned the day John Ryan 
went home, $2.00,” “‘cash the time you went to the sawmill, 
$4.00,” “Fishhooks and lines, 37¢.’”’ Both the lists of Matthias 
and Lewis Wayland show purchases of clothing for John’s 
son, Christian. Lewis Wayland’s list was for such stable and 
needed things as gingham, candles, eggs, castor oil, hammer 
and nails, pork and coffee. Once, however, John slipped in a 
pint of wine on Lewis, but it never happened again. Lewis’ list 
was by far the larger and more generous in dollars spent, 
although Matthias’ was more liberal in the type of purchases 
made. At one place in Lewis’ list a purchase of eight yards of 
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calico is made ‘for Matilda.’ Perhaps John had a daughter 
named Matilda in addition to Emily Jane, Mrs. Whitacre, his 
grandniece, remembers. 

John B. Link owned Lot No. 64 in the Town of Carrollton, 
which he sold November 8, 1836, at the obvious low ebb of his 
finances. His son, Christian, owned Lot No. 65, next to his 
father’s. Christian sold this on April 24, 1850. Christian had 
purchased his lot at Sheriff’s sale on April 13, 1844. 

Matthias, John’s brother, became administrator of his estate. 
The material help given John and his family during the trying 
period before his death underscores the unselfishness of his 
brothers and typifies the spirit of cooperation inherent among 
Pennsylvania Germans from whom these descended. John died 
a young man, a little past thirty years of age. His brothers 
stood by him to the last. 

Lewis Wayland Link was quite different from John. His 
history discloses an ambitious, quiet, conservative, and schol- 
arly personality, aided by an intelligence which led him into 
prominence and positions of high trust in his pioneer commu- 
nity and state. He secured the best legal training, largely self- 
taught, available to him, and throughout his life in Illinois he 
practiced law. Within two years, after he married Hannah 
Crane, daughter of Reverend Sears Crane, he was representing 
his district, which included most of southern and western 
Illinois, in the State Legislature at Vandalia, Illinois. Scarcely 
twenty-five at the time, he was elected to the Eighth and Ninth 
General Assemblies during the years of 1832, 1833 and 1834. 
He resigned and retired to Carrollton before his second term 
ended when the Legislature in 1833 provided for a vote on 
relocation of the capital of the state at the next general elec- 
tion in August, 1884. As Lewis foresaw, this was the first move 
toward dominance of the northern counties over Illinois legis- 
lation, and he was disgusted and discouraged by the vote trad- 
ing among his colleagues, dominated by the Long Nine, which 
effected the change of capital locations. 

Lewis Wayland Link’s resignation from the legislature did 
not lessen the respect with which he was held by his constit- 
uents, nor did it end his public service. Soon after his return 
to private life he was appointed master in chancery for the 
county, and he retained this office—a profitable one, too—for 
many years, in fact, until he moved his family to Kirksville, 
Missouri, after the close of the Civil War, where he died June 
21, 1881. Hannah lived until July 31, 1892. Both are buried in 
Kirksville. 

The Civil War took its toll in Lewis’ family. He gave two 
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Hannah Hanger Allen. Dr. David Washington Marshall Hanger 
Hanger.

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sons to the northern cause. His oldest son, named James Link, 
died from fever during service in the Union Army. Lewis’ 
second son and child, named David S. Link, married Martha J. 
Gaffney February 28, 1862, during his service as a Union sol- 
dier and while at home on furlough. Martha was a southern 
belle visiting in Carrollton at the time. David returned to his 
regiment in the South after the wedding and lost his life 
March 21, 1862, less than a month after becoming married. 

David was a school teacher. His estate was probated and 
settled by Lewis as administrator. Though small in amount, 
the administration reveals money due him from two school 
districts, for which David had received notes signed by the 
school trustees. Besides these assets, there were the usual 
household effects, a horse, cow and calf, watch, clothing, and a 
small library of school books he used for teaching. Martha 
received it all, a meager inheritance which made her dependent 
upon Lewis until her remarriage. Martha continued to live in 
Carrollton. A son was born, whom she named David, and on 
July 18, 1864, the young widow and mother married John F. 
Fonse. At the war’s end she, her husband and son moved to 
her native Louisiana. From there nothing more is known about 
her or her son, David. 

Samuel Mayo Link, the third son of Lewis and Hannah, went 
to Colorado immediately after his marriage to Mary Agnes 
Link, daughter of Matthias and his first cousin. The marriage 
was consummated at Kirksville, January 17, 1861. Matthias 
had moved there from Carrollton before the war. Gold had 
been discovered in Colorado, and Samuel Mayo and his bride 
followed the “rush.” Their first child was born in Colorado, 
but in 1865 Samuel moved his wife and son back to Adair 
County, Missouri, where he lived out his life. 

Lewis had two more sons and three daughters. John Henry 
Link married Sarah Josephine Deskin in Kirksville, Missouri. 
No further data is obtainable about them or their children. 
Francis Lewis Link, the youngest child of Lewis and Hannah, 
married Mary Lemira Downing at Olney, Missouri. He became 
interested in the newspaper and printing business which has 
passed to his sons, who conduct it in Kirksville at this writing. 

The daughters were Eliza Jane, who married Moses Freer; 
Mary Elizabeth, who married Jacob D. Finch; and Anna May, 
who married William H. Gill. Genealogy has been made avail- 
able by the Freer descendants but nothing can be obtained 
from the Finch or Gill families. 

Matthias, third son and child of Christian, was born May 
10, 1808, in Fayette County, Kentucky. On November 22, 1832, 
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he married Elizabeth Duncan Goode at her father’s home in 
Greene County, Illinois. She was the daughter of William and 
Polly Cabell Goode. The ceremony was performed by William 
H. Tisdale, a justice. The question may arise as to why so many 
wedding ceremonies were performed by justices. In these early 
days, when churches were being organized, ministers often 
travelled between several charges and over great distances. It 
was not always known when the pastor would be in the neigh- 
borhood. Legal officers who could perform ceremonies were 
always present. Hence, John, one of Christian’s sons, was mar- 
ried by a minister because he was at hand, but Lewis and 
Matthias, the other sons, were married by justices of the peace 
because the itinerant preacher was probably miles away. 

Matthias, like his elder brother, Lewis, studied law and 
became a practicing lawyer. His generosity toward his brother, 
John Bell Link, is recorded in the settlement of John’s estate. 
Matthias became his administrator. Matthias, less prominent 
than Lewis in political affairs, moved his family to Adair 
County, Missouri, about 1850. Greene County, Illinois, had 
become well settled in 1850. No new land was available; but 
in Adair County, Missouri, new settlers were still moving in 
and there was opportunity for a lawyer to establish himself 
well in the growing community. And it is indicative of Mat- 
thias’ judgment that his older brother and his family followed 
him to Kirksville, and thus the Link name left Greene County, 
Illinois. 

Matthias met an untimely death. He was drowned June 16, 
1857, while crossing the Chariton River near Kirksville. Eliza- 
beth lived to be eighty-two. She died May 1, 1894, and is buried 
with Matthias at Kirksville. 

Six children were born to Matthias and Elizabeth. Sarah 
Ann, the eldest, married William Franklin Smith soon after 
her family’s arrival in Adair County. Nothing more can be 
learned about her or her descendants. Mary Agnes Link, the 
second child, married her first cousin, Samuel Mayo Link, and 
bride and groom went immediately to Colorado to seek fortune 
in the new gold discoveries there. The genealogy of their 
descendants is practically complete in this volume. John Wil- 
liam Link, third child and first son of Matthias and Elizabeth, 
married Mary McDowell and moved to Warsaw, Missouri. 
Genealogy of their descendants is also virtually complete. Jane 
Holiday Link, fourth child, married John Caskey. Many data 
about their family are to be found in the genealogical section. 
Edwin Smith Link and Lilly Belle Link were fifth and sixth 
children born to Matthias and Elizabeth. No information is to 
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be obtained about Edwin Smith Link and his family beyond 
his two marriages. Lilly Belle married Reuben W. Mears, and 
some data about their descendants are in the genealogical sec- 
tion of this volume. 

David H. Link, his full name probably being David Hanger 
Link, was the youngest of Christian’s four sons. Beyond facts 
already provided nothing can be learned about him. 

In the narrative of Job Christian Link we find the events 
typical of family and community development in our nation. 
He was born in a definite ethnic group from which his ideals 
and thought patterns broadened with the removal of his fam- 
ily. The upheaval of the Revolution upon every individual, 
resulting in restlessness and a desire for change, found expres- 
sion in Christian’s thinking and actions when he matured. He 
moved to new lands where fortune beckoned with a promising 
finger. There he began his family life, mixing his hereditary 
ideology with that of his wife’s, which was unlike his in sta- 
bility and conservatism but similar in religious predilection. 
Christian was Pennsylvania-Maryland German by birth. Eliza 
Bell was Scotch Irish. Christian was Lutheran by baptism and 
Eliza was Presbyterian. The glorious tales of rich new land, 
influencing Eliza probably more than Christian, decided their 
pulling up home roots and transplanting them in the immature 
settlement of western Illinois, where again there was the 
typically American mixture of cultures and ideas with families 
from New England and New York—a group with which 
Christian or his family had no previous contact. So America 
was built with many changes of home sites and with each such 
change a new impact of thought, culture, hopes and ideas. 
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CAPTAIN JOHN LINK—LEADER IN WAR 
AND IN PEACE 


OHN LINK, seventh child of Matthias and Anna Maria 

Christina Link, and their sixth son, was born January 20, 
1777, according to his own family Bible, which is in the pos- 
session of his grandson, Robert Link, who lives at Meadow 
Hall, the old Link farm in Greene County, Tennessee. The 
place of John’s birth was Frederick County, Maryland, be- 
cause the family lived there until 1780. 

He must have been an aggressive, intelligent person. His 
life indicates these qualities. During the War of 1812 he per- 
sonally raised a company of infantry and became its captain. 
His war record tells the following: ‘John Link was born Jan- 
uary 20, 1777. While living in Augusta County, Virginia, he 
entered the service August 29, 1814, as captain in Colonel 
Coleman’s regiment of Virginia militia and served until De- 
cember 28, 1814.” 

That John was his father’s favorite there is no doubt. You 
need only to read Matthias’ will to know this. His father left 
John “the plantation or farm on which I live, consisting of 
two hundred and thirty-one acres, with all its appurtenances 
to him and his heirs forever.’’! No other child received heritage 
that approached this. Even the widow only got the use of the 
dwelling and some personal property, with the stipulation that 
John was to pay her forty dollars annually during her natural 
life from the proceeds of the farm. John was enjoined in the 
will to pay all the legacies and was made executor with his 
brother, Peter. 

Mary, John’s mother, renounced her rights under the will 
on March 27, 1815, and Peter did not serve as an executor. 
John settled the estate. 

The whole story of John’s inheritance and the resultant 
family differences is told in the chapter on Matthias. In 1818 
John sold his land. The acreage totals seventeen acres more 
than he had acquired from his father’s estate. It can be be- 
lieved he had his own home on a seventeen-acre tract next to 
Matthias. After the death of both his parents, John wanted 


1. On June 24, 1805, Matthias had sold his eldest son, Peter, one hun- 
dred acres of the original three hundred thirty-one he purchased in 1780. 
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to leave the place of his disesteem. He had brought honor to 
himself and family by his recruiting and war service as a 
captain in Colonel Coleman’s Regiment of Virginia Militia. 
Then came ill will of family and friends because of his unfor- 
tunate suit against his mother. So the best thing was to move. 
He, his wife, Barbara, and his five small children, and perhaps 
Sarah, daughter of his first marriage, moved to Washington 
County, Tennessee, after he had deeded his land to his broth- 
ers-in-law on August 24, 1818—eighty-eight acres to Peter 
Hanger and one hundred sixty acres and three roods to Moses 
Gresham. 

In Washington County the older children grew up. On Sep- 
tember 6, 1834, Thomas Newton Link,? John’s and Barbara’s 
oldest, purchased two hundred forty acres of good bottom land 
in Greene County, Tennessee, on Richland Creek. The deed lists 
him as “of Washington County.” June 15, 1840, he sold the 
tract to his brother, Ephraim. During the interim he had trav- 
elled horseback through Tennessee, Kentucky, and Indiana 
selling a much wanted medical book. In Rush County, Indiana, 
he fell in love with and married Marietta Megee, settled down 
and bought a farm. Barbara spent her widowhood in the home 
of Thomas Newton, died July 22, 1875, and is buried in East 
Hill Cemetery at Rushville, Indiana. Her great-grandson has 
told me she was a person of strong will and much determina- 
tion. But, back to her husband. 

In 1830, the not inconsiderable wealth of Captain John, 
inherited from his father and added to by earnings, was aug- 
mented by Barbara’s inheritance from her brother. Rocking- 
ham County court records, Deed Book 33, Page 286, show that 
John Link gave power of attorney to Jacob Baylor, who had 
married his niece, Evaline Hanger, to secure for Barbara and 
her children the distributive share of the estate of: Emman- 
uel Harnsbarger, brother of Barbara. The document reads, 
“Emmanuel Harnsbarger, brother-in-law of John Link, died 
seized with a large estate to be divided among brothers and 
sisters. John Link and Barbara Link are entitled to a distribu- 
tive share of one sixth, which includes 266 acres.” It was prob- 
ably this money Captain John advanced to his son, Thomas 
Newton, with which the first 240 acres in Greene County were 
purchased in 1834. 

The John Link household moved from Washington County 
to Greene County, Tennessee, shortly after Thomas Newton’s

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purchase. Perhaps the whole family lived on this farm. Cap- 
tain John in 1840 to 1842 was Recorder of Greene County. 
Here again in his new home he acquired respect and prestige. 
He gave his children the best education available to them, even 
sending those who would accept it to college. His sons’ and his 
daughter’s families brought energy, leadership, and great 
public service to the communities in which they lived or helped 
establish.® 

John was twice married; first to Polly Usher on October 31, 
1805, the bond being recorded in Augusta County, Virginia, 
and next to Barbara Harnsbarger, June 6, 1809. Barbara was 
a member of an important and prominent Rockingham County 
family. She and John were married there by Reverend John 
Brown.‘ Then the newlyweds came to live near the household 
of Matthias and Mary, John’s parents. Polly Usher had died 
January 26, 1807, as the Bible indicates. Sarah, daughter of 
John and Polly, lived with her grandparents after John’s sec- 
ond marriage and had her grandfather’s affection. She was the 
only grandchild to receive a legacy from him. John wrote in 
his Bible that Sarah was married February 1, 1827, but we do 
not know to whom or where. Did she remain in Augusta Coun- 
ty when John, Barbara, and her little half brothers and half 
sisters went to Tennessee? She was only twelve at the time, 
and with her grandparents dead, this argues for her going, too. 

Plenty of will power is indicated among the children of John 
and Barbara. As we have seen, Thomas Newton, when a young 
man, traveled throughout the middle west on horseback selling 
medical books, a hard but profitable experience. Two sons, 
Henry H. and Harvey, became famous doctors of great attain- 
ments. A daughter, Mary Ann, married a famous surgeon and 
mothered another. Ephraim, the second son, remained on the 
land in Greene County and, during the Civil War, defied the 
local Union element which controlled the county and was will- 
ing to suffer incarceration in the Norfolk jail until the war 
ended rather than give an inch in his prerogative of free 
speech for the Southern cause, so his youngest son, Robert, 
told me. Robert Link also showed me where the Yankee sym- 
pathizers shot into Meadow Hall, Ephraim’s fine old home. 
Even this did not frighten nor stop Ephraim, so off to prison 
he went. He was a man of great courage and integrity and was 
highly respected even by his local enemies. He became wealthy, 
as did his brother, Thomas Newton Link, in Rush County, 
Indiana.

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These children were endowed with Captain John’s courage 
and energy as well as Barbara’s will. They have left their 
influence strongly impressed upon their neighbors and com- 
munities. 

Captain John Link, after a distinguished life, died July 31, 
1851, and is buried in Greene County, Tennessee, either on the 
farm of 240 acres purchased by his eldest son and on which he 
lived, or in the family plot at Meadow Hall. His grave is not 
marked. Grandson Robert tells me that Ephraim’s family did 
not believe in grave markers. 


THOMAS NEWTON LINK 


Thomas Newton Link, born April 28, 1810, in Augusta 
County, Virginia, was the eldest child of Captain John and 
Barbara. Impressed by the fertility of the middle west and 
the beauty and charm of the lady who was to become his bride, 
he sold his holdings in Tennessee to his brother, Ephraim, as 
indicated above, and established his home in central Indiana. 
There he became prosperous and prominent. It is needless to 
try to describe him. His picture which faces page 145 reveals 
much about him. His is a face of quiet strength, patience and 
yet determination, and, withal, intelligence. So I am told his 
qualities were. 

His son, Leonidas Link, became a banker and business 
leader in central Indiana. As a youth, while visiting his father’s 
cousins in Augusta County, he met and fell in love with his 
second cousin, Martha Evans, and married her. The grand- 
father of Leonidas and the great-grandmother of Martha were 
brother and sister—Captain John Link and Catherine Link 
Hanger. Research for this family history has revealed facts 
that greatly increase my regard for Link womenfolk. If the 
volume were large enough, a whole chapter could be given to 
incidents that prove their intelligence, foresight, discrimina- 
tion and attractiveness. A case in point is that of one of Leoni- 
das’ granddaughters who chose a young man for her consort 
who was destined to become a great industrial leader and a 
vice-president of General Motors Corporation. John Megee 
Link, another son of Thomas Newton’s, moved to Madison 
County, Iowa, and his descendants have become prominent 
farmers there. 

Thomas Newton married Marietta Megee November 24, 
1836, in Rush County, Indiana. Marietta was the daughter of 
John Megee, an early settler in central Indiana. To Thomas 
Newton and Marietta were born ten children. Mary Barbara 
was born September 24, 1837, in Greene County, Tennessee, 
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where Thomas had taken his bride to live after their marriage. 
It was not until 1840 that his brother, Ephraim, purchased the 
240-acre farm from Thomas Newton, and after this Thomas 
and Marietta returned to Rush County, Indiana. Mary Bar- 
bara died October 16, 1840. Amanda, the next child, also was 
born in Greene County, December 25, 1839. She married Alvin 
B. Hinchman. John Megee Link, the first son, was born in 
Rush County, Indiana, August 14, 1841. He married Eleanor 
Johnson and moved to Madison County, Iowa, where he reared 
his family. Leonidas Link was born next, February 13, 1843. 
He is mentioned above. Then Henry Link, named for his uncle, 
was born December 25, 1844, in Rush County and died unmar- 
ried November 22, 1863. His brother, William Harry Link, the 
next child, was born April 26, 1846, and died a young man in 
Rush County, April 7, 1861. Hypatia Link, named for her 
aunt, Hypatia Megee, who married her uncle, Henry Link, was 
born March 24, 1851, in Rush County and married Clement 
Burt. No children were born to them. The eighth child was 
Margaret Texan Link, born November 3, 1853, in Rush 
County. She married William Frazier Johnson. One daughter 
was born to them. The next two children were twins, born 
October 12, 1855. Both died young. 

Thomas Newton Link lived to be nearly ninety-three years 
old and Marietta to be nearly eighty. Thomas Newton died 
February 25, 1908, and Marietta, June 5, 1899. Both are buried 
in East Hill Cemetery at Rushville, Indiana. 


JOHN EPHRAIM LINK 


John Ephraim Link, second son and child of Captain John 
and Barbara, was born March 14, 1812, in Augusta County, 
Virginia. Like his older brother, he was christened in the 
Salem Lutheran Church and his parents were his sponsors. 
After his father moved the family to Tennessee, young 
Ephraim, on June 15, 1840, took over the 240-acre farm in 
Richland Creek from his brother, Thomas Newton Link. Their 
father, Captain John, was County Registrar or Clerk at the 
time and acknowledged registration of the deed. On this farm 
Ephraim lived until 1854, when he sold the tract, after his 
father’s death, to Edward Sevier, grandson of the Revolution- 
ary soldier, governor of the State of Franklin and first gov- 
ernor of Tennessee, Colonel John Sevier, the famous pioneer. 
The Seviers and Links were neighbors and friends after Cap- 
tain John moved to east Tennessee. On July 9, 1852, Ephraim 
purchased 405 acres of fertile land from Pleasant M. Craig- 
miles near his 240-acre farm, and also on Richland Creek. On 
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this larger tract he erected his home, which he named Meadow 
Hall. It is owned today by his youngest child, Robert Link. 
I have been through the old house, and throughout the struc- 
ture I was impressed by the care used in its construction and 
the fine materials with which it is built. Unfortunately, it is 
not now well maintained. But nevertheless, it will impress you 
if you see it. The heavy tin roof came from England. The 
exquisitely made brick, which are practically perfect in line 
and identical in size, were “buttered” into place. The architec- 
ture is a modified late Georgian and of good balance and sym- 
metry. 

Besides the fine home he erected, two things are indicative 
of Ephraim’s character. During the Civil War he was an out- 
spoken rebel. Although a close friend of Andrew Johnson’s, he 
was in disagreement with Johnson’s politics and with those of 
most of his neighbors in Greene County. Hot-heads among the 
Unionists threatened Ephraim without quieting him. Finally 
they shot into his house several times trying to frighten him 
into silence. But this only seemed to increase the vigor of his 
language and denunciation of the Federal government. About 
this time some Union troops appeared and took Ephraim, then 
past fifty, to Norfolk, Virginia, where he was kept in a Union 
prison for the duration of the war. The second indication of 
his character is expressed in a news article written by Mr. 
Sam Gerstle and which appeared since the turn of the century 
in a Greeneville, Tennessee, newspaper. Mr. Gerstle, the col- 
umn’s author, lived on Ephraim’s farm as a boy. His father 
was Ephraim’s tenant. The farm had a treadmill, a water mill, 
and every labor-saving farm implement available at that day. 
The author remembers that Ephraim’s daughters were fine- 
looking young women and made a dashing appearance on 
horseback. Over his corn crib Ephraim had a sign which read, 
“Be Saving,” and over the horse stables, another which read, 
“Feed your horses.” Typical axioms of the Pennsylvania Ger- 
mans, aren’t they? 

On November 19, 1844, Ephraim married Caroline Hoss of 
Johnson City, Tennessee. To them were born eight children, 
only two of whom, both daughters, were married. The geneal- 
ogy of the family is virtually complete in that section of this 
history. 

In addition to his characteristics of independence, integrity, 
and conservatism, Ephraim was aggressive. On October 15, 
1868, he registered a franchise covering the whole state of 
Tennessee for an improved wheat drill made at Rushville, In- 
diana. Ephraim appointed agents throughout the state and 
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received returns from their sales of this farm implement. It is 
to be assumed that he and his brother, Thomas Newton Link, 
were financially interested in the manufacture of the imple- 
ment. 

An earlier evidence of Ephraim’s industry is the assignment 
he secured for patents obtained by his brother, Harvey Link, 
and H. G. Robertson for the “Robertson and Link Pattern 
Sheet and Proof Measure System of Garment Cutting.” Eph- 
raim paid the patent owners five hundred dollars for the 
privilege of making and selling the product in North Carolina 
west of the Blue Ridge, the Shenandoah Valley and counties 
west in Virginia, and the whole of eastern Tennessee. This 
transaction was made February 24, 1848. What accrued to 
Ephraim is not known. 

The proximity of Tusculum College in Greeneville, Tennes- 
see, was a strong influence for education upon Ephraim and 
his family. He attended the college but did not graduate. His 
brothers and sisters received their formal training there. 

Ephraim died December 7, 1892, at Meadow Hall and Caro- 
line died there December 5, 1909. They and their children are 
buried in the little family cemetery on a hill overlooking their 
home. Only Edwin’s grave is marked. 


MARY ANN LINK 


Mary Ann was the third child of John and Barbara. She 
was born March 14, 1814, in Augusta County, Virginia, and 
baptized on April 4 of the same year in Salem Lutheran 
Church. She and her brother, John Ephraim, were born two 
years apart to the day. Her parents gave her the name of her 
grandmother Link, mother of Captain John. But this was 
before Captain John and his mother had trouble. It was before 
Matthias’ death. When she was twenty-five she married a 
young doctor, William Girdner. The marriage was performed 
at the home of Captain John Link, her father, September 24, 
1839. 

Dr. William Girdner, born at Flag Branch, Greene County, 
Tennessee, September 18, 1808, was descended from one of 
Tennessee’s earliest settlers. His ancestry was Pennsylvania 
German. Dr. Girdner’s parents were Conrad and Eva George 
Girdner. Conrad Girdner was born in Northampton County, 
Pennsylvania, February 20, 1787. Dr. William’s grandparents 
were Michael and Huldah Beach Girdner. Michael Girdner was 
a Palatinate immigrant. Michael and Huldah Girdner moved

from Pennsylvania to Tennessee in February of 1792. The 
Girdners were an “old family” in Greene County when Cap- 
tain John Link brought his family there. Goodspeed’s History 
of Tennessee tells the story of Michael Girdner’s son as fol- 
lows: “Conrad was five years old when they set out with two 
horses and a wagon for the wilds of Tennessee in February, 
1792, on a seven-weeks journey. Conrad went to school to 
Charles O’Neal, an Irishman who was teaching (in the local- 
ity) during one of the Indian Wars. In 1807 he (Conrad) left 
home and married Elizabeth (called Eva above), a daughter 
of Yost George, who spent the first four years of his life in 
Germany. Conrad then settled on the land given him by his 
father. ... Conrad died at his home May 11, 1882.” 

William was the eldest of eleven children.® After his primary 
education which he received in a school nearby organized by 
parents in the neighborhood, he attended Greeneville College, 
where he graduated at the age of 22. Immediately he began to 
study medicine with Dr. Broyles, who was probably the first 
doctor in Greene County, Tennessee. He continued his study 
with Dr. Broyles for seven years and began his own practice, 
May 1, 1837, at Cedar Creek in Greene County, where he con- 
tinued it to his death. Dr. William Girdner was a great inspi- 
ration and help to Henry Harnsbarger Link and Harvey Link, 
his young brothers-in-law. Both became great pioneer doctors, 
the former in Texas and the latter in Nebraska, and this 
inspiration passed down from Dr. Harvey Link to a youngster 
in Floyd County, Indiana, who, as did the son of Dr. William 
Girdner, developed original techniques in surgery that were 
aecepted and practiced in Europe as well as America.” The 
influence of Dr. William Girdner was felt widely over the face 
of the globe. 

Mary Ann Link and Dr. Girdner had seven children. Robley 
D. Girdner, the oldest, is mentioned in his father’s will as 
“now in the asylum.” Robley died unmarried before his father. 
The second child born to Mary Ann and William was Doug- 
lason Girdner. He is not mentioned in his father’s will, so we 
must assume he died in his youth. The third child, a daughter 
named Laura, married Warren Horton and moved to Ozark, 
Arkansas. I have found nothing about her, her husband or her 
childrén, if she had children, beyond her inheritance in the 
will of her father. The fourth child, a daughter, was named

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Ione and died in her childhood. She is not mentioned in her 
father’s will. Then was born another daughter, Emma, who 
married William G. Broyles, son of Isaac Broyles and of one 
of the most famous families in east Tennessee to this day. An 
extensive genealogy of this family is given in this history. 
The sixth child was a son named William H. Girdner. He died 
early in life and is not mentioned in his father’s will. 

The last child, named John Harvey Girdner, for his Grand- 
father Link and his young uncle, Harvey, protege of Dr. Wil- 
liam, became one of the greatest surgeons in the history of 
medicine. Details about him are given in the genealogy. The 
tradition of professional accomplishment among the descen- 
dants of Mary Ann Link and Dr. William Girdner prevails 
through the generations. A granddaughter is an attorney with 
degrees of A.B., M.A., and J.D. (Doctor of Jurisprudence), a 
grandson is a member of an eminent New York law firm, a 
great-grandson is beginning his practice in medicine, and a 
great-granddaughter has won success as a toy designer. Some 
of her toys are designed and accepted by child psychiatrists 
for their therapeutic value. 

After the death of Captain John Link in 1851, Barbara 
moved to the home of her daughter, Mary Ann Girdner, where 
she lived until 1856. In that year she moved to Rush County, 
Indiana, to spend the remainder of her life in the home of her 
oldest child, Thomas Newton Link. Mary Ann died September 
14, 1871. She is buried at Cedar Creek, in the south part of 
Greene County, Tennessee. Dr. William Girdner married Mary 
Jane Cavenor (nee Leming), June 24, 1884, and preceded her 
in death in 1889. He is buried close beside Mary Ann Link, 
mother of his children. Mary Ann and William were Luther- 
ans, traditional religion of their ancestors. 


JOHN BROWN LINK 


John Brown Link, whose name on the Salem Church record 
is Johannes Braun Link, was born April 26, 1816, in Augusta 
County, Virginia. He was christened in the church to which 
his parents belonged, and who acted as sponsors, July 21, 1816. 
He died April 9, 1823, and is buried in Washington County, 
Tennessee. 


PETER HANGER LINK 
Fifth child of Captain John Link and Barbara was Peter 
Hanger Link, born May 2, 1818, in Augusta County, Virginia, 
and baptized in the Salem Lutheran Church July 5, 1818. He 
died one month earlier than John Brown, to the day, in Wash- 
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ington County, Tennessee. Obviously, some malady took these 
two children in quick succession. 


HENRY HARNSBARGER LINK 


The sixth child of Captain John Link and Barbara was 
named for his maternal grandfather. He was his parents’ first 
of four children born in Tennessee, the date and the place 
being November 24, 1820, in Washington County. Captain 
John and Barbara believed in education and, as with all their 
children, provided young Henry with the best training avail- 
able to him. This included the acquisition of a college degree, 
if the young person wanted it, and Henry wanted and secured 
it from Tusculum College. All the while his ambition to become 
a doctor was stimulated by close association with his brother- 
in-law, Dr. William Girdner. To secure his formal medical 
training, he needed funds beyond those available to him from 
home. When he was twenty-one, he traveled to Alabama, where 
an opportunity to teach was offered. There he taught school, 
sold books in spare time and saved his money toward a year 
in medical college at Cincinnati, which he finally secured. 

Cincinnati is not far from Rush County, Indiana, the home 
of Henry’s older brother, Thomas Newton Link. Thomas had 
married the older daughter of John Megee, an early settler 
who had come to Indiana from Kentucky, whose name was 
Marietta. In his brother’s home the ambitious medical student 
met Hypatia, sister of Marietta, younger by ten years than 
she. Henry and Hypatia fell in love and decided upon mar- 
riage after Henry was established. This was to be delayed 
about five years while Henry stabilized his position in the 
profession he so much wanted to practice. 

While teaching in Alabama Henry saw many families leave 
his neighborhood to settle in the new nation to the west, the 
Republic of Texas. The movement and stories that drifted 
back to Alabama about Texas intrigued Henry. After he had 
plighted his troth to Hypatia, he struck out for Texas, which 
by this time had become a State in the Union. By road and 
river he finally reached Fort Sam Houston on the Trinity 
River. There he first taught school to the children of the Fort’s 
occupants and those of a few settlers in the neighborhood. 
Some of these settlers decided to build a town two miles north 
and east of the Fort, which they were to name Palestine. 
Knowing that the tall, young school teacher had had some med- 
ical training, they persuaded him to help establish the new 
town. For nearly four years he worked hard to care for the 
sick and injured in Anderson County, of which Palestine was 
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the seat of government. Carefully, he saved his money for 
more training and the wedding so long delayed. Finally in 
1850 he went to Louisville, where he again entered medical 
college and stayed until he secured his degree. This he accom- 
plishd in one year, a signal achievement. Immediately upon 
graduation he went to Thomas Newton’s home and the long 
awaited wedding was performed March 18, 1851. The bride 
and groom thereupon traveled to Palestine, by river boat and 
stage, and upon arrival began the home in which they were to 
live always. This splendid colonial home, one of the largest and 
finest in east Texas, has passed from father to child until at 
this writing three generations have occupied it. It is located 
on the prominent residential street in Palestine named for 
him who built it. 

Dr. Henry Link’s practice took him over many miles in the 
countryside. He traveled on horseback, practically living in 
the saddle, but all the while gaining reputation and confidence 
which, at times, made almost insurmountable demands upon 
his strength. Conscious of the need for doctors as the popula- 
tion in this frontier community increased, Henry decided to 
give two of his sons the finest possible medical training, if they 
would take it, long before they were old enough to make the 
decision. Happily, this was what the young men wanted. How 
could they have decided otherwise when they knew the respect 
their father had from the whole of their locality and when 
they became imbued with his professional earnestness and 
success? The third son, Dr. Henry hoped would become a law- 
yer, a vocation equally needed in the growing community. The 
three sons were sent to Virginia for their studies, as they 
reached the proper age—John to Washington and Lee to pre- 
pare for law, and the other two, Edwin William and Henry 
Reeves, to Hampden-Sidney for pre-medical training. The two 
younger sons finished their medical education in New York 
City and after obtaining their degrees, joined their father in 
practice at Palestine. 

Dr. Henry H. Link was one of the organizers of the Presby- 
terian Church in Palestine. The long usefulness of his life to 
his community is attested in printed word and spoken recol- 
lection even today in the city he helped to organize and to 
develop. His granddaughter, Mrs. Ralph Malone, has done 
much research on Captain John Link’s family and provided 
much of the genealogy of her grandfather’s descendants. 

Hypatia died October 1, 1888. Dr. Henry died February 20, 
1890. Both are buried in Palestine. Dr. Henry Harnsbarger 
Link was an outstanding person in character, personality and 
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appearance. His life was given to intensive study and applica- 
tion of his profession. As a young man, when most of his age 
would have met their problems with expediency, he never once 
lost sight of his goal, which he achieved, as did his brother, 
Harvey, and his nephew, John Harvey Girdner. They became 
great doctors. Many owe much to their singleness of purpose, 
an often-found dominant characteristic in our family which 
has been given expression in many lines of endeavor, by a 
host of descendants of John Jacob Link. 


HARVEY LINK 


Harvey Link was the seventh child of Captain John and 
Barbara. He became one of the great men in Nebraska, the 
state he helped organize and bring into the Union. Harvey was 
born February 4, 1824, while his father’s home was still in 
Washington County, Tennessee. He was reared in the influ- 
ence of a home where culture and education were valued 
highly and personal ambition was esteemed. Harvey must have 
had great ambition and an all-consuming desire for education. 
He received the local schooling and at an early age graduated 
from Tusculum College in Greeneville, Tennessee. After grad- 
uation, stimulated by his uncle, Dr. William Girdner, he went 
to Floyd County, Indiana, where Dr. John G. Girdner, younger 
brother of Dr. William Girdner, was practicing medicine. 
There he read medicine with Dr. Girdner as his preceptor. 

When he was twenty-four years old he, with H. G. Robert- 
son, invented and copyrighted the ‘Robertson and Link Pat- 
tern Sheet and Proof Measure System of Garment Cutting.” 
The inventors were successful in franchising sales rights for 
their copyrighted product in various parts of the country. 
Harvey’s part of the money received from these franchises 
was of much assistance in financing his medical education at 
the Kentucky School of Medicine in Louisville, from which he 
graduated in 1852. His brother, Henry Harnsbarger Link, was 
studying with him in the same medical college but graduated 
during the prior year. 

Matthias Link III, son of Peter Link and Harvey’s first 
cousin, had moved his family from Augusta County, Virginia, 
to Floyd County, Indiana. He left Augusta County in 1831 and 
had probably gone to Washington County, Tennessee, where 
his uncle, Captain John Link, resided. It is believed he lived 
there two years before continuing on to Indiana, and during 
the time, there must have been an exchange of respect and 
affection between the families that continued through many 
years. Matthias gave his sons the names of his cousins as they

were born. John Ephraim, his seventh child, was to become a 
surgeon of world-wide fame as the result of the contacts with 
Dr. Harvey Link as a youth in Floyd County, Indiana. It was 
quite natural and pleasant that Harvey should become close to 
his cousin, Matthias, and his family in Indiana after their 
association in Tennessee. When young Harvey and his older 
and quieter brother, Henry, came across the Ohio from medical 
college for short visits, it was with deep interest that auditor 
and orator discussed the newly learned and intriguing facts of 
medicine. I have little doubt that Dr. John Ephraim Link’s 
career was decided for him as a youth in discourse with his 
father’s cousins. 

Floyd County, Indiana, a place of study as well as a place 
to visit cousins, held a romantic interest for Harvey in the 
attractive person of Mary Elizabeth Lloyd, who had been born 
in Kentucky and whose parents had moved to Indiana. The 
romance bloomed into an affection which culminated in mar- 
riage at Harvey’s graduation from medical college on June 1, 
1852. With this, three of Captain John Link’s sons married 
Indiana beauties, and a fourth was to follow the same course 
seven years later. After marriage the new physician and his 
bride went to Greenville, Indiana, a village on the old Vin- 
cennes and Louisville road in Floyd County, where he opened 
his practice. He was not far from his friends and cousins, and 
his brother, Thomas Newton, lived not too many miles away 
for occasional visits. At the end of four years Dr. Link moved 
to New Albany, the large town in the area; but he did not 
practice there long. The urge to go west and participate in 
opening the Nebraska Territory and to acquire a homestead 
there was too strong to hold him longer in Indiana. September 
22, 1856, he settled on a quarter section of land in the south- 
western part of what was to become Douglas County. In 1859 
he made proof under the Preemption Law. Then he acquired 
more land from time to time, increasing his holdings until his 
farm included 325 acres, all highly improved. 

Dr. Harvey practiced continuously in this newly settled land 
until his death. He was known as one of the first practicing 
physicians west of the Missouri River. His service to his com- 
munity went beyond his medical practice. For twenty-four 
years he was a member of his local school board and in the 
legislature was one of the greatest influences for the establish- 
ment of a state-wide school system. In the last Nebraska Ter- 
ritorial Legislature, of which he was a member, he was on the 
committee which wrote the state constitution. His contribu- 
tion to his county and state was continuous and varied through- 
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out his life. His temperament must have been one of foresight, 
aggressiveness and restlessness. When the decision was made 
to take his wife and two small children, one a babe in arms, 
from the conveniences of an established town to the raw, wild, 
new land in the west, he carefully collected seedlings and seeds 
of fruit trees of wide variety in his Indiana neighborhood and 
took them with him to Nebraska. He is credited with possess- 
ing the first fruit trees in that western territory. 

Pictures of the two brothers who became pioneer doctors 
and settlers appear elsewhere in this volume. They provide 
interesting contrast and maybe indication of a wide difference 
in characteristics. Dr. Henry Link, steady, persistent, unfail- 
ing and constant in purpose, pushing forward slowly but 
surely, retaining every confidence once won—Dr. Harvey Link, 
extrovert, moving fast in his decisions and actions, able to 
capture the good will of others quickly by spectacular speech 
and action, fearless of the unknown and sometimes erring in 
judgment, but never daunted, driving ahead over all obstacles. 
Look at their pictures. Two great men, close in birth, childhood 
and training—but probably very different withal. It is inter- 
esting that there are nearly a score of descendants of John 
Jacob Link who have contributed as much to their fellow man 
as these two brothers, and possibly only two have given more. 

Dr. Harvey Link and Mary Elizabeth had eight children. 
Mary Emily, born at Greenville, Indiana, March 17, 1853, 
married F. J. Crawford in Nebraska. The genealogy of their 
descendants is complete in that section of this history. Helena 
Barbara was born December 12, 1854. She was a babe in arms 
when her parents went to Nebraska. There she married Dr. 
Phillip Louis Hall, who with his two children, Phillip Louis 
Hall, Jr., and Edith Mead Hall Lansing, were to distinguish 
themselves in their state.8 Alice Amanda Link, born July 10, 
1857, in Douglas County, Nebraska, married William Sharp. 
No children were born to them. Harvey Newton Link, born 
October 25, 1858, in Douglas County, Nebraska, married 
Lillian Daly. Emmanuel Horace Link, named for Dr. Harvey’s 
younger brother and Captain John’s youngest child, was born 
April 30, 1862, in Douglas County, Nebraska. He married a 
McLane. It has been impossible to secure data beyond this 
about him. Leonidas Link, named for his first cousin, son of 
Thomas Newton Link, was born in Douglas County, Nebraska, 
July 14, 1864. He married Amelia Rassmussen. Their family 
includes ten children, descendants of whom are all listed in the

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genealogy. Marietta was the next child and lived only two 
years. Harriet Josephine, the last, was born October 10, 1869. 
She married William S. Collett, and her descendants are all in 
Nebraska and Kansas except her youngest grandson who, upon 
finishing a three-year fellowship at Mayo Clinic after his 
medical education, has carried on the professional tradition of 
his distinguished pioneer ancestor in Denver, Colorado. 

Dr. Harvey Link died in Douglas County, Nebraska, and is 
buried there. The date of his death is not available, but it was 
after that of Mary Elizabeth, his wife. She died July 15, 1885. 
The State History of Nebraska, written subsequent to her 
death, indicates Dr. Harvey as living at the time of publi- 
cation. 


CATHERINE EVELINE LINK 


Captain John and Barbara named their eighth child for both 
John’s sister and his niece of the Hanger family. She was 
Catherine Eveline, born November 17, 1826, in Washington 
County, Tennessee. She lived less than three years and died 
July 14, 1829. She is buried in Washington County, Tennessee. 


EMMANUEL HARNSBARGER LINK 


The youngest child of Captain John and Barbara Link was 
a son. They named him Emmanuel Harnsbarger for his moth- 
er’s brother. He was born July 30, 1829, in Washington Coun- 
ty, Tennessee. After his education in Greene County, Tennes- 
see, where he grew to manhood, he sought his opportunity in 
the neighborhood of his eldest brother, Thomas Newton Link. 
When his mother moved from the home of her daughter in 
Greene County, Tennessee, to Rush County, Indiana, in 1856, 
Emmanuel H. went with her. There on June 7, 1859, he mar- 
ried Sophronia P. Haldeman. Sophronia was born in Eaton, 
Ohio, but when she was a young girl, her father moved his 
family to Rush County, Indiana. The young couple moved to a 
village called Smeltzer Mills, near Thomas Newton’s home, 
where Emmanuel opened a general store, a very profitable 
venture in those days. There their children were born. Alma 
Belle, the oldest, born June 16, 1860, married William Sexton 
Lindsey. Lewis Froman was born next, on September 24, 1861. 
He married Tinnie Ellen May, who lives near the place of her 
husband’s birth. John Harvey Link was born January 27, 
1863. He married Effie M. Foote. Marietta Link, born August 
1, 1865, died the following year. Oscar P. Link, born April 5, 
1867, lost his life in Texas, where he had gone as a young man 
to work as a cowboy to earn money for his college education. 
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Lee O. Link, born November 16, 1869, married Pearl Mae 
Doughty. Fannie Link, born March 1, 1877, died in infancy. 
Edward Riley Link, born September 27, 1874, married Mary 
Alta Cochran. Katherine Vanice Link, the youngest, was born 
January 22, 1879. She married Harry Cook. The genealogy of 
Emmanuel and Sophronia and their descendants is almost 
complete in all details in this volume. Emmanuel died January 
12, 1887. Sophronia died October 13, 1904. Both are buried at 
Fairview, Indiana, near their home. 

So ends the story of Captain John Link and his family, who 
as parent and child typified the gamut of human characteris- 
tics, many admirable, some not; but, by and large, a family 
which made greater contribution to the communities in which 
it lived than any other from Matthias’ children. 
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THE OTHER CHILDREN OF MATTHIAS 
AND MARY CHRISTINA LINK 


ATTHIAS and Mary had ten children, five of whom we 
have learned about in previous chapters. This chapter 
will provide the available data, which are less than I hoped to 
obtain about the other five. In order of birth, the ten children 
were Peter, Catherine, Johannes, John Adam, John Matthias, 
Job Christian, John, Elizabeth, Mary and David. It was with 
these names they were christened as far as baptismal records 
reveal. In use Johannes was John, and the name John is on his 
tombstone in Rocky Hill Church cemetery near Woodsboro, 
Maryland; John Adam used the name Adam, John Matthias 
was always Matthias, Jr., while the others used the names as 
given above. In this chapter we are to deal with Johannes 
(John), Matthias, Jr., Elizabeth, Mary and David. 


JOHANNES LINK 


John was born March 18, 1769, on his father’s farm between 
Johnsville and the Rocky Hill Church in Frederick County, 
Maryland. His birth is recorded in the church record. He lived 
a little more than three years and died May 10, 17738. He is 
buried in the churchyard cemetery, in front of and to the east 
of the present structure. His headstone is plainly carved in 
English with birth and death dates and is near those of his 
aunt and uncle, Katherine Link and Peter Beard. As far as 
can be learned, John was the only child who did not grow to 
maturity in Matthias’ family. Matthias and Mary cared well 
for their children. It was because of John’s death that his 
parents gave the same name to a younger son, who was to 
become the captain of militia and Matthias’ executor. 


JOHN MATTHIAS LINK 


Matthias, Jr., was born in his father’s Maryland home and 
baptized at Rocky Hill Church near by, February 26, 1773. 
The baptismal record lacks his birth date—only the date of 
baptism is given. In fact, data about Matthias are elusive. I 
suspect as much research has been done about Matthias, Jr., 
as any individual in this history, except perhaps his father 
and his grandfather, John Jacob, and all of it has yielded only 
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his baptismal date, his marriage and seven legal transactions. 
That he died before September 8, 1845, is certain, because on 
that date his wife, son and daughter-in-law transferred a farm 
and Matthias, Jr., is not mentioned in the deed: He would have 
been seventy-three in 1845. 


Rockingham County records provide the date of his mar- 
riage to Margaret Robertson, daughter of John and Susannah 
Robertson, as November 15, 1803. Reverend Benjamin Irvine, 
a Presbyterian pastor, performed the ceremony and in his 
return dates the marriage as November 4, 1803.1 Note the 
incongruity of these dates. It is hardly conceivable that the 
good Reverend Irvine would have married the young couple 
without a proper marriage bond. Matthias, Jr., was joined by 
John Henry in making the bond. Obviously the pastor’s date 
is in error, a mistake in copying, no doubt. The marriage bond 
indicates that John Robertson, Margaret’s father, was not 
living at the time of her marriage. 


In view of the numerous real estate transactions in which 
Matthias engaged, we may believe that Margaret had an inher- 
itance which added capital to Matthias, Jr.’s, for these pur- 
chases. When he was married, he owned six acres of land 
located on Middle River (this places it near his father’s farm), 
which he purchased from Jacob Baylor for the sum of fifty 
pounds, thirteen shillings, eleven pence and three farthings. 
The deal was dated April 28, 1800. On June 3, 1803, Matthias, 
Jr., had not yet paid for the tract and gave a trust deed to 
secure the amount above to Jacob Baylor. No appurtenances 
are mentioned in the deed, so we must assume that there were 
no buildings upon it. 

That Matthias, Jr., erected a dwelling for his bride, there 
can be little doubt and there he and Margaret lived for almost 
six years after their marriage. Then, on June 26, 1809, they 
sold the tract, this time with appurtenances, to Walter Herron 
for five hundred dollars. And now for nearly three years we 
lose them until March 27, 1812, when they again purchased 
land from Jacob Baylor. This time it is a farm of one hundred 
acres, located on Baker’s Creek, probably unimproved. Two 
years and one day later Matthias, Jr., and Margaret sold this 
100-acre farm for a high price, considering the time, to Wil- 
liam Swoope. The price was four thousand, six hundred sixty- 
six and two-thirds dollars. The deed was dated March 28, 1814. 
There can be no doubt that Matthias vastly improved his farm

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within these two years and received a good profit. It was the 
plan his father used in Frederick County, Maryland, to in- 
crease his capital. Augusta County records reveal that Mar- 
garet could not travel to the court house in Staunton to be 
examined “privily and apart from . . . her husband whether 
she doth the same freely and voluntarily, without his persua- 
sions or threats, and whether she be willing that same shall 
be recorded in our said County Court .. .” So, a commission 
of two justices was appointed to go to her and thus question 
her and receive her acknowledgment. The same procedure 
followed in getting Margaret’s consent a few days later when 
she signed a trust deed for another property. 

Almost immediately after Matthias, Jr., purchased the one 
hundred acres from Jacob Baylor, he and three others were 
hailed into court by George Baylor, who owned adjoining land, 
over water rights from a common spring. The other defendants 
were John Bell and his wife, Elizabeth, who lived in Kentucky, 
and Jacob Baylor, who sold the tract to Matthias, Jr. The case 
dragged on some months and finally, after depositions were 
taken, it was dismissed but not before Matthias, Jr., estab- 
lished his rights and, according to the file of the case, received 
compensation. George Baylor had the tables turned on him. 
Matthias had purchased the land in March of 1812 and George 
Baylor brought the action in August of the same year. 

After selling the farm for such a good price to William 
Swoope in March, 1814, Matthias, Jr., purchased another of 
ninety-seven acres from John Dull on April 4, 1814. He gave 
four notes for the purchase price and secured them with a 
trust deed, mentioned above. That he wanted his cash for 
further dealings in land is a certainty, because after his death 
we find Margaret and son, David, disposing of a hundred-and- 
sixty-two-acre farm. From the date he gave the trust deed to 
secure John Dull’s notes, however, the record of Matthias Link, 
Jr., ends. 

The final record of his family is a deed selling one hundred 
and sixty-two acres to Samuel Stover for sixteen hundred dol- 
lars on September 8, 1845, and signed by Margaret Link, 
David Link, and Hannah Link, David’s wife. The deed makes 
this relationship clear and shows all to be of Augusta County. 
Here the story about Matthias, Jr., and his one son closes. As 
did many others in the two decades before the Civil War, 
David probably took his wife and mother west after his 
father’s death. He had capital to make a new start in the west. 
But to us, in this history, he is lost. 
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ELIZABETH LINK 


Elizabeth was the eighth child of Matthias and Mary. She 
was born in their Maryland home March 10, 1779. Her birth 
date is obtained from the 1850 census of Sevier County, Ten- 
nessee. On November 1, 1798, when she was nineteen, she was 
married to Lewis Wayland (some Salem Church records refer 
to him as Ludwig Weiland, but he Anglicized his name for all 
legal purposes) by Reverend William Wilson. The marriage 
is on record in the Augusta County Courthouse. Lewis was 
born in Augusta County in 1772. Within a year and a month 
and a few days after their marriage, Lewis and Elizabeth pur- 
chased twenty-seven acres of land from her brother, Adam 
Link, for which they paid cash in the sum of one hundred 
eighty pounds. To this they added fifteen acres more on Feb- 
ruary 24, 1800, purchased from Elizabeth’s father, Matthias, 
for only one hundred dollars. Either the first tract had build- 
ings on it or Matthias practically made a gift of the fifteen 
acres to his daughter and son-in-law. I suspect the twenty- 
seven acres had buildings on it. Here Elizabeth and Lewis lived 
until 1818. 

After September 20, 1818, Elizabeth and Lewis sold their 
holdings in Augusta County and moved to east Tennessee. 
Notice that this was a little after the time Captain John Link, 
Elizabeth’s brother had moved his family to Washington 
County, Tennessee, and had sold his father’s farm, which 
he inherited, to his sister, Mary, and her husband, Moses 
Gresham. Perhaps the Waylands were influenced to move by 
the Links, Captain John settling in Washington County and 
the Waylands going farther west to Sevier County. A grand- 
daughter of Elizabeth and Lewis, Mrs. Mary Leavina Way- 
land Irvin, made the statement, which was recorded by Mrs. 
Charles Wayland, who provided the Wayland genealogy, that 
her mother told her that her father, Lewis Wayland, Jr., born 
June 14, 1818, was only six weeks old when his parents, Eliza- 
beth and Lewis, moved from Augusta County, Virginia, to 
Sevier County, Tennessee. It was later than this, however, 
because the then youngest child of Elizabeth and Lewis was 
baptized in Salem Church in September before they sought 
their new home in the west. 

With them, of course, went their children, then numbering 
six, and two slaves, named Aunt Nancy and Uncle Billy. Soon 
after their arrival in Tennessee, Lewis, with others, organized 
Rocky Spring Academy. He was a trustee and teacher. It was 
a private school and, although unpretentious in the beginning, 
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filled a great need among the families for miles around. The 
first building was of logs and the facilities were equally crude, 
but the teaching and the required scholarship were good, we 
can believe. Lewis was German and Lutheran. He believed in 
doing anything well. 

The six children of Elizabeth and Lewis born in Augusta 
County were William, born in 1800; David Lewis, born in 
1805; James C., born in 1807; Elizabeth, born March 11, 1813, 
and baptized April 19, 1813, according to the Salem Church 
record; John Allen, born February 1, 1816, and baptized May 
19, 1816, according to the Salem Church record; Lewis Way- 
land, Jr., born June 11, 1818, and baptized September 20, 1818, 
also according to the Salem Church record. After moving to 
Tennessee, three more children were born: Harvey, Mary, and 
Anne, none of whose birth date is available. Elizabeth and 
Lewis had become pioneers and no record was kept in church 
or courthouse of births in this new region. 

The eldest child of Elizabeth and Lewis, William by name, 
born in Virginia in 1800 (exact date not known), married 
Sarah Huffaker, a member of a pioneer family in east Tennes- 
see. He erected a mill in Sevier County, and his place took the 
name of Wayland’s Mill. The meager data available indicate 
that William and Sarah lived out their lives here and here their 
children were born, six in all. They were: James, born in 1833; 
Sarah, born in 1836; Mary, born in 1838; Samuel, born in 
1840; William Harvey, born in 1844; and Lewis, born in 1845. 
With this the record ends. 

David Lewis Wayland, the second child, married Malinda 
Matlock, prior to 1828, and moved to Huntsville, Alabama, 
where five children were born. Malinda was the daughter of 
Colonel Charles Matlock of Overton County, Tennessee, where 
she was born June 10, 1806. She died January 18, 1874, and 
David died nearly forty years earlier. Exact date of his death 
is not known, but it occurred in New Orleans. Malinda died in 
Alabama, it is believed by descendants. 

Of their five children, the three youngest, Elizabeth Ann, 
James Monroe and Elizabeth Lee, died in infancy or early 
youth, Felix Grundy Wayland, the eldest, born March 4, 1829, 
in Huntsville, Alabama, married Susan Ann Thomas in Sevier 
County, Tennessee, October 12, 1847. She was the daughter of 
Benjamin and Nancy Shamblin Thomas and was born October 
6, 1827, in Sevier County. To them were born seven children, 
all of them in Sevier County, Tennessee: Benjamin Franklin, 
July 24, 1848; Elizabeth Ann, March 23, 1851; William David, 
August 2, 1854; James Monroe, May 19, 1857; Lewis Houston, 
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October 15, 1859; Malinda Magnolia Wayland, January 18, 
1862; and Robert Philander, August 27, 1867. 

Benjamin Franklin Wayland, in addition to being a farmer, 
preached in Baptist churches in the region and became an 
ordained minister. After the Civil War he enlisted in the Ten- 
nessee State Militia and served until discharged April 15, 
1869, at Nashville. His discharge describes him as being twen- 
ty-one years of age, six feet two inches tall, with fair com- 
plexion, gray eyes and auburn hair. Benjamin Franklin was 
married twice. There were no children born to either mar- 
riage. 

Elizabeth Ann Wayland married George Washington Ak- 
ridge. They lived in Knox County, Tennessee, and their nine 
children were born there. An almost complete genealogy of 
their descendants appears in this history. William David Way- 
land married Catherine Kidd and, after her death, Fannie 
Elizabeth Butcher, nee Essary. The genealogy of their descen- 
dants is quite complete in this history. To William David and 
Catherine Kidd Wayland were born nine children, the young- 
est of whom, Lloyd Kelly Wayland, distinguished himself in 
World War I and was cited for gallant conduct in the battles 
of Aisne-Marne, St. Mihiel and Meuse-Argonne. Benjamin 
Wesley Wayland, another son, also served abroad in World 
War I. 

The remaining children of Felix Grundy Wayland married 
and lived and reared their families, for the most part, in 
Knox County, Tennessee. Their genealogy is fairly complete 
in this history. Felix Grundy Wayland, their father, and Susan 
Ann, their mother, moved to Knox County from Sevier in their 
late years. Felix died May 1, 1907, and Susan on January 12, 
19138, in Knox County. 

The second child of David Wayland became a Confederate 
hero. He was William Lafayette Wayland, born in 1833 in 
Huntsville, Alabama. In 1854 or 1855 he married Sallie Adelia 
Dancy of Decatur, Alabama. Date of her birth cannot be found. 
She died October 21, 1856, at the birth of her daughter, whom 
William named for her mother. Sallie Adelia Wayland was 
probably reared by her grandparents, or at least her grand- 
mother. On June 1, 1882, after her grandmother’s death, she 
married James H. Crosbie of Hartsville, Alabama. Her father, 
whom she could scarcely have remembered because of his 
untimely death, became the most distinguished of Elizabeth 
and Lewis Wayland’s descendants, unless his feats of courage 
were surpassed by those of Harry R. Wayland, who between 
June 10, 1943, and November 5, 1948, received five citations: 
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the air medal with three Oak Leaf Clusters and the Distin- 
guished Flying Cross. He was descended from Felix Grundy 
Wayland, being the son of Charles Franklin Wayland and Ina 
Fern Fields.? It was his mother who provided the Wayland 
genealogy for this history. And now back to William Lafayette 
Wayland. 

William Lafayette Wayland entered the Confederate service 
as a private, enlisting early in the hostilities. He was quickly 
promoted to First Lieutenant of the Ninth Alabama Cavalry, 
in which office he served as regimental quartermaster. Briga- 
dier General C. M. Wilcox, commanding the Fourth Brigade 
in Longstreet’s Division of which the Ninth Alabama Cavalry 
was a unit, has this to say about Lieutenant Wayland in two 
different reports: “June 12, 1862, near Richmond, Virginia, 
Lieutenant Wayland, Quartermaster, Ninth Alabama, volun- 
teered his services to me, and was of service in transmitting 
orders during the engagement and much distinguished for 
reckless courage .. .”? Again, “July 18, 1862, of the officers 
killed and severely wounded, I may mention .. . Lieutenant 
Wayland, quartermaster of the Ninth Alabama, who was 
severely wounded. The officer’s duties did not require his pres- 
ence with his regiment in battle, but he volunteered for it and 
served with great coolness and courage. This officer served in 
like manner at the Battle of Seven Pines.’’4 

After this Lieutenant Wayland was raised to Captain. He 
was with General Joe Wheeler in his raid through eastern 
Tennessee when Maryville was burned. Captain Wayland 
suffered his first wound in the Battle of Seven Pines at Manas- 
sas, Virginia. Here he was wounded in the thigh, “severely,” 
says his brigadier. The second time he was wounded at Rock- 
ford, Blount County, Tennessee, during the Wheeler Raid. 
After his first wound he received a thirty-day furlough, which 
he spent at the home of his brother in Sevier County, Ten- 
nessee. 

In 1864 his regiment was attached to General John Hood’s 
command, which was opposing Sherman in Georgia. At Rome, 
Georgia, Captain Wayland was on the skirmish line when Con- 
federate forces attacked the Union position. Here again, with 
daring and courage beyond his duty, he received a mortal 
wound and lived only a short time after he was placed in a

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hospital behind the Confederate lines. He is buried in the Sol- 
diers Cemetery (third grave in the top row) at Rome, Georgia. 
When he died he was serving as general inspector of General 
Allen’s division, having been promoted by brevet. Elizabeth 
lived nearly five years beyond the time of her brave grandson. 
She saw him often during his convalescence in his brother’s 
home. And she must have been very proud of him. 

The third child born to Elizabeth and Lewis was another 
son, named James C. Wayland. He was born in Virginia in 
1807. After reaching maturity in Sevier County, Tennessee, 
he left his parents’ home and joined his next older brother at 
Huntsville, Alabama. There he met, courted and won Ann B. 
Hurburt, daughter of Peter Hurburt. James and Ann were 
married May 5, 1829. Before James’ untimely death on August 
16, 1841, three children were born to him and Ann. They were 
Martha E. J., Richard L. F. and Mary H. S. No further data 
is available about this son of Elizabeth or his family. 

The fourth child born to Elizabeth and Lewis was named 
for her mother. We have exact dates about her birth from 
Salem Church records. It occurred March 11, 1813, and she 
was baptized April 19, 1813. In Sevier County, Tennessee, she 
married Henry Kirby. With this the record ends. 

John Allen Wayland was born next. The date was February 
1, 1816, in Augusta County, Virginia. He was christened May 
19, 1816. Again the Salem Church record provides these facts, 
which are all that are known about this fifth child of Elizabeth 
and Lewis. 

Lewis Wayland, Jr., the sixth child, was a babe in arms 
when his parents migrated to Tennessee. He was born June 
11, 1818, in Augusta County, Virginia, and baptized at Salem 
Church September 20, 1818. It was soon after his christening 
that Elizabeth and Lewis moved from Virginia to Sevier 
County, across the mountains. When he was twenty-five, on 
October 5, 18438, to be exact, he married Rebecca Ann Burns. 
Rebecca was born May 18, 1827. To them were born ten chil- 
dren, all of whom lived to maturity and married. An almost 
complete genealogy of their descendants is in this history. 
Lewis, Jr., died September 11, 1871, and Rebecca Ann on 
November 4, 1898. 

Harvey Wayland, seventh child of Elizabeth and Lewis, was 
the first born in Tennessee, as far as available records indicate. 
There he grew up and married Charity Hubbard. Charity may 
have been Charity Hurburt, sister of Ann B. Hurburt, wife of 
James C. Wayland, who was Harvey’s older brother. Or, the 
name of these young ladies may have been Hubbard. At any 
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rate, after marriage both sisters and brothers lived near one 
another, James in northern Alabama and Harvey in Lawrence 
County, Tennessee. Harvey and Charity established their home 
on a farm on Shoal Creek, which became known as Wayland 
Springs. A small settlement grew up around them, and this 
locale became the scene of quite a skirmish on December 12, 
1863, between the Seventh Illinois Mounted Infantry under 
Colonel Richard Rowell and a part of Major Moreland’s Bat- 
talion and a contingent of the Fourth Alabama Cavalry which 
were moving south in the face of the Union advance. The 
action of Wayland Springs was one of many minor battles that 
resulted in the Confederate retreat from Tennessee. A search 
for Harvey’s and Charity’s children reveals only two. Benja- 
min, the older, and a daughter about whom nothing can be 
learned. 

The two youngest children of Elizabeth and Lewis were 
daughters. Mary was the eighth child and was born in Tennes- 
see in 1835. She married Robert Miller. Then Anne, the ninth 
and youngest, was born. She married an Ervin first and to 
them were born five children. After her husband’s death, she 
married John Chandler in Blount County, Tennessee. 

Sometime before their death, and we know not when, Eliza- 
beth and Lewis moved from Sevier County to nearby Blount 
County, where they died and are buried in Eusebia Cemetery. 
Lewis died January 28, 1854. Elizabeth lived to be past ninety. 
She was born during the war for freedom and died shortly 
after the issue of secession was resolved by the bloody conflict 
between North and South. Her grandchildren fought bravely 
in the Civil War, and her later descendants defended their 
country’s stand against oppression in World Wars I and II 
with fearless courage and resolute valor. Her death came 
March 23, 1869. 

This further word should be written about Lewis Wayland. 
He was a man of learning and culture with a desire for more. 
This is clearly evidenced by his establishment of Rocky Hill 
Academy and his capacity to teach in it. He was a man of 
means. Very soon after marriage he purchased and paid cash 
for two pieces of real estate. He had the respect of his wife’s 
family. Job Christian Link, Elizabeth’s brother, gave his sec- 
ond son Lewis Wayland’s name. Her eldest brother, Peter, 
named a daughter Elizabeth Wayland Link. Lewis’ name was 
thus honored, as well as that of Elizabeth. Again in this family 
mothered by one of Matthias’ daughters, we see the American 
pattern unfold in the character and purpose of its members.

MARY LINK 


The youngest daughter and ninth child of Matthias and 
Mary was named for her mother. She was born in Augusta 
County about three years after her parents migrated from 
Frederick County, Maryland. She was the first of only two of 
their children born in Virginia. Her birthday was April 26, 
1783.5 Her birth date was taken from her tombstone in the 
family burial plot on Matthias’ farm. On May 7, 1807,‘she was 
married to Moses Gresham. The ceremony was performed by 
Reverend William Wilson. The record of the marriage is from 
Augusta County Court records. 

Moses Gresham was born February 27, 1772, according to 
his tombstone in the old Link burial plot. His and Mary’s his- 
tory is enigmatic. All efforts to trace Moses’ ancestry or the 
descendants of Mary and Moses have failed in spite of much 
research. The Salem Church record argues that Mary and 
Moses were childless. No birth or baptism is recorded. Yet this 
couple were members of Salem Lutheran Church and Mary is 
found often in the communion lists. If children were born to 
Mary and Moses, they were not baptized at Salem, which in 
itself is evidence that no children were born to them. 

Mary and Moses purchased one hundred sixty acres of her 
father’s original three hundred thirty acres of land, from 
Captain John Link, which he, Captain John, inherited from 
Matthias, father of Mary and Captain John. The date was 
August 24, 1818, and Moses and Mary paid cash for it in the 
sum of three thousand, four hundred forty dollars. He placed 
no loan upon the land, so we can believe he and Mary had the 
money available. This was the northernmost part of Matthias’ 
farm, and it was on this one hundred sixty acres that Matthias’ 
house stood, in which Mary and Moses made their home after 
they acquired it. Upon their farm was the burial plot in which 
Matthias, Mary and their children and families lie buried. 

The only other things known about Mary and Moses pertain 
to their death. Moses died May 31, 1833, according to his tomb- 
stone. William Van Lear administered his estate and gave 
bond for five thousand. dollars, signifying that in addition to 
the farm, Moses possessed personal property valued at half 
the amount of the bond. The estate was admitted for adminis-

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tration July 22, 1833. Adam Link II, he who was to build Flora 
Mount nearby and who was Mary’s nephew, was one of the 
appraisers of Moses’ estate. The sale of personal property was 
held August 21, 1833. Mary purchased the household goods 
and a cow. Peter Beard, husband of Mary’s niece, Katherine, 
daughter of Peter Link, purchased several items. No other 
members of Mary’s family made purchases and no Greshams 
are listed as buyers. Mary lived until January 23, 1835, when 
she died and was buried beside Moses in the old Link burial 
plot on her farm. 


DAVID LINK 


David Link was the youngest of the children of Matthias 
and Mary. From his tombstone in the old Link burial plot we 
know that he was born in June, 1786. The exact day cannot 
be determined because the key to it has become illegible. The 
tombstone inscription when I saw it, was: 


Think Mighty God 

Of Feeble Man 

How Few his Days 

How Short his Span 
Here rests the body of 

DAVID LINK 

Who departed this life 
June.... aged 28 years. 


From the settlement of his estate we know that David died 
in 1814, before June 27 of that year. Hence, the deducted 
birth year of 1786. His birthplace was the farm of his parents 
on which he lies buried. Truly his days were few. And they 
had been full of promise, blighted by some unknown illness 
that took him shortly after the death of his young wife. When 
and to whom David was married, we do not know. That he 
was is self-evident by two items found in the settlement of his 
estate and by a tradition passed by his son and only child to a 
granddaughter, Mrs. Ina Johnson Price of Burlington, North 
Carolina. 

The items in his estate settlement are found among the 
credits to Peter Hanger, his administrator, his former partner 
and brother-in-law. They are items 19 and 21, “Cash paid 
Boy’s account and receipt,” in both instances. The amounts 
are $8.00 and $23.54 respectively. The whole story takes a 
little telling. 

In the settlement of the estate of David’s father, Matthias, 
are several revealing entries. First, Matthias, in his will dated

October 3, 1812,7 bequeaths “to my youngest son, David Link, 
two hundred dollars, payable within one year after my de- 
cease.” On February 27, 1815, the bill of appraisal of Mat- 
thias’ personal property lists “David Link’s wearing apparal 
(sic) and big coat, 5 pounds, 10 shillings.”’ (From the dates of 
David’s tombstone and the bill of appraisal we know he died 
the previous June—June, 1814.) Then, Captain John Link’s 
settlement of Matthias’ estate in a document dated July 18, 
1818, shows the sale of David Link’s apparel brought $39.66.8 
From all this we readily infer that David, single after his 
wife’s death, lived with his aged mother and father. That’s 
where his clothing was at his death. We can also infer, from 
Peter Hanger’s accounting above as David’s administrator, 
that David’s small son was in his, Peter’s, household, cared 
for by Catharine and Peter, David’s sister and brother-in-law 
and business partner. And this is borne out by family tra- 
dition. 

David’s baby son, also named David, was born September 
20, 1811. He was less than three at his father’s death. His birth 
date is from family records in the possession of Mrs. Ina 
Johnson Price. Here is the tradition in detail: “David Link 
(son of our subject) was born September 20, 1811, near Old 
Stone Church, Augusta County, Virginia.® He died in Bridge- 
water, Virginia, September 16, 1880, where he had been a 
merchant most of his life. His mother died when he was born, 
or shortly after, and an aunt reared him. He had no brothers 
or sisters. His father died while David was a young child.” 
More about this son later. 

David’s estate was settled by his brother-in-law, Peter 
Hanger, after his father, Matthias, relinquished his right in 
Peter’s favor. Peter’s settlement indicates the expenses for 
the “boy’s account” above and a complete record of appraise- 
ment and sale of personal property. Included was a Negro 
girl, Sophia, probably little David’s nursemaid, a gray mare, 
saddle, bridle, whip, watch, trunk, books, clothing, breast pin, 
pocket book, cash, notes and accounts and stock owned in half 
with Peter Hanger in the “Saddle Shop.” 

David, son of David, after he grew to manhood very prob-

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ably found employment with his first cousin, Adam Link, in 
his general store. Their Aunt Catharine, with whom David 
had lived, died when he was 26 and Peter nine years earlier. 
The 1830 census of Adam Link’s household lists a male 15 and 
under 20, who could well have been young David. Adam’s 
oldest son, Preston Trotter Link, in 1830 was only six years 
of age. David was old enough to begin to make his way, and 
he had inherited little from his father, all of which may have 
been consumed while he was growing up in Catharine’s house- 
hold. If so, it was in Adam Link’s store he learned the mer- 
chandising business which he was to follow throughout his 
life in Bridgewater, Virginia. There he opened a store of his 
own. The 1850 census of Rockingham County finds David to 
be 38 years old, a merchant with real estate worth $1,600.00. 
In his household, besides his wife, Elizabeth, and two daugh- 
ters, there is listed Franklin H. Link, aged 26, a merchant. 
Franklin was the second son and child of Adam Link II, who 
had the store at Fort Defiance, and who built Flora Mount, in 
whose home David undoubtedly lived after he left the Hangers. 
David and Adam were first cousins. We can infer that young 
Franklin was David’s partner in Bridgewater. 

After much research in and about Bridgewater, Virginia, 
an old diary kept by one Mr. Small, a contemporary of David 
and perhaps an employee, reveals many interesting things. It 
begins, as it pertains to Link items, in August, 1871. Daughter 
Frances (Fannie in this diary) visited in Cross Keys fifteen 
weeks from August to November only to return there again 
in the early spring. In the fall David Link butchered his hogs. 
Again the fall of 1873 Miss Fannie made a prolonged visit in 
Cross Keys. Whom did she visit? An entry August 20, 1873, 
reveals her hosts as Mr. and Mrs. D. M. Link (Daniel Melanch- 
thon Link), grandson of John, son of Daniel William. John and 
David were first cousins. The relationship between Frances 
and Daniel Melanchthon was second cousin, once removed. 
Friendship counted more than relationship in these visits. 
Then the marriage of Miss Frances to Isaac Johnson is re- 
corded December 24, 1874. In June, 1876, Frances came home 
for a visit. February 28, 1878, records the marriage of Mar- 
garet Virginia Link, Daniel Melanchthon’s sister, to David 
Newton Fry. By March, 1880, David Link and his wife boarded 
at Mrs. Kyle’s in Bridgewater. He had lost much of his money 
because his property was sold to settle claims on April 3, 1880, 
after which he became very ill. The progress of his sickness, 
and it did progress, is recorded almost daily by Mr. Small 
until his death, September 16, 1880, caused by cancer of the 
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Ida Eisenhower’s school desk she 
used in Augusta County, Virginia.

liver. David was buried the next day with full honors of the 
Odd Fellows Lodge, of which he was the local secretary. 

David Link, only son of our subject, David, was married 
three times; first, to Mary Ann Pence, daughter of John and 
Ann Pence. The ceremony was performed in Rockingham 
County, October 25, 1842. To this union was born only one 
child, a daughter named Frances Ann Elizabeth, and men- 
tioned in the diary above. Mary Ann died in 1846, and on 
September 13, 1847, David married Elizabeth B. Smith, a 
widow, daughter of John Allebaugh. To this marriage one 
child, Josephine, was born. Elizabeth died between 1850 and 
1853. She is mentioned in the 1850 census. David married the 
third time, September 19, 18538, this time to Caroline Matilda 
Huffman. Three daughters were born to David and Caroline. 
They were Emma, Virginia and Alice. The genealogy of all 
these appears in this history. 
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IDA AND HER SONS—THE 
EISENHOWERS' 


DA ELIZABETH STOVER, mother of the General, was 
born at Mount Sidney, Virginia, May 1, 1862. Her father, 
a farmer, was Simon P. Stover, born at Mount Sidney, Sep- 
tember 28, 1822, and her mother was Elizabeth Link, born at 
Mount Sidney, November 19, 1822. Thus her parents were 
already in middle age when she was born, and her mother died 
when she was very young. There were eleven children, too 
many apparently for a wifeless man to care for, and Ida Eliza- 
beth was sent at the age of seven to live with her grandfather, 
father of her mother, William Link, who became her legal 
guardian upon the death of Simon Stover in 1873. He kept her 
inheritance for her until his death, after which Mary Ann 
Link, Ida’s aunt, looked after her money affairs. While Ida 
was still a child, two of her brothers came to Kansas, and she 
seems to have decided then that she wanted to come to Kansas, 
too. 

The story is told, among Ida’s cousins in Virginia, that after 
her father’s funeral, when she and her brothers returned to 
their home, the grief she had contained all through her loss, 
overcame her. There, in the front yard, she cried, a thing her 
brothers had never seen before. In her emotion she told them 
of her great ambition to get an education and how this was 
now lost. The brothers pledged themselves to find funds for 
her schooling, the more emotional ones voicing the pledge, the 
others silently assenting. But the needs of family in some 
instances and plain repudiation of the pledge in others thwart- 
ed contributions to Ida’s education. What she got came from 
her own funds, inherited from her parents and grandfather, 
supplemented by what she herself earned teaching for some 
months before she left Virginia. 

Ida’s childhood must have been a normal one, but active for 
the time when little girls and young ladies were supposed to be 


1. Facts for this chapter were obtained from Milton Eisenhower in 
large part, from relatives of Ida’s in Virginia, from Kenneth Davis, biog- 
rapher of the General, and from Davis’ book, Soldier of Democracy, the 
last with the author’s consent. Some personal data was obtained from 
each of the Eisenhower sons. 
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reticent and shy. Ida was quite the opposite. She was reared 
with seven boys, and she had to hold her own with them in 
work and play, the latter sometimes rough. Ida once fell from 
a running horse and broke her nose, and she carried mark of 
the accident throughout her life. A hardy spirit developed by 
her childhood was to help her in many difficult times later 
through life. 

To quote from Soldier of Democracy, Kenneth Davis’ biog- 
raphy of the General: 

“Though the Civil War ended shortly after her third birth- 
day, it exerted a dominant influence on her life. Her parents 
abhorred slavery and were as a consequence distrusted, per- 
haps even persecuted, by patriotic Southern neighbors. This 
did not spare them when Northern armies came raging down 
the Shenandoah Valley, laying waste the towns and farms. 
The Stovers, without even the moral support which belief in a 
cause might have given them, were caught in a nightmare of 
pillage and fear. Reportedly, the horror of the experience was 
partially responsible for the early death of Ida’s mother. It 
left Ida convinced that war is the ultimate wickedness. Other- 
wise her childhood was a happy one. She was extremely popu- 
lar in the community, a bright student in school (where she 
was taught by a brother, J. Worth Stover), and a devout mem- 
ber of the church. 

“She was eager for an education. Her inheritance, though a 
small one, gave her liberty to follow her desire despite the 
general disapproval with which members of her sect regarded 
higher education for women.” She entered Lane in the fall of 
1883. There she studied (among other subjects) music, his- 
tory, and English. Music was one of the great loves of her life. 
The first major purchase made with her inheritance was a 
handsome ebony piano which, through much of her later life, 
would provide her only means of aesthetic enjoyment and self- 
expression.” 

Ida’s aunt, Mary Ann, would not permit her to come to 
Kansas until she was twenty-one. Then Mary Ann went along, 
to meet and marry Emmanuel Beam, who had left Mount Sid- 
ney for Kansas the year before. This was in 1883. Ida and her 
aunt arrived in Topeka in June. Mary Ann died there before 
the year was out. 


2. Here Davis errs. Ida and her family were Lutherans in Virginia and 
there were several Lutheran schools of higher education for women at the 
time—two of them established by Joseph Miller, husband of Ida’s great- 
aunt, Elizabeth Link, the Elizabeth for whom Ida’s mother was named. 

3. Ida taught school at Limestone, near Mount Sidney, in 1882. 
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The Lane University which Ida Elizabeth attended became 
defunct. It was named after Senator James K. Lane, early-day 
politician (a man of dubious integrity who saved Lincoln’s 
second nomination by what William Allen White called “auda- 
cious chicanery”’ and who died by his own hand, after scandal 
clouded his name), and was located in the old pro-Slaver capi- 
tal of Kansas, Lecompton. The school was operated by the 
United Brethren Church and stressed religious education, be- 
ing otherwise a kind of cross between a liberal arts college and 
a vocational training institute. David Eisenhower, father of 
the General, entered this school in the autumn of 1883—having 
had his twentieth birthday in September of that year. 

David Eisenhower was the son of Reverend Jacob Hisen- 
hower, a “Pennsylvania German” (member of the sect known 
as River Brethren) who had come to Kansas with his family 
in 1878, settling on a farm near Abilene. He, David, was a 
quiet, rather moody young man, inclined toward introspection. 
He was not very aggressive or decisive, but once he’d made a 
decision he clung to it with stubbornness. He disliked farming 
but loved machinery, and when he came to Lane it was with 
the idea of becoming an engineer. And he was a scholar. He 
spoke, wrote and read German, and read and wrote Latin and 
Greek, and after marriage educated himself in mechanical 
engineering. He met Ida Elizabeth Stover in the fall of his 
second term at Lane—the fall of 1884. 

Of David’s “involvement” with Ida Elizabeth, Soldier of 
Democracy says: 

“She smiled at him—even after more than sixty years had 
passed her smile would be a delightful thing to see—and he 
was lost. He was not the only one. She was one of the most 
popular girls in school. Several young men competed for her 
favors, including one handsome young fellow whose handle- 
bar mustaches and dashing manner should have given him a 
distinct advantage over the sober-mannered and rather shy 
David. Nevertheless, David entered the competition. He could 
not help himself. 

“Her early pictures reveal that she was an extremely attrac- 
tive girl, and it was no doubt her physical attractiveness which 
first drew him toward her. But it is probable that what held 
him, with such compelling force that he forsook for a time his 
ambition to become an engineer, was his recognition in her of 
a strength and a living wisdom superior to his own. The two 
young people seemed to supplement one another. He remained 
at that time a quiet, imaginative, introspective personality, 
unsure of his place in the world, unsure even of what he 
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wanted that place to be. She was vivacious, energetic, decisive, 
perhaps less imaginative than he, and certainly less given to 
solitary brooding. Perhaps it was his more lyrical personality 
which attracted her. Perhaps she sensed instinctively that he 
would add color and mood to what might otherwise be a rather 
bleak and prosaic, if thoroughly practical, life. At any rate, 
the attraction between them was mutual. The dashing young 
fellow with the handle-bar mustaches soon found himself out 
of the running.* 

“Before the term was out David was convinced that mar- 
riage to this girl was more important to him than a degree 
from Lane could possibly be. He seems to have proposed to 
her, and been accepted, in the spring of 1885. They were not, 
however, married at once. No doubt David had to cast around 
for some work which would enable him to support a wife, for 
even at this juncture he steadfastly refused to take up farm- 
ing. It would have been easy for him to do so. Jacob’s standard 
gift to his children, upon their marriage, was a one-hundred- 
and-sixty-acre farm and two thousand dollars in cash. He had 
made this present to Amanda upon her marriage to Chris 
Musser and he was prepared to make it now to David. But 
David decided instead to go into business. He seems to have 
been in sufficient doubt of his own business acumen to look 
around for an experienced partner. He found one in a young, 
newly-married man named Milton D. Good, who was at that 
time clerking in an Abilene clothing store. With Good furnish- 
ing the business experience and David furnishing most, if not 
all, the capital, it was arranged that the two start a general 
merchandise store in the small but at that time growing vil- 
lage of Hope.” 

The wedding took place on David’s twenty-second birth- 
day. Hanging, in 1946, when I was there, in the front room of 
the Eisenhower home in Abilene was a framed marriage cer- 
tificate. It recorded that “David Eisenhower, Hope, Kansas, 
and Ida Stover, Lecompton, Kansas, according to the ordi- 
nances of God and the laws of the State of Kansas, were united 
in marriage on the 23rd of September, 1885,” with the Rever- 
end E. B. Slade of the United Brethren Church of Lecompton 
officiating. The ceremony was held in the chapel of Lane Uni- 
versity. 

The business partnership with Milton D. Good, in Hope, 
Kansas, was disastrous. The two young men, David and Mil- 


4, Milton told me his mother was the family mentor. She made the plans 
for all of them and she always had plans ahead. 
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ton, seemed to have extended too much credit, and in the 
autumn of 1888, Milton Good and his wife left Hope hur- 
riedly—apparently leaving David holding the bag. 

One story—told to Kenneth Davis by David’s sister, Amanda 
(the wife of C. O. Musser of Abilene)—is that the David 
Eisenhowers lived ‘“‘too high” in Hope. The general merchan- 
dise store of the partners stood on the main street of Hope— 
then, as now, a mere village—and had two stories, the store 
downstairs and two apartments upstairs, where the partners 
lived with their wives. It hardly seems like very “high” living, 
but, as Milton tells it, there just wasn’t enough money avail- 
able for a better arrangement. Ida made the cash sales and 
purchases for the family, and David kept the books. Business 
carelessness on David’s part concerning the partnership cer- 
tainly seems indicated. Bills for merchandise he thought had 
been paid turned out not to have been paid by Good—and 
everything was lost, every cent of David Eisenhower’s inher- 
itance. 

The Eisenhowers now had a child—Arthur B., born on No- 
vember 11, 1886, in Hope. And when the store business failed, 
Ida Elizabeth was again pregnant. In this crisis, with no job 
to be had at Hope, David did the only thing he could do. As 
Soldier of Democracy tells it: “He turned everything over to a 
local lawyer. Leaving behind his infant son and his wife, now 
heavy with child, he accepted the first job he could find—a low- 
paying job in the shops of the Cotton Belt Railroad at Denison, 
Texas. Back in Hope, the lawyer to whom he had entrusted his 
affairs completed his ruin. The store was sold; the mortgage 
on the farm, now held by C. O. Musser, who had assumed it 
from his father, was foreclosed; every available asset was 
converted into cash which was used to pay off debts, of which 
the lawyer’s own fee turned out to be a considerable additional 
item. 

“There are extant several pictures of David Eisenhower as 
he appeared in those years and several pictures of him as he 
appeared in 1926 and after. The contrast between these two 
sets of pictures is striking. The earlier ones show a handsome, 
rather weak face, mustached heavily, with soft dreamy eyes— 
the face of an introvert. He faces the camera as though he is 
not really looking into the lens but is, instead, looking inward 
upon a private world of his own. The later pictures show a 
much more rocklike visage, the jaw set firmly, the eyes much 
more direct in their gaze. He seems to be watching the lens— 
without boldness, but also without timidity. The contrast be- 
tween these two sets of pictures is a fairly accurate repre- 
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sentation of the transformation which had been wrought in 
the man himself. If David Eisenhower never again dared bet 
on his own enterprise, neither did he ever again run away 
from an obligation. If he never developed that aggressiveness 
which might have insured the full use of his abilities, he did 
develop a stubbornness which enabled him to hold his own, to 
maintain his integrity against whatever forces might be 
brought against it. The crisis at Hope caught him unprepared; 
his defenses were down. Thereafter he was almost wholly 
defensive in his basic attitudes, but his defenses were high 
and strong. 

“Hven greater than the contrast between these two sets of 
pictures is the contrast between the ways in which David and 
Ida Elizabeth faced the catastrophe which had come upon 
them. By that catastrophe David was for a time overwhelmed. 
By that catastrophe Ida Elizabeth was thoroughly aroused. All 
her latent fighting instincts, all her strength and determina- 
tion began to express themselves. Milton Good may have 
robbed them. The lawyer might be cheating them. She got hold 
of some law books and proceeded to study law. Left alone to 
weather the storm, fully as sensitive to the censure in the 
relatives’ eyes as David had been, she was determined to sal- 
vage what she could. She lost her fight, of course. Perhaps she 
had no case. Certainly she had no money. The time for the 
birth of her second child was almost upon her. And in the end 
all she salvaged from the wreckage was some household furni- 
ture, including the ebony piano. But she had fought back 
valiantly and instinctively; she had been strengthened rather 
than weakened by her experience. 

“Always afterward David Eisenhower had a horror of debt, 
and he never again went into debt. In later years his children 
were often to hear him say, apropos of the unhealed wound he 
had suffered at Hope: ‘If only they’d paid their bills, I’d have 
been able to pay mine.’ Indeed the very sight of a bill seems to 
have been so distasteful to him that he always arranged with 
the firms where he had charge accounts that no bills be sent 
him. 

“‘T’]] keep track, and I don’t want you sending me bills,’ he 
told storekeepers with emphasis. ‘I’ll pay promptly the first of 
every month.’ 

“He always did. But more than two decades later, one of the 
firms in Abilene with whom he had done business for years 
happened, through accident, to send him a bill at the first of a 
month. Apparently a new girl had been hired for the office, 
one who did not know of David’s arrangement. He went to the 
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store, bill in hand, and paid it on the day he had received it. 
Never again did he trade at that store.... 

“On January 19, 1889, in the absence of her husband, Ida 
Elizabeth was delivered in Hope of her second son. She named 
him Edgar N. She had been sure that Arthur would be a busi- 
ness man, because during the time she had carried him her 
mind had been much occupied with the new merchandise store 
in Hope. She was equally sure that Edgar must become a law- 
yer, because her mind had been occupied with the study of law 
during the time she carried him. 

“Several weeks after Edgar’s birth she traveled southward 
with her two sons to join her husband in Texas. Before she 
left Dickinson County it was arranged that a Mrs. Rugh in 
Abilene, a friend of hers, should keep for her the ebony piano 
which she prized so highly.” 

The stay in Texas lasted less than two years, but during 
them an infant who was to grow up into one of the world’s 
greatest military leaders was born. 

The Eisenhowers in Denison lived in a small, multigabled 
house facing the railroad tracks (the Katy line). Here, one 
evening, David recorded in the family Bible, in the beautiful 
flowing hand he wrote: ‘David Dwight Eisenhower, born 
October 14, 1890. Denison, Texas.”’ You’ll note the order of the 
first names. Later Ike reversed them—making his name 
Dwight David Eisenhower. Ida had done the same thing years 
before, probably to save confusion with her mother’s name, 
which was Elizabeth Ida Link.‘# Ida was originally Elizabeth 
Ida Stover and so her name appears on the Salem Lutheran 
Church record when she became a member during a protracted 
meeting there, November 21, 1875. 

In the fall of 1889, the Belle Springs Creamery in Abilene, 
operated by the River Brethren, built a big new plant on the 
edge of the railroad tracks, with C. O. Musser (David’s broth- 
er-in-law) as plant foreman. Jacob Eisenhower, David and 
Amanda’s father, wanted terribly to have David back in 
Abilene, and he urged that David be given a job. The plant 
owners did, offering a job as mechanic or “engineer” in the 
creamery in the closing months of 1890. 

So the David Eisenhowers—David, Ida Elizabeth, and their 
three sons: Arthur, Edgar, and David Dwight—returned to 
Kansas in the spring of 1891. Soldier of Democracy tells this 
story as follows: 

4a. Elizabeth Ida Link, mother of Ida, was christened in Salem Church 
“Elizabeth Juda Link.” Through the years by spelling or use the Juda 
apparently became Ida. /bid., page 99. 
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“One day in the spring of 1891, David, Ida Elizabeth, and 
the three children—the youngest in his mother’s arms— 
boarded a passenger train in Denison and bade a final farewell 
to Texas. All that day and the following night they rode. Next 
morning, at Kansas City, they changed trains, boarding the 
Union Pacific for the ride west to Abilene. ‘Gateway to the 
West,’ that was the proud title Kansas City claimed for itself. 
Would it mark for this family the threshold of a happier 
future? David, riding up the valley of the Kaw, could believe 
so as the sense of homecoming swelled up in him. Beyond 
Junction City, beyond the Flint Hills, his avid gaze fed on 
familiar scenes until, as a climax to it all, the long sloping 
wave of land rolled up, bearing on its crest a cluster of trees 
and white houses and low brick buildings. Abilene. Home. 
When he stepped down beside his wife upon the station plat- 
form, he carried in his pocket the sum total of his capital: 
twenty-four dollars. Behind him somewhere on the tracks was 
a freight car bearing all his worldly goods, save that ebony 
piano of his wife’s which waited for them to claim it in the 
home of Mrs. Rugh. 

“A few days later they moved into a little house on South 
East Second Street, just south of the railroad tracks, a house 
with high-pitched gables whose one pretension to luxury was 
some fretted woodwork, in the style of the 1870s, at the angle 
formed by the pitch of the roof. Surrounding the house was a 
yard which proved at once too small to contain the play of 
Arthur and Edgar, a fact which Ida Elizabeth soon pointed 
out to her husband. 

“““T spend all my time trying to keep the boys quiet and out 
of other people’s yards,’ she complained. ‘It’s a terrible strain 
on both the boys and me.’ 

“Both Arthur (who was now five years old and would be 
ready for school next fall) and Edgar were extremely active 
children, and the youngest at the age of eight months gave 
every evidence of becoming fully as active as his brothers. If 
the family were already cramped for space, what would the 
situation be in another year or so? But there wasn’t much that 
David could do about it at that point. His wage at the cream- 
ery was less than fifty dollars a month. He couldn’t afford to 
rent a larger house; it required every cent he made to clothe 
and feed his family in the house they already had. So they 
stayed on in the little house, and before they finally moved 
from it three more children had been born there, and one had 
died. 

“The first was Roy J., born August 9, 1892. Like his broth- 
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ers, he was strong, vigorous. But the fifth son, Paul A., born on 
May 12, 1894, had a different fate. He was sickly and in a few 
months he was dead.® The sixth son—and by this time the 
parents were longing for a daughter—was born on February 
1, 1898. They named him Ear] D. 

“A few months later the move was made. David’s brother, 
Abraham, owned a two-story white frame house at 201 South 
East Fourth Street, set at the west side of a three-acre tract 
on the southern outskirts of Abilene. When at last Abraham 
carried out his long-postponed migration westward, having 
sold his veterinarian’s practice, he gave David the opportunity 
to rent the house with an option to buy later on. This seemed 
the perfect answer to Ida Elizabeth’s prayer, and David ac- 
cepted the offer eagerly. The terms were easy, partially be- 
cause the father, Jacob, who had been making his home with 
Abraham, would stay on in the house with David.” 

After the family moved to the house on South East Fourth 
Street in Abilene, the economy of the family was somewhat 
improved. David, though called an “engineer,” was in fact a 
mechanic—and in all his twenty years at the creamery, it’s 
doubtful that his pay was ever as high as two hundred dollars 
a month. This was despite the fact that he sought to improve 
his status by taking engineering courses in the International 
Correspondence Schools. On December 31, 1904, he received a 
certificate from ICS noting the completion of the following 
courses: “‘Arithmetic, Mechanics, Steam and Steam Engines, 
Dynamos and Motors, and Mensuration.” In 1946 I saw the 
certificate, neatly framed, hanging in an upstairs room of the 
house. 

Even for the Abilene of those days, the Eisenhower cash 
income was low—and the fact that six healthy boys could be 
raised on it was a tribute to the mother, Ida Elizabeth. She 
made full use of the three-acre tract, the barn, etc., which came 
with the house. 

The family raised a big garden—the boys all working hard 
in it. They had a horse for drawing the buggy and hauling 
produce, having the plowing done with teams from nearby 
farms. They had two cows, chickens, ducks, guinea hens, five 
or so pigs at a time, and Belgian hares. Thus they had their 
own milk and eggs, and cured their own meat in a smokehouse 
in the back yard. But the garden was the big thing. It was 
approximately a half-acre in size, was irrigated in dry weather, 
fenced for protection against chickens, and intensively culti- 
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vated. It supplied all the family’s vegetable needs, with a sur- 
plus for sale. They raised about every vegetable you could 
name—even celery, carefully heaping up the earth alongside 
the stalks to blanch them. They had a strawberry patch, and 
a small orchard with cherries, apples, and pears. They had a 
small vineyard, whose grapes made jellies for the family, and 
table clusters, and a surplus for sale. They had an acre of hay 
and an acre of field corn—sometimes kaffir corn—to feed the 
cows and the horse. 

All the boys worked hard; they had to; and the mother was 
a strict disciplinarian. As Soldier of Democracy explains it: 

“If a boy failed to do a good job of, say, hoeing the corn, he 
was at once sent back to do it over, even though it was late 
in the evening. Any attempt to play hooky from an assigned 
chore brought swift and generally corporeal punishment. One 
knew, therefore, that during worktime he must give all of 
himself to work. But one also knew that during playtime he 
could give all of himself to play. The time for play was an 
earned right, and the energy for play was not qualified or 
diffused by the nagging conviction, deep down, that one really 
should be doing something else: hoeing, or choring, or study- 
ing. Thus one educative function of the mother’s management, 
imposed by necessity but carried through with a profound, 
living wisdom, was to develop in each boy a resilient, decisive, 
truly integrated personality. The capacity for productive 
work, for getting things done, which the boys were to display 
in later years, would frequently amaze their associates. It 
would not be because they had a great deal more energy than 
most men, but because they knew how to use the energy they 
had. They would not be attenuated by an excess of self-doubt, 
nor divided by an incapacity to choose among a multitude of 
possibilities. They’d forget themselves in their work. They’d 
think habitually in terms of program. They would be, in the 
liberal meaning of the phrase, self-controlled.” 

Milton Stover Eisenhower was born in this house on Sep- 
tember 15, 1899, only a few months after the family had moved 
to it. He was given somewhat more attention than the other 
boys, being the youngest, and was a healthy boy until, in his 
fourth year, he had scarlet fever. He was terribly ill, and with 
his mother and brother Earl was sealed up for six weeks in 
two rooms of the house, so that the rest of the family could go 
in and out and earn the money so desperately needed. Earl 
was constantly dosed with sulphur and molasses, and didn’t 
get the disease, nor did the mother, but Milton came close to 
dying. The doctor tried to prepare the family for terrible after- 
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effects, but Milton came through with only weakened eyes and 
a generally weakened physique—from which (save for the 
eyes, which still dance and dart behind the glasses he’s always 
had to wear) he slowly recovered. The after-effects kept him 
from indulging in the rugged sports, the fights, etc., which 
characterized the lives of his brothers. 

Two other family troubles are worth mentioning. 

One day when Ear] was three or four he was playing in the 
tool shed while Dwight was busy on a workbench nearby. 
Dwight had been using a butcher knife, and he laid it on a 
window sill out of Earl’s reach. But Ear] pulled a chair below 
the sill, and managed to drag the knife down, without fully 
grasping it, so that the blade fell across his left eye. He was 
partially blinded. A few years later, Earl and a brother (Earl 
told Kenneth Davis it was Milton, but Milton denies this) were 
playing with crokinole pegs next to Ida Elizabeth’s ebony 
piano. The brother threw a peg which struck Earl in the 
already injured eye, blinding it completely. 

When Dwight was fourteen, he got blood poisoning in a 
skinned left knee. The doctor insisted that amputation was 
necessary, but Dwight stubbornly refused—said he’d rather 
die than be a cripple. David and Ida Elizabeth couldn’t make 
up their minds what to do, so Dwight’s attitude was decisive. 
The leg turned black, the blackness climbing up to the pelvis, 
and the leg was swollen terribly. Dwight asked for a fork to 
bite on, to keep from screaming with pain, and he had Edgar 
stay with him day and night—sleeping across the threshold of 
his room—to be sure that, when he went out of his head, the 
doctor wouldn’t come in and amputate. Miraculously, when 
the swelling reached the pelvis—when Dwight was supposed 
to die, in other words—it quite suddenly subsided. Dwight 
recovered without ill effects. 

All the boys attended Lincoln grade school across the street 
from their home, until they reached junior high when they 
went “across the tracks” to the north side—the “nicer” part 
of town—to attend Garfield school. And all the boys, save 
Milton, were great fist fighters. Dwight once fought a boy 
named Wesley Merrifield for at least a solid hour (Ike told 
Kenneth Davis two hours), absorbing a terrible beating but 
refusing to “give up.” And all save Milton played football and 
baseball. Edgar was quite a star, and Dwight was, too, in both 
sports. Moreover, all the boys worked in the Belle Springs 
Creamery, to earn extra money. 

David Jacob Hisenhower, the father of the boys, died in 
Abilene March 10, 1942, while Ike was so busy in Washington

as Assistant Chief of Staff, in charge of war plans, that he 
could not get away for the funeral. 

Ida Elizabeth Eisenhower was bright and alert when I 
visited with her in early September, 1946, and she died Sep- 
tember 11, 1946, within one week of the date of that visit. She 
gave me her picture the day I was there. 


ARTHUR B. EISENHOWER 


The first of the Eisenhower sons to leave home was, of 
course, the eldest: Arthur. He did so on March 4, 1905. I rather 
like the story as it’s told in Soldier of Democracy (Kenneth 
Davis got it from Arthur himself). 

“His was, in a way, a pioneering task. He was to prove in 
the larger world the efficacy of the family’s values. His success 
or failure would provide a measure of self-confidence for the 
younger brothers when they, too, at last left home. 

“He was eighteen years old. Among his assets were a strong 
body, a quick intelligence, an unshakable personal honesty, a 
habit for hard work, and a dogged but not overly-confident 
ambition for a business success. He had little else. When he 
boarded the Union Pacific for Kansas City he carried with 
him a green valise, bound with straps, which contained all his 
clothes save those he wore. In his pockets were a few dollars, 
barely enough to feed and shelter him while he searched for a 
job, and a letter of introduction to the Lombards, whose finan- 
cial interests in the Kansas City of those days included the 
Cornbelt Bank and the Lombard Investment Company. Unlike 
the brothers who were to follow him, he had no tradition of 
fraternal success to sustain or inspire him. It was he who must 
initiate that tradition. 

“Before the train pulled out from the station he was home- 
sick. It was with an almost tearful emotion, a sense of helpless 
loneliness, that he looked out upon the station platform. His 
mother was not standing there. She had not accompanied him 
to the station. She disliked public farewells, as she disliked any 
public display of emotion, and so she always said her good- 
byes on the little side porch of the Eisenhower home looking 
across the street toward the school. She smiled as she said 
them to Arthur, while Dwight and the others looked on, and 
she gave him cheerful, voluble advice. Not until many years 
later did her children discover that, when Arthur was gone 
and she was in her bedroom, she wept bitterly. She could feel 
her children growing away from her, straining against the 
ties of the family, and breaking them at last, one by one, until 
she was alone. 
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“The Union Pacific station in Kansas City stood, in those 
days, in ‘The Bottoms,’ near where the Kansas and Missouri 
rivers flow together. Arthur, stepping off the train, could see 
from the station platform the house on the river bluff which 
had been carefully described to him, the house where he was 
to rent a room. It seemed a long way off, and the valise was 
heavy. Assuming a casual self-confidence he was far from 
feeling, he went up to the first of a series of horse-drawn hacks 
which were tied up at the station rail. 

“ ‘Ves sir,’ said the driver, reaching for the valise. 

“But Arthur drew back. 

“ “How much?’ he asked. 

“ “How much to where?’ 

“To that house up there.’ 

“The driver looked in the direction indicated and said, as he 
again reached for the valise, ‘Fifty cents.’ 

“Arthur backed away, disconcerted. Then he turned and 
almost fled down the platform. To a boy who had been working 
in the Belle Springs Creamery for eleven dollars a month, fifty 
cents represented an enormous expenditure of effort, far more 
than would be required to carry the heavy valise up to that 
house on the bluff. No doubt dismay was evident in his facial 
expression, for as he went up the platform he was accosted by 
a man in an Official-looking cap who addressed him as ‘Sonny’ 
and asked what the trouble was. The man, evidently an official 
of the road or of an express company, seemed sympathetic. 
Arthur explained his trouble, leaving out the fact that the 
fifty-cent fare had frightened him. 

**T can drive you up,’ the man said in a kindly tone. He ges- 
tured toward a spring wagon tied up at the rail. ‘Hop in.’ 

“Arthur gratefully mounted the wagon, and in a minute or 
two he was joined by the driver, who gossiped cheerfully as 
they rode through the dirty streets of ‘The Bottoms’ and up 
the winding drive which climbed the bluff. In front of the 
boardinghouse he stopped. Arthur climbed down, tugging the 
valise. He thanked the driver profusely. 

“ “Glad to help you out,’ the driver said cheerfully. ‘That’ll 
be fifty cents, please.’ 

“Arthur’s jaw dropped. He reddened under the driver’s 
quizzical gaze. Then in black despair he pulled out his pocket- 
book, took from it a fifty-cent piece, and deposited the coin in 
the driver’s outstretched hand. 

“ ‘Thanks, sonny,’ the driver said cheerfully. ‘And good luck 
to you.’ 

“Tt was hardly an auspicious opening for a financial career, 
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and if there were elements of humor in the boy’s discomfiture, 
they escaped him at the time. Alone in his room, he was over- 
come by dark forebodings. He pulled out his letter of introduc- 
tion to the Lombards and read it through. He knew now that 
he’d never have the courage to present it; the Lombards were 
too big, too important, to be approached by a green, gawky 
country kid. That evening he noticed in the Kansas City Star 
an advertisement for office help, inserted by a firm of hay 
dealers. He applied for the job next day and was accepted. 

“He had studied bookkeeping, typing, and shorthand in Abi- 
lene. He used all three skills on his first job. For various rea- 
sons he was unhappy. He was homesick. He disliked his work, 
perhaps because he was not particularly efficient in it, and he 
disliked his employer because the latter outraged his country 
piety. The employer, it appears, was among the most profane 
of men, going so far as to dictate profanity into his letters. 
This meant that Arthur was forced to transcribe a series of 
oaths which, to him, seemed almost personal insults. He was 
getting a mere five dollars a week, barely enough to live on 
even in that era of expensive money, and he quickly decided 
that the pay was not high enough to compensate the damage 
done his morals. In late April he took his letter of introduction, 
which he had saved, and his courage, which was now somewhat 
restored, and went with them to the Lombards, who promptly 
offered him a job. The pay was considerably higher than the 
hay dealers would meet and the job itself seemed, to Arthur, 
almost too important for one of his limited experience. It 
worried him. Nevertheless, he took pleasure in presenting to 
his employer his resignation, effective immediately. 

“He was not to report for work at the Lombards for a few 
days, and in the interim his fear of the new job grew by leaps 
and bounds. He had none of that awareness of general family 
ability which was to help his younger brothers toward a poised 
self-assurance. His father had failed in business; he was des- 
perately afraid of failure himself. He seems to have inherited 
much of his father’s diffidence, which, combined with his later 
business success, gave rise to the impression among some of 
his cousins that he was ‘snooty’ and ‘conceited.’ On the second 
day of his wait he walked past the office building where he 
was to work and saw, from the street, that a new office was 
being fitted out. The realization swept over him that this new 
office was to be his. His! The Lombards had told him he’d have 
one. He stared. Then he walked away, almost ran away. When 
he had recovered somewhat he walked back to the financial 
district and put his application in at every firm that would 
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accept it between Wyandotte Street and Grand Avenue on 
Tenth Street. He never went back to the Lombards, who, since 
they had failed to obtain his address, had no way to reach him. 

“On May 1 he went to work as a messenger boy for the 
Commerce Trust Company, one of the firms at which he’d 
applied on his day of fear. The job was by no means as grand 
as the one at the Lombards had promised to be, but Arthur 
was happy in it. Nor was he ever to regret his decision—if so 
instinctive a reaction may be called a decision. As Kansas City 
grew, the Commerce Trust Company prospered, growing with 
successive mergers until it became one of the largest banks in 
the Middle West. Within the organization Arthur climbed 
steadily toward the vice-president’s chair he was to occupy in 
the 1930s and after. Soon the people of Abilene began to hear 
that Arthur was ‘doing well in the city,’ and he was ‘on his 
way to making a pot of money.’ The first of the Eisenhower 
‘success stories’ was begun.” 

Arthur was named executive vice-president of the Com- 
merce Trust Company a few years ago. He was also director 
of Trans World Airline and other large companies. His wife 
was named Louise. Arthur and Louise had no children. 


EDGAR N. EISENHOWER 


David and Ida Elizabeth made a fetish of not trying to 
determine the vocational choices of their sons. Nevertheless, 
David wanted Edgar to go to Kansas University and take a 
pre-medical course. Edgar, however, decided while still in 
high school that he’d like to be a lawyer; he had dreams of a 
political career. He announced to the family one evening that 
he intended to go to the University of Michigan in Ann Arbor, 
to take law. He and Dwight made a “deal” whereby Dwight 
was to work for a year and send to Edgar all the extra money 
he made; then Edgar was to stay out a year, work, and send 
Dwight his extra money, so that Dwight could go to college. 
They’d alternate that way. 

So in the fall of 1909, Edgar went to Michigan, Dwight 
working in the Belle Springs Creamery and sending up the 
extra money he made. But the “alternating” arrangement fell 
through, of course, when Dwight got his West Point appoint- 
ment (after having wanted an Annapolis one, but discovered 
he was too old—having passed his twentieth birthday in Octo- 
ber of 1910) ; Dwight went to West Point, registering in June 
of 1911. 

Edgar, after all, was able to earn nearly all his way at 
Michigan, graduating in 1914. He then went out to Tacoma, 
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picturing the place as a “wild-west lumbering town” and going 
there simply out of a passion for “westerning” inculcated in 
him by his Abilene boyhood. Abilene, you know, was a famed 
cow-town, the place where Wild Bill Hickok made his first big 
reputation as town marshal in 1869-70, when Abilene was the 
terminus of the Kansas Pacific railroad and of the Chisholm 
cattle trail to Texas. So Edgar had simply gone through a legal 
directory in Ann Arbor and picked out the name of Charles 
Peterson, who had a Tacoma law firm. He didn’t know Peter- 
son, in fact, didn’t know a soul in Tacoma. Nevertheless he 
wrote Peterson, and gota brief and not too encouraging note 
in reply, saying that if Ed did come to Tacoma, he, Peterson, 
would be glad to talk with him. 

Edgar made a favorable impression on Peterson, and the 
latter offered his office as headquarters for the young man 
until the state bar examinations were held, a month after Ed’s 
arrival. The examinations were easily passed, and Peterson 
gave Ed a job at ten dollars a week. Within a year, Ed was 
on his way up through the firm of Bates, Peer, and Peterson— 
practicing corporation law, for the most part. He made a lot 
of money. 

By the 1930s he had his own law firm—Eisenhower and 
Hunter—and was making more money in one year than his 
father ever made in twenty. By the 1940s his firm of Eisen- 
hower, Hunter, and Ramsdell was one of the most successful 
and prosperous corporation law firms on the West Coast. 

Edgar was married twice and had two children. 

He was a hearty, aggressive sort, fun to be with, extremely 
conservative in his political views. He hated the New Deal 
like poison; and generally opposed Milton and Dwight in 
argument about a lot of things when the brothers got together. 


DWIGHT D. EISENHOWER 


His story is so well known that little will be given here. 

His parents, because of their religious faith, were pacifist 
by conviction, but adjusted themselves painfully to Ike’s 
career. He entered West Point in 1911, was a member of F 
company as a cadet (the “rough and tough” boys, averaging 
six feet in height), played football and was a potential all- 
American when he injured his knee in a game with Tufts in 
his sophomore year (the trick knee bothered him always 
after). He made no very distinguished cadet career in scholar- 
ship. His scholastic standing varied from 81st in a class of 
177 to 65th in a class of approximately 170. His final gradua- 
tion order was 61. 
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His first assignment as second lieutenant was to Fort Sam 
Houston in San Antonio, Texas, where he reported in Septem- 
ber of 1915. A month later he met Mamie Doud, daughter of 
a well-to-do meat packer (who had retired, believe it or not, 
at 36 or so!). He married her in Denver, the Doud home, on 
July 1, 1916. He got “S” (Superior) ratings from the first. 
He was stationed at Fort Oglethorpe, Georgia, where he was 
instructor in the Officers Training Camp, and was separated 
from Mamie (who stayed in San Antonio for a time) when 
their first child, Doud Dwight, was born September 24, 1917. 
Doud (called “Ickey”) died January 2, 1921, at Camp Meade, 
Maryland, when Ike was stationed there in command of tank 
battalions. 

His first really important assignment was to Camp Colt, 
Gettysburg, Pennsylvania, which he commanded, beginning 
March 24, 1918. It was a tank training center. He did such a 
bang-up job there that his superiors refused to order him 
overseas until November, when he received an order saying 
he was to report to Camp Dix on November 18, 1918, to pre- 
pare for embarkation. But of course the Armistice stopped 
that. 

Ike and Mamie were soon to find solace from the death of 
Doud in the birth of their second son, whom they named for 
Mamie’s father, John Sheldon Doud Eisenhower. John, after 
he grew up, was educated at West Point, served overseas in 
World War II, and returned to West Point to teach English. 

Book Four of Soldier of Democracy, entitled “The Years of 
Apprenticeship,” covers the between-wars period in great 
detail, and his World War II record is public knowledge. 

He became Chief of Staff of the U. S. Army in November, 
1945, and accepted the post of president of Columbia Univer- 
sity in the spring of ’47. He was inaugurated in October of 
1948, and he distinguished himself in his new field in short 
time. 


ROY J. EISENHOWER 


Roy became interested in pharmacy even before he com- 
pleted high school in 1911. He had earned part of his way 
through school by working at Northcraft’s drug store, Abi- 
lene’s leading prescription druggists, and after graduation he 
went to a pharmacy school in Wichita to become a registered 
pharmacist. Thereafter he worked in a drug store in Ells- 
worth, Kansas, and became part owner of it in a few years. 
In Ellsworth he met and married Edna Shade, whose father 
owned a jewelry store there. 
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A few years later he owned his own drug store, and a highly 
successful one, in Junction City, Kansas, just twenty miles 
east of Abilene. He was a short (five feet, six inches), plump, 
jolly man, immensely popular, a civic leader; a Republican 
stalwart in a Republican stronghold, a Mason, an active Ro- 
tarian, and one of the best golfers in the state. People pre- 
dicted a bright political career for him, should he ever decide 
to enter politics. He had four children, Patricia, Roy, Peggy, 
and Lloyd. 

Roy died with tragic suddenness on June 17, 1942. 


EARL D. EISENHOWER 


Earl and Milton both graduated from Abilene high school 
in 1917. Earl went to work as “engineer” in the Belle Springs 
Creamery that summer, and had already decided that he 
wanted to be an electrical engineer. He had not, however, 
decided where he wanted to go to school, and he was therefore 
easily persuaded by a letter from Edgar extolling the beauties 
and virtues of the state of Washington. Also (Edgar ex- 
plained) he wanted to pay back, indirectly, the debt he owed 
Dwight for having helped finance his own Michigan college 
career. So Earl went to the University of Washington. 

However, he didn’t enroll in the university in that fall of 
1917. Instead, he went to work in the Todd shipyards in 
Tacoma, building liberty ships, and worked there until the fall 
of 1918, when he enrolled in the university. He was in the 
S.A.T.C. (Student Army Training Corps) there until the war 
ended in November. After a few months in the university, 
Ear] went back to the Todd shipyards, where (for what rea- 
son, no one knows) liberty ships were still being built. It was, 
as Earl explains, a steel shipyard, and he felt he was learning 
something about engineering by working there. In October, 
1919, he went back to the university, and stayed there—work- 
ing summers at various jobs, until he received his degree in 
electrical engineering in 1923. 

The summer after his graduation, he went camping with a 
friend in the Canadian Rockies, then took a job as third assis- 
tant engineer on the U.S.S. President Grant, sailing for the 
Orient. From September, 1923, to January, 1924, he toured 
the Pacific, visiting Japan, China, and the Philippines. In 
January he was back in Tacoma, working for one of Ed’s 
clients who owned an electrical shop. In the spring he visited 
the University, where the dean of the engineering school told 
him of an opening with the West Penn Power Company in 
Pennsylvania. Earl took the job, moving in succession from 
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Connellsville to Uniontown to Charleroi to McKeesport, and 
back to Connellsville. 

In April, 1933, he married Kathryn (Kay) Snyder, daugh- 
ter of the founder of the Connellsville, Pennsylvania, news- 
paper. They had two children, Kathryn and Earl. 


For the last several years, Earl has lived at Charleroi. He 
was still with the West Penn Power Company. He owned two 
important radio stations in western Pennsylvania and was 
guiding head of a large daily newspaper. 


MILTON S. EISENHOWER 


When Milton graduated from Abilene High School in 1917, 
he went to work for Charles M. Harger, publisher of the Abi- 
lene Reflector, first as reporter, then as city editor. Harger 
became a kind of “‘second father” to Milton, training the boy 
as writer (Harger being himself the town’s leading literary 
light, a contributor to the Saturday Evening Post and other 
magazines). 

Milton went to Kansas University in the summer of 1918, 
taking journalism. He then went to Kansas State Agricultural 
College (now Kansas State College), where he enlisted in the 
S.A.T.C. He was graduated from the college in 1924. He made 
an outstanding scholastic record in college, edited the student 
newspaper, and won the Missouri Valley Oratorical Contest. 
He also met and became engaged to marry Helen Eakin, 
daughter of L. R. Eakin, who was about the wealthiest man 
in Manhattan, Kansas, and a close personal friend of William 
M. Jardine, then the president of the college. Jardine liked 
Milton immensely, and admired his energy and abilities, and 
when Milton got his degree in journalism, Jardine gave him 
his first job as an instructor in the college’s journalism de- 
partment. A few months later, Milton took a job as vice-consul 
for the U.S. in Edinburgh, Scotland, and was there for almost 
two years. 


During those two years, Jardine became a national figure. 
He was named Secretary of Agriculture by Calvin Coolidge, 
and when he moved to Washington, the Eakins moved, too. 
Hakin put his money into land around Falls Church, Virginia, 
developed it—and made another fortune, piling it on top of 
the one he had made in Kansas from his general store and 
some lucky speculations in oil. In Washington, Jardine wanted 
Milton as his assistant, and it was to take this job, Assistant 
to the Secretary, that Milton returned from Scotland. Milton 
and Helen Eakin were married on October 12, 1927, with 
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Dwight (then stationed in Washington) as best man. Helen 
used Dwight’s dress sword to cut the wedding cake. 

In 1928, Milton was named Director of Information for the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture, making him (at 28) the 
youngest director in departmental history. He did brilliantly 
well at the job, making himself so nearly indispensable that, 
when the New Deal took over in 1933, Henry Wallace insisted 
on keeping him despite some political opposition to him. He 
served subsequently as Land-Use Coordinator (with rank 
equivalent to an Assistant Secretary) and headed several 
department reorganizations during the years of mushroom 
growth. 

When the war came he was named first head of the War 
Relocation Authority, directing the evacuation of Japanese- 
Americans from the Pacific Coast. He left this spot (which he 
hated) after three months or so in order to set up, at Roose- 
velt’s request, the Office of War Information out of the chaos 
of Archibald MacLeish’s Office of Facts and Figures. He was 
Associate Director of OWI, actually doing the administrative 
job with Elmer Davis fronting and doing over-all policy, when 
Kansas State College offered him the presidency. 

He took over as president of his alma mater in September 
of 1948, and quickly became one of the leading Kansas figures. 
He made several important innovations in the college’s educa- 
tional program, and at the same time engaged in an extensive 
off-campus operation which brought national and even inter- 
national prestige to him and to his institution. During his 
seven years there, he was a trustee of the Committee for Eco- 
nomic Development, vice-president of the Society for the Ad- 
vancement of Management, chairman of the executive com- 
mittee of the Land Grant College Association, member of the 
President’s Commission on Higher Education, member of the 
fact-finding board for the General Motors strike of 1945, 
director of the Quaker Oats Company, and director of Ency- 
clopedia Britannica Films. For three years he was chairman 
of the U. S. National Commission for UNESCO (the United 
Nations Educational, Scientific and Cultural Organization), 
attending annual General Conferences of that organization as 
a member of U. S. delegations in Paris, 1946; Mexico City, 
1947; Beirut, Lebanon, 1948; and Paris, 1949. He was thrice 
vice-chairman of the U. S. delegation to these meetings. 

In January, 1950, he accepted the election to the presidency 
of Pennsylvania State College, State College, Pennsylvania, 
and left Manhattan July 1 to take up his new duties. 

He and Helen had two children, Milton Jr. (Bud) and Ruth.

1 JOHN JACOB LINK (Hanss Jacob Linckh) was born October 20, 
1682, in Grossgartach, Germany; baptized there with Jacob Flinspach and 
John George (Hanss Jorg) Karsnagel as godparents. He died April —, 
1738, in Berks County, Pennsylvania. Place of burial is probably his farm. 
He married (1) Elizabeth Konig, daughter of Jacob Kénig, November 26, 
1708, at Grossgartach, who died March 25, 1720, and was buried March 29, 
1720, in Grossgartach, Germany; (2) Anna Magdalena Neuwirth of Biber- 
ach, Germany, September 8, 1720, at Biberach. Anna Magdalena Neuwirth 
was the daughter of Jeremias and Margaretha Christ Neuwirth and was 
born August 13, 1692, in Biberach, Germany. Anna Katharina Renz, wife 
of Just Renz, and Magdalena Sinns, daughter of Jakob Sinns, were god- 
parents. Anna Magdalena Link died in Berks County, Pennsylvania, and 
is probably buried in St. Joseph Lutheran and Reformed Churchyard in 
Pike Township. Data about John Jacob Link’s birth are from the St. 
Lorenz Protestant Church record in Grossgartach. His death date is from 
St. Joseph Lutheran and Reformed Church record, Pike Township, Berks 
County, Pennsylvania. Elizabeth Link’s death date is from St. Lorenz 
Protestant Church record, Grossgartach. Anna Magdalena Neuwirth’s 
birth date and the marriage date of John Jacob Link and Anna Magdalena 
Neuwirth are from the Protestant Church record at Biberach, Germany.

Birth and death dates are from record of St. Lorenz Protestant Church, 
Grossgartach. No other record of John Jacob Link has been found.

She married John Peter Beard (Bart) (Bahrt) April 25, 1751, in Berks 
County, Pennsylvania. Peter Beard was born 1730, died February 14, 
1794, Frederick County, Maryland. Date of Mary Katherine Link’s birth 
is from the record of St. Lorenz Protestant Church, Grossgartach. Mar- 
riage date from the record of Augustus Lutheran Church, Trappe, Penn- 
sylvania. Death date of Mary Katherine Link, birth year and death date 
of John Peter Beard are from their tombstones in Rocky Hill Churchyard 
near Woodsboro, Maryland. Birthplace of John Peter Beard probably was 
in Germany.

He may have been fourth 
corporal in Captain Valentine Creager’s Company raised from Middle 
District, Frederick County, Maryland—Page 172, Volume 18, Archives 
of Maryland. This company went to New York to fight at the beginning 
of the Revolution in 1776. He also could have been the John Link, Second 
Lieutenant, May 26, 1778, First Lieutenant, August 16, 1779, and later 
Captain in Maryland Militia—Page 16, Volume I, Maryland Militia, 
Maryland Historical Society, Baltimore. John may have married Mar- 
garet Minner of Rockland Township, Berks County, Pennsylvania. Her 
father, Peter Minner, in his will, dated May 5, 1811, mentions this. John 
and Margaret Link had a daughter, named Magdalena, born March 10, 
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1774, baptized June 19, 1774; John Mack and his wife, Anna Attilia 
Mack, were sponsors. Record is from Frederick Lutheran Church. Old 
Zion Lutheran Church record, Volume III, reveals four additional chil- 
dren: John, born November 18, 1777; Heinrich, born October 13, 1784; 
John Frederick, born July 18, 1788, and Phillip Jacob, born October 30, 
1792. There may have been others. Here the record ends. Reverend John 
W. Link, author of the chapter on John Adam Link I in this history, 
contends that John, above, was never married. 


9 MARY MAGDALENA LINK (John Adam I?, John Jacob!) was 
born January 30, 1750, Berks County, Pennsylvania; married Jacob Cra- 
bial, January 3, 1778, Frederick County, Maryland. Date of Mary Mag- 
dalena’s birth is from St. Joseph’s Church record. Date of her marriage 
from Washington County, Maryland, records. Ceremony performed by 
Rev. Jacob Weimer in Lutheran Church at Hagerstown, Maryland. No 
further data are available. 


10 ELIZABETH LINK (John Adam I2, John Jacob!). She was born 
January 7, 1752, Berks County, Pennsylvania; baptized March 4, 1752. 
Hans (John) Miller and Maria Magdalena Link, Elizabeth’s aunt, were 
sponsors. Dates are from record of New Hanover Lutheran Church. Mar- 
ried (1) Henry Stoner, Frederick County, Maryland. Henry Stoner, son 
of Jacob Stoner, born about 1740, Frederick County, Maryland; died 
September, 1778, Frederick County, Maryland. (2) Jesse Prichard, May 
3, 1779, Frederick County, Maryland. (8) John Dust, January 15, 1785, 
Frederick County, Maryland. Dates of marriages from Frederick County 
court records. No other dates available. Elizabeth is buried in Hagley 
Cemetery, Zion Presbyterian Church, Bakerton, West Virginia. 

Henry Stoner was reared by his older brother, John Stoner, evidencing 
that his parents died while Henry was very young (from Steiner Family 
History owned by Mrs. Ruth Stoner Speck, 149 Sycamore Street, Tiffin, 
Ohio). John must have been quite a little older than Henry, because he 
was a soldier in the Colonial forces raised in Maryland for Braddock’s 
campaign during the French and Indian War. He also held a commission 
as captain of militia in the Continental Army during the American Revo- 
lution, where he served in the quartermaster corps. His commission was 
issued in 1775. 

Henry had a younger brother named Benedict. 

The father of these three, John, Henry, and Benedict, was Jacob Stoner 
(Steiner), born 1718, who died in 1748 and was buried in the German 
Reformed graveyard in Frederick, Maryland. His grave is marked. He 
was probably the immigrant who arrived in Philadelphia on the vessel, 
“Pennsylvania Marchant,” from Rotterdam, September 11, 1731 (Rupp’s 
List, Page 20). Jacob settled in Frederick County, Maryland, before 
1736, at the confluence of the Tuscarora Creek and Monocacy River, 
where he erected a house and mill. His land was divided in 1767, nineteen 
years after his death. His children were: 


John Stoner, who married Catharine Ramsburg. 
Henry Stoner, who married Elizabeth Link. 
Benedict Stoner, who married Maria Sibilla Loy. 


On August 19, 1767, Henry Stoner received title, from his brother John 
by deed, to “Stoner’s Chance,” a tract of land on Tuscarora Creek. April 
5, 1770, Henry transferred a part of this to Balzar Getzendammer. No 
one signed with Henry, indicating he was unmarried at the time. He is 
listed in the deed as a farmer. Subsequent to this he was married to 
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Elizabeth Link. Their first child was born July 16, 1772, named for her 
mother. Little Elizabeth “died young,” according to the Stoner Family 
History. A second child, named John, was born March 12, 1774. 

Henry Stoner died in September, 1778. His brother, John, settled his 
estate, the value of which was £252, 19S, 344D. £212, 6S, 54%D was in 
personal property, and the remainder of £40, 12S, 10D was receivables 
owed to Henry. 

Elizabeth Link Stoner married two more times. On May 38, 1779, to 
Jesse Prichard. No known children were born to this union and it is not 
known what happened to Jesse. On January 15, 1785, she married John 
Dust. To this marriage was born a daughter, named Nancy, on March 8, 
1793, as well as other children. Nancy Dust married her first cousin, 
Alexander Link, son of John Adam Link II. 

The latter two of Elizabeth’s marriages are recorded in the records of 
Frederick County. A public or church record of her marriage to Henry 
Stoner has not been found, but it is a matter of family record in the 
Stoner Family History and occurred after April 5, 1770, when Henry 
sold land, and before July 16, 1772, when her daughter was born. 

Henry died and is buried in Frederick County, Maryland. 

There is another marriage of interest in the Frederick County records. 
It was between Elizabeth Stoner and Elza Pritchett (Prichard), October 
10, 1828. This Elizabeth hardly could have been the daughter of Henry 
and Elizabeth. She would have been 56 at date of this marriage and 
family tradition has it that she died “young.”

According to Williams’ History of Fred- 
erick County, pages 28 and 85, Jacob Boyer was a member of the Colonial 
Assembly and one of the men on the committee on resolutions, January 
24, 1775. He also served on the Committee of Observation in Frederick 
County. Date of Catherine’s birth is from Rocky Hill Church (St. Peter’s) 
record, Frederick County, Maryland. Marriage date is from Frederick 
Lutheran Church, Frederick, Maryland. The will of John Adam Link 
indicates that Catherine and Jacob Boyer lived in his household after he 
became a widower and for this reason John Adam left individual bequests 
to Catherine’s children. No other data are available. From the list of 
children below only Adam, Elizabeth, Ferdinand and Rebecca are men- 
tioned in the will of John Adam Link. The others had died before his will 
was drawn.

October 23, 1768, Frederick County, Maryland; died in Fayette County, 
Kentucky. He married Martha Link January 3, 1809, Jefferson County, 
West Virginia. Martha Link was the daughter of John Adam Link II 
and Jane Ogle. She was born October 23, 1787, in Jefferson County, West 
Virginia. After the birth of their son, George and Martha moved to 
Bourbon County, Kentucky. In 1811 they purchased a farm in Fayette 
County, Kentucky, and moved there. Birth date of George Link is from 
record of Rocky Hill (St. Peter’s) Church near Woodsboro, Maryland. 
Birth date for Martha Link is from St. Peter’s Lutheran Church record 
at Shepherdstown, West Virginia. Marriage date is from Washington 
County, Maryland, records. The marriage was an elopement and per- 
formed against the will of Martha Link’s parents and family. After 
inheriting land from his father in Frederick County, Maryland, George 
purchased additional land in Washington County, Maryland, all of which 
he sold about 1807, moving to Jefferson County, West Virginia (then 
Berkley County, Virginia), where he purchased land April 1, 1808. Here 
he brought his bride after marriage and made his home until 1810, when 
he moved his family to Kentucky. George purchased 111% acres in 
Fayette County February 7, 1811. October 2, 1814, he and Martha, known 
as “Patsy,” deeded land in Fayette County. The deed was also recorded 
October 15, 1815, in Harrison County. No death dates have been found 
for any of this family. Family tradition points to the widowhood of 
Martha after a second son was born and her subsequent marriage to a 
man named Winchester in Harrison County, Kentucky. Life for the 
young son, named Adam, became intolerable because of bad treatment 
from his stepfather. At nine years of age Adam swam the Ohio, follow- 
ing a group of horse traders into Ohio. He settled near Hillsboro, High- 
land County, Ohio, where he is buried. George Link voted in the presi- 
dential election of 1796 in Frederick County, Maryland.

List of children is from family records, German Re- 
formed Church record at Frederick, Frederick County records and the 
final settlement of his estate. Although Daniel in his will left his whole 
estate to his daughter, Catherine, with whom he lived after his wife’s 
death, the final settlement shows an even distribution of the personal 
property.

Peter 
Beard left one-sixth of his estate “to be equally divided among my eldest 
son Jonathan’s children, namely—Mary Beard, Peter Beard, Phillip 
Beard, Christian Beard and Daniel Beard.” Birth dates for the two last 
named children have been found in Rocky Hill (St. Peter’s) Church 
record. It is to be assumed these children were named in their grand- 
father’s will according to date of birth, Mary being oldest. No other data 
are available.

No 
other data about her are available.

March 25, 1771, in Frederick County, Maryland; baptized April 5, 1771. 
Married Anna Mary Schmit, August 30, 1796, Frederick County, Mary- 
land. Anna Mary Schmit was born January 15, 1778, Frederick County, 
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Maryland; died August 15, 1824, Frederick County, Maryland. Dates of 
Jacob Beard’s birth and baptism are from Rocky Hill Church record. 
Date of marriage is from Evangelical Reformed Church record (Page 
502, Brumbaugh). Dates of Anna Mary Schmit’s birth and death are 
from Dr. Louis Dielman’s list in Maryland Historical Society, Baltimore. 
Jacob secured under his father’s will all of his father’s land, subject to 
his mother’s life interest and to the payment by Jacob of a total of fifty 
pounds to Jonathan’s children (ten pounds each), and fifty pounds each 
to his three sisters. Jacob was made executor of his father’s will and 
estate. What apparently adds up to a complete list of Jacob and Anna 
Mary Beard’s children appears in the birth records of Rocky Hill (St.

Crowell family tradition has it that 
the Crowells were lineal descendants of Oliver Cromwell. Samuel Crow- 
ell I dropped the letter m when he came to New Jersey. Mary and Samuel 
Crowell moved to Sandusky County, Ohio, in 1828. Samuel Crowell was 
born May 7, 1798, probably in Loudoun County, Virginia, and died April 
9, 1859, in Sandusky County, Ohio. After their marriage Samuel and 
Mary joined the Presbyterian Church and moved their membership to 
Ohio. 

Mary and Samuel Crowell were great pioneers of northern Ohio. Sam- 
uel was well educated, had earned a teaching certificate from Refuge 
Academy, December 20, 1818, in Jefferson County, West Virginia. The 
certificate credits him as being capable of teaching both sexes. The sev- 
eral signers of the certificate include the names of Adam Link, Samuel’s 
father-in-law, and Cornelius Vanderbilt. Vanderbilt was probably a sup- 
porter and trustee of the Academy. Upon their arrival in Sandusky Coun- 
ty, Ohio, this young couple established their home on the tract of land 
owned by John Adam Link II, Mary’s father, which he gave to them at 
his death. Their home was just west of Muskalonge Creek and on the 
south side of present route U. S. 20 in Sandusky Township, Sandusky 
County. Immediately Samuel began to teach school as well as farm. On 
October 18, 1829, within a year after his arrival, he was elected sheriff of 
Sandusky County; and this was at a time when men were elected to office 
because of their ability and character and not because of political alli- 
ance. Throughout his life Samuel wrote much for several newspapers, 
providing articles of editorial flavor and opinion on vital issues of the 
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day. Mary and Samuel were founders of the Presbyterian Church in their 
neighborhood, organized November 30, 1833. Samuel was an individual 
of many facets, one of the brightest of which was his scholarship result- 
ing in his becoming a great teacher. His interest in education, in the 
church, and in writing left values for many in the pioneer community in 
which he lived. He was the editor of the Lower Sandusky Telegraph in 
1846 and later, and, besides his editorial and reportorial work, contrib- 
uted several poems to the paper’s columns. Letters he wrote to his sons 
reveal his love of reporting news and a lively sense of humor which made 
them sparkle. In addition to his editorship, his teaching, and his church 
activity, Samuel engaged in the real estate business with success. 

Mary and Samuel are both buried at Four Mile Cemetery, Sandusky 
County, Ohio. Data are from family records and the Hayes Memorial 
Library at Fremont, Ohio.

She 
married (1) Elias T. Crowell, September 8, 1820, in a ceremony per- 
formed by Reverend Brown. After the death of Elias Crowell, Rebecca 
married (2) William Demory about 1830. William Demory was the son 
of Peter and Mary Elizabeth Demory. He was born in 1790. He was mar- 
ried previously to his marriage to Rebecca. William died May 4, 1878, and 
Rebecea died April 7, 1877. It is believed that Rebecca and William went 
to Ohio with their eldest son, Peter, where they died and are buried near 
Huntsville, Ohio. Dates are from family records.

Jacob!) was born September 14, 1797, in Jefferson County, West Vir- 
ginia; died January 4, 1873, in Jefferson County, West Virginia. He 
married (1) Elizabeth Butler, May 4, 1821; Reverend W. C. Walton per- 
formed the ceremony. Elizabeth Butler, daughter of Elisha and Mary 
Melvin Butler, was born August 21, 1794, and died May 21, 1822, at 
childbirth. Child was stillborn. Elizabeth is buried in Melvin graveyard 
at Reidson, West Virginia. (2) Sarah Osbourn, May 24, 1824; Reverend 
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J. Matthews performed the ceremony. Sarah Osbourn was the daughter 
of David and Ruhama Barnes Osbourn, born December 16, 1802, Jeffer- 
son County, West Virginia, died May 29, 1838, Jefferson County, West 
Virginia. Sarah is buried in St. Peter’s Lutheran graveyard, Shepherds- 
town, West Virginia. Sarah met her death by accident. The first Bal- 
timore and Ohio train coming to Harpers Ferry, West Virginia, killed 
her when she was pushed by the excited crowd in front of the mov- 
ing engine. (3) Ann Osbourn, February 5, 1839, Jefferson County, 
West Virginia. Ann Osbourn was Sarah’s younger sister, daughter of 
David and Ruhama Barnes Osbourn; born April 30, 1815 (date from 
Osbourn Bible; died February 28, 1854 (St. Peter’s Church record) 
and is buried in St. Peter’s Lutheran graveyard at Shepherdstown, West 
Virginia. (4) Catherine Derry Cole, September 11, 1856, Jefferson Coun- 
ty, West Virginia. Catherine was born February 5, 1806, died April 1, 
1899, Jefferson County, West Virginia. John Adam Link III inherited 
the home of his parents and it remains to this day in the Link family.

He is buried in Union Cemetery between 
Paris and Lexington, Kentucky. Neither Adam nor his children were men- 
tioned in the will of his father, Jacob Link, because Adam and some of 
his children had preceded Jacob in death and those children of Adam’s 
living at Jacob’s death had probably moved from Kentucky and beyond 
their grandfather’s knowledge. Adam’s birth date is from Rocky Hill (St. 
Peter’s) Church record, and his death date is from his tombstone. Adam 
married twice: (1) Elizabeth , who probably died at the birth of 
her son, John William Link. (2) Catharine » who was the mother 
of Henry George, Abraham, Elizabeth and William Link. It is probable 
that John William Link died in infancy. The above information has been 
obtained from Rocky Hill Church records and is in the period before 
Adam moved his family to Kentucky, some years after his parents went 
to Bourbon County. Adam and his second spouse, Catharine, moved to 
Fayette County, Kentucky, soon after the birth of their son, Henry 
George Link, who probably did not survive the long journey. He is not 
mentioned in the settlement of Adam’s estate. This estate settlement and 
Fayette County records reveal several things. First, Adam purchased 
land in Fayette County June 19, 1818. His parents were already settled in 
Bourbon County nearby and had been for eighteen years. His father’s 
first cousin, Christian Link, was his neighbor in Fayette County. Chris- 
tian had been there fifteen years. Second, Adam, feeling the approach of 
death while yet a young man, made his will July 27, 1820. He had consid- 
erable property besides his farm and he left it all to his young wife. The 
children, Abraham, Elizabeth and William, were small. Then, after 
Adam’s death, the records show that Catharine sold the farm September 
20, 1834. Daughter, Elizabeth, then of legal age and married, signed the 
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deed with her husband, John Prunty, and her mother. The two minor 
children, Abraham and William, signed with the approval of their guar- 
dian, Daniel Giltner. Children’s names are listed as found in the deed. 
William married and moved to Scott County, Kentucky. Adam had ap- 
pointed John Giltner, his brother-in-law, as his executor. John Giltner 
was the husband of Elizabeth, Adam’s younger sister.

This date is from 
Rocky Hill Church record. Jacob was taken to Bourbon County, Kentucky, 
by his parents, where, according to Fayette County court record, he mar- 
ried Susannah Wallis Gaines, April 12, 1812. The bond for the marriage 
is signed by Elizabeth Gaines, mother of Susannah, as her guardian, 
indicating that Susannah was not of legal age but owned property. No 
further data can be found about Jacob or his young wife except the 
words in his father’s will indicating his death prior to March, 1846.

After he grew to young manhood, his father died, and 
an entry in the Bible of his younger brother, Adam Link, of Highland 
County, Ohio, simply says, “Dan went west.’? No date and no further 
information is recorded. 


83 ADAM LINK (John George?, John Adam I?, John Jacob!) was 
born December 26, 1821, in Fayette County, Kentucky. The date is ob- 
tained from his tombstone in an old Baptist cemetery at New Market, 
Highland County, Ohio, where he lived and died. The stone legibly pro- 
vides the date of Adam’s death as April 6, 1857, with the often used 
legend, “aged 35 years 3 months and 11 days.’”’ He married Martha Stone 
Dunn in Highland County, Ohio. No dates are available. Adam met his 
death in an accident with a horse. Four children were born to Adam and 
Martha and are listed below. After the death of Adam’s father in Ken- 
tucky, his mother married a man named Winchester, and the family 
moved to Harrison County, Kentucky. It is assumed the stepfather was 
unkind to Martha’s children because “Dan went west’! and at nine years 
of age Adam swam the Ohio, following a group of horse traders who were 
kind to him; thus, he imitated his elder brother’s solution to a difficult 
family problem. Apparently no effort was made to seek out and bring 
back young Adam. He grew up in Highland County, Ohio, where he 
married and reared his family. He was a cooper by trade. For about 
twenty years before 1855 he lived in Brown County near by, but returned 
to New Market, Highland County, Ohio, before his death. Data are from 
family records.

Dates of birth and death are not avail- 
able. She married Joseph Shank, April 2, 1838, in Frederick County, 
according to county records. Nothing further can be found about Sarah 
or her husband. 


87 CATHERINE LINK (Daniel?, John Adam I2, John Jacob!) was 
born March 24, 1816; baptized April 5, 1816, in Frederick County. Dates 
are from Rocky Hill Church record. She married Columbus Cramer, Sep- 
tember 10, 1860. After her mother died in 1833, young Catherine became 
the female head of her father’s household, which obligation she con- 
scientiously discharged throughout her father’s life. Her marriage oc- 
curred after Daniel’s death in 1857. Daniel, conscious of Catherine’s help 
and care, left his whole estate to her by will, which he made November 
30, 1853. Strangely, he named no executor, nor were there witnesses to 
the will. Obviously, Catherine’s brother and sisters asked for and re- 
ceived, as heirs, administration of their father’s estate, which resulted in 
an equal distribution of his property. There were no children born to 
Catherine and Columbus. She was past forty-two years old at the time of 
her marriage. 


88 SUSANNAH FUCHS (Jacob, Rosina2, John Jacob!) was born 
September 27, 1788, in Berks County, Pennsylvania; baptized November 
1, 1788, with Isaac Bauman and his wife, Susanne, as sponsors. Data are 
from St. Joseph’s Church record, Berks County, Pennsylvania, and are 
all that are available. 


89 ANNA MARGARET FUCHS (Jacob3, Rosina2, John Jacob!), 
born July 26, 1790, Berks County, Pennsylvania; baptized September 26, 
1790, with Abraham Herb and his wife, Anna, as sponsors. Data are from 
St. Joseph’s Church record. 


90 ANNA CHRISTINA FUCHS (Jacob, Rosina?, John Jacob1) was 
born July 10, 1792, in Berks County, Pennsylvania; baptized September 
23, 1792, with John Gilbert and his wife, Christina, as sponsors. Dates are 
from St. Joseph’s Church record. 


91 ANNA CATHERINE FUCHS (Jacob3, Rosina2, John Jacob!), 
born December 13, 1796, in Berks County, Pennsylvania; baptized May 
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28, 1797, with Andreas Scheinlin and his wife, Magdalena, as sponsors. 
Dates from New Hanover Lutheran Church record. 


92 MARY BEARD (Jonathan, Mary Katherine2, John Jacob!) was 
born in Frederick County, Maryland, about 1779 or 1780. Nothing more 
is known about her except that she is mentioned in the will of her grand- 
father, Peter Beard. The will was written and signed January 5, 1793. 


93 PETER BEARD (Jonathan®, Mary Katherine?, John Jacob!) was 
born in Frederick County, Maryland, about 1781. He is mentioned in his 
grandfather’s will and was named for him. Peter Beard was doubtlessly 
the husband of Katherine Link, his second cousin and daughter of Peter 
Link. They were married in Augusta County, Virginia, September 1, 
1808. There were very close ties between Peter Link’s family in Virginia 
and the Beards in Maryland. Peter Link was named for his uncle by 
marriage, Peter Beard, husband of Mary Katherine Link. Peter Link’s 
mother was from Maryland, and his wife, Judith, came from Maryland. 
The Schmits and Burckharts were very close to the Beards, as old church 
and real estate records plainly show. There was doubtless much visiting 
back and forth. After his father’s death, young Peter, along with his 
brother, Christian Beard, and probably his sister, Mary, quite naturally 
sought his fortune among relatives in a less closely settled area than his 
home neighborhood in Maryland. Such was Augusta County at that time. 
He had received his inheritance from his grandfather, who was well-to-do, 
and, with this, young Peter went to Virginia, where he fell in love with and 
married Katherine Link. Curiously, his grandfather, Peter Beard, had 
married a Katherine Link in 1751 in Pennsylvania. Young Peter and 
Katherine were both confirmed in the Salem Lutheran Church, June 2, 
1813. Peter made purchases from the sale to settle the estate of Moses 
Gresham, Katherine’s uncle by marriage, August 21, 1833. 

Katherine was the third child of Peter and Judith Link and was born 
February 1, 1792, in Augusta County, Virginia. She died April 138, 1835, 
and is buried in Augusta County in the Old Salem Churchyard. Dates 
come from a quill-written document developed by her brother and her 
father and in the author’s possession. Peter, after Katherine’s death, 
surely left Augusta County, because no further record of him is found. 
In his marriage bond Peter Beard is joined by Peter Link, his father’s 
cousin, who makes oath that “Peter Beard, who is about to be married to 
his daughter, Catherine (sic), is above the age of twenty-one years.” 
The bond is dated August 30, 1808. The list of their children below comes 
from the Salem Lutheran Church record in Augusta County, Virginia. 

The Peter Beard of this sketch must not be confused with members of 
a Beard family which came into Augusta County before 1790. They were 
Scotch-Irish and Presbyterians. Peter’s religion was Lutheran, and the 
Salem Church record makes many references to him in German, a lan- 
guage with which he grew up and which he understood and spoke. See 
Number 111.

94 PHILLIP BEARD (Jonathan3, Mary Katherine?, John Jacob1) 
was born about 1783 in Frederick County, Maryland. He is mentioned in 
the will of his grandfather, Peter Beard, as son of Jonathan Beard. No 
other data available. 


95 JOHN (JOHANN) CHRISTIAN BEARD (Jonathan?, Mary 
Katherine2, John Jacob!) was born September 22, 1785, in Frederick 
County, Maryland. Date is from Rocky Hill Church record, page 27, 
which also gives his baptismal date as October 19, 1785. He is mentioned 
in his grandfather’s will as the son of Jonathan Beard. Christian Beard 
came to Augusta County with his older brother, Peter. Here he made his 
home and acquired considerable property, for the time. He died in 1834, 
and his will lists his living children and one deceased daughter and a 
grandchild. Washington Swoope, John Sproul and John B. Christian made 
bond for $12,000.00 for Washington Swoope as executor of the estate. 
The will was dated September 26, 1882, and probated in August, 1834. 
Children are listed in same order as in Christian’s will, which is not 
necessarily the order of birth. Evidently Christian’s wife had preceded 
him in death; at any rate, she is not mentioned in his will. Christian 
signed the will in German script.

He was probably 
named for William Smith (Schmidt), uncle of his father, Peter Link, and 
a brother of his grandmother, Anna Mary Christina Schmidt Link. Dates 
are from family record, quill-written by Peter Link. 


110 JOHN LINK (Peter?, Matthias?, John Jacob!) was born July 3, 
1790, in Augusta County, Virginia. He died March 5, 1865, and is buried 
in Salem Lutheran Church Cemetery near Fort Defiance, Virginia. On 
November 5, 1813, he married Susannah Schindler, who was the daughter 
of Adam Schindler. Adam signed the marriage bond. Susannah’s younger 
sister, Esther Charlotte Schindler, married John’s younger brother, Wil- 
liam Link (second child so named among his father’s sons), and they 
became the great-grandparents of General Dwight Eisenhower. John and 
Susannah became the ancestors of most of the people named Link who 
now live in Augusta County. Their daughters married sons of prominent 
Augusta County families, such as Houff, Redman, Root and Campbell. 
From these unions there are many descendants in Augusta County now. 
Dates for Susannah’s birth and death are not available, but she died 
before John, who lived with his son, Daniel, at the time of his death. 
John’s will reveals he was liberal with his children before his death, and 
the settlement of his estate shows that his son, Daniel, acquired John’s 
farm. For further data, see Chapter 12. It is believed that Susannah was 
buried in the old graveyard at Old Salem Church, which is now in disuse. 
After Susannah’s death, John retained the furnishings for only one room. 
He was a man of means, and his distribution of property to his children 
prior to his death was in money, for which he took notes that were can- 
celed in the settlement of his estate. He was a member of the Salem 
Lutheran Church throughout his life and served in official capacity many 
times, being old enough to be one of the founders. He is mentioned often 
throughout the church record. His oldest son and child was Adam Schind- 
ler Link, who became a pioneer Lutheran pastor in Ohio and died three 
years prior to the demise of his father. Traditions about John Link’s fine, 
unselfish and useful life are recounted among descendants and others in 
Augusta County today, more than eighty years after his death. Because 
Esther Margaret Link’s birth date cannot be found, she may be older

111 KATHERINE LINK (Peter?, Matthias?, John Jacob!) was born 
February 1, 1792, in Augusta County, Virginia; died April 13, 1835, in 
Augusta County, Virginia. She married Peter Beard, September 1, 1808, 
in Augusta County, Virginia. Peter Beard was the son of Jonathan Beard 
of Frederick County, Maryland. Peter Beard and Katherine Link were 
second cousins. Five years after marriage they were both confirmed in 
Salem Lutheran Church. Peter, an orphan, came in young manhood to 
live with his Link relatives in Virginia. His father was a Revolutionary 
soldier. See Number 93 for full details. Also Chapter 7. Descendants of 
Katherine Link and Peter Beard are found under the Beard line and not 
repeated here. Above data are from family records, Salem Church rec- 
ords, and Augusta County court records. 


112 PHILLIP LINK (Peter?, Matthias2, John Jacob!) was born De- 
cember 25, 1794, in Augusta County, Virginia. On May 10, 18138, he 
married Charlotte Bayley (Bailey) at Shepherdstown, West Virginia. 
The ceremony was performed by Reverend Lewis Mayer. This date is 
from St. Peter’s Lutheran Church record at Shepherdstown, where Phil- 
lip’s cousins lived. The marriage license was issued in Hagerstown, Mary- 
land, on May 8, 1818.1 It is believed the marriage was an elopement. 
Phillip and Charlotte returned to Augusta County, where they lived until 
the latter part of 1817 or at least until January 5, 1818. On this date 
Phillip gave bond in the sum of one thousand dollars, with Joseph Lloyd 
as surety, to the Governor of Virginia, to become a constable in Rock- 
bridge County, Virginia. The bond is recorded at Lexington, Virginia. 
His appointment was renewed, and with Samuel Walkup, James Greenlee 
and Alexander Johnston as sureties, he gave bond for fifteen hundred 
dollars on January 31, 1820, for his reappointment. Prior to September 
16, 1824, Phillip and his brother, Peter, purchased a tract of land in 
Rockbridge County, on which Phillip and Charlotte obviously lived and 
farmed. On the above date, September 16, 1824, Phillip and Charlotte 
purchased Peter’s one-half interest in the tract. Then on July 1, 1826, 
Phillip sold a part of this tract to Abraham Lemon, and on May 831, 
1838, Phillip sold another small piece of this tract to Thomas Otty. The 
land was on Cedar Creek in Rockbridge County. Here the record of Phil- 
lip and Charlotte in Rockbridge County ends, except that we know his 
two sons, William Hardy Link, later to become a Union hero in the Civil 
War, and Adam Link, were born in Rockbridge County. This is known 
from William Hardy Link’s monument in Fort Wayne, Indiana, and from 
Adam Link’s family records. Descendants of Phillip and Charlotte believe 
they moved to northern Ohio, near Cleveland, about 1833, where they 
died and are buried. Their sons moved to Fort Wayne, Indiana, after 
their parents’ deaths. See Chapter 12 for more history. The Rockbridge 
County data are from county records. The order of children’s births is 
from family records and from Salem Church records. Phillip was little 
past eighteen at marriage. He can be believed to have been an aggressive, 
fearless individual, counting results of action only after their happening.

118 WILLIAM LINK (Peter3, Matthias2, John Jacob!) was born Oc- 
tober 24, 1795, in Augusta County, Virginia. He was confirmed at Salem 
Lutheran Church, September 15, 1821. He married Esther Charlotte 
Schindler, daughter of Adam Schindler, June 10, 1818. Adam signed the 
marriage bond, as he did for the marriage of Esther’s sister, Susannah, 
to John Link, elder brother of William. Esther was born April 16, 1796, 
and died November 1, 1874. William died June 21, 1879. Both are buried 
in Salem Lutheran Church cemetery near Fort Defiance, Virginia. These 
are the Link great-grandparents of the Eisenhower brothers. Date of 
William’s birth is from the family document prepared by his father, 
Peter Link. Confirmation date is from Salem Church record, marriage 
date from Augusta County records. Birth and death dates of Esther and 
death date of William are from their tombstones. See Chapters 12 and 18 
for further history.

114 PETER LINK II (Peter3, Matthias?, John Jacob!) was born 
June 13, 1797, in Augusta County, Virginia. He married Mary Landes, 
daughter of Christian Landes and granddaughter of John Landes, a Revo- 
lutionary soldier, October 26, 1817, in Augusta County, Virginia, cere- 
mony having been performed by Reverend William King. Mary was born 
December 5, 1799, in Augusta County, Virginia. Peter and Mary were 
confirmed at the same ceremony in Salem Lutheran Church, September 
20, 1818. The church record reveals another interesting date. This was 
October 21, 1818, and is given as the baptismal date of Mary and the 
oldest child of Peter and Mary. Between the baptismal date of Mary and 
her child and the confirmation date of Peter and Mary there must be an 
error. Confirmations were never made until after baptism. Peter’s and 
Mary’s oldest child was born September 17, 1818, so the baptismal date 
and the confirmation date could well have been reversed by the pastor 
who performed both ceremonies and recorded them in the Salem Church 
record. Peter Link died in Grandview, Edgar County, Illinois, October 17, 
1840, and is buried in Johnson Cemetery, no longer used, one-quarter 
mile east of Grandview. Mary married Dr. John Miller, May 23, 1848, at 
Paris, Illinois. She died March 20, 1862, and is buried on the lot of her 
son, Nethaniah Link, in Edgar Cemetery, Paris, Illinois. Her tombstone 
carries her name as Mary Miller. See Chapter 12 for more history.

115 DANIEL LINK (Peter3, Matthias2, John Jacob1). He was born 
November 23, 1799, in Augusta County, Virginia. He married Elizabeth 
Eleanor , and died September 8, 1820, in Augusta County. Birth 
and death dates are from the quill-written document prepared by Peter 
Link. Daniel’s death date and his wife’s given name are written in the 
back fly leaf of Matthias Link’s Lutheran Bible, now owned by Mrs. Stan- 
ley Johnson of Columbus, Ohio. The inscription about Daniel was ob- 
viously written by his father, Peter Link, while he possessed the Bible. 
Peter purchased the Bible at the estate settlement sale of his father’s 
property and so noted the purchase inside the front cover. Daniel and 
Elizabeth Eleanor had one child, named Daniel James Link, born July 17, 
1820, in Augusta County, and baptized October 1, 1820. The Salem 
Church record shows that the sponsors were “the child’s grandparents, 
Peter and Judith Link.” This ceremony was performed after the death of 
Daniel. Daniel was given his grandfather Burkett’s (Burckhart’s) name. 
Beyond this nothing more is known about him or Elizabeth Eleanor.

116 MATTHIAS LINK III (Peter?, Matthias?, John Jacob!) was 
born February 1, 1802, in Augusta County, Virginia. He was confirmed 
in Salem Lutheran Church, September 15, 1821. He married Jane Hanger, 
January 25, 1826. Jane Hanger was the daughter of Frederick Hanger 
and Mary Hull Hanger and was born August 14, 1805, in Augusta 
County. Mary Hull’s father was Francis Hull, a Revolutionary soldier. 
Frederick Hanger, Jane’s father, may have been one also. A Frederick 
Hanger was a member of Augusta County militia during the Revolution 
and is listed in Gwathmey’s volume on Virginia soldiers, as is a George 
Hanger, who had a son, Frederick. This George was probably Jane’s 
grandfather. Matthias and Jane lived at Middlebrook, Augusta County, 
for five years after their marriage. Here they had a home, a cabinet shop 
for Matthias’ trade, and two lots which they sold April 9, 1831. With their 
two small children—the older was not quite five (Rebecca had died before 
the family left Virginia)—they moved to Floyd County, Indiana, going 
first to Greene County, Tennessee, where they stopped for some weeks 
with Captain John Link and his family. Captain John Link was the uncle 
of Matthias. In Floyd County, Indiana, Matthias purchased a small tract 
of land near Greenville in the northeast part of the county. Here eight 
more children were born. Here Matthias made furniture and taught his 
skill to his two older sons, Frederick and Adam. John Ephraim Link, 
another son, was interested in anatomy and became one of the midcen- 
tury’s greatest surgeons. George, the next son, was to become the grand- 
father of Edwin Link, inventor of the Link Trainer and other important 
aviation devices. Matthias and Jane moved with their eldest son, Fred- 
erick, to Paris, Illinois, between 1853 and 1856. The children of Matthias’ 
brother, Peter, were already established there. In Paris, Jane died Janu- 
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ary 24, 1878, and is buried in Edgar Cemetery. Matthias went to Denver 
to live with three of his sons who had moved there. Matthias died October 
18, 1890, and is buried in Denver. See Chapter 12 for more history. Mat- 
thias, because of his interest in family history, inherited or received the 
document his father had prepared, with full genealogical details about 
Peter, Judith and their children. To this, Matthias added information 
through the years.

117 MARY (POLLY) S. LINK (Peter’, Matthias?, John Jacob!) was 
born January 15, 1805, in Augusta County, Virginia; confirmed in Salem 
Lutheran Church, September 15, 1821. She married Jacob Weitzell, May 
17, 1824, in Augusta County. The marriage bond is signed by Johannes 
Weitzell, father of Jacob, of Rockingham County, Virginia, in which 
Johannes states that Jacob is past twenty-one years old. Jacob Weitzell 
was born in 1801 in Rockingham County, Virginia. After marriage it is 
assumed that Mary and Jacob lived in Rockingham County. Mary died in 
1878, according to the family record of her brother, Matthias. Exhaustive 
search of county and church records fails to reveal more about Mary 
and Jacob. Among the Wetzells, Weitzells, Whitesells living in Rocking- 
ham County today no one knows of any connection with Mary and Jacob. 


118 ELIZABETH WAYLAND LINK (Peter?, Matthias2, John Ja- 
cob1). She was born June 29, 1807, in Augusta County, Virginia; baptized 
July 26, 1807, with her parents as sponsors. She was named for her 
father’s sister, Elizabeth Link, who married Lewis Wayland. Elizabeth 
was confirmed at Salem Church September 15, 1821. She married Joseph 
Miller, November 27, 1827, in Augusta County. The marriage bond, dated 
November 26, 1827, was signed by her husband and her brother, Matthias 
Link III. The ceremony was performed by Reverend Joseph Smith. Joseph 
Miller was born July 11, 1804, in Rockingham County, Virginia. Both 
Elizabeth and Joseph were devoutedly interested in Lutheran Church 
activities. Two of their sons became famous Lutheran preachers. See 
Chapter 12 for more history about them. Elizabeth’s picture faces 
page 129. She died June 29, 1882. Joseph died September 25, 1866, in 
Rockingham County. Both are buried in Friedens Lutheran Church yard 
near Harrisonburg, Virginia. Dates of birth of Elizabeth and Joseph, and 
of their deaths, are from family Bible records and tombstones. Marriage 
date is from Augusta County records. Elizabeth’s birth date is confirmed 


in Salem Church record, and from the latter, dates of her baptism and 
confirmation were taken.

119 DAVID LINK (Peter?, Matthias?, John Jacob!) was born March 
81, 1810, in Augusta County, Virginia; baptized June 17, 1810, with his 
parents as sponsors, according to the Salem Lutheran Church record. 
David married Margaret Ayler, May 28, 1827. The ceremony was per- 
formed by Reverend G. H. Reimenschneider, pastor of Salem Church, who 
made the return which appears in Augusta County records. Margaret was 
the daughter of George Ayler. Sometime prior to May 4, 1844, David and 
Margaret moved to Madison County, Ohio. On this date they joined Mar- 
garet’s brothers and sisters in deeding a three-acre tract which had 
belonged to Margaret’s father, George Ayler, to Martin Oarbaugh (Yar- 
borough), her brother-in-law, who purchased it from the heirs of George 
Ayler. A mortgage recorded by Colonel William Link, Phillip’s son and 
David’s nephew, indicates that David borrowed money from William and 
moved to parts unknown. The mortgage was not paid. It has a notation 
on it that “The whereabouts of David Link or whether he is still living is 
unknown and all efforts to locate him have failed.”’ Except for some land 
transfers in Madison County, Ohio, of no historical significance, nothing 
more can be learned about David Link or Margaret. 


120 REBECCA KING LINK (Peter?, Matthias?, John Jacob!) was 
born May 12, 1812, in Augusta County, Virginia; baptized June 21, 1812, 
at Salem Lutheran Church with her parents as sponsors. Rebecca was 
the youngest of Peter and Judith’s children. She married William Cale. 
Date of the marriage is not available. Tombstones reveal that Rebecca 
died January 27, 1896, that William was born December, 1807, and died 
December 26, 1890. They are buried in Augusta County. Data above, 
except for Rebecca’s birth and baptism, were provided by descendants.

121 DAVID HANGER (Catherine?, Matthias?, John Jacob!) was 
born in 1786 in Augusta County, Virginia. David married twice. His first 
wife was Sarah Crosby, daughter of George Crosby. The marriage was 
performed, September 15, 1807, by Reverend William Wilson, pastor of 
Old Stone Church (Presbyterian) at Fort Defiance, Virginia. The mar- 
riage bond was dated September 14, 1807. Both the bond and Reverend 
Wilson’s return are on record in Augusta County court records. Sarah’s 
birth and death dates are not known. After Sarah’s death, David married 
Polly Lesley, daughter of Samuel Lesley. Witnesses were Samuel M. 
Woodward, later to marry David’s young aunt, Mary Catherine, and 
Matthias Link II. David is referred to in the marriage bond dated June 
2, 1818, as a widower. The ceremony was performed, June 4, 1818, by 
Reverend William Calhoon. As far as can be learned, only one child, 
named Hannah for David’s sister, was born to David and Sarah. No 
descendants of David and Polly have been found. David, his second spouse, 
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his daughter and son-in-law, moved to Washington County, Missouri, in 
1828, where he became prominent in civil and legal affairs, serving long 
as presiding judge of the county court of commissioners. David died in 
Washington County, Missouri, about April 1, 1851. The date is indicated 
by his estate settlement. No further dates are available, but Chapter 13 
contains more history about him and his descendants.

Before 
moving to Lee County, Virginia, James represented Augusta County in 
the House of Delegates from 1824 to 1832 and from 1832 to 1838. All of 
the children of Hannah and James were born in Augusta County but 
moved with their parents to Lee County, Virginia, between 1838, at the 
end of his last legislative term, and August 22, 1839, time of his death, 
where they became influential and distinguished in their new community. 
Hannah died July 3, 1872, at Stickleyville in Lee County. James died 
August 22, 1839, at Stickleyville. Both are buried in a family graveyard 
near Stickleyville, Virginia.

April 4, 1822, She was the daughter of Major James Allen and sister of 
James Allen, who had married John’s sister, Hannah. Mary Allen was 
born December 25, 1797, in Augusta County, Virginia. The marriage bond 
was witnessed by Adam Link, Jr., John’s first cousin. The ceremony was 
performed by Reverend Conrad Speece, who made the return found in 
Augusta County court records with the bond. John acquired a medical 
degree and practiced in Augusta County throughout his life, except dur- 
ing the Mexican War when he joined the United States Army as a sur- 
geon with a commission of major. For this service he received a pension, 
which is of record in the Pension Department at Washington. John and 
Mary lived on a plantation near New Hope, Virginia, given them by 
John’s father, Peter Hanger II. Their home was a large, late Georgian 
building of distinction and beauty in the county. Here their children were 
born in a gracious and cultured atmosphere. John, Mary and their chil- 
dren became members of Zion Lutheran Church, near Waynesboro, Vir- 
ginia, and in this churchyard John and Mary are buried. John died July 
8, 1862; Mary died January 27, 1882. All dates except that of marriage 
are from their tombstones. More history about them and their family is 
found in Chapter 13. Three of John’s sons served in the famous Company 
E, First Virginia Cavalry, during the Civil War, two as officers.

24, 1818. The ceremony was performed by Reverend Conrad Speece, who 
made the return found in Augusta County records. Martha was born 
March 28, 1797, in Augusta County. Peter and Martha, from the time of 
their marriage, lived on a plantation near Waynesboro, Virginia, where 
additions of considerable size were made to the original house. Peter 
became rich as a planter, distiller and miller. He acquired additional large 
tracts of land, which he divided among his children. His sons distin- 
guished themselves during the Civil War and afterwards. Martha died 
January 5, 1864. Peter died April 21, 1869. Both are buried in the ceme- 
tery at Mount Zion Lutheran Church, to which congregation they be- 
longed. Dates of their births, deaths and the births of their children are 
from Peter’s family Bible now in the possession of his descendant still 
living in his original home. See Chapter 13 for much additional history. 
Peter’s will is a remarkable instrument and reproduced elsewhere in this 
history.

Reverend Michael Meyerhoeffer performed 
the ceremony and made the return found in Augusta County court rec- 
ords. Jacob Baylor was from an important, early Shenandoah Valley 
family. He was born July 27, 1801. He, with Adam Link, Jr., first cousin 
of Eveline, was one of the founders of the Augusta Female Seminary in 
1842 and served on the first and subsequent boards. This later became 
Mary Baldwin College. See page 51 of The History of Mary Baldwin 
College, by Dr. Mary Walters. Eveline and Jacob lived near Swoope in 
Augusta County, Virginia, on land Jacob acquired from his father and 
by purchase. They belonged to Hebron Church in their neighborhood. 
Jacob Baylor became an important person in Augusta County. Eveline’s 
and Jacob’s son became a great hero in the Southern cause and was killed 
leading the famous Stonewall Brigade at the Second Battle of Manassas. 
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See Chapter 13 for additional history. Eveline died July 3, 1865, at her 
home near Swoope; Jacob died August 18, 1874. Both are buried in 
Hebron Churchyard. Dates are from family records and tombstones.

131 ADAM LINK, JR. (Adam2, Matthias?, John Jacob!). He was 
born November 26, 1801, in Augusta County, Virginia, the only son of 
Adam Link, pioneer and successful merchant, whose store was at Fort 
Defiance. Adam, Jr., married Eliza Grove, daughter of Frank Grove, in 
1822 or 1828; license was not found but descendants believe Eliza and 
her parents lived in Baltimore. Eliza was born in 1802. All the dates 
given above are from family records. Adam, Jr., became prominent in 
community affairs. He was the Augusta County member of the Winches- 
ter Pike commission. He was one of the founders of Augusta Female 
Seminary in 1842. He served on the first and subsequent boards. This 
school for young ladies later became Mary Baldwin College. He was 
active in Old Stone Church affairs, having been percentor for many years. 
He continued and expanded his father’s business, which he inherited. In 
1836 he built Flora Mount, a splendid example of late Georgian archi- 
tecture. Details of the great house’s construction were done with meticu- 
lous care. Here he reared his family, providing them with every educa- 
tional and cultural advantage available. At the beginning of the Civil 
War he sold his Augusta County property and invested the money in 
Confederate bonds, so loyal was he to the Southern cause. At this time 
he moved to Richmond, where on June 9, 1864, Eliza died. His fortune 
had been wiped out. His sons had served in the Confederate Army; the 
eldest was severely wounded. Through all this adversity Adam, Jr., 
retained his characteristic mental poise and composure. He made fre- 
quent trips back to the Valley and died in Richmond, April 21, 1892. Both 
he and Eliza are buried in Hollywood Cemetery there. See Chapter 14 
for more history.

132 DAVID LINK (Matthias IJ?, Matthias I?, John Jacob!) was born 
in Augusta County, Virginia, the only child of Matthias II and Margaret 
Robertson Link. Dates of his birth, marriage and death have not been 
found. His existence is known because he, with his wife, Hannah, joined 
his mother, then a widow, in a deed transferring 162 acres in Augusta 
County to Samuel Stover, September 8, 1845. From this we know David 
existed, was married and that his wife’s name was Hannah. David’s 
father had made many real estate transactions before his death. In the 
deed mentioned above we find the last transfer pertaining to David or his 
parents, and since his father had died at this time, we can assume that 
David took the proceeds of the sale to establish himself in new country, 
his mother, then probably past 65, doubtlessly going with him. No further 
data are available. 


132A WILLIAM LINK (Christian?, Matthias2, John Jacobl) was 
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born in Bourbon County, Kentucky, about 1798. His mother probably died 
at his birth or soon after. He moved, with his father, stepmother and 
three stepbrothers, to Greene County, Illinois, where he is found in court 
records. There he married Sally Ann Dickson, July 21, 1831. The license 
was issued July 16. Reverend Grawm Jackson performed the ceremony. 
About eighteen months after this William transferred real estate. Beyond 
this there is no information about him. 


133 JOHN LINK (Christian3, Matthias2, John Jacob!) was born in 
1806, Fayette County, Kentucky. He married Cascinda Pruitt, August 
20, 1826, in Greene County, Illinois. Ceremony was performed by Rever- 
end William Medford. The marriage is recorded in Greene County court 
records. John and Cascinda had three children. John acquired very little 
property and before his death, it became necessary for his brothers to 
assist Cascinda in the care of her children because of John’s inebriety. 
Settlement of his estate reveals all this with his children’s names. No 
death dates for John or Cascinda are available. Matthias Link, his 
brother, administered John’s estate. John’s estate papers indicate he died 
between December, 1837, the last date he signed a legal paper, and Octo- 
ber, 1939, when his estate was appraised. Probably August or September, 
1839, is correct. See Chapter 15 for all known history about John and 
his family.

184 LEWIS WAYLAND LINK (Christian?, Matthias?, John Jacob!) 
was born June 10, 1807, in Fayette County, Kentucky. He married Han- 
nah Crane, November 17, 1830, in Greene County, Illinois. Ceremony was 
performed by Moses Bledsoe, a justice of the peace. Hannah Crane was 
the daughter of Reverend Sears Crane. She was born, August 19, 1814, 
at Bethel, Ohio. Lewis was named for the husband of his aunt, Elizabeth 
Link Wayland. Lewis studied law and became prominent in Greene Coun- 
ty. He served several terms as master in chancery and was a member of 
the Illinois State Legislature during the Eighth General Assembly, 1832- 
18384, and the Ninth General Assembly, 1834-1836. He resigned from his 
office before the expiration of the term because of his disapproval of the 
famous Long Nine’s influence, effectuated by a last-minute trade of vote, 
which moved the state capital from Vandalia to Springfield. Some of 
Lewis’ southern Illinois colleagues sold out and he simply couldn’t stom- 
ach the deal. Abraham Lincoln was one of the Long Nine and its leader.1 
About 1866 Lewis moved his family from Carrollton, Illinois, to Kirks- 
ville, Missouri, where his brother, Matthias Link, had gone in 1850. 
Lewis died June 21, 1881. Hannah died July 31, 1892, and they are both 
buried at Kirksville. See Chapter 15 for more family history. All dates 
are from family records, except the marriage of Lewis and Hannah, 
which is recorded in Greene County, Illinois, and the dates of Lewis’ 
membership in the legislature, which came from the Illinois State His- 
torical Library at Springfield.

186 DAVID LINK (Christian’, Matthias2, John Jacobl) was born 
about 1810 in Fayette County, Kentucky. He was brought to Greene 
County, Illinois, by his parents. Early land transfers indicate his pres- 
ence there after maturity, but beyond this nothing is known about him 
or his descendants. 


187 SARAH WRIGHT LINK (John3, Matthias?, John Jacob!) was 
born July 28, 1806, in Augusta County, Virginia. She was the daughter 
of Captain John Link and Mary (Polly) Usher, his first wife. Sarah lived 
with her grandparents, Matthias and Mary Christina Link, after the 
death of her mother. She is the only grandchild mentioned in her grand- 
father’s will. When her father moved his family to Tennessee, it is 
assumed by descendants that Sarah went also. Her grandparents had 
died and she was only twelve at the time. Her father’s Bible has several 
revealing entries: “1805, Oct. 21st, John Link and Polly Usher were 
married.” “1806, July 28th, my daughter was born, named Sarah Wright 
Link.” “My wife, Polly, departed this life, January 26, 1807.” “1809, June 
6th, John Link and Barbara Harnsbarger were married.” “1827, Feb. 1st, 
my daughter, Sally, was married.” There is a marriage bond recorded in 
Augusta County, Virginia, dated December 6, 1827, of a Sarah Link and 
Calvin Collins, but it is improbable that this was the daughter of Captain 
John Link. Captain John was an individual of definite characteristics, 
and his Bible entry is undoubtedly correct. This is all the information 
about Sarah available. 


138 THOMAS NEWTON LINK (John3, Matthias?, John Jacob1) 
was born April 28, 1810, in Augusta County, Virginia; baptized June 17, 
1810, with his parents as sponsors. The Salem Church record shows his 
name as Johannes Newton Link, which was undoubtedly an error by the 
pastor who made the entry. Captain John’s Bible plainly confirms the 
birth date and gives the name of this first child of his and Barbara’s as 
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Thomas Newton Link. He was known as Thomas Newton Link all through 
life. Thomas was an aggressive, yet conservative young man. He pur- 
chased 240 acres of land in Greene County, Tennessee, in 1834, while he 
and his father’s family were still living in Washington County, Tennes- 
see. On June 15, 1840, he deeded this tract to his brother, Ephraim. For 
some years Thomas had sold a very popular medical book throughout the 
middle west, traveling on horseback. During this period he had met 
Marietta Megee in Rush County, Indiana. They were married there, No- 
vember 24, 1836. Marietta was the daughter of John Megee, an Indiana 
pioneer, and was born in Rush County, Indiana, October 14, 1819. From 
their marriage date until 1840, Thomas and Marietta lived in Greene 
County, Tennessee. Then, after selling their farm to Ephraim, they 
moved to Rush County, Indiana, and established their home. Two of their 
children were born in Greene County, Tennessee, the others in Rush 
County, Indiana. Thomas became very prosperous and highly respected in 
his community. Before Thomas began to sell medical books through the 
middle west, he for some years owned and operated a general store at 
Willow Spout, near Fort Defiance, Virginia. Here he became acquainted 
with all of his father’s people who still lived in Augusta County. Among 
them was Joshua Evans, son of Elizabeth Hanger, Thomas’ first cousin. 
He and Joshua became fast friends. During the latter years of her life 
Barbara, John’s mother, lived in his home, to which she moved in 1856. 
She died July 22, 1875. Marietta died June 5, 1899, and Thomas died 
February 25, 1908. All are buried in East Hill Cemetery at Rushville, 
Indiana. Thomas’ rich farm is now owned by his grandchildren. Thomas 
lived longer than any person having the Link name, according to avail- 
able records. See Chapter 16 for other history. Data from family records 
and descendants.

Church record. He married Caroline Hoss, daughter of Abram and Fannie 
Boring Hoss, November 19, 1844. Caroline was born March 5, 1827, at 
Johnson City, Tennessee. Ephraim was a person of strong principle and 
unvarying opinion, and aggressive in business. He secured franchise sales 
rights for a revolutionary pattern sheet in 1848, and in 1868 he had sales 
rights to a large territory for a new wheat drill, probably one of the first 
in existence. All the while he had been acquiring land. He built a splendid 
home before the Civil War, which he called “Meadow Hall,” where he 
lived until death. Meadow Hall and Ephraim’s land are now owned by 
his youngest son and child, who is one of very few living Link descen- 
dants in the fifth generation. Caroline died December 5, 1909, and 
Ephraim died December 7, 1892. Both are buried in a small cemetery at 
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Meadow Hall in unmarked graves, because they did not wish tombstones.

156 DAVID LINK (David?, Matthias?, John Jacob!) was born Sep- 
tember 20, 1811, in Augusta County, Virginia. David’s father died in 
June, 1814. It is believed David’s mother died at his birth. David and his 
father lived with his grandparents, Matthias and Mary Christina Link, 
until his father’s death. Family tradition, passed down to David’s grand- 
daughter, indicates that David was taken into the home of his aunt, 
Catherine Link Hanger, and there reared to young manhood, when he 
secured a position with his first cousin, Adam Link, Jr., in Adam’s store 
at Fort Defiance. David’s father had been a partner of Peter Hanger II 
before his death. After some years in Adam Link’s store, David went to 
Bridgewater, Virginia, where he opened a store, probably with financial 
help from Adam. Later, Adam’s son, Franklin Haskell Link, went to 
Bridgewater, where he lived in David’s household and was a partner in 
David’s business. David married three times. First, he married Mary 
Ann Pence, daughter of John and Ann Kisling Pence, on October 25, 1842, 
in Rockingham County, Virginia. Mary Ann was born in Rockingham 
County July 29, 1818. She died at Bridgewater in 1846 and is buried at 
Cross Keys, Virginia. One child, Frances Ann Elizabeth Link, was born 
to this union. Next, David married Elizabeth B. Smith, a widow, on 
September 13, 1847, at Bridgewater. Elizabeth was the daughter of John 
Allebaugh and was born in 1822. One child, Josephine Link, was born to 
this marriage in 1848. No death date is available for Elizabeth, but David 
married Caroline Matilda Huffman September 19, 1858, at Bridgewater. 
To them were born three children, Emma Link, Virginia Link and Alice 
Link. David became prominent in Odd Fellows Lodge organization work. 
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He died September 16, 1880, at Bridgewater and is buried there. Caro- 
line Matilda moved to Harrisonburg after David’s death, where she lived 
until her death with their daughter, Virginia Link. The settlement of 
the estate of David Link, son of Matthias, by Peter Hanger II, his partner 
and brother-in-law, provides documentary data to bear out family tra- 
dition about David’s parentage. Census records of Augusta County for 
1830 and of Rockingham County for 1850 confirm David’s residence with 
Adam Link, Jr., and the association of Adam’s son, Franklin Haskell 
Link, with David at Bridgewater. A diary kept by one of David’s close 
friends, a Mr. Small of Bridgewater, as well as Rockingham County 
records, confirms other family data and provides additional information 
given here and later about David’s children.

John, while yet young, became obsessed 
with the apparent cruelty of Taylor Pavey’s father (John’s stepfather) 
to John’s mother, and in a moment of irrepressible resentment John killed 
his stepfather and Taylor Pavey, his stepbrother. Taylor Pavey was 28 
at the time he was killed. John’s half sister, then a young girl, who 
was later to become Mrs. Henry Nesbit, gave testimony in court which 
cleared John of the crime. In his will John left nothing to his half sister, 
and it is assumed that in 1931 she had died. Her husband, Henry Nesbitt, 
was named by John as executor of his will. All of the above data are 
from Highland County records secured by a genealogist. Beyond this 
nothing has been found about John.

John went to Delaware 
County, Ohio, stimulated to make the change by his older brother, Rev- 
erend Adam S. Link, and a sweetheart. Here he secured land and mar- 
ried the girl he loved, Sarah Elizabeth Reed, March 22, 1849. Reverend 
William Brown performed the ceremony. Sarah was the daughter of 
Robert Reed and was born August 30, 1828, in Augusta County, Virginia. 
Eight children were born to John and Sarah before her death, April 24, 
1869. Meanwhile John and Sarah had moved to a farm near La Harpe, 
Illinois, sometime between 1867 and 1869. Sarah died at La Harpe, but 
John took her body back to Delaware County, Ohio, for burial. Returning 
to his Illinois home and faced with the great problem of rearing several 
children, John felt strongly the need of a helpmate. After another trip 
to Delaware County, Ohio, he pressed his suit to Eliza Shafer, eleven 
years his junior, and they were married at her father’s home, August 
9, 1870. Reverend L. D. McCabe performed the ceremony. Eliza and 
John had one child who was born five years later in Delaware County, 
Ohio. Eliza died there February 22, 1877, and is buried in the Brown 
Township Cemetery. Again John moved to the rich, new Illinois country 
near La Harpe with his family of eight children, one having died an in- 
fant in Ohio. Here he married Harriet Josephine Shores, September 30, 
1880. Reverend J. B. Gilmon was the minister of the wedding. Harriet 
was the daughter of George Shores and was born November 21, 1852, at 
Oquaroka, Illinois. Six children were born to the marriage. John was 
a successful farmer, and many of his descendants live in Delaware 
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County, Ohio, and Hancock County, Illinois. He died at La Harpe, Illinois, 
January 22, 1913.

285 WILLIAM HARDY LINK (Phillip4, Peter3, Matthias2, John 
Jacob1) was born March 2, 1821, in Rockbridge County, Virginia, where 
his parents had moved from Augusta County just before his birth. With 
his family he moved to near Newark, Ohio, and there married Margery 
Spurrier Heeley, September 19, 1850. Margery was born February 21, 
1819, in England. Then, probably at the same time his older brother, 
Adam, moved to Fort Wayne, William, Margery and their three eldest 
children also moved to Fort Wayne. Here William remained. The Allen 
County, Indiana, records reveal he purchased and sold several city lots, 
presumably to enjoy an enhancement of capital. He helped his uncle, 
David Link. A mortgage recorded in Madison County, Ohio, where 
David lived, indicates that William loaned him money. David moved away 
and left the debt unpaid. When Lincoln called for volunteers for the 
Union Army, William enlisted and helped raise a regiment he was later 
to command. He was a gallant leader and died a hero’s death because of 
a wound sustained in battle while leading his regiment in a charge at 
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Richmond, Kentucky, where he was Colonel of the Twelfth Regiment of 
Indiana Volunteer Infantry. He died September 20, 1862, at Fort Wayne, 
to which place he was hospitalized after being fatally wounded. 

William was largely instrumental in organizing the Twelfth Indiana 
and was enrolled as its first Lieutenant Colonel at Fort Wayne, April 22, 
1861. Immediately after its organization at Indianapolis, the regiment 
was assigned to duty in the Army of the Shenandoah at Sandy Hook, 
Maryland, near Harper’s Ferry. Here William was promoted to full 
Colonel and put into command. Under him the regiment engaged in 
several battles, among which were Bull Run and Catlett Station. While 
stationed at Shepherdstown in Jefferson County, Virginia, many of the 
townsfolk, cousins of William’s, persisted in shooting his pickets, both 
in daytime and at night. Finally, William issued an order to the citizenry 
on December 29, 1861, that if another picket were shot, he would give 
the inhabitants of Shepherdstown twenty-four hours to evacuate and 
then he would blow the town out of existence. This stopped the sniping, 
but to this day descendants of some of William’s cousins in Shepherds- 
town malign his effective threat. It was at Shepherdstown that William’s 
parents were married. William knew his cousins there and they knew 
him. The Twelfth Indiana was re-enlisted and reorganized on May 17, 
1862, and sent to Kentucky to resist the invasion of Kirby Smith upon 
Cincinnati and of Bragg upon Louisville. There, at Richmond, August 30, 
1862, in a severe battle, William was mortally wounded. Six thousand 
raw Union troops met 30,000 seasoned Confederates in this battle and 
were defeated. 

Margery died June 26, 1860, at Fort Wayne. Both Margery and Wil- 
liam are buried in Lindenwood Cemetery at Fort Wayne, Indiana. See 
Chapter 12 for more history.

287 LOUISA LINK (William4, Peter’, Matthias?, John Jacobl) was 
born in Augusta County, date not found. She married Samuel Lambert, 
December 18, 1845.

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Sidney neighborhood, and descendants cannot be found. It is believed 
they had a son named David before moving. Data are from county records 
and the recollection of older members of the Link family now living in 
Augusta County, Virginia.

On December 31, 1848, she married Simon Stover, son of 
Daniel Stover, in Augusta County. Simon was born September 28, 1822. 
This young couple were to become the grandparents of the Eisenhower 
brothers and many other descendants who have contributed much to their 
neighborhoods and states. Daniel Stover, father of Simon, was chosen 
by Matthias Link, Elizabeth’s great-grandfather, as a witness to his 
will. Elizabeth was baptized as Elizabeth Juda Link, according to the 
Salem Church record; probably she was named for her grandmother 
Link. Later she changed her name to Elizabeth Ida. Her grandson, the 
general, was to change his name, reversing the given parts from David 
Dwight to Dwight David. Elizabeth and Simon reared a family of eight 
children on a small farm in Augusta County, near Mount Sidney. All of 
these were sons, except Ida Elizabeth, the mother of the Eisenhowers. 
Elizabeth died at 45 on March 28, 1867, and Simon died December 11, 
1878, after having married again. Their children were all young, the 
oldest being only 24 and the youngest 9 at their father’s death. Their 
grandfather, William Link, was made their legal guardian and cared 
for them until their maturity, when each received his share of their 
parents’ estate, which, although not a large amount, provided education 
or a start in life. The eldest son became a United Brethren minister. 
Another son, Worth Stover, became a school teacher and married his sec- 
ond cousin, Laura Link. His young sister, Ida, was one of his pupils.

He 
was born July 26, 1825, in Augusta County, Virginia. Peter married 
Elizabeth E. Kerr of Augusta County. The marriage date has not been 
found. Elizabeth was born December 8, 1833. A granddaughter says 
Elizabeth’s name was Elizabeth Holmes Kerr, but her tombstone is in- 
scribed Elizabeth E. By occupation Peter was a cabinet maker, a chair 
maker, and a coffin maker, the forerunner of the small town furniture 
merchant and undertaker.

After her 
mother’s death, her father’s infirmity required a male nurse. Emmanuel 
Beam, a widower in the neighborhood, was secured and nursed Mary’s 
father in his last illness. After William’s death in 1879, Emmanuel went 
to Kansas, where the young men of the Stover family, Mary’s nephews, 
had gone. In 1883 Emmanuel evidenced his affection for Mary with suf- 
ficient emphasis that she went to Kansas to marry him. She was fifty 
at the time. Ida Stover, then nineteen, was given her legacy and went 
along. Mary met and married Emmanuel at Topeka and did not live out 
the year. She is buried in Topeka. Nothing further is known about 
Emmanuel. Data are from family records and the recollection of old 
friends of Mary and her family.

She was baptized at 
Salem Lutheran Church October 21, 1818, and her mother, Mary Landes 
Link, was baptized with her. Nancy’s parents moved to Ohio and then to 
Edgar County, Illinois, arriving in Grandview, Illinois, in 1836, where 
her father became a squire and taught school. Here, on April 10, 1838, 
about two years before her father’s death, she married Alexandre Turner, 
late of Drumquin, Cork County, Ireland. Alexandre was born March ue 
1803. He, being the eldest male in Nancy’s family, became the adminis- 
trator of her father’s estate, which was delayed in settlement. Nancy 
and Alexandre purchased the bottom land farm owned by Peter Link 
in Elbridge Township, Edgar County, from this estate. None of the 
children of Peter were of age at this time except Nancy. Later Nancy 
and Alexandre purchased a large farm two miles south and west of 
Paris, Illinois, where they reared their family. As a child and young 
man, I well remember each of their children, except one who died a youth. 
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These children were staunch Democrats and, while a boy, I have heard 
some heated arguments between them and my grandfather Link, who 
were first cousins. In spite of the intensity of these debates, the friend- 
ship of these cousins continued as warm as their political disputes were 
heated. Descendants live in Paris at this writing. Nancy died September 
12, 1876, and Alexandre died January 10, 1896. Both are buried in Edgar 
Cemetery, Paris, Illinois.

298 NETHANIAH LINK (Peter4, Peter?, Matthias?, John Jacob!) 
was born July 12, 1820, in Augusta County, Virginia. He was baptized at 
Salem Lutheran Church, September 2, 1820, with his parents as sponsors. 
Nethaniah was sixteen when the family arrived at Grandview, Illinois. 
He was only twenty at his father’s death. Upon him and his brother, 
Christopher, two years his junior, much devolved to care for the family. 
Both boys worked hard and both worked together. They gave one another 
help when needed throughout their lives. On December 1, 1842, Nethaniah 
married Emeline Vaught in Edgar County, Illinois. As far as family 
knowledge goes, there were six children born to Niah, as Nethaniah was 
known, and Emeline. Their list below may not be in exact order of birth, 
but the list has been checked by several descendants and is believed to 
be correct as to order and names. Emeline was born in Muhlenberg, 
Kentucky, January 4, 1823, and came to Edgar County, Illinois, with her 
parents while yet a girl. She died May 3, 1859, at Paris, Illinois, and is 
buried in Edgar Cemetery. Niah had become prosperous for his com- 
munity and for the times. He had moved to Paris after his marriage and, 
with the help of his younger brother, Peter, engaged in the cabinet mak- 
ing business. Some of the pieces they made are extant and are beautiful 
in choice of material, design and workmanship. This effort led to the 
establishment of a retail lumber business for the growing town. Farmers 
brought sawed boards to Niah, who bought them, stocked and dried them 
and sold them at retail and at a profit. Niah’s was the first lumber busi- 
ness in Paris, and one is in business on the same location 100 years after. 
During this period, which was just before the Civil War, Niah built a 
large brick residence, imposing in size. It stands, practically unchanged 
today and is roomy enough to be used as a small hotel at this writing. 
There were many real estate transfers to and by Niah between 1843 
and 1874 in Edgar County. He dealt much in land and lots. Two years 
after Emeline’s death, Niah married again, and things soon took a dif- 
ferent turn. His bride was Samantha S. Cuffey. They were married in 
Paris, Illinois, May 14, 1861. Harmony in Niah’s household became dis- 
cord after Samantha became the wife. The disaffection increased through 
the years until the two older daughters, who were near Samantha’s age, 
and Niah’s son were married. Then Niah and Samantha moved to Bur- 
lington, Kansas, after 1874, but not before their family of four children 
were born. At Burlington, Niah died June 26, 1884. His body was 
brought to Paris, Illinois, where it was interred in Edgar Cemetery on a 
lot he owned. His mother and two of his brothers are buried there 
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with him and Emeline. Samantha died in Burlington, but the date is not 
known. Niah was a kindly, considerate person. During the Civil War, 
when his brother, Christopher, was in the service of the Union Army, 
Niah supervised the operation of his farm and household, and this, while 
he was having domestic and business problems of his own. Data are 
from descendants and files of the Paris Beacon. 

Niah was civic minded as well as unselfish. He was an unsuccessful 
candidate for trustee when the town of Paris was incorporated in 1853. 
A year later he was one of a few to organize Edgar Cemetery. In 1856, 
January 18, between forty and fifty orphans from New York stopped at 
Paris, enroute to the west, seeking homes. Niah took it upon himself to 
find homes for twelve of them in the community. Niah opposed slavery. 
On April 25, 1856, he called a community meeting to pass a resolution 
opposing the Kansas-Nebraska Bill. See Chapter 12 for more history.

294. CHRISTOPHER LINK (Peter4, Peter3, Matthias?, John Jacob!) 
was born March 25, 1822, in Augusta County, Virginia. He was baptized 
at Salem Lutheran Church, May 5, 1822, his parents were his sponsors. 
Christopher was only thirteen when his father moved the family from 
Virginia to Ohio, and then to Edgar County, Illinois, the following year. 
After his father’s death in 1840, Christopher with Nethaniah certainly 
provided the family income from the farm his father had owned in El- 
bridge township in Edgar County and by cutting and hauling wood some 
nine miles to Paris where they sold it at fifty cents the cord. Christopher 
grew strong and smart. He sought all the education he could get in the 
neighborhood (he had gone to school in Virginia, Ohio, and now in Illinois, 
and his father was a teacher); he learned to trade and make and save 
money. He married Leona Forster, daughter of Arthur Forster, in El- 
bridge Township, Edgar County, Illinois, December 1, 1842. Leona was 
born in 1826 in Edgar County. Her mother was Nancy Esrey, daughter of 
John, a Revolutionary soldier with George Rogers Clark. Her father, 
Arthur, was one of the first settlers in Edgar County, arriving in 1819 
from Kentucky. Christopher’s business efforts brought him increasing re- 
sources, which he carefully kept intact until he could purchase his first 
piece of land, February 25, 1852. From that date he purchased and sold 
real estate, following the pattern of his great-grandfather, Matthais 
Link, when he was young, in Frederick County, Maryland. The plan was 
to buy, improve by much hard work, and sell at a good profit; then re- 
peat the process of enhancement. On August 2, 1854, Christopher bought 
his first large tract—about 200 acres, to which he added 200 more in 
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1856, and on which he built his large brick home. In 1874 he turned the 
home farm over to his eldest son, James, and with his second son, Arthur, 
purchased a mill on Sugar Creek, north of Paris, from Mitchell and 
Parrish for $15,000.00. Long before this, Christopher and his brother, 
Francis Marion, had purchased prairie farms northwest of Paris and were 
sponsors and large donors for the building of a Methodist Protestant 
church nearby, called Stewart Church. Christopher deeded this prairie 
farm to his son, James, in 1873. In 1876 the mill burned, and Christopher 
purchased lots in the business district of Paris, upon which he erected a 
mill, which was in operation for many years until 1902. Christopher 
joined the Union Army by enlistment, September 10, 1861, at Paris, when 
he was 389 years old. He was assigned to duty as sergeant in Company 
E, 66th Infantry, for three years. Leona died suddenly soon after Chris- 
topher’s enlistment. He paid Leander Munsell, a Paris attorney, to go 
to Washington and secure a discharge directly from their friend, Abraham 
Lincoln, so Christopher could return and take care of his children. Lin- 
coin wrote a personal letter of discharge which was in the family for 
years and was burned by mistake. Christopher was discharged Decem- 
ber 17, 1861, as a first sergeant and was described as five feet, eleven 
inches tall, light hair, blue eyes, light complexion. He married Lucy 
Mayfield, April 1, 1862, near Kansas, Illinois. Lucy was born December 
8, 1838 near Kansas, Illinois. She was the daughter of Enoch and Sarah 
Mayfield. Christopher died at Paris, Illinois, May 19, 1903. Lucy died 
December 11, 1925, at Paris. Leona, Christopher and Lucy are buried 
in Edgar Cemetery, Paris, Illinois. For more history see Chapter 12.

295 SIMON PETER LINK (Peter4, Peter?, Matthias2, John Jacob!) 
was born January 26, 1824, in Augusta County. He was baptized at Salem 
Lutheran Church, April 4, 1824, with his parents as sponsors. After ar- 
riving in Edgar County, Illinois, with his parents at the age of twelve, 
he continued his schooling under his father, who was a teacher, until 
his father’s death. Then sixteen, Peter, as he was known, helped his older 
brothers with the farm work and later joined Niah in a cabinet shop in 
Paris, where they were busy and successful. Peter’s granddaughter has a 
crotch mahogany dresser he and Niah made during this time which is 
typical Eighteenth Century in design and very particularly made, the 
craftsmanship typical of several Link artisans with which your writer is 
familiar. After Niah decided to discontinue cabinet making and give his 
whole time to the more profitable lumber business he had established, 
Peter went into the monument business in Paris, which he continued 
throughout his life and in which two of his sons followed him with con- 
siderable success for many years after Peter’s death. On August 6, 1850, 
Peter married Eliza Camerer, daughter of Daniel Camerer, in Paris, 
Illinois. Eliza’s family were early settlers in the county. She was born 
August 13, 1830. With his growing success in business, Peter found his 
popularity increasing. In 1875 he was elected mayor of the town of Paris. 
He was the first official to advocate an increased water supply for the 
city, which later resulted in what is now Twin Lakes. It was after his 
administration that he helped his nephews in their bloody fight with the 
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Menkes and their allies, resulting in a victory for Peter and his nephews 
but in a near killing of one of them and a generally gory condition of all 
of them. Peter died April 7, 1885, at Paris, Illinois. After his death, 
Eliza went to Denver to live with her son and died there February 26, 
1887. Both Peter and Eliza are buried in Edgar Cemetery at Paris, 
Illinois, see Chapter 12 for more history.

296 DAVID LINK (Peter, Peter’, Matthias2, John Jacob!). He was 
born November 9, 1825, in Augusta County, Virginia. David was baptized 
March 5, 1826, at Salem Lutheran Church. After arriving in Edgar 
County, Illinois, with his parents and when he was just twenty-one, he 
enlisted in Company H, Fourth Illinois Regiment, Colonel Edward D. 
Baker, commanding. John Sharp McConkey was captain of Company H. 
The enrollment was dated June 20 and 21, 1846, at Paris, Illinois, and 
the company was drilled on ground owned by General Milton King Alex- 
ander of Blackhawk War fame. (This land is now owned by the writer 
and his brother and father.) With David enlisted John William Augustus 
Smith, who was to marry David’s sister, Mary, after he returned from 
the war. David did not return. He lost his life in battle in Mexico, 
October 22, 1846. Data are from family records and the Illinois State 
Historical Library. 


297 ABRAHAM LINK (Peter‘, Peter’, Matthias?, John Jacobl) was 
born December 30, 1827, in Augusta County, Virginia. He was baptized 
at Salem Lutheran Church in March, 1828, with his parents as sponsors. 
Abram, as he was later known, did not marry and died very suddenly, 
August 15, 1851, of cholera during an epidemic which swept central and 
eastern Illinois. He died in Paris and is buried in Edgar Cemetery, there. 


298 MARY MAGDALENE LINK (Peter‘, Peter?, Matthias?, John 
Jacob!) was born March 9, 1830, in Augusta County, Virginia. She was 
baptized at Salem Lutheran Church, August 1, 1830. In Edgar County, 
Illinois, when eighteen, she married a young soldier returned from the 
Mexican War who had seen service with her brother, David. He was John 
William Augustus Smith, who was born in Kentucky. Mary and he 
were married in Edgar County, May 10, 1848. John William came to 
Edgar County about 1832 as a lad with the Augustus family, from Jef- 
ferson County, Kentucky, where he was born April 10, 1822. His parents 
and the Augustuses were close friends. John enlisted in Company H, 
Fourth Illinois Regiment, June 20, 1846, for service in the Mexican War. 
One of their sons, Augustus Smith, became famous as an artist at the 
turn of the century. Mary died at Paris, Illinois, June 26, 1864. John 
William died at Annapolis, Illinois, at the home of his son, October 10, 
1902. Both are buried in Edgar Cemetery at Paris, Illinois. Data are 
from Salem Church and family records.

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299 FRANCIS MARION LINK (Petert, Peter3, Matthias2, John 
Jacobl) was born June 1, 1832, in Augusta County, Virginia. He was 
baptized at Salem Lutheran Church, August 5, 1832, his parents being 
sponsors. After coming to Edgar County with his parents and growing 
to maturity, he married Mary Sims (Symmes) January 2, 1854. Mary 
lived near the Link children and their mother southeast of Paris. She 
was the daughter of Hall Sims, a pioneer who arrived in Edgar County 
from Hardin County, Kentucky, in 1821, stopping first in Crawford 
County, Illinois, from 1815 to 1821. Mary was born in Edgar County, 
Illinois, December 25, 1834. I remember her quite well. She was a smil- 
ing, happy, kindly person, but one of indomitable will. Marion was deeply 
religious and very unselfish. He, with some help from Christopher, gave 
the large part of the funds to build several Methodist Protestant churches 
in the county. His generosity became proverbial among the indigent 
of Paris, and he was often beset with requests that meant self-denial 
for himself and his family; but he always gave help. Marion operated a 
farm northwest of Paris, a large brick factory, a tile factory, and a 
grocery business. He and Mary lived on the farm during the period all of 
their children were born, except the youngest; then they moved to Paris. 
He died August 30, 1892, and Mary lived until December 11, 1918. Both 
are buried in Edgar Cemetery at Paris, Illinois. See Chapter 12 for more 
history. Data are from family records and Salem Church record.

800 SUSAN CHRISTIANA LINK (Peter4, Peter’, Matthias?, John 
Jacob!) was born November 24, 1834, in Augusta County, Virginia. She 
was a baby in arms when her parents moved to Ohio. At Paris, Illinois, 
on March 15, 1855, she married a young pharmacist who had come to 
Paris to take a position with Eli Lilly and his partner, James Binford, 
in the retail drug business. Lilly was later to move to Indianapolis and 
establish the great pharmaceutical business bearing his name. Samuel 
Daggy, the young pharmacist took his bride to Philadelphia where he 
became wealthy in the drug business. Samuel was born at Bainbridge, 
Putnam County, Indiana, January 27, 1824. Susan and Samuel had sev- 
eral children, but I have been able to make only one contact with de- 
scendants, and this has resulted in data about a daughter and nothing 
about the others. Susan, recognizing the talent of her young nephew, 
Augustus Smith, brought him to Philadelphia where she gave him all the 
advantages the city offered. While in Philadelphia, Augustus studied 
at the Academy of Fine Arts and became the protege of the eminent 
painter, A. B. Frost. The she sent him to Paris, France, where he studied 
and painted for several years. Affection grew between the aunt, uncle, 
and nephew; Augustus was adopted by Susan and Samuel and took the 
name of Daggy. Susan died in Philadelphia June 20, 1918. Samuel had 
died December 15, 1902. Both are buried in Philadelphia. See Chapter 12 
for more history.

Isaac, Jr., 
and his brother entered the building business in Paris and became wealthy. 
From February 2, 1857, to January 20, 1868, about the time Sarah and 
Isaac moved to Kansas City, Kansas, Isaac purchased lots, built houses 
and buildings and sold them at a profit, in addition to building by con- 
tract for others. After the beginning of the year 1868, Isaac entered 
the banking business in Kansas City, Kansas, which, with her sister 
city across the Missouri River, was growing fast. Here he added much to 
his resources and became a leading citizen. In Kansas City, Sarah’s and 
Isaac’s daughters were married, and all except one moved with their 
grooms to other places. Sarah died October 17, 1907, at Kansas City, 
Kansas. Isaac, Jr., died there in February, 1919, and there they are 
both buried.

was born July 17, 1820. He was baptized October 1, 1820, at Salem 
Lutheran Church. The church record clearly names his grandparents, 
Peter and Judith Link, as sponsors, and Daniel and Katherine Link as 
his parents. Daniel’s father had died at the time of the baptism. The 
only other record about him is found in Augusta County court records. 
On November 20, 1855, he joined Harrison Cale in a trust deed securing a 
loan for a partnership they operated in making pottery. Here the record 
ends. 


308 MARY CAROLINE LINK (Matthias, Peter3, Matthias2, John 
Jacobl). She was born August 4, 1826, in Augusta County, Virginia. 
Mary came with her parents to Floyd County, Indiana. Here she mar- 
ried George Zimmerman, and the young couple moved to Chicago where 
knowledge about them has been lost through the years. Caroline died 
January 21, 1911, in Chicago, and is buried in Edgar Cemetery at 
Paris, Illinois. No data are available about George. It is believed they 
had one child, a son, whom they named Charles. Data are from family 
records kept by Matthias Link.

Jacob!) was born August 14, 1839, in Floyd County, Indiana. He became 
a great surgeon. John was married three times; first, to Mary Susan 
La Foe, November 12, 1862, at Paris, Illinois. She was born May 27, 
1842, probably at Paris, Illinois, and died April 4, 1890 at Terre Haute, 
Indiana. Details about the second marriage cannot be provided by John’s 
children. It did not last long and ended in divorce. Then he married 
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Margaret Casto, October 7, 1891, at Terre Haute. Margaret was the 
daughter of Webster W. Casto and was born December 9, 1868, in Vigo 
County, Indiana. She is living at this writing and has provided much 
history about her husband and his medical achievements. John received 
his primary education in the public schools of Floyd County, Indiana, and 
Edgar County, Illinois. He attended the Hurty Academy at Paris, Illi- 
nois. During the Civil War he was in the 68th Illinois Infantry and later 
he was made Assistant Surgeon, 21st Illinois Volunteer Infantry; Operat- 
ing Surgeon at Post Murfreesboro 1862 to 1863, and at Sherman Barracks 
Hospital, Nashville, Tennessee, from 1863 to 1865. In 1874, he was made 
Professor of Anatomy, College of Physicians and Surgeons at Indian- 
apolis, where he taught for four years. He was chief surgeon for the 
Vandalia Line, later the Pennsylvania Railroad, as well as local surgeon 
for the C. and E. I. and Terre Haute railroads at Terre Haute, Indiana, 
from 1876 to 1888. In 1877 he was elected president of the Aesculapian 
Society of the Wabash Valley. In 1883 he was vice president of the Tri 
State Medical Society of Indiana, Illinois and Kentucky. For years he 
was a member of the International Medical Congress at Washington, 
Berlin and Rome, and in 1875 he was elected a permanent member of the 
American Medical Association. In Floyd County, Indiana, under the 
stimulus of Dr. Harvey Link, his mentor and father’s first cousin, he 
performed several dissections on animals and learned much about anatomy 
and bone structure and function, from which he later developed original 
papers that were delivered in America and Europe. Of these the following 
are of interest: “Alcohol as an Anaesthetic,” an address given before the 
Tri State Medical Society; “Report of Cases in Evidence of Advanced 
Theory of Surgical Impunity of the Peritoneal Viscera,” given before the 
forty-fourth annual meeting of the American Medical Association in 1893; 
“Colles Fracture,” before the Mississippi Valley Medical Association in 
November, 1894; ““Venereal Diseases, their Relative Importance in a Vital 
Sense,” in the Medical Fortnightly in St. Louis in 1899; “Advancement of 
Surgery,” an address before the International Medical Congress in Lon- 
don, England, in 1890, in which he tells of his first post mortem at the 
age of fourteen on a young horse; “The Re-formation of Bone Independ- 
ent of Periosteal Conservation,’ before the International Medical Con- 
gress in Rome, Italy, in 1894. 

A story told me years ago by John Stephenson, a Civil War veteran, 
typifies John’s ethical attitude about the duties of his profession. After a 
particularly severe engagement in Tennessee when the Union wounded 
were being gathered together, the regimental commander had these laid 
out in two groups. When John, the regimental surgeon came up, he was 
told by his Colonel that one group of wounded could not possibly live and 
the other group included those whose wounds were not mortal. John was 
directed to give his attention to those who could live and let the others 
die. John’s answer was, “Colonel, you command the regiment in the 
fighting. I shall command the effort to save lives, and I shall attend 
those you think cannot live, first.” Many of these were saved, among 
them John Stephenson, my narrator. 

John, with a life full of medical achievement and honor, discontinued 
practice in 1900 and moved to a small farm six miles west of Terre Haute, 
Indiana, to retire. Here he died after twelve years of quiet living, proba- 
bly having contributed in his lifetime as much original knowledge to his 
profession as any one up to and including his time. He died October 12, 
1912, and is buried at Terre Haute, Indiana.

314 PETER LINK MILLER (Elizabeth*+, Peter3, Matthias?, John 
Jacob!). He was born September 18, 1828, in Rockingham County, Vir- 
ginia. Peter was reared in a devout Lutheran home and early in life was 
inspired with the desire and conviction to become a Lutheran minister. 
He pushed toward this goal, preparing himself as best he could with the 
educational opportunities at hand, and was ordained soon after reaching 
his maturity. He married Margaret Lutz in Rockingham County, date 
unkown. Margaret was the daughter of George Lutz and was born June 
8, 1829. Peter “literally died in the saddle,” as one of his grandnephews 
puts it. He was a circuit riding Lutheran preacher, whose work took 
him through the mountains of Virginia and West Virginia, where he 
served twenty-five congregations over a fifty-five year period. At 86 
he describes a current circuit trip in a letter to a friend. On this trip 
he traveled about 200 miles by every available means, through snow 
and ice in the mountains, to arrive at near midpoint—his son’s house in 
Charles Town, West Virginia—with the statement that “My trip did not 
fatigue me much, notwithstanding 125 miles farther had (yet) to be 
traveled ...’”’ He continued his mountain missionary effort until his 
death, April 18, 1918, being then 90 years old less six months. He died 
at Wardensville, West Virginia. His second son, Joseph M. Miller, be- 
came a prominent physician of Charles Town, West Virginia. His third 
child, Peter Link Miller, became an influential Lutheran pastor with 
charges in Virginia, Ohio, North Carolina and Tennessee. Margaret’s 
death date is not known. Peter was one of the great Lutheran preachers 
of his time. For more history see Chapter 12.

316 JOSEPH IRENEUS MILLER (Elizabetht, Peter3, Matthias2, 
John Jacob!). He was born June 2, 1831, in Rockingham County, Vir- 
ginia. Like his older brother, Peter, Joseph Ireneus Miller, became widely 
known throughout the middle Atlantic states as a Lutheran minister and 
editor. Endowed with a personal drive that may have overreached his

training and ability at times, he was probably one of the most active 
leaders in Lutheran educational and religious circles during his mature 
years. He became interested in education and religion at an early age. 
He graduated from Roanoke College, Salem, Virginia, in 1859, and was 
ordained a Lutheran minister the same year. Later Roanoke College 
awarded him the degree of Doctor of Divinity. Dr. Miller spent fifty-three 
years in the ministry, serving pastorates in Maryland, West Virginia, 
Virginia, New Jersey, Pennsylvania and South Carolina. 

His interest in education for women, at that time an undeveloped 
field, prompted him to establish three schools for women. The first, 
known as the Staunton Female Seminary, was established at Staunton, 
Virginia. The next followed soon at Luray, Virginia, and then, within a 
few years, the third school was opened at Buena Vista, Virginia. Besides 
pioneering female education in Southern Lutheran circles, he published 
one of the first church papers in 1866 while he lived in Staunton, a 
monthly called “The Lutheran Visitor.” A year’s issues reveal him to 
have been an intelligent and interesting editor, sincere in his faith and 
doctrine but unbiased and broadminded in his recognition of other de- 
nominational viewpoints—an unusual attribute for that day of intensive 
competition among sects. This publication became so valuable and widely 
read that it was taken over by the General Synod as its official organ. 
Early copies of “The Lutheran Visitor” reveal many Link and Link family 
names on the meager subscription lists. To get the pamphlet into print 
each month must have required great effort and no little faith; remem- 
ber, 1866 was the first post Civil War year and the Shenandoah Valley 
had been hard hit. Dauntless in his ambition, Dr. Miller pushed the 
magazine through to success. His first pastorate was at St. Peter’s 
Church, Shepherdstown, where many Links and Link descendants filled 
the church rolls. In 1863 he was offered the larger charge at Staunton 
but was not permitted to pass through Union Army lines. Finally, at 
the war’s end he moved to Staunton, where he preached until 1869. He 
established the Staunton school in 1869 and headed it until 1882, when 
he organized the Luray Academy; after this the Buena Vista school, and 
pastorates in other states. In 1866 he was elected president of the Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Synod of Virginia. His life was full of self-appointed 
tasks, probably often executed under great pressure, but unselfishly 
and well done, nonetheless. He was past 80 when he died of pneumonia 
at Staunton, Virginia, February 26, 1912. He is buried at Luray, Vir- 
ginia. His son, C. Armand Miller, was to become one of the greatest 
Lutheran pastors of all time in America. Joseph married Lida Hull in 
1863. No further dates can be provided for Lida. See Chapter 12 for 
more history.

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352 CATHERINE HANGER (Peter+, Catherine®, Matthias?, John 
Jacob1) was born December 6, 1819, in Augusta County, Virginia.

18, 1847, she married Joshua Evans, her first cousin, and they lived at 
her father’s large plantation home, where their only child, a daughter, 
was born. Joshua Evans was born September 29, 1811, at the home of 
his grandparents, Catherine Link and Peter Hanger. Catherine was a 
person of fine character, unselfish and unprejudiced. In the face of the 
intolerance of friends and some of her family, which must have excluded 
her from them, she provided by her own teaching, an education in the 
fundamentals for her brother John’s children which they would not 
otherwise have received. After the Civil War, while three of her brothers 
were causing her father embarrassment and disgrace, Catherine loyally 
stood beside him, cared for him, alleviating his hurt feelings, and tried 
to bring back the sons into lives of propriety and convention with her 
understanding and devotion, an effort which, as far as the reprehen- 
sible sons were concerned, was probably unavailing and wasted. Joshua 
died before Catherine was faced with these problems. His death occurred 
March 10, 1860. Catherine lived to see her daughter happily married to 
a distant Link cousin and established in her own home. Catherine died 
March 17, 1889. Both she and Joshua are buried in the cemetery at Zion 
Lutheran Church near Waynesboro, Virginia. Catherine’s descendants 
are shown through Joshua, No. 331 and Leonidas Link, her son-in-law, 
No. 408.

John was obviously a good business man, or his 
father thought him to be, because Peter left John the home plantation, 
known as Hanger’s Pond, and made him executor of his will. One of 
John’s children lives at Hanger’s Pond at this writing. Nancy, who 
probably saved John’s life, was born March 17, 1845. Her mother may 
have been one of John’s father’s slaves, or a slave on a nearby planta- 
tion. Her father is believed to have been white. Nancy died May 18, 
1922, and is buried at Hanger’s Pond, John’s farm. John died November 
19, 1898, and is buried in Riverview Cemetery at Waynesboro, Virginia. 
John had the affection and confidence of his parents, his sisters and 
some of his brothers, although causing all of them much embarrassment 
as he was contemptuous of convention and fearless of public opinion. 
Not once, however, did he waver in his loyalty to Nancy and their 
children.

359 JAMES MARSHALL HANGER (Peter+, Catherine, Matthias2, 
John Jacob1). He was born November 12, 1833, in Augusta County, Vir- 
ginia. Marshall, as he was known, became the most distinguished of 
Hanger descendants, both among his contemporaries and those preceding. 
He served in the Confederate forces, entering as a commissioned officer. 
Later he rose to the rank of major. He won lifelong laurels for his 
valor and brilliant leadership in service. Before the war, he had com- 
pleted his education and was a practicing attorney in Staunton, Vir- 
ginia. After the war, his popularity was high, and he was easily elected 
delegate to the State Assembly from Augusta County in 1869. Here, as 
in the Confederate forces, his service brought outstanding representation 
to his constituents and honor to himself, with the result that he was 
returned term after term. He was elected by the General Assembly as 
Speaker of the House for many years, until 1882, in fact. Then he re- 
ceived the appointment as United States Consul to Bermuda, which 
post he filled for several years. Marshall never married. He had great 
influence in Augusta County and in the State of Virginia. His portrait 
is one of few that hang in the courtroom of the Augusta County Court- 
house. Peter, his father, made him an executor of his will, but Marshall 
did not serve. He died August 26, 1912, at Saunton, and is buried in 
Thornrose Cemetery there. See Chapter 13 for more history. 


360 DAVID WASHINGTON HANGER (Peter4, Catherine3, Mat- 
thias?, John Jacob!) was born March 7, 1836, in Augusta County, Virginia. 
After his primary and secondary education, David began the study of 
medicine, inspired somewhat by his uncle, John Hanger, who had been 
practicing in Augusta County for many years. David entered the Univer- 
sity of Virginia and was awarded his degree, Doctor of Medicine, within 
one year—an unprecedented achievement. His mind was brilliant and 
his personality of great appeal to all who knew him. He then took post- 
graduate work in medicine at the University of Maryland at Baltimore. 
The war came on soon after he married and had begun his practice. He 
immediately volunteered for service of his State and was put in charge 
of a large hospital at Staunton, where there were many smallpox pa- 
tients as well as others from the Southern Army. On November 25, 
1858, he married Sally Margaret McCue at her father’s home, “Stone 
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Fort.” This great house was then, and is now, probably the oldest struc- 
ture in the upper Shenandoah Valley. It was originally built as an out- 
post against the Indian raids upon the central Virginia colony. Later 
it was made a home, the conversion resulting in a building of good 
Georgian design and many rooms. The McCues had owned it for many 
years when it came to Sally and David. Here Sally was born, February 
3, 1839, and she died in her ancestral home June 6, 1869. On November 
1, 1870, David married Sallie Agnes Crawford. She was born November 
9, 1843, in Augusta County, probably near Fort Defiance. David died 
February 5, 1899, and Sallie Crawford died June 10, 1919. Sally McCue, 
David Hanger and Sallie Crawford are buried in the cemetery at Tink- 
ling Springs Presbyterian Church near Fisherville, Virginia. Several of 
David’s descendants have added laurels to the Hanger name in their 
personal achievements. See Chapter 18 for more history.

375 WILLIAM SMITH HANGER BAYLOR (Evelinet, Catherine, 
Matthias2, John Jacob!). He was born April 7, 1831, in Augusta County, 
Virginia. William was known as generous, ardent and affectionate, with 
an unusually pleasing personality. He attended the Academy for Boys 
in Staunton, conducted by Littleton Waddell. At seventeen he entered 
Washington College (later Washington and Lee) at Lexington, Virginia, 
where he was chosen the anniversary orator in 1850, the year of his 
graduation. In the fall of 1850 he entered the University of Virginia as 
a student of law, where he graduated in 1853. In November of that 
year he entered practice at Staunton, Virginia, and in 1857 was elected 
Commonwealth attorney for Augusta County, which office he retained 
through successive elections until his death. William married Mary 
Hawes Johnson in October, 1859, and brought her to Augusta County to 
establish their home. This was only a few months before he helped 
organize a local military company into a fighting unit to oppose the 
Federal invasion and to uphold Virginia’s final decision of secession. 
This company, the West Augusta Guard, became a part of the Fifth 
Virginia Infantry. William was elevated to the command of the Fifth 
and commissioned a major in the spring of 1861. He became colonel, 
April 19, 1862, in command of the Fifth Virginia, and on August 9, 1862, 
he was given command of the Stonewall Brigade as brevet brigadier 
general. In the Second Battle of Manassas he was killed, August 30, 
1862, leading this hard fighting organization. 

William’s regiment moved to Harpers Ferry and on April 18, 1861, 
took possession of the valuable military stores and ordnance there for 
the Confederacy. Soon afterwards William’s command was put under 
the leadership of Stonewall Jackson, and a series of hard fought and 
brilliant victories for the South ensued: July 2, 1861, at Falling Waters; 
July 21, 1861, at Manassas (it was here William’s brigade and General 
Jackson earned the name “Stonewall”); May, 1862, at Winchester, where 
William’s horse was killed under him; then the Richmond campaign; on 
August 9, 1862, at Cedar Run, and finally at Manassas, August 30, 1862, 
where he met his death. 

Mary was born in King William County, Virginia, January 28, 1838. 
She died in Augusta County, July 6, 1914. Both are buried in Hebron 
Churchyard, near Swoope, Augusta County, Virginia. More history is 
in Chapter 138.

376 PRESTON TROTTER LINK (Adam‘4, Adam3, Matthias2, John 
Jacob!) was born January 28, 1824, near Fort Defiance, Virginia. He 
was educated by local teachers and graduated from Washington College 
(later Washington and Lee).

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in Lexington, Virginia, and later in Richmond, and was very successful 
until the Civil War, when he entered the Confederate forces and saw 
active service until he was incapacitated by wounds. He was shot through 
the neck, the bullet entering one side and coming out the other, passing 
between the trachea and spinal cord. After the war he again entered 
merchandising. Preston married Frances Pinckney Greenlee, January 28, 
1852, in Rockbridge County. Frances was the daughter of James and 
Mary Paxton Greenlee and was born in Rockbridge County, August 7, 
1829. Preston died in Richmond December 13, 1900. Frances died there 
September 5, 1920. Both are buried in Hollywood Cemetery at Richmond, 
Virginia.

Here Leonidas met Martha, 
Joshua’s daughter, at a great party given by Peter Hanger IV and Mar- 
garet for the young relatives visiting from Indiana. This was at Christ- 
mas time in 1873. The following June 16, Leonidas and Martha were 
married at her grandfather Hanger’s great house, known as Hanger’s 
Pond, near Waynesboro, Virginia. Martha was the daughter of Cather- 
ine Hanger and Joshua Evans. See Numbers 331 and 352 in this gene- 
alogy. Martha was born at Willow Spout, near Fort Defiance, where 
her father was a teacher. She and Leonidas established their home in 
Rushville, where he went into the grocery business and later into bank- 
ing.

Wheeler’s raid was a desperate attempt at diversion, and so was 
the quickly organized effort of General John Hood in his attempt to 
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hold Sherman in south Georgia, to which army William’s regiment of 
cavalry was assigned. He was made general inspector of General Allen’s 
division in Hood’s army. In the battle when Hood attacked Rome, 
Georgia, William led a skirmish line of cavalry and was mortally 
wounded. He died in a Confederate field hospital near Rome, Georgia, 
where he is buried in the Soldiers Cemetery. William’s courage as an 
officer was fearless and dauntless and an inspiration to his men and the 
South’s cause. His death occurred in October, 1864.

He did postgraduate work in the New York 
Eye and Ear Infirmary, serving as house surgeon in this institution for 
three years. In 1900 Walter moved to Parkersburg, West Virginia, where 
he opened a general practice, later specializing in ear, nose and throat. 
He soon gained a wide reputation as a specialist in this field. He be- 
came a member of the Chamber of Commerce, Kiwanis, B.P.O.E., and he 
was a 32nd degree Mason, as well as a Knight Templar.

A good offer 
to come to Denver two years later decided him to move to this broader 
field, where he continued his newspaper activity for the remainder of 
his life. Angeline, active on her own part, before marriage was a teacher 
at Montezuma, Iowa, where she met and fell in love with Silas. They 
reared a family which distinguished itself for its contribution of eminent 
individuals to the nation. William R. Grove, ja son, probably has won 
greater individual military honors than any other person in the annals 
of the nation’s forces. Winfield Scott Grove, another son, was one of 
the great intelligence officers of the army in his time and an inventor 
of repute and considerable wealth. The other children have become 
eminent in their fields. There is no group among Link descendants which 
has become more famous except, perhaps, the Eisenhowers.

Before marriage, when 
eighteen, James enlisted for service in the Union Army but was rejected 
because of complete deafness in one ear from a childhood attack of 
scarlet fever. He operated his father’s 400-acre farm when Christopher 
enlisted. James was intelligent, aggressive, liberal and extreme. in his 
emotions and effort. Influenced by his father and the spirit of the times, 
he was radical and sometimes bitter to the point of losing friends in 
his opposition to alcohol and tobacco. He was intense in his religion and 
in everything he did, in fact. He, with his father and uncle, was a moti- 
vating and contributing influence in establishing five churches in the 
county. He moved his family to Paris in 1884 to operate his father’s 
mill, until 1892, when he, Rebecca and his two daughters moved to Harri- 
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man, Tennessee, for Rebecca’s health. James owned an interest in a flour 
mill at Sherman, Texas, and another at Charleston, Illinois, with his 
father and his brother, Arthur. They lived at Harriman, Tennessee, until 
about 1897, when they returned to Paris. Here James kept a grocery and 
general store for some years. He was capable of great and sustained effort, 
often without the bounds of good judgment, but his earnestness was 
beyond question. Rebecca was small of stature and of strong will and 
quiet nature. She was the leveling influence in the family. Descendants 
of James and Rebecca are entitled to membership in the patriotic societies 
through several ancestors in both their lines. James provided the first 
stimulus to an interest in family history for me. He died May 28, 1919, 
at Paris, Illinois. Rebecca died there March 138, 1926. Both are buried 
in Edgar Cemetery, at Paris, Illinois.

903 ARTHUR NETHANIAH LINK (Christopher®, Peter4, Peter3, 
Matthias?, John Jacob!) was born October 25, 1845, near Nevins, Edgar 
County, Illinois. He married Sarah Eliza Cole, July 6, 1875, at Paris, 
Illinois. Sarah was the daughter of David and Mary Vance Cole and was 
born February 1, 1854, at Paris. Five children were born to them. Sarah 
died December 28, 1915, at Robinson, Illinois. Arthur married Rebecca 
Wallace, May 28, 1918, at Paris, Illinois. Rebecca was born January 7, 
1850, at Paris and died August 6, 1925, at Paris, Illinois. Arthur died 
December 30, 1920, at Robinson, Illinois. Arthur enlisted in Company H, 
64th Regiment of Illinois Infantry, January 5, 1864, to serve three years. 
He was discharged July 11, 1865, at Louisville. In this short time, al- 
though only little past eighteen, he saw service in many of the later 
and most severe battles of the Civil War. From Lookout Mountain, he 
went on with Sherman’s Army through Georgia and the Carolinas. He 
was made a corporal during his eighteen months of service. After the 
war’s end, in 1874, he joined his father in the purchase of a mill on Sugar 
Creek at the north edge of Paris, Illinois. The mill burned in 1876 and 
a mill was reopened in the business district of Paris. About this time he 
and Sarah built a large, comfortable home in Paris, one of the finest 
of its time, which they soon left to move to a new business venture. With 
his brothers, James and Hsrey, he operated a flour mill in Charleston, 
Illinois, in 1882. Then with his brother, James, and brother-in-law, E. B. 
Paxson, he operated another flour mill at Sherman, Texas, where he also 
owned a farm. He sold his Texas holdings about 1887 and returned 
to Paris, soon after which he opened a mill in Robinson, Illinois, which 
was followed by another at Flat Rock, Illinois and one at Florence, Ala- 
bama. He lived in Robinson from this time until his death. When milling 
became less profitable, he sold the Flat Rock and Florence interests and 
converted the Robinson mill into an ice plant. He and Sarah are buried 
in Edgar Cemetery, at Paris, Illinois.

Mollie and Elisha lived at Sherman, where he acquired 
an interest in and operated the mill, becoming wealthy. He was a civic 
and business leader and a director of the Merchants and Planters Bank 
among other interests and activities.

At his mother’s 
death, her sister, Susan Link Daggy, took Augustus, -when he was six, to 
rear and educate him. Soon she and Samuel, her husband, adopted 
Augustus and the Daggy name was added to his. Thus he became 
Augustus Smith-Daggy. In 1873 the Daggy family moved to Philadelphia, 
and Augustus studied art in the Philadelphia Academy of Fine Arts. Fol- 
lowing four years at the academy, he made rapid progress and soon his 
paintings were exhibited in art shows throughout the country. It was 
during this period that his young cousin, Llewellyn Link Callaway, spent 
about a year with the Daggys. The young men became fast friends, and 
Lew often posed for his artist kinsman. Persuaded by his friend and 
mentor, A. B. Frost, Augustus began to do illustration work and ex- 
tended his efforts into humorous drawings and paintings which appeared 
regularly in Harper’s, Life and Judge. In 1890 he went to Europe on a 
painting trip and found his greatest subjects for painting, as well as a 
fascination and affection for a beautiful girl in Old Brittany on the 
French coast. Here at Concarneau he met Mlle. Anna Josephine Nicot, 
and here they were married the following year, on May 14, 1891. Anna 
was the daughter of Auguste Nicot and was born February 18, 1872, at 
Domneuez, France. After a honeymoon of several months, the bridal 
couple came to America, where Augustus resumed his work as an illus- 
trator. In 1899 they built a home at Huntington, Long Island, where they 
lived until 1913. Then they moved across the Sound to Norwalk, Connect- 
icut, where Augustus became very active in the art colony at Silvernine. 
He was a member of the board of directors of the Silvernine Guild of 
Artists until his death, which occurred at Norwalk, June 22, 1942. Anna 
and her children maintain their home at Norwalk at this writing.

Carrie 
was born October 22, 1860, at Dayton, Ohio. She was the daughter of 
Daniel Webster and Mary Margaret Whitt Neibel and the sister of Flora 
Neibel, who married John’s first cousin, Frank Link. John, at the time 
of his marriage, established a retail grocery business, which he operated 
for many years. It was about the time of his marriage that the famous 
Link-Menke fight occurred in Paris, which brought John, his brothers, 
his uncle, Simon Peter, and his boyhood friends into it as active partici- 
pants.

922 CHRISTOPHER LINK (Francis Marion5, Peter4, Peter’, Mat- 
thias2, John Jacob1) was born January 15, 1861, on a farm near Paris, 
Illinois. He married Leona Brown, June 7, 1882, at Paris, Illinois. Leona 
was the daughter of Henry and Hannah Shuey Brown and was born 
May 10, 1864, at Paris, Illinois. Chris, before his marriage, was taking 
Leona riding in a new buggy he had recently purchased. His horse was 
a good one, and spirited. As they crossed a railroad on the main street, 
a Menke, slightly inebriated, came near the horse and grabbed the reins, 
frightening the horse and almost causing a runaway. Chris became in- 
furiated and as he was trying to control his horse, made threats to 
Menke. This started bad blood, which mounted until one Saturday several 
weeks later the Menkes with their allies came to John Link’s store to 
clean out the Links. Rue Link was knocked out. John used a hammer 
handle on which was screwed a large railroad rail nut and layed about 
himself with telling effect. Chris, holding his own against two assailants, 
was shot in the groin and carried upstairs where John lived. It required 
weeks for him to recover. Ed Link, Will Link, Ed Vance, Charles Cannon 
and others joined the Links, as did their Uncle Peter Link, who plied 
his cane upon the Menke crowd until they retreated. John and his weapon 
brought two of the Menkes near death and the town was tense for some 
weeks until they and Chris recovered. This cleared the air, and the 
enemies became friends from that time on. Chris was the center of the 
episode and its instigator, but he had willing help among his brothers 
and others. Chris was in the retail business after this for some years 
and then became the agent for a large meat packing firm. He acquired 
several houses and a business building in Paris, and after retiring from 
the meat agency, he opened a real estate business, which he conducted 
successfully. Chris was shrewd almost to the point of sharpness in his 
trading, but he was as generous as he was shrewd. As a boy, in church 
meetings to raise money, I well remember that he nearly always headed 
the list with a donation more liberal than necessary. Leona died Febru- 
ary 24, 1946, at Paris, and Chris died there August 15, 1949. Both are 
buried in Edgar Cemetery at Paris.

He and his father had served in this important 
position for more than 100 years. Only once in the forty-nine years was 
he opposed by a single contestant for election. This indicates the high 
esteem in which he was held by his whole community. In August, 1940, 
he had the unique pleasure of administering the oath to his nephew, 
Floridus Crosby, inducting him as Judge of the Circuit Court. A resolu- 
tion of tribute from the Augusta County Bar included the following: 

“Throughout his years as deputy clerk and the forty-nine years 
that he was clerk of the Court, Harry Burnett symbolized the ideal 
relationship that should exist between a man holding public office 
and the people who elected him. He had a kindly manner and a gener- 
ous soul. Unselfish to a marked degree, with innate modesty he 
spared neither time nor effort to make his office function for the 
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comfort of the public and the convenience of the lawyers. He would 
go to any amount of trouble to aid those seeking information in his 
office. His patience seemed inexhaustible and he daily exemplified 
the guiding principles of his life, his duty to the public. 

“Harry Burnett loved his work but nonetheless he loved the out- 
doors, the mountains and the streams and the countryside. He was 
an enthusiastic and skillful hunter and fisherman and was a sports- 
man in the true sense of the word. 

“He had a gift for friendship, an engaging smile, a genial disposi- 
tion, and was a man of the highest integrity. He was one of the 
most popular men in Augusta County for it seemed that everyone 
knew Harry Burnett. And to know him was to like him.” 

Harry was a director of the Planters Bank and Trust Company of Staun- 
ton. He died September 5, 1948, at Staunton, Virginia, and is buried in 
Thornrose Cemetery there.

In 1901 John began work on hydroelectric developments, in which 
field he spent the remainder of his life, except for two years. From 1901 
to 1903 he was designing for the Niagara Falls Power Company. In 
1904 he was engaged in preparing reports, plans and specifications for 
the Great Northern Development Company at Duluth, Minnesota, and 
the New York State Barge Canal. In 1905, and for two years following, 
John was in charge of design of water supply and sewage disposal at 
Columbus, Ohio. In 1908 he was in charge of studies for water power de- 
velopment at Long Sault Rapids on the St. Lawrence River and the re- 
modeling of the Massena Hydro-Electric Plant of the Aluminum Company 
of America. In 1910 John associated himself with H. M. Byllesby and 
Company of Chicago as Chief Hydraulic Engineer, remaining in this 
capacity for twenty-three years until his death, during which period 
he was in charge of the Rapidan, Coon Rapids, and Chippewa Falls de- 
velopments of the Northern States Power Company; the El Dorado 
project of the Western States Gas and Electric Company; the Prospect 
No. 2 and Prospect No. 3 developments of the California-Oregon Power 
Company; and the Albany and Big Fork Power developments and the 
Albany Filtration Plant of the Mountain States Power Company. In ad- 
dition, he directed numerous water power projects totaling thousands of 
horse-power capacity. He was a member of the Boston Society of Civil 
Engineers, the Western Society of Engineers and was elected a Member 
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of the American Society of Civil Engineers on November 12, 1913. In 
the Memoirs of the American Society of Civil Engineers, among other 
tributes, is found the following about him: 

“Mr. Link was quiet and unassuming in manner, and somewhat 
reserved, except with his closest friends. In his uncompromising 
integrity and fine devotion to the interests of those he served, he 
was an outstanding example of what an Engineer should be who 
desires to conform to the highest standards of his profession.” 

John married Edna Ramsey, January 14, 1915, at La Salle, Illinois. Edna 
was the daughter of John Ramsey and was born January 25, 1883, at 
La Salle, Illinois.

In his eighteenth year he entered Shepherd College State Normal at 
Shepherdstown, West Virginia, where he graduated in the spring of 1904. 
He then graduated from Roanoke College in 1907, and from the Lutheran 
Theological Seminary, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, in June, 1910. The 
following parishes were served by him: Bristol, Tennessee, 1910-1911; 
Strasburg, Toms Brook, Virginia, 1911-1918; Chaplain at Large for the 
Lutheran Church, World War I, 1918-1919; New Market, Virginia, 1919- 
1923; Danville, Virginia, 1923-1927; Mount Pleasant, North Carolina, 
1927-1947.

Here he found 
much data, including the fact that Matthias Link was the son of John 
Jacob. His interest in family history increased through the years and, 
with his brother, Adam Baker Link, he made many trips to various sources 
of original data. His knowledge of the family became so broad that he 
was invited to collaborate in this publication by the contribution of the 
two chapters on John Adam Link I and John Adam Link II and the 
development of the genealogy of a large part of the descendants of 
John Adam II, which, happily, he consented to do. His writings and 
research have been important additions to this history. John’s profes- 
sional work won him an eminent position in Lutheran activities of 
Virginia and North Carolina, a position strengthened in good will and 
prestige by his service to the nation’s soldiers in World War I as well 
as to its laymen in the pastorates he so well served. He and Helen 
provided their four children every educational opportunity each chose 
to accept. Upon his retirement, John and Helen moved to Shepherdstown 


in their native county, where much time was given to research for 
this history.

At Bakerton he grew to a lad of thirteen years, at which time the family 
moved to Darke, West Virginia. He attended public school and Shepherd 
College at Shepherdstown. Later he was a student at Roanoke College, 
September, 1910, to December, 1912. 

Early Adam became interested in merchandising. He served in Com- 
pany D, 2nd West Virginia National Guard from June, 1916, to May, 
1917, on the Mexican border. On March 28, 1917, he married Ethel Ruth 
Landis of Charles Town, West Virginia, with whose father he began 
the clothing business in Charles Town the same year. Ethel was born 
October 21, 1891, at Millville, West Virginia. She was the daughter of 
Seymour Hocker and Emma Helen Sprecker Landis. Then came the 
following associations: 1919, Link & Link; 1921, Link & Jones; 1930, 
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The City Meat Market was opened; 1934, A. B. Link, Clothier; 1937, he 
figured largely in the organization of The Jefferson Loan & Finance 
Company, of which he was general manager and vice-president; January, 
1946, Adam Link & Sons, a combine of farming and merchandising, 
was formed. 

In 19389 Adam Link purchased “Cottage Hall,” a parcel of land 
originally belonging to the William Darke grant by Lord Fairfax. In 
1942 he purchased “Linden Grove,” known as the Craighill estate and 
adjoining his “Cottage Hall” farm. These farms were highly mechanized. 
Both “Cottage Hall” and “Linden Grove” homes were made beautiful 
dwellings. Adam lived at “Cottage Hall” and his son, Adam, Junior, at 
“Linden Grove.” They operated the farms, and another son, Bayrle, 
lived in Charles Town and conducted the merchandising business. While 
residing in Charles Town, Adam Link served as a councilman for twelve 
years.

In 1917, while a teacher in the schools of New York City, he was 
elected as the first Democrat from the Twelfth District of New York 
State to the State Legislature at Albany, New York. He immediately 
began an attack on the Socialist members of the Legislature and for two 
years kept up the fight which ended in the impeachment of all ten 
Socialist members of the Legislature. During World War I, in the 
three years 1917, 1918, and 1919 Albert was a member of the New York 
State Committee on Military Affairs. He became president of the South 
Brooklyn Board of Trade and brought many improvements to Brooklyn. 

As a teacher he holds a life license for the State of New Jersey and 
also a life license for the State of New York. He was made a Master of 
Accounts in the State of Connecticut. He is a member of the Empire 
State chapter of the Sons of The American Revolution. 

Among his treasured accomplishments is his research covering a 
period of over fifty years in quest of the home town in Germany from 
which came Jacobus Link and his family as the first Links in America. 
He not only located the birth record of Jacobus Link (Linck) in 1682 
in Grossgartach but also other records of children of Jacobus, his first 
wife, and also that of his father, Bernard Linckh. To the memory of 
Jacobus Link, he erected in Elmwood Cemetery, in Shepherdstown, West 
Virginia, a monument to The First Link in America. 

Albert Link married Anne Winston Jones, a school teacher of Dalton, 
Georgia. She was the daughter of John Winston and Attala Sheppard 
Jones and was born September 23, 1883, at Drewry’s Bluff, near Richmond, 
Virginia. She is a member of “Women of 76” chapter, Daughters of the 
American Revolution. She is also a member of The Daughters of the Con- 
federacy; her grandfather, James Boisseau Jones, was a Captain in the 
Confederate Army in the defense of Richmond. She is the great grand- 
daughter of John Winston Jones, Speaker of the Twenty-eighth United 
States Congress, 1843-1845. 

When publication of this history was conceived, I asked Albert to 
collaborate in providing the second and third chapters. His early re- 
search had found John Jacob Link to be the immigrant ancestor, and 
continued investigation had provided significant and interesting facts 
about him and his voyage and his home city in Germany. Albert, in- 
trigued by the possibility of securing additional ancient data from the old 
towns of Germany, proposed to me his willingness to conduct whatever 
correspondence necessary to seek facts about John Jacob Link, Ana 
Madlena Link, and beyond them in Europe. A long, varied and ofttimes 
tedious correspondence was begun, which Albert conducted with great 
intelligence and persistence, and which yielded a great fund of informa- 
tion about our immigrant ancestor, his children and his antecedents, all 
of which is included in this volume. In fact, Albert’s research has enabled 
me to provide a far richer history, in facts and in narrative, than would 
have been possible without it.

15083 WILLIAM REMSBURG GROVE (Angeline6, Emmanuel5, Mary, 
John Adam II8, John Adam I2, John Jacob!) was born May 16, 1872, at 
Montezuma, Iowa. During high school and for a few years after, Wil- 
liam worked as a printer in the newspaper plants his father operated 
during that period in Iowa, Dighton and Russell Springs, Kansas, and 
Denver. William married Flora Graham, December 7, 1897. Flora was 
the daughter of Alexander Johnstone Graham and was born at South 
Norwalk, Connecticut, December 6, 1877. As a young man, William be- 
came interested in the national guard in Colorado, and from 1892 to 
1897 he served in all grades from private to major. On January 1, 1898, 
he was appointed Assistant Adjutant General for the State of Colorado. 
On May 1 of that year the First Colorado Infantry of U. S. Volunteers 
was formed and William was made a captain in the unit, which sailed 
June 15, 1898, for the Philippines, where it served throughout the Spanish- 
American War and the Philippine Insurrection. In the attack upon 
Manila, William won the first of many citations for outstanding services, 
among which was the Congressional Medal of Honor for gallantry, 
awarded September 9, 1899. These awards form an interesting and im- 
pressive list and give good insight into the character, courage and ability 
of William. They are:

Awarded the Medal of Honor, February 7, 1902, for most conspicuous 
gallantry in action near Porac, Luzon, P. I., September 9, 1899, when 
Lieutenant Colonel, 36th Infantry, U. S. Volunteers, in rushing to the 
assistance of his Colonel, in advance of his regiment, charging, pistol in 
hand, seven insurgents, and compelling surrender of all not killed or 
wounded. 
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Awarded the Distinguished Service Medal, October 1, 1921, “For ex- 
ceptionally meritorious and distinguished services as assistant to the 
Chief of the Supply Division, Quartermaster General’s Office, a position 
of great responsibility. He was charged with the procurement of the 
subsistence supplies of the Army in the United States and in France, and 
to him is due the organization of the subsistence division of the Office of 
the Quartermaster General. In cooperation with the Good Administration, 
he made arrangements for the procurement of all subsistence supplies 
required for the Army. He rendered services of much value.” 

Awarded four Silver Star Citations by the War Department on April 1, 
1924, as follows: 


1st Citation: For gallantry in action against Insurgent 
forces near Manila, P. I., February 5, 1899. 

2nd Citation: For gallantry in action against Insurgent 
forces at Bacolor, Luzon, P. I., August 5, 1899.

General J. F. Bell, Provost Marshal, U. S. Volunteers, called William 
“(the) ablest volunteer soldier I have known during the war and one of 
the bravest, most gallant and fearlessly intrepid officers I have ever 
known anywhere.” Major General Arthur MacArthur, in his endorse- 
ment of General Bell’s citations for Brevet-Colonel and Brevet Brigadier 
General for Grove, said, “I regard him as the very best type of Volunteer 
officer. I would be glad to see higher rank conferred upon him if it were 
possible.” 

On September 7, 1898, William was promoted to Major and later 
Lieutenant Colonel and then Colonel in command of the 36th Volunteer 
Regiment U. S. Volunteers (called the “Suicide Club”). After a year 
longer in the Philippines as regiment commander of the 36th, William 
and his command were returned to the United States. The regular army 
was being enlarged and William received a commission as Captain in the 
commissary department. This led to many important assignments: (1) 
Quartermaster at Fort Leavenworth, (2) Staff officer, Departmental 
Headquarters, Omaha, (3) Purchasing officer, Kansas City, (4) Depot 
commissary officer, Manila, P. I., (5) Treasurer for five years, U. S. 
Military Academy, West Point, (6) Chief Quartermaster, Panama Canal 
with Colonel Goethals. 

During these assignments, in April, 1918, he was given charge of sub- 
sistence of the veterans of the Northern and Southern Armies at 50th 
Anniversary of Battle of Gettysburg, which he discharged so efficiently 
that Major General Leonard Wood, Chief of Staff, and the Secretary of 
War commended him warmly, and the Governor of Pennsylvania, John 
K. Tener, presented him with a silver medal. 
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Meanwhile, William had been promoted to Major. In June, 1914, he 
was with Goethals in Panama and remained there until September, 1917. 
Promoted to Colonel, he was sent to France April 1, 1918, for inspection 
and back to Washington to become Chief of the Subsistence Division of 
the Quartermasters Corps. For his part in war service he was awarded 
the Distinguished Service Medal. 

In December, 1918, at the request of Mr. Herbert Hoover, he was sent 
to Poland in charge of relief for this section of Europe. Pages can be 
filled with reproduced letters, citations and awards I have seen, which 
William received for his service in Poland. The task was enormous and 
William handled it well as these messages show. In 1922 alone 2,090,106 
persons were fed in 2,870 towns with 2,809 kitchens. 

In May, 1923, William associated himself with Wilson & Co. From 
1923 to 1925 he was General Manager of the Oklahoma City plant; 1926- 
1928, in charge at Philadelphia; 1928-1929, General Manager at Chicago; 
1930, President of a Wilson & Co. subsidiary, and in 1931, Vice-president 
of Wilson & Co. at Chicago headquarters. He resigned December 31, 
1940, to permit him to move to Florida. The change of climate was made 
for Flora’s health. He lived near Laurel, Florida, where he raised tropical 
and sub-tropical fruits, specializing on the Chinese lychee. 

His arboretum included more than 100 species of edible fruits and 
nuts, 30 species of economic trees and shrubs, and over 100 species of 
flowering and ornamental trees and shrubs. 

At the beginning of World War II, he authored the book “War’s After- 
math,” published in 1940 and widely read on both continents.

He was awarded a Bachelor of Laws degree 
at Columbian Law College in Washington, D. C. and later an L. L. M. by 
the National University Law School at Washington. Homer was ap- 
pointed librarian of the Treasury Department in Washington in 1900. In 
1902, after marriage, he was named assistant examiner of accounts with 
the Isthmian Canal Commission, and in 1907 was appointed the first 
treasurer of the Panama Canal. At this time he and Hazel moved to the 
Canal Zone, where they lived for the next fifteen years, Homer serving 
as auditor from 1911 to 1922. During this time, in 1920, President Wilson 
appointed Homer to the Joint Land Commission for the United States 
and Panama. Hazel and Homer were prime movers in organizing the 
Panama Canal Union Church and Homer was its first president. In 1922 
they returned to Washington, where Homer was chief of investigation 
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in the General Accounting Office for -six years. President Coolidge ap- 
pointed Homer a member of the Employees Compensation Commission in 
1928. In 1980 Homer was returned to the Canal Zone as assistant con- 
troller, and in 1936 he was made controller. Late in 1986 he was made 
chief of the Washington office for the Canal Zone and held this important 
office until his death. Homer was fond of competitive sports in which he 
engaged. He became chess champion of the Canal Zone. Hazel was 
active in church organization work, both at the Canal Zone and in Takoma 
Park, Maryland, where she and Homer lived and where he died, March 
14, 1940. Hazel died there March 28, 1945. Both are buried in Fort 
Lincoln Cemetery, at Takoma Park, Maryland.

He invented the substance placed in gas masks used in World 
War I. He was attached to the Chemical Warfare Corps with the rank 
of Captain when he perfected his discovery. Later he invented a hemp 
stripping machine, the patent of which made him a sizeable fortune. 
At the close of World War I, Winfield was commissioned a Major and 
sent to the Philippines to conduct an important investigation and head 
up intelligence work there. Beatrice, a person of achievement in her 
own right, in 1925 organized the American School at Manila and headed 
it as principal for eleven years. She taught at the Far Eastern Univer- 
sity, Manila, from 1986 to 1939, when she was captured and imprisoned 
by the Japanese until she was liberated by American troops when they 
recaptured Manila. Winfield contracted tropical fever in January, 1925, 
in the Philippines. He was put aboard the Army transport, Thomas, 
January 31, 1925, at Manila, for his return and hospitalization in the 
United States, but he died at sea, February 6, 1925. His body was brought 
to Denver and buried there with full military honors. Winfield and 
Beatrice had no children.

In later years, after coming to Kansas City, he 
attended various night schools, where he studied law, public speaking and 
subjects related to banking, but holds no degrees. He first came to Kansas 
City on March 5, 1905, and went to work in one of Commerce Trust Com- 
pany’s predecessor banks on May 1, 1905. He was elevated to become 
Executive Vice President and Director of the Commerce Trust Company. 

Throughout the years he had numerous interests outside of work: first, 
tennis, then golf, and later, bridge. Arthur became active in Masonic 
work and civic work on Chamber of Commerce committees. He was elected 
chairman of the Jackson County Cancer Society Drive for 1947-48, treas- 
urer of the Arthritis and Rheumatism Foundation for 1950, and a member 
of the Brookings Institution’s Committee to Encourage the Study of 
Futures Markets, as well as a member of the Uhlmann Awards Committee. 
He was a member of the Kansas City Club, the Saddle and Sirloin Club, 
Mission Hills Country Club, and the Wine and Food Society. 

In addition to being a member of the Board of Commerce Trust Com- 
pany, he was also a Director of The Coleman Company, Inc., Wichita, 
Kansas; Gleaner Harvester Corporation, Independence, Missouri, and 
Transcontinental and Western Air Lines, Inc., Kansas City, Missouri. 

On September 8, 1926, he married Louise Grieb, daughter of Louis Grieb.

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entered the University Law School, from which he graduated in June, 1914, 
with the degree of LL. B. Chapter 18 of this history provides more and 
interesting details about Edgar’s schooling. Following graduation from 
the University of Michigan, Edgar went to Tacoma, Washington, where 
he worked for a well-established law firm for two years, after which he 
established his own business. He later organized and headed the firm of 
Eisenhower, Hunter and Ramsdell, famous in court and legal circles in 
the Northwest. Edgar married Louise Alexander, daughter of Frank 
Alexander, October 1, 1911. Louise was born at Indianapolis, Indiana, 
October 1, 1894. On December 28, 1940, Edgar married Bernice Thompson. 
She was the daughter of Robert Thompson and was born May 2, 1902, at 
Tacoma, Washington. Louise died in July, 1946, and shortly before the 
compilation of this genealogy Bernice died at Tacoma. Although always 
interested in civic affairs, Edgar consistently shunned public notice, 
refused all political appointments and never sought public office. He helped 
the Industrial Conference Board to represent employers in labor relations 
and conceived and organized a system, regional in scope, to educate people 
on the economies and principles of American business. He was a member 
of the American Bar Association Standing Committee on Unauthorized 
Practice of Law. He was chairman of the Washington State Bar Asso- 
ciation Committee on Selection of Judges and a past president of the 
Tacoma Bar Association, as well as past chairman of the Washington 
State Bar Association Committee on Unauthorized Practice of Law. 
Edgar was a poor lodge man, only belonging to the B. P. O. E. because of 
the organization’s local children’s program, which he supported enthusias- 
tically. His play was golf, and his avocation was raising flowers. See 
Chapter 18 for further information.

2121 DWIGHT DAVID EISENHOWER (lda$, Elizabeth5, William4, 
Peter’, Matthias’, John Jacob!) was born October 14, 1890, at Denison, 
Texas. Dwight was named David Dwight, and his name is written in the 
Eisenhower family Bible in that order, but he changed it to Dwight David, 
as his mother had reversed the order of her given names. His parents 
moved to Abilene, Kansas, soon after his birth, where he grew up, attend- 
ing the public grade schools and high school. After graduating from 
high school in 1909, he received an appointment to West Point Military 
Academy after first seeking, unsuccessfully, a nomination to the Naval 
Academy at Annapolis. He graduated from West Point with a Bachelor 
of Science degree in 1915. He entered the Army and the following year, 
on July 1, 1916, he married Mamie Geneva Doud at Denver, Colorado. 
Mamie was the daughter of John Sheldon Doud and was born at Boone, 
Iowa. Dwight was a graduate of the Army Tank School in 1921, honor 
graduate of the Command and General Staff School in 1926, graduate of 
the War College in 1929, and of the Army Industrial College in 1932. In 
1915 he was made Commander of the Second Infantry and advanced 
through the grades to Lieutenant General in 1942, full General on Feb- 
ruary 12, 1948, and General of the Army in December, 1944. He served 
as Lieutenant Colonel, Tank Corps, during World War I; Chief of Staff, 
Third Army, at San Antonio, Texas; Chief of War Plans Division; mem- 
ber of War Department General Staff in February, 1942; Chief of Opera- 
tions Division, Office of Chief of Staff, April, 1942. He was appointed 
Commanding General, United States Forces, European Theater of Opera- 
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tions, June 24, 1942, and Allied Commander in Chief, November 8, 1942, 
when he directed the invasion of North Africa. On December 31, 1943, he 
was appointed Commanding General of the Allied Forces in the European 
Theater of Operations; and in 1945, Commander of United States Occu- 
pation Forces in Germany; Chief of Staff, United States Army, November 
19, 1945. 

His decorations include the Distinguished Service Medal, with two oak 
leaf clusters, Legion of Merit (U. S.); the Distinguished Service Star 
(Philippines) ; the Grand Cordon of the Nishan Iftikar (Tunisia) ; the 
Grand Cross of the Most Honorable Order of the Bath, Order of Merit, 
North African Star with numerals 8 and 2 (Great Britain) ; the Grand 
Cordon Legion of Honor, Croix de Guerre with Palm, Cross of Liberation 
(France) ; Star of Abdon Calderon, 1st Class (Ecuador) ; Polonia Resti- 
tuta, Virtuti Militari, Medal Militaire, Cross of Grunwald, 1st Class 
(Poland); Order of Victory, Order of Suvorov, ist degree (Russia) ; 
Knight of the Grand Cross in Order of the Lion (Netherlands) ; Grand 
Croix de l’Ordre de la Couronne de Chena, Medal Militaire (Luxembourg) ; 
Golden Star of Victory of the White Lion, Order of the White Lion, 1st 
Class, Military Cross (Czechoslovakia); Order of the Elephant (Den- 
mark); Grand Cross (Haiti); Grand Cordon of Order of Leopold with 
Palm, Croix de Guerre with Palm (Belgium); Order of Military Merit, 
Order Aeronautical Merit, Grand Master National Order of the Southern 
Cross (Brazil); Grand Master Vasco Nunez de Balboa, Grand Cross 
(Panama); Order of Military Merit, Ist Class, Aztec Eagle, Medal of 
Civic Merit (Mexico) ; Grand Cross, Order of Olaf (Norway) ; Cross of 
Military Merit (Guatemala) ; Order of Merit, Chief Commander (Chile) ; 
L’Ordre d’Ismal Grand Cordon (Egypt). He refused the highest decora- 
tion of Argentina because of that country’s dictatorship. He was a 
member of the American Military Mission to the Philippines from 1985 
to 1989. He was a member of the Army and Navy Club. In 1948 he was 
elected President of Columbia University and he published his memoirs, 
which he titled “The March of Democracy.” At this time he had gained 
the greatest prestige of any contemporary person, which he consistently 
refused to use for political purposes, although he doubtlessly could have 
been elected President of the United States, his candidacy welcomed by 
either political party. His biography appeared in several volumes of 
Who’s Who in America. See Chapter 18 for further data.

After his public school education at Abilene, and even before completing 
his high school course, Roy became interested in pharmacy. As a high 
school boy he worked in a local drug store, and in 1911, after graduating 
from high school, he went to Ellsworth, Kansas, for a position in a drug 
store which he filled for the next nine years, having in the interim gone 
to a pharmaceutical school at Wichita, Kansas, from which he graduated 
as a registered pharmacist. He married Edna Alice Shade at Ellsworth, 
November 18, 1917. She was the daughter of Alva and Laura Straley 
Shade and was born September 13, 1891, in Ellis County, Kansas. In 
August, 1919, Roy bought a drug store at Junction City, Kansas, and he, 
Edna and their baby moved there at once, where they continued to live 
and where he became highly successful in his business. Roy became an 
active leader in community affairs, in Masonry, in Rotary, and in his 
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favorite sport, golf, in which he excelled. He was so favorably known 
throughout the state that the Republican organization was seeking him 
as a candidate for high office when he became ill. His sickness became 
progressively worse for two years until his death on June 17, 1942.

2125 MILTON STOVER EISENHOWER (lda§, Elizabeth5, William4, 
Peters, Matthias?, John Jacob!) was born September 15, 1899, at Abilene, 
Kansas, After graduation from high school, he went to Kansas Univer- 
sity in the summer of 1918, taking journalism. He then went to Kansas 
State Agricultural College (now Kansas State College), where he enlisted 
in the S. A. T. C. He was graduated from the college in 1924 with a 
Bachelor of Science degree. He made an outstanding scholastic record, 
and while in college he won the Missouri Valley Oratorical Contest. In 
1944 Wichita (Kansas) University awarded him the honorary degree of 
LL. D. The following year he received the degree of Doctor of Science 
from Colorado State College. Interspersed with college work—during 
1918 and in 1920 and 1921, Milton was City Editor of the Abilene (Kansas) 
Daily Reflector, After graduation from Kansas State, he taught jour- 
nalism there for a period until he received an appointment as vice-consul 
for the United States to Edinburgh, Scotland, where he was stationed 
about two years. He then received the appointment as Assistant to the 
Secretary of Agriculture and lived in Washington. Here he married 
Helen Elsie Eakin, daughter of Leroy Eakin, on October 12, 1927. Helen 
was a native of Manhattan, Kansas, and she had become engaged to 
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Milton while he was in college there. Helen’s parents, after 1924, had 
moved to Fairfax County, Virginia. Helen was born August 14, 1904. 
In 1928 Milton was made Director of Information for the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture; he was the youngest person to have held that office in the 
department’s history. From 1987 to 1942 he was Land Use Coordinator 
for the Department. In March, 1942, and until June, he was Director of 
War Relocation Authority. For the next year he served as associate 
director of the Office of War Information. In June, 1943, he was elected 
President of Kansas State College, his Alma Mater, and he held this 
position, during which the institution grew under his leadership, until he 
was elected President of Penn State College in the spring of 1950, taking 
office in June of that year. During the years as president of Kansas State 
College, Milton served in many national and international capacities. He 
was Trustee of the Committee of Economic Development, Vice President 
of the Society for the Advancement of Management, Chairman of the 
Executive Committee of Land-Grant College Association, member of the 
President’s Commission on Higher Education, member of the fact-finding 
board for the General Motors strike of 1945, Director of the Quaker Oats 
Company, Director of Encyclopaedia Britannica Films. For three years 
he was Chairman of the U. S. National Commission for the United Nations 
Educational, Scientific and Cultural Organization. He attended annual 
general conferences of UNESCO in Paris, 1946; Mexico City, 1947; 
Beirut, Lebanon, 1948; and Paris, 1949. He was three times vice chairman 
of the U. S. delegation. He was Permanent Chairman of the U. S. Com- 
mission on International Educational, Scientific and Cultural Coopera- 
tion; a member of the Kansas Commission on UNESCO; a member of the 
National Famine and Emergency Council; a member of the Kansas Acad- 
emy of Science. He belonged to Phi Kappa Phi, Sigma Alpha Epsilon, 
and Sigma Delta Chi. He authored many Federal bulletins and leaflets. 
He was co-author of “The United States Department of Agriculture: Its 
Structure and Functions,” 19381. He was Editor of The Yearbook of 
Agriculture from 1929 to 1936, and he has made contributions to many 
publications and periodicals, including The Scholar, Country Home, The 
Country Gentleman, The American Yearbook, The Saturday Evening Post 
and Plan Age. He is listed in several volumes of Who’s Who in America.

A special act of the legislature 
provided for this commission to bring the retarded hearings of the court 
up to date. Lew did not seek the appointment but was chosen for his 
judicial ability and legal knowledge. His decisions were published in 
Law Reports nationally. In 1905 he was elected Judge of the Fifth Judicial 
District of Montana, which office he held until 1913, trying many impor- 
tant water suits that established state-wide and regional precedents. He 
was’ Chairman of the Montana Conservation Commission in 1908 and 
1909; Chairman of the Board of Law Examiners of Montana, 1917-1922; 
Acting Chairman of Legal Advisory Board, Cascade County, Montana, 
and Four-Minute Speaker during World War I; appointed Chief Justice 
of the Montana Supreme Court, September 28, 1922, in which high office 
he served until his retirement in 1935. He was a member of the Montana 
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Geographical Board, of the American Bar Association, of the Montana 
Bar Association, which he served as president, of the Cascade County Bar 
Association, of which he was president. He served as President of the 
Great Falls (Montana) Commercial Club in 1922. He was a 33rd degree 
Mason, having a record of accomplishment in ritual, literature and his- 
torical research in the order that made him known and respected nation- 
ally. He was also a member of B. P. O. E. In October, 1949, he was 
signally honored by the Masonic fraternity with delegates gathered in a 
national ceremony at Washington, D. C. Lew married Ellen N. Badger at 
White Sulphur Springs, Montana, December 12, 1894.

Lew was listed in Volume 24, Who’s 
Who in America. He had a life of great accomplishment, and he and Ellen 
enjoyed high and deserved prestige in Montana and the Northwest.

He attended the Binghamton schools and later Bellefonte Academy, 
Bellefonte, Pennsylvania, Lindsley Institute, Wheeling, West Virginia, 
and Los Angeles Polytechnic High School. He then returned to Bingham- 
ton, where he was employed in his father’s factory, at which time he was 
mainly concerned with the production of mechanical pianos and theatre 
organs, 

At the age of 23 he became interested in learning to fly, and was soon 
the possessor of a flying license and a Cessna four-place cabin monoplane. 
While teaching others to fly, he became concerned in finding a more 
efficient means of flight training. He spent the winter of 1927-28 in 
experimenting in the organ factory with bellows, wind vents, etc., to 
produce a machine on the ground which would simulate an airplane in 
flight. By spring he had the problem solved. He founded a flying school 
guaranteeing to teach all students to fly for a flat fee of $85.00. By 1931 
the school had 150 students. Then in 1932 the depression overtook Edwin, 
and his classes diminished until the school showed a loss. 

Meanwhile, he had not been able to sell his Trainer in sufficient volume 
to keep up a production schedule. A few had been sold to transport lines, 
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the British had picked up several, others had gone elsewhere in Europe; 
in 1980 the U. S. Navy bought one, in 1932 the U. S. Army ordered six. 
The principal revenue, however, had come from amusement parks. 

In 1934, cancellation of the air mail contracts and the disaster that 
befell the Army Air Corps in its unsought attempt to fly the mail, stunned 
the aviation world into a realization of the necessity of instrument 
training. Edwin had the answer and overnight he was swamped with 
inquiries. From the end of 1934 the factory he organized with his brother, 
George, has been on a steady production schedule, which grew to huge 
proportions during World War II and during the post-war period 
employed about 700 men. Many of this large personnel group were aero- 
nautical engineers doing continued research on new instruments and 
devices. 

The original Link Trainer grew and expanded into a series of many 
complicated machines for the teaching of instrument flying, bomb target 
practice, crew coordination drill in giant planes, and navigational work. 
In addition, Link Aviation, Inc. (the business was so named, with plants 
at Binghamton, New York, and Gananoque, Ontario, Canada) is engineer- 
ing submarihe trainers, jet trainers, and models to simulate the very 
latest developments in flying craft. 

On April 18, 1945, Edwin was awarded the Potts Gold Medal of Franklin 
Institute for valuable contributions in the field of training services for 
aviators. In 1947 he was awarded the Wakefield Gold Medal by the Royal 
Aeronautical Society of Great Britain for his contributions of safety in 
flight through the Link Trainer. 

In addition to the flight training machines which have been developed 
in the Link factory, thousands of Link sextants were produced during 
World War II years, and since the war both the Binghamton and Canadian 
factories have been producing .both sectional and solid plywood and 
plastic boats and canoes. 

Edwin is co-author with Captain P. V. H. Weems of “Simplified Celes- 
tial Navigation” which was published in 1940, and which became a stand- 
ard text for the armed services flying schools as well as for several colleges 
and universities. 

Edwin married Marion Elizabeth Clayton, June 6, 1931, at Ilion, New 
York. Marion was the daughter of Floyd A. and Elma Gray Clayton and 
was born November 15, 1907, at Ilion, New York. She was Secretary of 
Link Aviation Devices, Inc. 

Because of his wide and ever-expanding knowledge in the realms of 
aviation and flight training, Edwin became a valued counsellor in all 
aspects of his subject. He was a member of the Research Development 
Board of the United States Government and Chairman of the Testing and 
Training Section of the Guided Missiles Committee of this important 
board. He and Marion lived at Binghamton, New York.

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APPENDIX 


THE LINK SEAL 


Facing page 193 of this volume appears a reproduction of the Link seal. 
The original seal came down through the John Adam Link I line to Boyd 
Link of Duffields, West Virginia, who gave it to Albert Link of Brooklyn, 
New York, his first cousin, during the time this history was being com- 
piled. I asked Albert Link to learn all he could about the seal and its 
origin, and his finding is given below. Further information which has 
come to me about the seal and some observations of my own come after 
Albert Link’s report, which is as follows: 


“The origin of the ‘Link Seal’ has vexed the minds of the various 
Link relatives who have been aware of its existence. After con- 
siderable research, I have to report that my work still leaves it 
obscure in antiquity. Several minor facts, however, seem to be 
proven. First, the seal is a crest of heraldry. There is no question 
about it. Second, all evidence obtainable points to the fact that it 
is of German origin or possibly Polish, the last treasured heirloom 
of John Jacob Link, who brought it over in 1738. 

“Boyd Link, who inherited the seal, knows that it was passed 
on by Alexander Link to his son. The question arises: ‘Where did 
Alexander Link get it?’ Did he get it from his mother, Jane Ogle, 
and can it thus be of English origin, or was it gotten from his 
father and thus be of German origin and be of interest to all 
descendants of John Jacob Link? 


“T have searched the English records of coats-of-arms used by 
the Ogles. There was but one Ogle and none for any form of the 
Link name except for one LINQUE. In no case was there any 
slightest resemblance to the Link crest on the Link seal. Nothing 
on the Link Seal was found on any coat-of-arms. There was no 
resemblance in any manner that would suggest an English origin 
of the Link crest on the seal. 

“However, examination of the German insignias of heraldry 
shows many similarities. Down at the base of the Link seal there 
is a long club-like affair with small projections pointing upwards 
and diagonal hatchet marks on the club. The expert on heraldry 
at Tiffany’s in New York said that this is a branch of a tree with 
twigs and bark. A great many crests of the Germans had this 
identical ‘branch’ at the bases of their crests. One crest was 
found that had a bird standing on a single heart whereas the Link 
crest has the bird standing on two hearts. The ‘Unis’ (Latin, I 
am told) is over the Link crest. The record of John Jacob Link 
and his father, Bernard, are in Latin, and I have been told by 
our researchers in Germany that all records at that time (1683) 
were in Latin. 

“There are many coats-of-arms in German heraldry that be- 
longed to the Link families. Many variations of the name were 
used interchangeably. I have located sixteen in all—under the 
names of Link, Linck, Lincke, Linckh, Linkh, Lingk, Linke. Many 
times the descriptive matter would be under one form and the 
picture of the crest would bear a different form of the name. But 
none of these pictures embodied any resemblance to the ‘Link 
Seal’—except this singular thing: 

“In Siebmacher’s Wappenbuch, Vol. 10, 11, 12 (One Book), 
page 81, and plate 47, there is this record: 


“thio 


“Linke II (2) there is a description in German with no dates. 
The picture shows a bird, facing the left, and standing on what 
I would interpret as a stump of a tree. Beneath this is some 
elaborate scroll work draped over a shield. On the shield is the 
same similar bird as above it. What was Linke I J failed to find. 


“Here is a peculiar thing and its significance can only be con- 
jectured. I ran into a large group of crests, all undoubtedly 
Polish, for they all ended in ‘ski.’ Under the name of KUKOWSKI 
was the crest exactly the same as the one of Linke II above— 
except that in the shield the exact bird stands on a maltese cross 
standing on a horse shoe. 


“Under the name of NASTOROWSKI was the identical pic- 
ture found under Kukowski. 

“Under the name ROMOSKI was exactly the same picture as 
found under Kukowski. That makes Kukowski, Nastorowski and 
Romoski all with the same crest and but varying in only one 
detail from ‘Linke II.’ It would thus seem that Linke II coat-of- 
arms had some origin from the Polish section of Germany, or 
vice versa. 

“In Siebmacher’s Vol. 6, the crest was labeled ‘Linkh-Link’ 
indicating that the various forms of ‘Link’ were used as I found 
elsewhere. 


“The search was made in the Public Library at Fifth Avenue 
and 42nd Street in New York City. There are many volumes 
written by Siebmacher on German heraldry and pictures illus- 
trate all coats-of-arms. There are probably as many as several 
thousand of these pictures. The search I made was almost exclu- 
sively under the name of Link. Should anyone have the time, 
instead of finding his way through various ‘Indexes,’ but analyze 
every coat-of-arms from the beginning of the first volume of 
Siebmacher’s unto the last, he might find some crest bearing some 
likeness to the crest on the Link seal. Possibly in Germany, where 
Siebmacher obtained his material, beginning about fifty years 
ago, there may be found the secret of the Link crest. Until some 
ambitious enthusiast takes on the task, the secret of the Link 
crest will remain buried with those who have been dead upwards 
of 200 years. Every descendant of John Jacob Link has an 
interest in the Link crest as shown in the Link seal. 


“This article is submitted for what it is worth. It shows that an 
attempt has been made to solve the enigma. It is conclusive that 
the Link seal is the Link crest in heraldry. It is almost positive 
that the Link crest is of German origin and that Alexander Link 
inherited it through the Link line from John Jacob Link and that 
it is the only known treasure of John Jacob Link that remains 
extant.” 


As Albert Link says, that the seal is heraldic there can be little doubt 


but that it was awarded is another matter. It was more apt to have been 
devised by some younger son of a noble house or by some early Link 
scholar or clergyman (the latter conjecture is held by some Links) who 
wanted his own designation in symbol. That primogeniture determined its 
possession there can be no doubt. John Jacob Link had one son, named 
John George, by his first wife, Elizabeth, older than John Adam I. John 
George died in Germany, as did his mother. John Adam I was his older 
of two sens living at John Jacob’s death in 1738. In turn, John Adam I 
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had one son older than John Adam II. His name was John but he was 
not alive at the time of John Adam I’s death, because he was not men- 
tioned in his will—and every other living child and the children of one 
deceased daughter were mentioned. So, the seal, by primogeniture, would 
pass to John Adam II, who in turn left it to his oldest son, Alexander. 
He in turn passed the seal to his first born and son, Adam, who, in his 
turn, left it to Thomas Jefferson Link, his eldest son and the father of 
Boyd Link, owner of the seal until he gave it to Albert Link, his cousin. 

An interesting confirmation of the seal’s existence and its significance 
as an inheritance came to me from Mrs. Claud Cason of Macon, Georgia. 
Mrs. Cason is descended from Matthias Link—only son, besides John 
Adam I, who survived John Jacob—his youngest child, in fact. I had 
asked Mrs. Cason to write me anything she could remember about her 
grandfather, Adam Link II, grandson of Matthias. In her answering 
letter Mrs. Cason said she was told by her grandfather that there was a 
relic, a silver trinket, which was passed from Link father to oldest son 
and had beenfor generations. Adam II, who told her this, had the knowl- 
edge from Adam I, his father, who had it from Matthias, his father— 
the younger son of John Jacob and who did not inherit the seal. This 
tradition, told down through the Matthias line, confirms the practice of 
inheritance practiced in the John Adam I line, or the reverse, whichever 
way you choose to view the matter. My own investigation in the New- 
berry Library at Chicago identifies the design as German. The use of the 
eagle and heart or hearts in combination prevails in German heraldry 
and art. Much evidence of this is found in extant items of early Penn- 
sylvania art. The Latin motto, “Unis,” is the second person, singular, 
present tense of the verb Unio and in English means, “You are One” or 
“You are Uniting.”

only to the decent subsistance of my grandson Joshua Evans: 

4th That my river plantation be set apart for the occupancy & exclusive 
use of my son John Hanger, (who now lives upon it,) for the space of five 
years from & after my decease: 

5th That the Baker plantation, as now divided off (including part of 
my home tract) by a straight division fence, running from near the 
Winchester road to the back line of my land, pass & descend in full 
property & fee simple right to my daughter Polly, who is intermarried 
with Samuel M. Woodward, & to her heirs forever—the said plantation 
is now in the occupancy of the said Samuel M. Woodward, who shall have 
the same valued by two or more judicious & distinterested persons, and 
the amount of such valuation shall be brought into hotchpot, after five 
years, without addition or diminution, and distributed as herein after 
provided: 

6th That the surplus of the proceeds of my personal property, provided 
for in the second clause (after the payment of my funeral expenses & just 
debts) shall be so divided between my daughter Hannah, wife of James 
Allen of the county of Lee, and Evelina, wife of Jacob Baylor of this 
county, as that when taken in connection with what they have respectively 
received from me already, they shall each have received equal amounts: 

7th That my lands, not herein devised to my Daughter Polly, shall be 
sold after the term of five years, dating from the day of my decease 
(excepting only in favor of the bequest to my wife, in the third clause, 
should she survive me beyond five years,) and the proceeds, together with 
the proceeds of the remainder of my unsold property, and be divided

hotchpot fund & distribution,) he shall refund all the surplus above that 
proportion, at the expiration of five years after my decease; but without 
interest till then. Nor shall any of the children be charged with interest 
upon the advancements which they have received, 

And for the faithful execution of this my last will I hereby constitute & 
appoint my sons John Hanger and Peter Hanger, and my sons-in-law 
Samuel M. Woodward and Jacob Baylor my executors, vesting them with 
all the rights and authority which I myself now have in the premises, 
with a commission, should they charge any, not exceeding two and a half 
per cent on the whole amount of my estate.

tors herein named appeared in court and refused to take upon themselves 
the burthen of the execution.

IN THE NAME OF GOD AMEN. I Adam Link senr. of the County 
of Augusta and State of Virginia being of sound mind and anticipating 
my future death do make this my last will & testament in the following 
manner & form to wit. 1st. I desire that after my funeral expences all 
my just debts if any there may be shall be paid as soon as practicable. 
2nd. I direct that my executors hereinafter named shall as soon as may 
be convenient after my death sell all the personal property of which I 
may die possessed for Cash or on credit as may be found most expedient 
by them. 8rd. I give to my wife Polly Link all my household & kitchen 
furniture to dispose of at her pleasure as also her lifetime estate in the 
storehouse place or land where I now live I also give to her twenty bushels 
of wheat one beef two milch cows six hogs the hay in the barn at home 
the flax on hand and whatever corn may be raised on the place of my 
residence whether severed or unsevered at the time of my decease. 4th. 
I give to Polly Bowland Bell two hundred dollars out of my personal 
estate to be paid to her in the following manner fifty dollars within a 
year after my death & the ballance in three equal annual instalments 
thereafter. 5th. I give & bequeath to my son Adam Link his heirs 
executors administrators or assigns all my other property rights claims 
demands or interests whether in law or equity real or personal including 
the remainder over of the store place aforesaid. 6th. I nominate & appoint 
my son Adam Link & Moses Gresham the Executors of this my last will

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THE WILL OF PETER HANGER II? 


In the Name of God Amen, I Peter Hanger sr of the County of Augusta 
and State of Virginia, being admonished by old age & disease of my 
approaching end and taking into consideration the propriety of making 
provision upon the occurrence of that event, for the distribution among 
my children of the Estate with which it has pleased a kind and merciful 
Providence to bless my industry in this world do now make this my last 
will and testament. 

I bequeath 1st. That my funeral expences and all my just debts be 
paid off as soon as may be practicable: 

And 2nd I give to my son Peter Hanger one hundred and fifty acres of 
Land where he now lives being a part of the tract I purchased of Jas. 
Finly called the Steal Tract, for and during his natural life remainder in 
fee simple to his Children & their decendants, but if any of the children 
of my son Peter should die during their minority without issue then the 
share of such Children shall go to the other Children of my said son 
Peter, but in the event that my son Peter survives his wife then I give 
& bequeath to him the farm on which he lives of one hundred & fifty acres 
in fee simple. If my son Peter should die before his wife then I hereby 
appoint my sons, John and Jas. Marshall Hanger Trustees who shall 
take possession and control of said farm for the benefit of the Children 
of my said son Peter during their minority, and after providing from 
the proceeds thereof a comfortable support & maintenance for the Chil- 
dren of my said son including their education, then I desire said Trustees 
if the said proceeds will justify it to provide a decent support for the wife 
of my said son Peter during her widowhood & no longer. I also give to 
my son Peter one hundred & fifty acres of mountain land which is now 
run off to him with the same restrictions on it, the one hundred and fifty 
acres on which he lives he is to take at fifty Dollars per acre, the mountain 
land thrown in & to be brought into a hotchpot distribution as well as 
the advancement made him, which I have kept in a book specially for that 
purpose & shall be taken without addition or diminution, & if he shall 
have reced more than his share according to a hotchpot distribution of 
all my land & personal property then he shall pay back all he has reed 
over in following manner one sixth in two years, after my demise & the 
balance in four equal payments after the first payment is made, the 
land devised to my son Peter is to start at a marked tree on River Bank 
near David Coiners Mill & with the line between me & sd Coiner as far 
as his line goes, then on the line between me and Samuel Coiner to near 
the runs, thence up sd run to or nea_ the woods, & then down the fence 
along the side of the woods far enough to run across my woods to Jacob 
Coiners line formerly Saml Steal; & down said line to the South River so 
as to make the one hundred & fifty acres. 

I give to my son John & William my home tract of land and the balance 
of the Steal or Finley tract after taking off the one hundred & fifty acres 
for my son Peter, to them and their heirs and assigns forever, with the 
balance of the pine timber after taking off one hundred & fifty acres for 
my son Peter their heirs and assigns forever the home tract they are to 
take at sixty dollars per Acres and the pine land to be thrown in, and if 
ever they should conclude to divide the land, I will that it shall divided 
equally between them; giving my son John the Choice of ends. I also will 
that my daughter Catharine & my grand Daughter Mattie have a home

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with my son John & William, as long as they can agree to live together 
& that they shall have the choice of two rooms in my house, as long as 
they remain with them except the room I now live in, and that my sons 
John & William support them decently & furnish them a horse & Buggy 
when ever they desire it, & if my daughter Catharine and Grand daughter 
should conclude to board out then my sons John & William is to pay a 
reasonable board untill she receives from them as much of her legacy as 
will support her & my Grand Daughter from the interest of the same I 
mean the Legacy left to my Daughter Catharine. I will that my sons John 
& William pay to my Daughter Catharine in two years from my demise, 
One thousand Dollars, & one thousand annually untill she is made equal 
according to a hotchpotch distribution amongst my Legatees. 

I will to my son Norman my mill, & land belonging to the same in 
Buckingham County which he is to take at six thousand Dollars & the 
one third of the NewPort tract or Land at five dollars p acre, to be 
divided between my sons Norman, Marshall & David in three equal shares, 
& all brought into a hotchpot distribution & if there should prove to be 
any defect in the title to any of the property willed to my son Norman & 
Marshall & David then the balance of the legatees is to make it up so as 
to make him equal with the balance of my legatees, as well as Marshall 
& David. 

I will to my sons Jas Marshall & David Washington, my Hacker farm 
near the mill, supposed to contain Three hundred & thirteen acres which 
they are to take at six thousand dollars, & the two thirds of the New Port 
tract at five dollars pr acre, all to be brought into a hotchpot distribution 
with advancements heretofore made, which will be found in a book kept 
by me for that purpose, & which amounts shall be taken without addition 
or diminution if the title to any of the land willed to Marshall & David 
should prove not good to be made so by Legatees. 

I have already given to my son Henry M. Hanger the half of Culpeper 
plantation & other advancements made which will be found in a book of 
Charges against my Children to amount to four thousand seven hundred 
& ninety six dollars & whatever may be coming to him according to a 
hotchpot distribution amongst my children, I will that my Executors pay 
it to his Children. 

I will to my daughter Nancy & her heirs forever my half of my Culpeper 
farm to be taken and accounted for at fourteen Dollars per acre, & 
account of her advancements will be found in a book kept specially for 
that purpose by me, which shall be taken without addition or diminution 
& all brought into a hotchpot distribution, & whatever may be coming to 
her shall be paid her by my Executors according to said distribution. 

I will that my land adjoining Geo. Hansberger & Hugh McClure, be 
sold whenever my Executors can make a fair sale of the same & brought 
into a hotchpot distribution. My stills & tubs & all the apparatus belong- 
ing to the same be valued & that my sons John & William can take them 
at valuation, if they see proper the same to be brought into a hotchpot 
distribution. 

I also will that all my personal property Horses, Mules, Cattle, Plows 
& everything be sold by my executors except my household furniture, I 
wish my legatees to divide that amongst them. 

I also will to my Grand Daughter Mattie Evans, her grandmothers 
Bureau in my Room, also a good bead bedstead & furniture without any 
charge to be made for it whatever. 

I also will to my son Norman my silver watch no charge to be made for it. 
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I will that my sons John & Wm. be paid one hundred dollars each a 
year from the time they arrive at twenty-one years of age as long as they 
attend to my business with the exception of four years during the war, 
for which I have given each of them a horse without any charge, I have 
also found all their Clothing fine & coarse all the time & I think one 
hundred dollars a year each will pay them for their attention to my 
business. 

I also will that there shall be no interest charged any of my children 
for any advancements made them by me, any of my children that may 
have to pay back money acordig to hotchpot distribution shall pay the 
first payment in two years from my demise & the balance in four years 
from that time with the eception of John & William who shall pay to my 
Daughter Catharine one thousand dollars in two years & one thousand 
annually until she is made equal with the balance of my children. I will 
that all the land is bound that I have willed to each legatee as long as 
there is anything due from the legatee to whom it is devised, to the legatee 
to make them equal according to a hotchpot distribution of all my personal 
& real estate and for the faithfull execution of this my last will. 


I hereby constitute & appoint my sons Peter Hanger, John Hanger and 
James Marshall Hanger my executors vesting them with all the rights I 
now have in the premises. 


In testimony of all this my last will and testament I hereunto affix my 
name & seal this the 4th day of January 1866 
Peter Hanger sr (Seal) 
Codicil to my Will. If my son Peter should die before his wife, & all his 
children should die without any decendants, then I will & direct that the 
plantation left him shall be equally distributed amongst all my children.

8rd. Codicil to my Will. Owing to Circumstances over which I had no 
control I change will as it regards the mill in Buckingham left to my son 
Wm. I now will that the Mill & plantation go to my sons Jas. Marshall & 
David Washington Hanger, with the same provise provided they be any 
defect in the title of any of the property, I also will as it regards my son 
William that John & Norman Hanger support him decently in Clothes 
& Board, and if he should become a steady & sober man after the lapse 
of ten years, I will him the balance of the Finley tract supposed to 
contain Eighty three acres, to be taken by him at fifty dollars pr Acre, 
the balance to make him equal with my other legatees to be paid by my 
sons John & Norman Hanger, they are also to furnish him a Horse, when 
he needs one to ride, but if my son should remain steady & sober for ten 
years & gets the land, if he should (die) without heirs then it is to go to 
the balance of my heirs, & in no case is he permitted to sell it out of the 
family. November 19th 1868.

Abraham Lynn and William Chapman were sworn and severally deposed 
that they are well acquainted with the testators hand writing and verily 
believe the said writing and the names thereto subscribed to be wholly 
written by the testators own hand and also that the body of said writing 
is in the testators proper hand writing whereupon the said writing and 
Codicils thereon endorsed is ordered to be recorded, as the true last will 
and testament of the said Peter Hanger Senr deceased. And on the 
motion of John Hanger and Peter Hanger Jr two of the Executors named 
in the said will who made oath thereto according to law and together with 
Jacob Baylor and Isaac J. Parkins their securities (who Justified as to 
their sufficiency) Entered into a bond in the sum of ten thousand Dollars, 
payable and with the condition as the law directs which bond was 
acknowledged in open Court by the obligors thereto and ordered to be 
recorded. Certificate is granted the said John Hanger and Peter Hanger 
Jr for obtaining a probat of said will in due form. Marshall Hanger the 
other Executor named in said will appeared in Court and renounced his 
right to qualify and take upon himself the burthen of its execution. (Said 
will & bond being stamped to amount of twenty-two Dollars, the tax 
imposed by law.)
